The Supreme Court today rescued an administration-supported rule that promotes electricity 
conservation, handing a big victory to environmentalists and President Barack Obama. 

The 6-2 decision overturned a federal appeals panel ruling and affirmed the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission's authority to incentivize programs that reduce power consumption during 
peak demand periods by paying large users to curb their demand. Although states could opt out of 
FERC's regulation, the lower court argued that the agency had overstepped its powers.

Last fall I had the pleasure of participating in a symposium with Hillary and Chelsea Clinton about their initiative, No Ceilings: The Full Participation 
Project. “Full participation” means ensuring every woman in the world has the same rights and opportunities as men. Hillary Clinton has been behind 
this goal from its inception at the 1995 UN Conference in Beijing, where she declared that “human rights are women’s rights and women’s rights 
are human rights.” 


Even though women have come a long way since 1 995, we still haven’t achieved the ideal of equal rights and opportunities. Hillary calls this “the 
great unfinished business of the 21 st century,” which is why she started No Ceilings to figure out how to get the job done. That is what Hillary 
Clinton is all about - getting the job done. 


The symposium was titled “Community Based Solutions: A No Ceilings Conversation” and its purpose was to learn what people are doing to 
advance women and girls right here in our own backyard. I was honored to share the work I’m doing here in Fine Bluff, especially standing next to 
the woman whose actions inspired my own. 


In her book, It Takes A Village, Hillary wrote about how we can make a real difference in the lives of children by working together as a community.

Instruction for Parents and Preschool Youngsters. HIPPY sends instructors into low-income homes to provide parents - typically mothers - with 
the tools they need to prepare their children for school. Founded in Israel in 1969 by Dr. Avima Lombard, HIPPY’S innovative approach captivated 
Hillary Clinton. So she tracked down Dr. Lombard and asked her to help bring the program to Arkansas. The next year, Little Rock became home to 
one of the first HIPPY programs in the United States. 


By taking this action, Hillary literally changed my life and the lives of so many children and families in not only the state but around the country. My 
experience with HIPPY began at the Arkansas River Education Service Cooperative, which runs the HIPPY programs in 8 school districts 
throughout Arkansas, Grant, and Jefferson counties. I served as the group’s Director for 1 1 years.

The DREAMS program is in its third year, and all of our girls are currently attending college - except one, who joined the Air Force and is an Honor 
Guard in Washington, DC. She is 3rd in her class and studying to become a doctor. She’s also one out of 17 children in her family. 


Regardless of what her future holds for Hillary Clinton, I know that she will continue to turn her ideas into action and get the job done, no matter 
how big or small. And I know we will all be better off because of her.

I had the pleasure to discuss with you at the CGI meetings and I take the opportunity of the beginning of the year 
to deliver some news on a very promising project: how to mobilize investors to tackle climate change. 


The starting point is that a fast growing number of investors realize that climate change is not only a threat for 
society but in all respects, a risk to their assets. As a side effect, by reallocating capital, from polluting companies 
to carbon efficient companies, institutional investors could accelerate the transition towards the low carbon 
economy (see http://www.ai-ciodiaital.com/ai-cio/december 2014 european edition?folio=24#pa26 ) 


In this perspective, on the academic side, Patrick Bolton (Columbia University), Mats Andersson (CEO of 
Swedish pension fund AP4) and I have written a new paper (“Hedging Climate Risk” and available at http:// 
papers.ssrn.com/sol3/papers.cfm7abstract id=2499628 ). 

We describe low carbon indexes that are reducing climate change related risks without impacting investment 
profiles. We believe it could be a game changer: it is simple, transparent and it applies to a $10tn market. 


Furthermore, we have launched a non-for profit coalition (Portfolio Decarbonization Coalition) solely focused on 
investors that are taking action on climate change (see http://unepfi.org/pdc/ ). Ban Ki-moon, Dr. Kim, 
President Hollande, etc. have all referred to the Coalition in their respective speeches and articles. 

The Coalition will bring together institutional investors who are committed to decarbonizing at least $100bn of 
assets. $30bn is already achieved. 


I would be glad to invite you for a lunch or a breakfast to discuss about all this when you stop in Paris, and, in the 
meantime, I wish to you and your beloved ones a peaceful and Happy New Year.

Teresa - 

Thank you for the update that you provided to us, the trustees, giving the facts surrounding the incident with the Knox 
basketball player and the subsequent actions taken. I appreciate your assessment of the campus sentiment and planned 
activities. I am satisfied with the approach that you, the coaches, and the Dean have taken, and I trust, as our "boots on 
the ground", you have a much better sense of how a sensitive situation like this one should be handled. I am grateful that 
the Knox faculty, administration, and staff take such care to include the viewpoints and opinions of the various campus 
constituents before taking action. 

Watching my own backyard - the site of marching, protests, and disruption - this particular case seems to have been the 
proverbial straw that broke the camel's back. While I have my own opinions on what happened in Ferguson, MO, I cannot 
imagine the feelings of a young African American woman student basketball player. I only know what happened to the 
outstanding black students I hired for the leadership development program at Wells Fargo; how they were followed around 
stores by security guards and how their vehicles were pulled over for no apparent reason, how they were pulled from their 
cars and made to put their hands on the hood while their bodies and cars were searched. Mostly they dealt with these 
situations with humor, but all were humiliated and felt the injustice. It didn't happen to the white students. 

I'm sorry for the racism that still exists in our country and the need for students and others to protest the unjust actions 
that take place as a result of it. I am glad that you can use these situations to educate Knox students about racism, to 
provide a safe environment for discourse and the sharing of opinions and experiences. I'm proud that we can provide such 
a place for our young people and wish that it could be so throughout America. Then, truly, the life and tragic death of 
Michael Brown would not be in vain. 

I ask that you continue to keep us apprised of the situation at Knox - particularly with regard to the media - including 
social media - and when students return for Winter Term. Again, thank you.

Dear Trustees, 

Some of you may be aware of an incident at Saturday's women's basketball competition at Fontbonne 
University, which is in Clayton, MO, During the national anthem, a 

Knox player engaged in a "hands up, don't shoot" protest, falling to the floor and remaining there for 
approximately 5 minutes. 

(The student is a junior, an African American, and active in campus diversity and sexual respect advocacy.) 

At the end of that period, she left the court and did not return for the duration of the game. On 
Monday morning, the coach (Emily Cline) met with the student to learn what she hoped to achieve and to 
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understand more about her intent. Chad was on the phone during the meeting but could not attend in person 
as he was on the east coast meeting with alums. The student was not responsive to their questions, and as 
result of this unresponsiveness, along with her decision to leave the team and sit out the game, she was 
suspended from basketball activities for one game. 

On Monday afternoon, the team called a meeting attended by Coach Cline, Dean Behling, Athletics 
A 

dministrator and Title IX Coordinator Kim Schrader and myself. The meeting was emotional and lasted 3 
hours. It became clear that the players were generally in support of the student although most of the team 
noted that they wished she had told them in advance of her intentions. Ove 
r 

night and in the early morning, the administrators in attendance, together with Chad, made the decision to 
reverse the suspension and make an announcement. Meanwhile, the matter hit the social media along with 
numerous similar protests at other institutions and we continued to get calls, mostly from younger alumni 
and almost unanimously in support of the student. The coach met with the team at 10 this morning and after 
that meeting, we released this statement to the campus and on social media: 

Knox College Statement on Women’s Basketball 

This past Saturday, a Knox College women’s basketball player staged a protest prior to the start of a 
regulation game in response to the events in Ferguson, Missouri. The player was suspended for one game 
for leaving the court and sitting out the competition. Upon review of the situation and discussion with the 
team, and in recognition of the larger national context, the decision was made to reverse the suspension, 
and the player has been invited to resume all basketball activities. The College deeply appreciates the many 
viewpoints expressed by the women’s basketball team and their thoughtful dialogue as we sought to arrive 
at a resolution that considered all perspectives. 


The student has been interviewed by local media and we are monitoring the various responses 
by alums and others. Many are calling for a public apology and in consultation with College counsel, we are 
considering how best to address that call. C 
had is on his way back 

to campus and should arrive tonight. Meanwhile, 
two more meetings have been scheduled 
to address the many meanings of these events 

: the first meeting will be at 9:30 tomorrow morning with the athletic department staff and the second an 
open forum for the campus community at 11 am. We are working on an additional statement 
to the full campus community 
that will be released after that forum 


Since we are not in session, there are very few students on campus at present, but a 
s you all know, it is a volatile time on campuses and in communities. Ferguson is three hours south of 
Galesburg and for many of our students feels like our back yard. I did address the matter in my convocation 
speech, and prior to this event, had been planning how to use the MLK Day Convocation for a teach-in on 
these issues. 

We are continuing to plan programming on the issue, including diversity training for faculty and staff as 
noted in Goal 2 of the strategic plan. I'm happy to answer any questions.

Summary: Media Matters has examined a copy of Ann Coulter's new book, Guilty, and presents a sampling of the book's numerous falsehoods. 
These falsehoods include her defense of claims made against Sen. John Kerry by the Swift Boat Veterans for Truth; her assertion that "Fox News 
has never been caught promoting a fraud"; and her claim that President-elect Barack Obama was referring to Gov. Sarah Palin when he said "you 
know, you can put lipstick on a pig; it's still a pig." 

Media Matters for America has examined a copy of author and syndicated columnist Ann Coulter's new book, Guilty: Liberal "Victims" and Their 
Assault on America , which Media Matters obtained in advance of the book's release, and presents a sampling of the book's numerous falsehoods, 
including misrepresentations of the sources she cites. These falsehoods come on a wide-ranging list of subjects including her defense of the claims 
made against Sen. John Kerry (D-MA) by the Swift Boat Veterans for Truth during the 2004 presidential campaign; her assertion that "Fox News 
has never been caught promoting a fraud"; her claim that President-elect Barack Obama was referring to Gov. Sarah Palin when he said "you know, 
you can put lipstick on a pig; it's still a pig"; and attacks she makes against New York Times columnist Frank Rich. Coulter has announced that she 
is scheduled to appear on the January 6 broadcast of NBC's Today to promote Guilty. 

Media Matters has also documented that Coulter made numerous inflammatory and offensive comments in Guilty. 

Below are examples of the numerous falsehoods in Guilty. 

Liberals' purported n praise[]" for hoaxers for staging hate crimes 

Coulter claims that two black students who engaged in a hoax by hanging a black doll from a noose were "immediately praised" by "liberals," but the 
sources she cites do not support this claim. Coulter writes: 

In 1997, at Duke University, a black doll was found hanging by a noose from a tree at the precise spot where the Black Student Alliance 
planned to hold a rally against racism. Two black students later admitted they were the culprits and were immediately praised for bringing 
attention to the problem of racism on campus. Which is why I'm thinking about knocking over a liquor store to focus attention on the problem 
of big-city crime. 

Rather than "institutional racism," what we are witnessing is "institutional racial hoaxism" committed by liberals. [Page 10] 

Coulter cites two articles to back up her assertion that the students were "immediately praised," neither of which support such a claim. One of the 
sources Coulter cites is a January 8, 1999, Chronicle of Higher Education article , which does not report that the students were "praised" but 
rather that "[s]ome classmates defended the two students." The sole student quoted in the article discussing the incident criticized both the 
students and the university: 

Some classmates defended the two students, whose names were not released. In a letter to The Chronicle, Duke's student newspaper, 
Worokya Diomande called the act "tasteless," but said "the idea behind the act ... is being overlooked." 

"The idea is that the university has not changed," wrote Ms. Diomande, who graduated last spring. "Blacks are allowed to be enrolled here, 
but the idea is the equivalent of the transition from field slave to house slave." 

Coulter's other source for her claim that the students were "immediately praised" is a January 31, 2000, article in The Weekly Standard (accessed 
from Nexis), which cites the Chronicle article in writing that "some at Duke defended the act, claiming it high-lighted the problem of race relations on 
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campus." 

Fox News Channel 

On Page 15, Coulter writes, "Fox News has never been caught promoting a fraud - unlike CBS (Bush National Guard story), ABC (tobacco industry 
report), NBC (exploding GM trucks), CNN (Tailwind), and MSNBC (Keith Olbermann)." In fact, as Media Matters has documented , on several 
occasions since 2004, Fox News has issued a retraction and apology for airing a news report that repeated false information, one of which led Fox 
News' Vice President for News John Moody to reportedly warn staff in January 2007 that "seeing an item on a website does not mean it is right. 
Nor does it mean it is ready for air on FNC." 

On the April 24, 2007, edition of Fox & Friends, co-hosts Steve Doocy and Brian Kilmeade repeated as fact an online parody news report of a 
school prank that included fabricated quotes attributed to the superintendent. Doocy issued an on-air retraction and apology during the May 16, 
2007, edition of Fox & Friends First, but the superintendent brought suit against the Fox News Channel, Doocy, and Kilmeade. In a June 3, 2008, 
decision dismissing the lawsuit, U.S. District Court Judge D. Brock Hornby wrote : 

The facts in this case — a morning cable news show derisively reporting events and statements obtained unwittingly from an online parody - 
should provide grist for journalism classes teaching research and professionalism standards in the Internet age. But First Amendment 
principles developed long before the Internet still provide protection to the gullible news program hosts against this public official's claims for 
defamation and false light invasion of privacy. Poetic justice would subject the defendants to the same ridicule that they accorded the 
plaintiff. But in real life, the aggrieved school superintendent must be satisfied with their later retraction and a professional reputation sullied 
less than theirs. 

The lawsuit was filed by Leon Levesque, a school superintendent in Lewiston, Maine. According to The Associated Press, "[t]he case was an 
outgrowth of an April 2007 prank in which a middle school student tossed a slab of leftover Easter ham onto a table surrounded by Somali Muslim 
youngsters, knowing the Muslims would be offended." Freelance writer Nicholas Plagman later published a fabricated news report about the 
incident at Associated Content in which he attributed numerous made-up quotes to Levesque, including one in which Levesque was alleged to have 
said: "These children have got to learn that ham is not a toy." On the April 24, 2007, edition of Fox & Friends, Doocy and Kilmeade reported on 
Plagman's story as though it were fact and repeated several of the made-up quotes attributed to Levesque. In discussing the parody report, 

Doocy repeatedly asserted: "We are not making this up." Indeed, when Kilmeade asserted: "You know, I hope we're not being duped," Doocy 
replied, "We're not being duped. I've looked it up on a couple of different websites up there." 

Doocy has also retracted his false assertion on the January 19, 2007, Fox & Friends, that Barack Obama "spent the first decade of his 
life, raised by his Muslim father — as a Muslim and was educated in a madrassa." According to the washingtonpost.com blog The Sleuth , Moody 
subsequently "issued this missive to staff in his daily editorial note on Jan. 23 [2007]: 'For the record: seeing an item on a website does not mean it 
is right. Nor does it mean it is ready for air on FNC.' " Moody also criticized the hosts of Fox & Friends in a January 29, 2007, New York Times 
article , saying, "The hosts violated one of our general rules, which is know what you are talking about. ... They reported information from a 
publication whose accuracy we didn't know." 

Further, on October 1, 2004, Fox News issued a retraction and an apology for a news storv written by chief political correspondent Carl 
Cameron that falsely attributed quotes to Sen. John Kerry (D-MA) in an attempt to ridicule him over a purported manicure. 

John Kerry and the Swift Boat Veterans for Truth 

Coulter advances several falsehoods about Kerry in defending the Swift Boat Veterans for Truth , an organization which spread numerous 
falsehoods and smears regarding Kerry's military record in the six months leading up to the 2004 presidential election. 

Membership of Swift Boat Veterans 

Coulter writes that "nearly three hundred veterans who served with Kerry said he was lying about his war record [Page 109]" and also states: 

"Only 14 Swift Boat Veterans sided with Kerry, while 294 sided with O'Neill. Let's see, would it be more difficult to get 14 people to tell the same lie 
or to get 294 people to tell the same lie? [Page 99]" But contrary to Coulter's assertion, among the roughly 300 she referred to, who signed a 
letter critical of Kerry, were people who subsequently admitted they had no firsthand knowledge of the claims they made; who 
contradicted their statements opposing Kerry both before and after they made them; and who reportedly said they joined with the Swift Boat 
Veterans not because they believed Kerry had "l[ied] about his war record" but because they disapproved of Kerry's subsequent statements 
opposing the Vietnam War. 

Retractions by Swift Boat Veterans 

Coulter falsely claims that "the Swift Boat Veterans for Truth weren't forced to retract any part of their story. [Page 100]" In fact, the organization 
altered its website's account of the December 2, 1968, mission for which the U.S. Navy awarded Kerry his first Purple Heart three days after 
Media Matters noted that the account was inconsistent with that of the group's star witness — retired Rear Admiral William L. Schachte Jr. , 
who claims he was the commander on that mission. 

According to Schachte, Kerry did not deserve the award because the "skimmer" he supposedly commanded that night did not receive enemy fire, 
and Kerry's wound was the result of Kerry's own improper use of an M-79 grenade launcher. But in an April 2003 interview with The Boston Globe, 
"Schachte described the action as a 'firefight' and said of Kerry: 'He got hit,' " the Globe reported on August 28, 2004. According to the Globe, 
Schachte "did not challenge Kerry's Purple Heart" during that interview. 

The original version of the account on the Swift Boat Vets website begins: 

The action that led to John Kerry's first Purple Heart occurred on December 2, 1968, during the month that he was undergoing training with 
Coastal Division 14 at Cam Ranh Bay. While waiting to receive his own Swift boat command, Kerry volunteered for a nighttime patrol mission 
commanding a small, foam-filled "skimmer" craft with two enlisted men [emphasis added]. 

As Media Matter s documented , this description matches Kerry's own account, as well as the account of Patrick Runyon and William 
Zaladonis , two enlisted men who have stated that: (1) Schachte was not on the skimmer; (2) Kerry was in command; and (3) Runyon and Zaladonis 
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were the only other people besides Kerry on the small craft. 

The updated version of the Swift Boat Vets account — now consistent with Schachte's version of events — reads: 

The action that led to John Kerry's first Purple Heart occurred on December 2, 1968, during the month that he was undergoing training with 
Coastal Division 14 at Cam Ranh Bay. While waiting to receive his own Swift boat command, Kerry volunteered for a nighttime patrol mission 
on a small, foam-filled "skimmer" craft under the command of Lt. William Schachte. The two officers were accompanied by an 
enlisted man who operated the outboard motor [emphasis added]. 

Several other Swift Boat Veterans made statements during the 2004 presidential campaign that were inconsistent with their previous accounts, or 
subsequently reportedly retracted comments they made during that campaign, including: 

• John O'Neill. Unfit for Command (Regnery, 2004], co-authored by Swift Boat Veterans for Truth co-founder John O'Neill, asserted that 
"Kerry was never in Cambodia during Christmas 1968, or at all during the Vietnam War" because "[a]reas closer than 55 miles from the 
Cambodian border in the area of the Mekong River were patrolled by PBRs, a small river patrol craft, and not by Swift Boats." However, as 
Media Matters noted , according to White House recordings, in 1971 O'Neill told President Richard Nixon that he himself had been in 
Cambodia and answered in the affirmative when Nixon asked if it had been on a swift boat. 

• Alfred French. In the first Swift Boat ad , then-Clackamas County (Oregon) senior deputy district attorney Alfred J. French announced: 
"I served with John Kerry. ... He is lying about his record." In preparation for the ad, French signed a sworn affidavit for the Swift Boat 
Veterans asserting that Kerry had received his Purple Heart "from negligently self-inflicted wounds in the absence of hostile fire." The 
affidavit French signed declared, "I do hereby swear, that all facts and statements contained in this affidavit are true and correct and within 
my personal knowledge and belief' (emphasis added). 

But in an interview with The Oregonian, French admitted he was "not a witness" to the events surrounding Kerry's medals and that his 
information came secondhand from "friends." 

• George Elliott. In an April 12, 2004, article , USA Today reported that Lt. Cmdr. George Elliott, Kerry's division commander, said of the 
actions for which Kerry received a Silver Star: "This was an exemplary action. There's no question about it." Elliott subsequently appeared in 
a Swift Boat ad in which he asserted that "John Kerry has not been honest about what happened in Vietnam," and, according to an August 
6, 2004, Boston Globe article , "sign[ed] an affidavit that suggests Kerry did not deserve the Silver Star" which the Swift Boat Veterans 
gave to the Globe "to justify assertions in their ad and book." 

But in an interview with the Globe for that August 6, 2004, article, Elliott said that his involvement in the Kerry attack was "a terrible 
mistake" and said, "I'm the one in trouble here. ... I knew it was wrong. ... In a hurry I signed [an affidavit] and faxed it back. That was a 
mistake." The Globe further reported that "Elliott said he regretted signing the affidavit and said he still thinks Kerry deserved the Silver 
Star." 

Finally, in an August 7, 2004, article , the Globe reported: 

Elliott released another affidavit yesterday backing away from his comments this week to the Globe, saying the reporter, Michael 
Kranish, misquoted him. 


Globe Editor Martin Baron released a statement saying "the Globe stands by the article. The quotes attributed to Mr. Elliott were on 
the record and absolutely accurate." 

In 1996, when Kerry was running for Senate reelection and faced questions about the circumstances in which he shot the Viet Cong 
fighter, Elliott came to Boston and defended 


Kerry, saying he deserved the Silver Star. 


In yesterday's new affidavit, Elliott said, "had I known the facts I would not have recommended Kerry for the Silver Star simply for 
pursuing and dispatching a single wounded Viet Cong." He added, "I do not claim to have any personal knowledge as to how Kerry 
shot the wounded, fleeing Viet Cong." 


Media coverage of Swift Boat Veterans 

Coulter also suggests that the media ignored the allegations of the Swift Boat Veterans, writing, "The only way they could have gotten less 
attention would have been to be interviewed on Air America Radio. [Page 101]" In fact, as Media Matters senior fellow Eric Boehlert wrote in 
Lapdoas: How the Press Rolled Over for Bush (Free Press, May 2006): 

By the time the Swift Boat story had played out, CNN, chasing after ratings leader Fox News, found time to mention the Swift Boat Veterans 
for Truth -hereafter, Swifties — in nearly 300 separate news segments, while more than 100 New York Times articles and columns made 
mention of the Swifties. And during one overheated 12-day span in late August, the Washington Post mentioned the Swifties in page 1 
stories on Aug. 19, 20, 21 (two separate articles), 22, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, and 31. [Page 177] 

Boehlert further wrote: 

[I]n the month of August, 2004, NBC network news alone covered the Swift Boat story on August 8, 15, 19, 20, 22, 23, 25, 26, and 29. 
CBS covered the story on August 8, 22, 23, 24, 25 26 and 30, while ABC devoted airtime to it on August 6, 8, 9, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 25, 
and 26. Some of the networks, using different morning and evening news programs, returned to the topic several times in one day. For 
instance on August 23, CBS reported on the Swifty controversy four different times, which of course, represented four more times than the 
CBS News division reported on question surrounding Bush's Guard service during the entire 2000 campaign. [Page 189] 

Kerry's Bronze Star 
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Coulter also falsely suggests that no witnesses supported Kerry's account that his convoy came under enemy fire during the March 13, 1969, 
actions for which he was awarded the Bronze Star. Coulter wrote: 

Larry Thurlow was the Swiftee who, according to the Timers account, "earned a medal for bravery in a gun battle he accused Mr. Kerry of 
concocting." But Thurlow didn't think he had won his medal for coming under enemy fire for the simple reason that there had been no enemy 
fire. What happened was the first boat in the five-boat convoy, PCF-3, hit a mine that blew up the boat and tossed the sailors into the 
water. The Swiftees fired on the shore as a precautionary measure, but stopped when they realized there was no return fire. That is 
according to eleven crew members and three commanders on that mission - or all living commanders, except Kerry. [Page 105] 

Coulter provided no citation for her claim that "eleven crew members and three commanders on that mission" agreed with her description of "[w]hat 
happened." In fact, several crew members on the convoy boats have stated that the convoy did come under enemy fire: 

• The crew of Patrol Craft Fast 94 (PCF-94). In a 2008 letter to Swift Boat Veterans funder T. Boone Pickens debunking the group's 
"lies," Del Sandusky, Fred Short, David Alston, Michael Medeiros, and Eugene K. Thorson — Kerry's crewmates on PCF-94 during the Vietnam 
War — wrote that "[t]he innuendo that Kerry 'put himself in' for his Bronze Star Medal on a mission where there was no hostile fire, is 
completely disproved ... by all of the other crew members who were actually on the boat in this ambush." 

• Jim Rassmann. In an August 10, 2004, Wall Street Journal op-ed , Rassmann wrote: 


I came to know Lt. John Kerry during the spring of 1969. Fie and his swift boat crew assisted in inserting our Special Forces team and 
our Chinese Nung soldiers into operational sites in the Cau Mau Peninsula of South Vietnam. I worked with him on many operations 
and saw firsthand his leadership, courage and decision-making ability under fire. 

On March 13, 1969, John Kerry's courage and leadership saved my life. 

While returning from a SEA LORDS operation along the Bay Flap River, a mine detonated under another swift boat. Machine-gun 
fire erupted from both banks of the river [emphasis added], and a second explosion followed moments later. The second blast 
blew me off John's swift boat, PCF-94, throwing me into the river. Fearing that the other boats would run me over, I swam to the 
bottom of the river and stayed there as long as I could hold my breath. 

When I surfaced, all the swift boats had left, and I was alone taking fire from both banks. To avoid the incoming fire 

[emphasis added], I repeatedly swam under water as long as I could hold my breath, attempting to make it to the north bank of the 
river. I thought I would die right there. The odds were against me avoiding the incoming fire and, even if I made it out of the river, I 
thought I'd be captured and executed. Kerry must have seen me in the water and directed his driver, Del Sandusky, to turn the boat 
around. Kerry's boat ran up to me in the water, bow on, and I was able to climb up a cargo net to the lip of the deck. 

But, because I was nearly upside down, I couldn't make it over the edge of the deck. This left me hanging out in the open, a perfect 
target. John, already wounded by the explosion that threw me off his boat, came out onto the bow, exposing himself to the fire 
directed at us from the jungle, and pulled me aboard. 


• Robert E. Lambert. An August 26, 2004, Mall Tribune (Oregon) article reported that Lambert, "a crew member on swift boat PCF-51" 
during the March 13, 1969, action, said of Thurlow, his commanding officer, "Fie and another officer now say we weren't under fire at that 
time. Well, I sure was under the impression we were." The Mail Tribune also reported that Lambert "doesn't plan to vote for John Kerry" and 
quoted him referring to Kerry's "opposition to the Vietnam War once he returned to the states" as "absolutely reprehensible." 

• Wayne D. Langhofer. In an August 22, 2004, article , The Washington Post reported: 


Until now, eyewitness evidence supporting Kerry's version had come only from his own crewmen. But yesterday, The Post 
independently contacted a participant who has not spoken out so far in favor of either camp who remembers coming under enemy 
fire. "There was a lot of firing going on, and it came from both sides of the river," said Wayne D. Langhofer, who manned a machine 
gun aboard PCF-43, the boat that was directly behind Kerry's. 

Langhofer said he distinctly remembered the "clack, clack, clack" of enemy AK-47s, as well as muzzle flashes from the riverbanks. 
Langhofer, who now works at a Kansas gunpowder plant, said he was approached several months ago by leaders of Swift Boat 
Veterans for Truth but declined their requests to speak out against Kerry. 


• Jim Russell. In an August 23. 2004. article , the Post reported: 


In Colorado, Jim Russell, who participated in Swift boat operations when Kerry did, wrote a letter to the editor of the Telluride Daily 
Planet to angrily dispute the claim that Kerry was not under enemy fire when he rescued Jim Rassman from the water, a feat that 
brought Kerry a Bronze Star and Purple Heart. 

"I was on No. 43 boat, skippered by Don Droz, who was later that year killed by enemy fire," Russell wrote in the letter. "Forever 
pictured in my mind since that day over 30 years ago [is] John Kerry bending over his boat picking up one of the rangers that we 
were ferrying from out of the water. All the time we were taking small arms fire from the beach; although because of our fusillade 
into the jungle, I don't think it was very accurate, thank God. Anyone who doesn't think that we were being fired upon must have 
been on a different river." 


Coulter also writes that during the actions for which he was awarded the Bronze Star, "Kerry had nothing to do with saving the boat that had been 
hit because — again according to the accounts of all three living commanding officers, except Kerry — Kerry fled on his boat the moment the first 
boat hit a mine [Page 105]." But Coulter's suggestion that Kerry's boat fled while the other boats remained is inconsistent with Rassmann's 
firsthand account and with the account of Kerry's actions in his Bronze Star citation . Rassmann stated: "[A]ll the swift boats had left, and I was 
alone taking fire from both banks," before Kerry returned to rescue him from the water. 

Kerry's "home-movie camera" 

Coulter writes that Kerry "carrie[d] a home-movie camera to war in order to reenact combat scenes and tape fake interviews with himself' during 
his tour in Vietnam [Page 100], Coulter was repeating a discredited charge previously made by Internet gossip Matt Drudge and subsequently 
echoed by The New York Times and numerous cable and radio outlets during the 2004 presidential election. Drudge's report cited a 1996 
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Boston Globe article, Unfit for Command, and Retired Air Force Lt. Col. Robert "Buzz" Patterson's book, " Reckless Disregard: How Liberal 
Democrats Undermine Our Military, Endanger Our Soldiers, and Jeopardize Our Security (Regnery Publishing, 2004). But in his September 7, 2002, 
column , the 77mes' current executive editor and then-columnist Bill Keller took up the issue of Kerry's wartime films and debunked the 
reenactment charge, which he wrote that he believed at first: "[R]elying on a report in the usually dependable Boston Globe, I mocked him for 
pulling out a movie camera after a shootout in the Mekong Delta and re-enacting the exploit, as if preening for campaign commercials to come." 
Contrary to Coulter's assertion that Kerry "carriefd] a home-movie camera to war in order to reenact combat scenes and tape fake interviews with 
himself," after spending 40 minutes watching the movies Kerry shot in Vietnam, Keller wrote: 

The first thing to be said is that the senator's movies are not self-aggrandizing. Mr. Kerry is hardly in the film, and never strikes so much as a 
heroic pose. These are the souvenirs of a 25-year-old guy sent to an exotic place on an otherworldly mission, who bought an 8-millimeter 
camera in the PX and shot a few hours of travelogue, most of it pretty boring if you didn't live through it. 

Keller also wrote that, according to the Swift Boat Sailors Association , "a group of veterans who manned" the kind of riverboat that Kerry 
commanded, "lots of enlisted men did the same." Keller further wrote: "Senator Max Cleland has hours of film from his service in the First Air 
Cavalry, which he has had edited into a three-minute meet-the-senator video." 

As Media Matters documented , a July 30, 2004, New York Times article reporting on the Drudge charge noted that "people who have viewed 
his [Kerry's] film from the war have said they have seen no re-enactments," but the paper did not report that Keller had been among those 
"people." 

Kerry and LexisNexis 

After detailing retractions Kerry purportedly made in response to the Swift Vets' claims, Coulter writes: "By contrast, the Swift Boat Veterans for 
Truth weren't forced to retract any part of their story. There's a reason it was Kerry — and not the Swift Boat Veterans — who told the Washington 
Post, 'I wish they had a delete button on LexisNexis' [Page 100]." But contrary to Coulter's suggestion, Kerry did not make that comment to the 
Post in response to the Swift Boat Veterans' claims. The Washington Post article which Coulter cites for the quote was a profile of Kerry 
published on June 1, 2003, and Kerry was not referring to LexisNexis' documenting falsehoods, but to its documenting his having "be[en] a little 
brash when I first got into politics": 

Kerry stepped into the crowd, planting his big hands on workingmen's shoulders, quizzing students about their majors, telling a woman about 
the time his daughter's pet frog jumped on his nose. He waved, hugged, guffawed and sat knee to knee with a grandmother. Boland said: 
"This guy's not personable? What a phony issue." 

Yet it has been an issue, especially with journalists, all the way back to yellowing newspaper clips of 1971, which describe Kerry in such 
terms as "slick," "too pretty," "ambitious," "opportunistic." 

John Norris, Kerry's state director in Iowa, said he isn't worried: "The East Coast press uses the word 'aloof.' It's been an asset, because 
Iowans come with low expectations." 

Kerry appreciates the irony. "I'll say thank you to every journalist who wrote [expletive] articles about me," he joked. Then he added, "I 
plead guilty to being a little brash when I first got into politics. I wish they had a delete button on LexisNexis." 

Conservative columnist Kathleen Parker's Palin criticism 

Coulter took conservative columnist Kathleen Parker out of context to suggest that Parker made only stylistic criticisms against Gov. Sarah Palin 
when Parker called for Palin to withdraw as the vice-presidential nominee. In fact, Parker criticized Palin for what Parker said was a lack of 
substance. Coulter wrote: 

Meteoric rises are available to any Republican who claims to be disgusted with the Republican Party for one or another reason. The 
heretofore unknown Kathleen Parker was the media's favorite Republican in 2008, after she called on Sarah Palin to withdraw from the 
campaign on the grounds that: She "filibusters. She repeats words, filling up space with deadwood." This might not have been manifestly 
insane if Palin's Democratic counterpart had been anyone other than Joe Biden - who filibusters, repeats words, and achieves a personal 
coup every time he merely fills space with "deadwood," rather than one of his usual deranged pronouncements. [Page 114] 

Coulter's suggestion that Parker's' criticism of Palin was limited to style rather than substance is false. In fact, in the syndicated column Coulter 
cited . Parker wrote, "Palin filibusters. She repeats words, filling space with deadwood. Cut the verbiage and there's not much content there 
[emphasis added]." Parker further wrote: 

If BS were currency, Palin could bail out Wall Street herself. 

If Palin were a man, we’d all be guffawing, just as we do every time Joe Biden tickles the back of his throat with his toes. But because she's 
a woman — and the first ever on a Republican presidential ticket -- we are reluctant to say what is painfully true. 

Lipstick on a Pig 

Coulter devotes four pages of Guilty [173-176] to discussing her false assertion that "Obama himself compared Palin to a pig and then denied doing 
so." In fact, Obama's September 9, 2008, statement, "you know, you can put lipstick on a pig; it's still a pig," did not refer to Palin, but rather to 
how a "list" of Sen. John McCain's policies were, according to Obama, no different from President Bush's. Obama did not mention Palin in at least 
the 65 words preceding his "lipstick on a pig" comment, as Media Matters noted . Moreover, the expression "lipstick on a pig" is common 
political rhetoric — Obama had reportedly used the expression in the past, and McCain used it in 2007 in reference to Sen. Hillary Clinton's health- 
care proposal. 

Former acting Massachusetts Gov. Jane Swift — a national member of the McCain campaign's "Palin Truth Squad" — falsely accused Obama of 
making "disgraceful comments comparing our vice presidential nominee, Gov. Palin, to a pig," but later backtracked on her assertion, saying that 
she "can't know" if Obama's comment "was aimed at Governor Palin." 

Frank Rich's column on "Jeff Gannon" 

Coulter misrepresents a quote by New York Times columnist Frank Rich about former Talon News " Washington Bureau Chief " Jeff Gannon -- 
whose real name, James Guckert, was uncovered by bloggers in February 2005 — to assert: "The entire scandal that Frank Rich complained was 
not getting enough attention was that Gannon was a gay Republican [Page 200]." 

Coulter writes: "Another story that the mainstream media denounced the mainstream media for ignoring was the Jeff Gannon mystery scandal. It 
was a mystery scandal because it was a mystery why it was a scandal. In 2005, Frank Rich bitterly complained that the ' 'Jeff Gannon' story was 
getting less attention than another media frenzy — that set off by the veteran news executive Eason Jordan.' " She continues: 

Rich, who became qualified to comment on U.S. foreign policy, national security, and presidential politics after spending a childhood dancing 
his favorite numbers from Oklahoma! in his mother's panties and then spending twelve years reviewing theater for the New York Times, 
attacked Gannon for not being a "real newsman." Not only that, but, Rich breathlessly reported, there were "embarrassing blogosphere 
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revelations linking [Gannon] to sites like hotmilitarystud.com and to an apparently promising career as an X-rated $200-per-hour 'escort. 1 " In 
Rich's estimation, $200 an hour was way too much to pay a male escort who wasn't Latino. Now, if there's anybody in this world who knows 
what a real man is, it's Frank Rich. But as for knowing what a real newsman is, that's another story. [Page 198] 

But Rich did not say that the scandal consisted of Gannon's "embarrassing blogosphere revelations" or his status as a "gay Republican." Rather, 

Rich focused on the fact that Gannon was a "fake[]" Journalist. In the February 20, 2005, column to which Coulter refers Rich wrote : 

[F]or nearly two years the White House press office had credentialed Mr. Guckert, even though, as Dana Milbank of The Washington Post 
explained on Mr. Olbermann's show, he "was representing a phony media company that doesn't really have any such thing as circulation or 
readership." 

How this happened is a mystery that has yet to be solved. "Jeff” has now quit Talon News not because he and it have been exposed as 
fakes but because of other embarrassing blogosphere revelations linking him to sites like hotmilitarystud.com and to an apparently promising 
career as an X-rated $200-per-hour "escort [emphasis added]." 

Rich added: "If Mr. Guckert, the author of Talon News exclusives like 'Kerry Could Become First Gay President,' is yet another link in the boundless 
network of homophobic Republican closet cases, that's not without interest. But it shouldn't distract from the real question - that is, the real news - 

- of how this fake newsman might be connected to a White House propaganda machine that grows curiouser by the day." 

Rich continued: " 'Jeff Gannon' is now at least the sixth 'journalist' (four of whom have been unmasked so far this year) to have been a 
propagandist on the payroll of either the Bush administration or a barely arms-length ally like Talon News while simultaneously appearing in print or 
broadcast forums that purport to be real news." Rich went on to discuss Armstrong Williams, Karen Ryan, and Alberto Garcia and wrote: "Such 
'reports,' some of which found their way into news packages distributed to local stations by CNN, appeared in more than 50 news broadcasts 
around the country and have now been deemed illegal 'covert propaganda' by the Government Accountability Office. 

Media Matters has documented several instances in which Gannon lifted text directly from Republican materials and sources. 

From Frank Rich's February 20, 2005, New York Times column: 

"Jeff Gannon's" real name is James D. Guckert. His employer was a Web site called Talon News, staffed mostly by volunteer Republican 
activists. Media Matters for America, the liberal press monitor that has done the most exhaustive research into the case, discovered that 
Talon's "news" often consists of recycled Republican National Committee and White House press releases, and its content frequently 
overlaps with another partisan site, GOPUSA, with which it shares its owner, a Texas delegate to the 2000 Republican convention. 
Nonetheless, for nearly two years the White House press office had credentialed Mr. Guckert, even though, as Dana Milbank of The 
Washington Post explained on Mr. Olbermann's show, he "was representing a phony media company that doesn't really have any such thing 
as circulation or readership." 

How this happened is a mystery that has yet to be solved. "Jeff" has now quit Talon News not because he and it have been exposed as 
fakes but because of other embarrassing blogosphere revelations linking him to sites like hotmilitarystud.com and to an apparently promising 
career as an X-rated $200-per-hour "escort." If Mr. Guckert, the author of Talon News exclusives like "Kerry Could Become First Gay 
President," is yet another link in the boundless network of homophobic Republican closet cases, that's not without interest. But it shouldn't 
distract from the real question -- that is, the real news — of how this fake newsman might be connected to a White House propaganda 
machine that grows curiouser by the day. Though Mr. McClellan told Editor & Publisher magazine that he didn't know until recently that Mr. 
Guckert was using an alias, Bruce Bartlett, a White House veteran of the Reagan-Bush I era, wrote on the nonpartisan journalism Web site 
Romenesko, that "if Gannon was using an alias, the White House staff had to be involved in maintaining his cover." (Otherwise, it would be a 
rather amazing post-9/11 security breach.) 

By my count, "Jeff Gannon" is now at least the sixth "journalist" (four of whom have been unmasked so far this year) to have been a 
propagandist on the payroll of either the Bush administration or a barely arms-length ally like Talon News while simultaneously appearing in 
print or broadcast forums that purport to be real news. Of these six, two have been syndicated newspaper columnists paid by the 
Department of Health and Human Services to promote the administration's "marriage" initiatives. The other four have played real newsmen 
on TV. Before Mr. Guckert and Armstrong Williams, the talking head paid $240,000 by the Department of Education, there were Karen Ryan 
and Alberto Garcia. Let us not forget these pioneers - the Woodward and Bernstein of fake news. They starred in bogus reports ("In 
Washington, I'm Karen Ryan reporting," went the script) pretending to "sort through the details" of the administration's Medicare 
prescription-drug plan in 2004. Such "reports," some of which found their way into news packages distributed to local stations by CNN, 
appeared in more than 50 news broadcasts around the country and have now been deemed illegal "covert propaganda" by the Government 
Accountability Office.

In Election Cash Quest 


Analysis Shows Giving 
To Parties Has Dipped; 

Beyond 'Swift Boating'

WASHINGTON -- One of the defining features of the 2004 presidential campaign was the devastating attack on 
Sen. John Kerry by an obscure group called the Swift Boat Veterans for T ruth. In the years since, such 
independent political groups have only grown stronger, and they are poised to play an even bigger role in the 
2008 elections. 


Political groups unaffiliated with the two major parties account for an increasingly large share of spending on 
federal campaigns -- 1 9% of the total in 2006, up from just 7% in 2000, according to an analysis of campaign- 
finance data by The Wall Street Journal. They now are horning in on crucial campaign activities once 
dominated by the parties, such as buying ads and getting out the vote. 



In Iowa, independent groups are whipsawing voters with a range of 
conflicting messages. An organization called Common Sense Issues has 
funded automated phone calls backing former Arkansas Gov. Mike 
Huckabee and criticizing his chief Republican rivals. The Club for Growth, 
an antitax group, is working to defeat Mr. Huckabee with attack ads. 

On the Democratic side, an organization called the American Federation of 
Teachers AFL-CIO Committee on Political Education has spent $250,000 
on radio ads in Iowa backing Sen. Hillary Clinton. An environmental group 
called Friends of Earth Action is running ads against Sen. Clinton. 


Over the past four years, the national Democratic and Republican parties have raised and spent less on 
elections than during the prior four years, when adjusted for inflation. At the same time, independent political 
groups have more than doubled their spending, and have begun to rival the parties as an election-season 
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financial force, the Journal's data analysis shows. 

The shift, largely the result of campaign-finance laws intended to curtail big-money donations to parties, could 
further polarize the American political landscape. Because the Republican and Democratic parties aim to 
appeal to broad swaths of the electorate, they tend to be moderating forces in politics. That isn't true of the 
independent groups, which range from the Sierra Club and the U.S. Chamber of Commerce to fringe groups 
like Swift Boat Veterans for Truth, which disbanded after the 2004 election. They often pursue narrower 
agendas or causes further out on the political spectrum. 

The nonprofit groups are financed by wealthy individuals, corporations, labor unions and other interest 
groups. Unlike the national parties, they face no limits on how much money they can take in from contributors. 
They often don't have to disclose their donors' names until months after an election -- if at all. 

During the 2000 election cycle, such outside groups spent at least $260 million on presidential and 
congressional races, one-fifth as much as was spent by national political parties, according to the Journal 
analysis of campaign data provided by the Federal Election Commission and two nonpartisan organizations 
that track political spending. During the 2006 midterm elections, these outside groups spent about $600 
million, almost two-thirds as much as was spent by the Republican and Democratic parties, the data indicate. 
Candidates themselves still account for the biggest piece of spending -- a bit less than half. 

Overall, the amount of money poured into each two-year election cycle continues to climb. Data from the FEC 
and several groups that track campaign finance indicate that total spending during presidential-election cycles 
rose from $2.8 billion in 1995-96 to $3.6 billion in 1999-2000 to $4.8 billion in 2003-04. This year and next, it is 
expected to hit $6 billion, political strategists say. 

Nonparty political organizations date back many years. The nation's founding fathers, in fact, considered it 
inevitable that outside political factions would attempt to influence the government. 

The growing clout of such groups is an unintended consequence of a 2002 law intended to reduce the 
influence of money in politics. The Bipartisan Campaign Reform Act of 2002, championed by Arizona 
Republican Sen. John McCain, took aim at so-called soft-money donations to political parties. Soft money had 
become a major source of funding for both parties, which used the donations to support individual campaigns. 
The law barred the parties from accepting large contributions from wealthy individuals, corporations, labor 
unions and other interest groups. 

The law elevated the importance of "bundlers" -- fund-raisers who gather contributions from friends, 
employees and family and pass them on in lump sums to political campaigns. Some bundlers had previously 
given soft money to national parties. The law also prompted donors to turn to political organizations not tied 
directly to the parties, many of them offshoots of established special-interest groups. 

There are several distinct classes of independent political groups, each taking its name from the section of the 
Internal Revenue Service code under which it is organized. Most are known as 527 organizations. Although 
527 groups are recognized as political, they are prohibited from explicitly calling for the election or the defeat 
of candidates. Consequently, they often promote or attack candidates without instructing people to vote for or 
against them. 

Another class of independent groups is growing even faster -- and is flying further under the radar. These 
groups are organized under section 501c of the tax code, which gives tax-exempt status to nonprofit groups. 
One category, called "social welfare," is governed by section 501 (c)4. Those groups can urge people to vote 
for or against a candidate -- so long as campaigning isn't their primary purpose, and they don't accept money 
from corporations or labor unions. Labor groups are governed by section 501 (c)5; business groups by section 
501 (c)6. These 501 (c) organizations don't have to disclose their donors. 

Data from two nonpartisan organizations that track campaign finance -- the Center for Public Integrity and the 
Center for Responsive Politics -- show that election-cycle spending by 527 organizations rose from $171 
million in 2000 to $316 million in 2002 to $653 million in 2004. Spending dropped to $443 million for the 2006 
midterm elections. Spending on midterm elections typically runs lower than on presidential elections. 

The new groups are pulling in money that the major parties used to receive. Before the 2002 crackdown, 
financier George Soros donated more than $200,000 to the Democratic Party. Since then, he has given at 
least $20 million to the 527 organizations. American Financial Group Inc. Chairman Carl Lindner previously 
donated more than $1.5 million in soft money to the Republican Party. In 2006, he gave about $500,000 to a 
501 (c)4 group called Common Sense Ohio, which sought to re-elect several Republican senators. In the last 
four years, Mr. Lindner has donated $3.6 million to outside groups backing Republican candidates, according 
to campaign-finance documents. 
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Because the IRS doesn't require 501(c) organizations to detail election spending or to list contributors, it's 
difficult to track their political activity. The Journal analyzed data on 30 separate 501(c) groups active in 
elections from 2000 to 2006, culled from a variety of sources. The data show that the 30 organizations spent 
at least $155 million on the 2006 elections, nearly twice what they spent in 2000. 

The 501(c) organizations are likely to become even more important in the 2008 election. After the 2004 
election, the FEC sought to crack down on 527 organizations that violate the IRS rule against calling for the 
election or the defeat of any candidate. Now, several large 527 groups are setting up 501 (c)4 social-welfare 
organizations, which are allowed to back candidates explicitly. 

Scott Reed, a Republican strategist, says that for political campaigns, using 501 (c)4 organizations is "now the 
most effective way to go because donors are safe and don't need to be disclosed." 

The Club for Growth, the antitax group, used to use a 527 structure for its election work. But the FEC fined it 
earlier this year for stepping over the line barring explicit voting recommendations. During the current election 
cycle, the group is shifting the work to a 501 (c)4 unit, which carries fewer restrictions. The new structure will 
make the organization "bigger, better and more effective," said its president, Pat Toomey, in a letter to 
members. "We now have a significant new ability to run advertisements that directly call for the election or 
defeat of candidates." Another advantage, Mr. Toomey noted, is that "unlike the past, your donations to the 
Club will not be disclosed to the public." 

The League of Conservation Voters, an environmental-advocacy group that was also fined by the FEC for its 
527 spending, has made a similar move. 

Another environmental group, Defenders of Wildlife, started a 501 (c)4 organization before the 2006 election, 
partly to help wage a campaign to defeat California Republican Rep. Richard Pombo, then the chairman of the 
environment committee in the U.S. House. The group spent $2 million. Mr. Pombo lost the election. Rodger 
Schlickeisen, the group's president, says it plans to spend $5 million this election on campaigns against four 
candidates, including Rep. Don Young, the Alaska Republican who once was chairman of the same 
environment panel. 

While independent groups have been building clout, the national political parties have been losing election- 
spending power. In 2002, the national parties raised $591 million in soft money, which funded about half of 
their budgets for that year's election cycle. (Figures used in this story have been adjusted for inflation.) Over 
the last four years, following the ban on soft money, the national parties have had about $200 million less to 
spend on campaigns, an 8% drop. 

During the 2000 presidential election, the Republican and Democratic parties paid for 50% of advertising in 
the 70 largest cities, according to a study by the Wisconsin Advertising Project at the University of Wisconsin. 
In 2004, that figure fell to 1 7%. Outside groups accounted for 20% of the advertisements in the 2004 
presidential campaign, double the amount of 2000, according to the project. 

Democrats have led the charge toward using independent political organizations. Soon after the 2002 law took 
effect, several Democratic strategists, including Harold Ickes, a former top official with the Democratic Party, 
and Steve Rosenthal, who had run political operations for the AFL-CIO, met for dinner at BeDuCi's restaurant 
in Washington. They worried that the Republican Party would adjust better than the Democrats in 2004 to the 
loss of soft money because it controlled the White House, and because President Bush knew how to rake in 
campaign cash, Mr. Rosenthal recalls. 

The Democrats decided to create and coordinate a set of 527 organizations, such as America Coming 
Together and the Media Fund, which would essentially act like a shadow Democratic Party. The Democratic 
strategists raised $200 million from wealthy liberals, trial lawyers, labor unions and other traditional backers of 
the Democratic Party, and spent it on the campaign, according to campaign finance records. The Democratic 
National Committee spent $390 million on the election, according to campaign records. 

All told, since the campaign-finance law took effect, the 527 organizations that support Democratic candidates 
have spent nearly three times as much money on elections than those backing Republicans, according to the 
Campaign Finance Institute. One reason for the disparity is that corporations, once the largest source of soft- 
money donations to the Republican Party, haven't poured much money into 527s. Campaign-finance lawyers 
who advise 527 organizations say that corporations are concerned about getting involved with groups that run 
afoul of campaign-finance rules.

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Because they have their own agendas, outside organizations sometimes clash with one another, the national 
parties, even the candidates they support. Abortion-rights advocates say Democratic Party officials sometimes 
bristle when they fund political advertisements in support of candidates, because the ads focus attention on an 
issue that can alienate some voters. Naral Pro-Choice America plans to spend $10 million on the 2008 election 
cycle, double its budget for 2004. It hasn't yet endorsed any presidential candidate. 

Sen. Clinton has been both the beneficiary and the target of considerable spending by independent groups. 
Friends of the Earth Action, an environmental group backing former Sen. John Edwards, is attacking her for 
not taking a stand on a global-warming bill. Emily's List, an organization that backs Democratic candidates who 
are pro-choice, has spent nearly $300,000 so far to support her in Iowa. 

On the Republican side, the antitax Club for Growth has clashed with the Republican Party several times. Last 
year, the group campaigned against Republican Sen. Lincoln Chafee of Rhode Island because he had voted 
against several tax cuts. Mr. Chafee won his primary anyway, but lost to a Democrat in the general election. 

This year, the group has been attacking Mr. Huckabee for supporting tax increases as Arkansas governor. 

"Call Mike Huckabee," one ad instructs viewers. "Ask why he supported all those taxes." 

Common Sense Issues Inc., the group backed by American Financial Group's Mr. Lindner in 2006, is funding 
automated phone calls to Iowa voters touting Mr. Huckabee and spreading negative information about his 
rivals. 

Mr. Huckabee said the mudslinging approach of Common Sense Issues "violates the spirit of our campaign." 
Patrick Davis, a former Republican Party consultant who is managing the independent campaign, says that he 
hasn't spoken with Mr. Huckabee, "therefore we don't know what the spirit of his campaign is."

Foundation when it wanted off 'terror list' 

Television pundits are raising a lot of questions about foreign government donations to the 
Clinton Foundation during Hillary Clinton’s tenure as secretary of state. 

But not everyone get all the details right. Joe Scarborough of MSNBC’s Morning Joe flubbed 
describing the situation in the April 27 show. 

He was discussing a column by the Washington Post’s Ruth Marcus, whose op-ed 
highlighted an unreported donation to Bill Clinton’s foundation by Algeria in 2010 as an example 
of sloppiness. The donation, and others like it, raises questions about whether Clinton went 
"soft" on Algeria for contributing to her husband’s cause under the appearance of earthquake 
relief in Haiti, Marcus wrote. 

Scarborough said the situation will "stink to high heaven" even if it’s a legal gray area. 

"I think it was Algeria, maybe, that had given a donation that went unreported at a time when they 
wanted to be taken off of the terror list in the State Department," Scarborough said. "They write 
the check, they get taken off the terror list. ... At the same time, and then it goes unreported by 
the Clinton Foundation." 

"Is there a quid pro quo there? I don't know, that's really hard to tell," he said. 

Scarborough went on to break down to his panelists how easy it would be to explain to voters 
what might have occurred. 

"This is pretty simple stuff. So Algeria is on the terror list, they want off the terror list, the State 
Department's making a decision to do it, they write a check for what? How much? How many 
million dollars do they write a check for? I don't know, but Algeria writes a check. You're from 
Boston, you know how politics works. They write a really big check to the Clinton Foundation," 
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Scarborough said. "The Clinton Foundation takes the check, and then just, out of nowhere the 
State Department then decides, well, they are going to take Algeria off the list. Now why did 
Algeria write a big check to the Clinton Foundation at the time they want something from the 
State Department? That's pretty simple for most voters." 

The problem with all of this isn’t the donation, or questions about a quid pro quo with Algeria. It’s 
the fact that Algeria wasn’t ever on the terror list. ( Media Matters first pointed out what 
Scarborough said.) 

An ally against terror 

The list Scarborough mentions is a serious designation given to just four countries the State 
Department considers state sponsors of terrorism : Syria, Iran, Sudan and Cuba. President 
Barack Obama is poised to remove Cuba from the list as a show of improved diplomatic 
relations. (Libya, Iraq and North Korea are the only countries that have been removed.) 

Algeria is actually a key partner of the United States in fighting terrorism in North Africa and "has 
a long history of fighting terrorism," the State Department says . 

The country spent about 20 years locked in a civil war between the military and various Islamist 
groups after an Islamist group won a 1991 election that was scrapped. The country’s president, 
Abdelaziz Bouteflika, lifted a state of emergency in April 201 1 . 

But the country continues to struggle with radical violence in neighboring countries. Algeria 
was attacked by the group that calls itself al-Qaida in the Lands of the Islamic Maghreb almost 
200 times in just 2013 in the form of improvised explosive devices, bombings, kidnappings, and 
fake roadblocks. 

Human rights violations hamper relations 

The Algerian government is not a state sponsor of terror. But its hands are not clean when it 
comes to human rights, which is most likely what Scarborough was trying to recall on air. 

The Washington Post story that revealed the Algerian embassy’s donation of $500,000 also 
mention that the one-time gift coincided with increased lobbying visits to the State Department 
about human rights violations. 

In 2010, Algeria spent more than $420,000 lobbying American officials on inter-country relations 
and on "human rights issues," the Post found, citing documents filed as part of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. The year also saw an increase in meetings between State Department 
officials and lobbyists representing Algeria, growing from "a handful" of recorded visits in the 
years before and after to 12 visits in 2010, the Post reported. 

The Algeria donation came soon after the Jan. 12, 2010, earthquake in Haiti, the Clinton 
Foundation said . It was unsolicited and went to the Clinton Foundation Haiti Relief Fund, "where 
the entire amount of Algeria’s contribution was distributed as aid in Haiti." Algeria had not 
donated before and has not donated since, a foundation spokesman said. 

The foundation acknowledged it did not alert the State Department about the gift for vetting, 
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which was required under a memorandum of understanding between the Obama administration 
and the Clintons in an effort to prevent foreign governments from trying to curry favor with Hillary 
Clinton’s State Department by donating to Bill Clinton’s philanthropy. 

So what are the human rights issues Algeria was lobbying on? 

Reports by Human Rights Watch, Amnesty International and the State Department outline the 
activities of a strict authoritarian government that represses its people’s freedom of assembly 
and association, overuses pretrial detentions, and employs a judicial system that is susceptible 
to corruption. 

The State Department’s 2010 report of human rights issues in Algeria highlights more issues 
including reports of arbitrary killings, the government failing to account for people who 
disappeared during the civil war in the 1990s, violence and discrimination against women, and 
continued restrictions for workers’ rights. 

The government of Algeria has resisted inspections by independent human rights groups. 

MSNBC's Diana Rocco said Scarborough deserves some credit for indicating he "wasn’t sure it 
was" Algeria, and that the exchange that followed "clearly shows he’s using it as a hypothetical 
scenario to make his larger point about how the quid pro quo scenario may have unfolded." 

None of that, though, means that Algeria was on the terror watch list in the first place. 

Neither Algeria nor other governments revealed to have given to the foundation — Australia, the 
Dominican Republic, Kuwait, Norway, Oman and Qatar — are sponsors of terrorism, either. 

Our ruling 

Scarborough was trying to recall the details of a news story about Clinton Foundation donations 
from foreign governments when he brought up Algeria’s donation to the foundation to try getting 
off the "terror list." 

There are parts about the donations that may not look good for Clinton. Maybe it becomes a 
legal problem, maybe it’s just a political one. But to claim the foundation took donations from a 
country on the terrorist list is inaccurate. 

Scarborough’s claim rates False.

MESSAGE: Hillary Clinton has dedicated her life to ensuring that hardworking Americans can succeed. In uncertain times, families need faith that 
opportunity for their children and grandchildren is alive and well. Hillary Clinton wants the American Dream to be a real possibility for every child and 
every family across our nation. 


Hillary Clinton knows that tomorrow’s shared success starts with today’s child, and her dedication to children began long before she ever 
entered public office.

Clinton’s language at a women-focused event for Democrat Tom Wolf was "some of her strongest about rebuilding the middle 
class." According to Politico, "The remarks were some other strongest about rebuilding the middle class. They came after she was accused of being out of 
touch for her comment in June about being 'dead broke' when she left the White House, and for giving paid speeches at exorbitant prices.” [Politico ,10/ 
9/14] 


The theme of Clinton’s speech at an event for Pennsylvania gubernatorial candidate Tom Wolf was working families. According to 
BuzzFeed, "The thread running through Clinton's message here in Pennsylvania, the state she won six years ago in a primary against Barack Obama, was 
working families — a theme she teased repeatedly throughout her speech with populist undertones, mentions other granddaughter, and stories about 
her own trips as a child to Scranton, where Clinton's father, Hugh, was born to a working-class immigrant family.” [ BuzzFeed , 9/9/14] 


In Pennsylvania, Clinton criticized the power of corporations, siding with middle-class families. According to the Wall Street Journal, 
"Though she and her husband have raised more than $1 billion from U.S. companies and corporate officials over the last two decades, Mrs. Clinton 
signaled that she sided with everyday families struggling to pay bills and keep afloat. Corporations, she said, 'seem to have all the rights, but none of the 
responsibilities of people ...' She decried practices that pay women less than men for the same work and took aim at politicians who’ve belittled women's 
rights. 'A 20 th century economy will not work for 21 st century families,’ she said.” [ Wall Street lournal ,9/9/14] 


Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she would fight to restore and re-open the middle class. According to TPM, "The 
notion of 'upward mobility' was central to Clinton's message to the New American audience in May. She described it as 'time-tested wisdom’ that was 'at 
the heart of what I believe is the basic bargain of America.'... Here is how Clinton described that basic bargain of America, as she sees it, in May: 'No matter 
who you are or where you come from, if you work hard and play by the rules, you'll have the opportunity to build a good life for yourself and your 
family.’"

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she can address income inequality and gender inequality. According to TPM, "So 
income inequality has been a big part of the message. But it's also been married to inequality between the sexes. At both the New American and CAP 
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events, the same factoid made an appearance: That three-quarters of jobs that rely on tips - like 'waiters, bartenders and hairstylists' as she said on both 
occasions — are held by women.... And she saidThursday that these issues should be used to mobilize voters — in the 2014 midterms and moving 
forward." [TPM ,9/22/14] 


In recent speeches, Clinton has taken a tougher stance on big business, likely in "an effort to find the balance between populism and 
her familiar centrism" she may need in 2016, according to Reuters. According to Reuters, "Long viewed as an ally by Wall Street, likely 2016 
presidential contender Hillary Clinton has increasingly been taking banks and big business to task while on the campaign trail for Democrats across the 
country.... This is a change of tone for the former New York senator, who faced criticism for her Wall Street ties as recently as September, after appearing 
with Goldman Sachs (GS.N) chief executive Lloyd Blankfein. Allies and analysts see it as an effort to find the balance between populism and her familiar 
centrism that Clinton may need in order to broaden her appeal in a potential 2016 Democratic primary contest.” [ Reuters , 11/2/14] 


During a New Hampshire midterm event, Clinton discussed expanding economic opportunity and raising the minimum 
wage. According to the Boston Globe, "Clinton spoke in New Hampshire about expanding economic opportunity, raising the minimum wage, and 
protecting women's rights. She acknowledged that, across the country, there is 'a lot of anxiety and insecurity.' But the former secretary of state and US 
senator from New York struck a hopeful note: She bookended her remarks talking about her new granddaughter and said seeing another generation in the 
family focuses the mind on what's important. Clinton said she and her husband were raised to believe the American Dream was within your reach if you 
worked hard. 'You should not,' Clinton told a packed gymnasium, 'have to be the grandchild of a governor or a senator or a former secretary of state or a 
former president to believe that the American Dream is in your reach.'" [ Boston Globe , 11/2/14] 


In midterm campaign appearances, Clinton has been echoing populist notes. According to Bloomberg, Clinton "has been sounding more 
populist notes of late as a campaign-trail advocate for Democratic candidates who are on the ballot next week. That's an important turn as she 
contemplates a run for president in 2016 because Clinton's biggest weakness among Democrats, and some Republicans, is the perception that she's too 
close to Wall Street and corporate America.... And the more anti-corporate tone is pleasing to the ears of liberals who have pined for Senator Elizabeth 
Warren, a scourge of Wall Street banks, to challenge Clinton for the Democratic nomination. And, they say, it's a message Clinton can use against 
Republicans because many in the GOP have turned wary of Wall Street and big corporations since the 2008 financial crash." [ Bloomberg , 10/27/14] 


During a midterm appearance in New York, Clinton clarified earlier comments about companies and job creation, while maintaining 
the same theme: "Clinton’s for the little guy.” According to Bloomberg, "Days after Republicans feasted on her claim that corporations don't create 
jobs, Hillary Clinton tried Monday to 'be absolutely clear about what I’ve been saying for a couple of decades.’ 'So-called trickle-down economics has 
failed,' Clinton said as she stumped for Representative Sean Patrick Maloney in New York. 'Our economy grows when businesses and entrepreneurs 
create good-paying jobs here in an America where workers and families are empowered to build from the bottom up and the middle out-not when we 
hand out tax breaks for corporations that outsource jobs or stash their profits overseas.' While campaigning Friday for Massachusetts gubernatorial 
candidate Martha Coakley, Clinton created a stir-and drew criticism from Republicans-by saying, 'Don’t let anybody tell you that it’s corporations and 
businesses that create jobs.’. ..The cleaned-up message, though, hits at the same theme: Clinton's for the little guy.” [Bloomberg , 10/27/14] 


While campaigning for Democrats in the midterm election, Clinton frequently tells voters that "everyone deserves a second chance, a 
third chance." According to a CNN, an investigation into Clinton’s most common lines on the trail found that Clinton frequently tells voters, '"Everyone 
deserves a second chance, a third chance...’ Clinton has focused a great deal on economic populism on the stump, an issue other Democrats thinking about 
seeking the presidency in 2016 have started to tweak Clinton on. 'Everyone deserves a second chance, a third chance to keep going and to make something 
of themselves,’ Clinton said in Iowa earlier this year. 'That was one of the most important lessons of my life.’ Clinton usually uses the line to encourage 
compassion from a crowd, and to show that she has compassion, too.” [ CNN , 10/28/14] 


In a San Francisco speech, Clinton revealed some of what may be her economic message: “Who’s on your side?” According to the 
Washington Post, "Here in San Francisco on Monday, Clinton gave a spirited call to arms to Democrats as she road-tested what is likely to be her 
economic message if she runs again. The November midterms, she said, come down 'to a simple question: Who’s on your side?’ She sounded close to her 
party’s populist marrow when she decried the erosion of economic security for many working Americans, and a long way from her tone-deaf remark 
earlier this year about being 'dead broke’ when she and Bill Clinton left the White House in 2000. 'It’s time to elect leaders who will fight for everyone to 
get a fair shot at the American dream,’ Hillary Clinton said." [ Washington Post , 10/21/14] 


Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she could finish the economic recovery begun by Obama. According to TPM, 
"Clinton seems to have a handle of the line she wants to toe: Obama saved us from worse economic struggles [as his defenders have been saying for years), 
but the work isn't over. Implicit, of course, is that she — if she runs - would finish the job. 'We haven't seen a full recovery from the economic crash,’ 
Clinton said Thursday at CAP. 'When the president came in, he deserves an enormous amount of credit for staunching the bleeding and preventing a 
further deterioration and getting us out of that ditch we were in. But we know unless we change our policies, a lot of the benefits are not going to be 
broadly shared.’ 'It’s not just about more jobs for more people and better paying jobs,’ she said. 'It's making sure that the people themselves get to keep 
those benefits and build that future back that they are so desperate to see for themselves.”' [ TPM ,9/22/14] 


In an interview with PBS, Hillary said : "Bill and I have had terrific opportunities, both of us... have worked hard, but we’ve been grateful for 
everything that we’ve been able to achieve, and sadly that’s just not true for most Americans today... It’s important that we all try to figure out what we’re 
going to do, and that’s what I’ve done my entire life, fighting for a higher minimum wage, or family leave... equal pay for equal work... I think my record 
speaks for itself.” 


At a speech at the Aspen Ideas Festival, Hillary said : "At the end of the day, we’re all on the same team. We’re on the American team. And we’ve 
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got to do a better job of getting our economy growing again and producing results and renewing the American Dream so that Americans feel that they 
have a stake in the future and that the economy and the political system is not stacked against them, because that will erode the trust that is at the basis of 
our democracy.”

Hillary Clinton is a fighter for all of America's hardworking families, communities and citizens; the financial health of our nation is about the financial 
health of middle-class and working families. 


In 2008, Hillary put Elizabeth Warren's idea of a Financial Product Safety Commission " at the heart ” of her financial reform agenda to " crack 
down on abusive and predatory lenders and to protect consumers.” This idea - now known as the Consumer Financial Protection Bureau - 
was implemented two years later in the Dodd-Frank Wall Street reform law of 2010. 


Hillary introduced legislation to require financial companies to give consumers a copy of all company records related to that consumer each year 
at no charge so families can know what companies know and control their own future. 


Hillary Clinton has fought for accountability and independent oversight of our financial sector to protect Americans from shady deals and keep the 
market stable so it can grow. She urged the Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC) to restore the so-called "uptick rule” requiring the sale price to 
be higher than the previous transaction. The purpose of this is to prevent abusive short-selling and reduce market volatility. 


Hillary Clinton introduced legislation to provide shareholders a vote on executive compensation, especially on benefits packages for executives 
when companies are merged or bought out, packages that are often called "golden parachutes." Hillary believes if any American invests their hard earned 
money in a company, then they deserve a say. 


She fought to crack down on tax loopholes for hedge fund and private equity managers by closing the so-called "carried interest” loophole that 
allows millionaire Wall Street executives to pay a lesser percentage of their income tax than regular working Americans. She estimated this could create 
over four billion dollars a year in new money that could be used for middle class tax relief and new education initiatives. 


Hillary called for ending corporate offshore tax havens. 


She proposed 


increasing oversight of complex financial products like derivatives.

The most surprising part of Judge Roger Vinson's ruling was his argument that the individual mandate was not severable from the health care law as 
a whole and must therefor bring down the entire Affordable Care Act. “ In sum, notwithstanding the fact that many of the provisions in the Act can stand 
independently without the individual mandate (as a technical and practical matter), it is reasonably 1 evident. 1 as I have discussed above, that 
the individual mandate was an essential and indispensable part of the health reform efforts, and that Congress did not believe other parts of the Act 
could (or it would want them to) survive independently," Vinson writes. 

But a closer read of his analysis reveals something peculiar. In fact, as Vinson himself admits in_ Footnote 27 (on pg. 65), he arrived at this 
conclusion by “ borrowing] heavily from one of the amicus briefs filed in the case for it quite cogently and effectively sets forth the applicable standard 
and governing analysis of severability (doc. 1 23).” That brief was filed by the Family Research Council , which has been branded as a hate 
grou p by the Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC). 

“The Family Research Council (FRC) bills itself as ‘the leading voice for the family in our nation’s halls of power,’ but its real specialty is defaming 
gavs and lesbians .” SPLC says. Indeed, so-called FRC “experts" (who most recently lobbied to preserve Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell) have argued that 
“ gaining access to children " "has been a long-term goal of the homosexual movement” and claimed that “[o]ne of the primary goals of the 
homosexual rights movement is to abolish all aoe of consent laws and to eventually recognize pedophiles as the ‘prophets of a new sexual order." 
FRC President Tony Perkins has even described pedophilia as a “ homosexual problem 

Here is how Vinson lifts FRC’s argument: 

Vinson ’ s opinion : 

Severability is a doctrine of judicial restraint, and the Supreme Court has applied and reaffirmed that doctrine just this past year: “‘Generally 
speaking, when confronting a constitutional flaw in a statute, [courts] try to limit the solution to the problem,’ severing any ‘problematic portions 
while leaving the remainder intact.’” [...] 

The question of severability ultimately turns on the nature of the statute at issue. For example, if Congress intended a given statute to be viewed as 
a bundle of separate legislative enactment or a series of short laws, which for purposes of convenience and efficiency were arranged together 
in a single legislative scheme, it is presumed that any provision declared unconstitutional can be struck and severed without affecting the remainder 
of the statute. If, however, the statute is viewed as a carefully-balanced and clockwork-like statutory arrangement comprised of pieces that all work 
toward one primary legislative goal, and if that goal would be undermined if a central part of the legislation is found to be unconstitutional, then 
severability is not appropriate. As will be seen, the facts of this case lean heavily toward a finding that the Act is properly viewed as the latter, and not 
the former. 

Family Research Council : 

Severability is fundamentally a doctrine of judicial restraint. “Generally speaking, when confronting a constitutional flaw in a statute, we try to 
limit the solution to the problem.” [...] 

The question of severability is a judicial inquiry of two alternatives regarding the nature of a statute. One possibility is that Congress intended a given 
statute as a bundle of separate legislative embodiments, which for the sake of convenience, avoiding redundancy, and contextual application, 
are bundled together in a single legislative enactment. This makes a statute a series of short laws, every one of which is designed to stand alone, if 
needs be. The second possibility is that a given statute embodies a carefully-balanced legislative deal, in which Congress weighs competing policy 
priorities, and through negotiations and deliberation crafts a package codifying this delicate balance. Congress is thus not voting for separate and 
discrete provisions. Instead, Congress is voting on a package as a whole, any modification of which could result in the bill failing to achieve passage in 
Congress. As both Plaintiffs" briefs and the following argument shows, the Individual Mandate falls within the latter category, not the former. 

Vinson’s conclusion is peculiar because Congress usually defers to Congress on questions of severability. In fact, even Judge Henry Hudson — the 
Virginia Judge who also found the individual mandate to be unconstitutional — left the whole of the law intact noting, “ It would be virtually 
impossible within the present record to determine whether Congress would have passed this bill, encompassing a wide variety of topics related and 
unrelated to health care, without Section 1501 ...Therefore, this Court will hew closely to the time-honored rule to sever with circumspection, severing 
any ‘problematic portions while leaving the remainder intact.’” 


As Chief Justice John Roberts noted in Free Enterprise Fund et al. v. Public Company Accounting Oversight Board, “ Because ‘ [t]he unconstitutionality 
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of a part of an Act does not necessarily defeat or affect the validity of its remaining provisions Champlin Refining Co. v. Corporation Comm'n of 
Okla. , 286 U. S. 210, 234 (1932) , the 'normal rule' is ‘that partial, rather than facial, invalidation is the required course.’”

Judge Vinson Adopts Tea Party Rhetoric In Overturning Health Reform 

Moments ago, U.S. District Judge Roger Vinson — a Reagan appointee on Northern District of Florida — struck down the entire Affordable Care Act 
ruling that since the individual mandate is unconstitutional, the entire law is void. “Because the individual mandate is unconstitutional and not 
severable, the entire Act must be declared void,” he writes. “This has been a difficult decision to reach, and I am aware that it will have indeterminable 
implications. At a time when there is virtually unanimous agreement that health care reform is needed in this country, it is hard to invalidate and strike 
down a statute titled 'The Patient Protection and Affordable Care Act.'" 

It's the kind of over-reach that will do more to harm the Republican crusade against the law than help it. At one point, Vinson even embraces the entire 
Tea Party rationale against the Act and suggests that it could lead to total government domination 

If it has the power to compel an otherwise passive individual into a commercial transaction with a third party merely by asserting — as was done in the 
Act — that compelling the actual transaction is itself "commercial and economic in nature, and substantially affects interstate commerce” [see Act § 
1501(a)(1)], it is not hyperbolizing to suggest that Congress could do almost anything it wanted. It is difficult to imagine that a nation which began, 
at least in part, as the result of opposition to a British mandate giving the East India Company a monopoly and imposing a nominal tax on all tea 
sold in America would have set out to create a government with the power to force people to buy tea in the first place. If Congress can penalize a 
passive individual for failing to engage in commerce, the enumeration of powers in the Constitution would have been in vain for it would be "difficult 
to perceive any limitation on federal power” [Lopez, supra, 514 U.S. at 564], and we would have a Constitution in name only. 

But the “ activity” vs. "inactivity” distinction is hard to swallow since the actual text of the Constitution makes no mention of such a difference. The 
clause as written gives Congress the power to regulate economic decisions, and there is a long line of Supreme Court cases that reinforce Congress' 
broad power to enact laws that substantially affect prices, marketplaces, or other economic transactions. Health care comprises some 1 7 percent of the 
national economy and the failure to purchase health insurance — the very passivity that Vinson is referring to — is having a significant impact on 
national health care spending and growing costs. 

But this too is an argument that he rejects. “ If impact [of the uninsured] on interstate commerce were to be expressed and calculated mathematically, 
the status of being uninsured would necessarily be represented by zero. Of course, any other figure multiplied by zero is also zero. Consequently, the 
impact must be zero, and of no effect on interstate commerce.” Caring for the uninsured, in other words, is free and creates no cost shifts throughout the 
system. 

That’s iust not true (doctors and hospitals and treat the uninsured for free), and the argument unravels further when Vinson completely dismisses the 
Necessary and Proper Clause by arguing that it's subservient to the Commerce Clause. That Clause, Vinson writes "is not really a separate inquiry, but 
rather is part and parcel of the Commerce Clause analysis as it augments that enumerated power by authorizing Congress ‘To make all Laws which 
shall be necessary and proper' to regulate interstate commerce.” 

This is the kind of distortion that really undermines the entire decision and sets Vinson apart as an activist who has decided that Congress has no power 
to regulate insurance companies, establish exchanges, extend drug discounts to seniors, and give small businesses tax credits to help purchase 
insurance are all unconstitutional. Conservatives should be outraged.

WASHINGTON — The National Education Association (NEA) and its 3.2 million members applaud Speaker of the House 
Nancy Pelosi (D-Calif.) for her decision to call the members of the House of Representatives back to Washington, D.C., to 
vote on critical funding for public sector jobs and extended federal support of FMAP.

In 201 1 , I was one of the last advisors to leave Northern Iraq. 

One of my responsibilities was to train the Kurdish fighting force, better known as the Peshmerga. U.S. Special 
Forces have been training the Kurds for years since they resisted Saddam Hussein, and they fought ably 
alongside our troops when the Iraq War started in 2003. 

So I had a strong personal reaction when news began to spread that the Kurdish capital of Irbil was under threat 
from an Islamic State advance. 

Many times I've explained that it isn't in the United States' security interest to take sides in a Middle Eastern civil 
war -- most recently our decision to arm Syrian rebels which helped give rise to the Islamic State in Iraq and 
Syria. But the Kurds are not proactive actors in that civil war, they are our best allies in the Gulf region. 

That's why I supported President Obama's announcement of limited military action to protect US installations 
and tacitly support the Kurds. 

But as VoteVets' Chairman. I also need to hear what you think about the recent news in Iraq. Let me 
know here. 


In the coming days and weeks, I'll watch with interest, cautious against an escalation of hostilities that can drag 
our country back into a military conflict in desperate need of a political solution. 

As always, it's up to Iraqi leaders here -- there is no American military action that can bring peace to the country. 
That's why it was also heartening to hear the president say, "Iraqi leaders need to come together and forge a 
new government that represents the legitimate interests of all Iraqis." 

And recently, it looks like Iraqi's have taken the first steps towards removing Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki from 
power. 

So for now, the limited engagement to protect the Kurdish people sounds like the right action to me.

This is a real difficult and complicated issue. I'll keep monitoring it, cautious about escalation, but supportive of 
this initial action.

It's nothing that hasn't been reported, but I wanted 
to invite some comment from the team, particularly given what Boeher is saying. 

The story will say that In selecting Emanuel as his chief of staff, Obama is turning to someone who made millions $16.2 million as an investment 
banker after leaving the Clinton White House, was paid $292,774 to serving on the board of a problem-plagued government mortgage company, 
and then became a top recipient of Wall Street campaign money as a member of Congress, records show. 

After leaving his job as a senior adviser to President Bill Clinton in late 1 998, Emanuel joined an investment firm run by a top Clinton donor, Bruce 
Wasserstein. With no background in finance, Emanuel was paid $16.2 million over 2 1/2 years, according to his financial disclosure statements, 
after helping the firm win business from other top Clinton donors. 

For 14 months from 2000 to 2001 , he served on the board of Freddie Mac, the mortgage company that was taken over by the government earlier 
this year after the collapse of its risky investments rendered it insolvent. In 2002 he reported $27,280 in income from exercising stock options in 
addition to the directors fees, according to his Congressional disclosure statements. 

In 2002, Emanuel loaned himself $450,000 from his new fortune to help finance his 2002 congressional campaign. 

In Congress, Emanuel became a top recipient of Wall Street campaign money as part of the Democratic Congressional leadership, records show. 
Unlike Obama, Emanuel accepts donations from federal lobbyists and Political Action Committees. Over the 2007-2008 election cycle, he raised 
more than $1 million from PACs and $58,690 from lobbyists, according to the non-partisan Center for Responsive Politics. 

He was the single largest recipient in Congress from employees of, and PACs connected to, hedge funds and private equity firms, according to the 
Center. 

Last year, when Democrats moved to nix a tax loophole for private equity managers, Emanual wrote a memo arguing against the idea after meeting 
with his single biggest contributor, executives of a Chicago private equity firm. 

Republicans were quick to seize on what they saw as a contradiction between Emanuel’s background and Obama’s pledges. 

“This is an ironic choice for a President-elect who has promised to change Washington, make politics more civil, and govern from the center," 
House Minority Leader John Boehner said in a statement.

I wanted to share a few updates on CEA and our work over the past few weeks. (As always, if you have any feedback on these 
emails or would like to be removed from the list, please feel free to contact Andie Taverna). 

We will have a few staffing changes taking place in the near future. First, as was announced yesterday, Sandy Black will be 
joining CEA as a Member, taking the place of Betsey Stevenson who will return to the University of Michigan. Maurv Obstfeld 
will also be departing CEA for a new role as Economic Counsellor and Director of Research at the IMF. While we will greatly miss 
Betsey and Maury, they have both made significant contributions during their time here and CEA was quite lucky to have them as 
colleagues, perhaps no one more so than me. I would also like to share that CEA's talented and tireless Chief of Staff Jessica 
Schumer will sadly be departing, with Andie Taverna taking over the role. Finally, Jordan Matsudaira has recently departed as 
Chief Economist, and Matt Fiedler has stepped into the role. 

I would also like to share a few items that CEA has worked on in the past few weeks, as I have been out of the office welcoming a 
new baby. 

Interest Rate Report : This report examines the decline in long-run equilibrium interest rates over the past thirty years, 
reviewing the latest data, academic research, and implications from market trends. We also study both transitory and 
longer-lasting factors that have contributed to the trend of declining long-run interest rates. (Under the leadership of 
Maury Obstfeld and Linda Tesar) 

Report on Costs of Youth Disadvantage : This report reviews the significant opportunity gaps that disadvantaged youth, 
particularly young men of color, face in education, exposure to the criminal justice system, and employment. It quantifies 
the costs of these gaps to the U.S. economy and reviews high-return programs that can improve outcomes for these youth. 
(Under the leadership of Betsey Stevenson and Abbie Wozniak) 

Productivity Growth in Advanced Economies Speech : In a speech at the Peterson Institute, I examined trends in 
productivity growth since 1948 and the current state of productivity growth, driven largely by investment. I also 
discussed the potential future outlook for productivity growth and a policy agenda that could boost productivity and in 
turn middle-class incomes. 

Digital Divide Issue Brief : This brief reviews differences in internet access by income, location, and age, along with the 
number and type of broadband options available across different places. Our analysis finds large gaps in internet 
access, with potentially wide-reaching impacts as many services and interactions move online. (Under the leadership of 
Tim Simcoe) 

Social Security and Medicare Trustees Report Blog Post : Following the annual Trustees Report release on Wednesday, 
this blog examines the dramatic improvement in Medicare's fiscal health since 2009, thanks in substantial part to the 
reforms of the ACA.

TALKING POINTS ON DEVELOPMENTS RELATED TO HILLARY CLINTON’S 
EMAILS 


GENERAL 


As she said in New Hampshire Friday, Hillary Clinton is glad to see the nearly of her 300 
emails sought by the Select Committee released to the public. 


The State Department first turned these emails over to the committee last November. And 
Clinton has been urging the swift, public release of these emails - along with the rest of the emails 
from her tenure as Secretary of State - for some time now. 


Clinton is rightly proud of the work that she and the career diplomats at the State Department 
performed during her tenure, and the emails make that work clear to the American public. So she 
has been as eager as anyone to see them released. 


Now that this first batch of emails has been made available, the public can see for themselves 
there is nothing new here. None of the emails released Friday change any of the facts known to 
the Accountability Review Board and several Congressional committees about the tragic events in 
Benghazi for over two years. 


To the extent the Committee has any remaining questions for Hillary Clinton, she has 
repeatedly said she is willing to appear at a public hearing. Despite this, the committee has yet to 
schedule an appearance. 


So it is clear that some in Congress intend to seek to politicize this terrible tragedy by dragging 
out the Select Committee’s inquiry in order to influence the 2016 election. This is inappropriate 
and wrong. 
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ON THE FBI ’S DECISION TO CLASSIFY PORTIONS OF ONE EMAIL SENT TO CLINTON 


The information transmitted in the email in question was unclassified at the time the email was 
sent. It remained unclassified during Clinton’s tenure at the State Department and was still 
unclassified at the time Clinton’s emails were provided to Congress in February. 


It was only upon the Department's review for FOIA that the FBI asked for certain information 
within the sender's email to be classified. 


As the Department shared, classification of unclassified information happens on occasion as 
situations change with issues addressed in the emails. 


ON SID BLUMENTHAL ’S EMAILS TO CLINTON 


As Sid himself has said this week, he provided unsolicited thoughts and suggestions to the 
Secretary on a variety of topics as a private citizen. He was not a U.S. government employee nor 
asked by the Secretary to do so. 


The Secretary forwarded his emails to staff to the extent they may be helpful to the 
Department, but did not accept as fact or take it at face value.

IN JANUARY 2016 


As Hillary Clinton said herself this week in Iowa, she would like her work emails released as 
soon as possible. She knows they will show how hard the Department and Administration worked 
on behalf of our country.

Bill Clinton Defends His Economic Legacy

Former President Bill Clinton, who has grown increasingly frustrated that his economic policies are viewed as 
out-of-step with the current focus on income inequality, on Wednesday delivered his most muscular defense 
of his economic legacy. 

The speech reflected a strategic effort by Mr. Clinton and his advisers to reclaim the populist ground now 
occupied by Senator Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts and other ascendant left-leaning Democrats, and, 
potentially, to lay out an economic message that could propel his wife, Hillary Rodham Clinton, to the White 
House in 2016. 

“My commitment was to restore broad-based prosperity to the economy and to give Americans a chance,” 

Mr. Clinton told students at Georgetown University, his alma mater, as Mrs. Clinton looked on from the front 
row. For nearly two hours, the former president defended the impact of policies like welfare overhaul and the 
earned-income tax credit, and displayed a series of charts detailing the number of people his policies lifted 
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out of poverty. 

“You know the rest,” he said of the 1 990s. “It worked out pretty well.” 

As president, Mr. Clinton presided over one of the healthiest economies in recent memory, but he also 
forged a new model of a pro-business, pragmatic Democrat who championed public-private partnerships and 
open markets. His language as president was more focused on lifting the middle class than castigating the 
wealthy. That should not be confused with a lack of concern for the poor, Mr. Clinton says now. 

That nuance has grown harder to communicate in recent weeks, especially as Ms. Warren has promoted her 
best-selling book, “A Fighting Chance,” which argues that the deck is stacked in favor of big banks and 
against ordinary people. A cadre of economic advisers has been helping Mr. Clinton crunch data and think 
about how to better frame his economic legacy — one that included a balanced budget and the creation of 
22.7 million jobs — in the context of the current climate of economic populism. 

The effort began early this year, when the Clintons were accused of using the swearing-in of Mayor Bill de 
Blasio of New York as a way to shore up their progressive credentials ahead of Mrs. Clinton’s potential 2016 
campaign. 

“Today, when someone talks about inequality they’re supposed to be a real left winger,” Mr. Clinton said at a 
book party in January. Mr. Clinton told the small crowd, which included Martin O’Malley, the governor of 
Maryland and a potential rival to Mrs. Clinton, that he had been fighting income inequality since his earliest 
years in Arkansas politics. 

He slyly mocked critics who suggest that he had discovered the inequality issue recently, saying: “ ‘Oh, look 
at Bill Clinton, he went to the swearing-in of Bill de Blasio. He really is slick still.’ ” 

Framing his policies effectively has implications beyond Mr. Clinton’s legacy. As she decides whether to run 
for president in 2016, Mrs. Clinton has come under criticism from some left-leaning Democrats who view her 
as too cozy with Wall Street. During her 2008 bid, Mrs. Clinton had to balance promoting the economic 
success of her husband’s administration with distancing herself from policies less popular with Democratic 
primary voters, like the North American Free Trade Agreement and the deregulation of the financial industry. 

Last week, dozens of labor scholars and activists, including Ralph Nader, sent Mrs. Clinton a letter asking 
her to use her influence with Walmart to urge the retailer to raise wages for its predominantly female work 
force. From 1986 to 1992, Mrs. Clinton served on the board of Walmart. 

“She has been going around the country getting awards and making $200,000 per speech giving soft, cushy 
addresses on mother and apple pie issues,” Mr. Nadar said in an interview. “It just surprises me as to why 
she wouldn’t come out for something so obvious.” 

Mrs. Clinton did advocate raising the minimum wage at a speech in Boston last week. Burns Strider, 
executive director of Correct the Record, an outside group that defends Mrs. Clinton said, “Prior to it being in 
style to hold court on the issue of income inequality or lack-of-opportunity, Hillary Clinton was there, not just 
looking at the issue but taking action.” 

Voters generally have a rosy view of the 1990s: Median family income increased to $48,950 in 1999 from 
$36,959 in 1993. And, from 1992 to 2000, unemployment fell to 7.6 percent from 14.2 percent for African- 
Americans and to 5.7 percent from 1 1 .6 percent for Hispanics, according to Department of Commerce data. 

“People can make their criticisms, but if you look back on the economy, people thought it was pretty darn 
good, especially for working-class people,” John Podesta, a former chief of staff to Mr. Clinton, and a senior 
adviser to President Obama, said in an interview last fall. 

In his speech on Wednesday, Mr. Clinton called inequality “a severe constraint on growth” and said it had 
not been as much of an issue in the 1990s, when incomes grew more slowly for the richest 20 percent of 
families than for the poorest 20 percent. 

And, he said, he faced a contentious Republican-led Senate and House that would have rejected 
overheated talk that castigated the wealthy or focused solely on wealth redistribution. Mr. Clinton aimed to 
appease the other side by also devoting energy to deficit reduction and reforming the welfare system. 

Al From, an adviser to Mr. Clinton who worked on his 1992 campaign, said, “We argued starting in 1991 that 
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the progressive position ought to be that nobody who works full time in America to support a family ought to 
be poor.” 

He added, “I’m sure he feels that he doesn’t get the credit he deserves for the economic gains that 
happened during his administration.” 

Critics have accused Mr. Clinton of trying to be all things to all people and said that some of his policies, 
namely the trade agreements and legislation that allowed the commingling of commercial and investment 
banks, might have exacerbated the current inequality. Others point out that the Internet boom coincided with 
his presidency. 

“You can say, ‘Oh, Clinton was lucky, he caught the tech boom.’ ‘Clinton was lucky, he came out of a 
recession,’ ” Mr. Clinton said on Wednesday. He pointed to a chart that showed that 7.7 million people were 
lifted out of poverty during his administration, compared with 77,000 during the Reagan years. 

If she runs in 2016, Mrs. Clinton would confront the inequality issue from a very different place than her 
husband did in 1992, when he made $35,000 a year as governor of Arkansas. Back then, Mr. Clinton 
seemed to have a natural connection to people of modest means while his opponent, the elder President 
George Bush, struggled to say how much a gallon of milk cost. 

On Wednesday, Mr. Clinton said he thanked God every day that “Hillary and I and some of our friends in this 
audience who live in New York probably pay the highest aggregate tax rates in America.” 

The challenge is not about personal wealth, but policies, said Robert B. Reich, a secretary of labor under 
Mr. Clinton. And some policy experts argue that the era of centrist Clinton economics may have expired. 

When asked by CNN last fall whether it was “the end of the Clinton Democrats,” Mr. Clinton replied: “There’s 
probably something to that. America is growing more liberal culturally and more diverse.” 

“But, again, let’s not get carried away here,” he added. “I ran on income inequality in 1992.”

As a reminder, the next meeting of the Steering Committee will be tomorrow, Tuesday, February 23. We will meet as usual from 10 
am to noon in the 12th floor board room at our offices, 1750 Pennsylvania Ave., NW. A draft agenda is attached. 

As previously noted, we will return to the subject of carbon pricing, with a slight change in our speaker lineup, as we consider the 
impact that carbon pricing might have on low-income households and whether a package could be designed to reduce economic 
inequality. 

We will ask Adele Morris and Greg Dotson to help set the scene, and we will also have with us: 

Eric Toder is a fellow at the Urban Institute and co-director of the Urban-Brookings Tax Policy Center, where he oversees 
the modeling team, serves as its leading expert on corporate and international tax and tax compliance issues, and 
authors and directs research studies on subjects including corporate tax reform, distributional effects of tax 
expenditures, and carbon taxes. He previously served as deputy assistant secretary for the Office of Tax Analysis at 
Treasury under President Clinton; as director of research at the IRS; and as deputy assistant director for the Office of Tax 
Analysis at the Congressional Budget Office. His colleague Donald Marron still hopes to attend but may have a conflict he 
cannot resolve. 

Chad Stone is Chief Economist at the Center on Budget and Policy Priorities, where he specializes in the economic 
analysis of budget and policy issues. He was the acting executive director of the Joint Economic Committee of the 
Congress in 2007 and before that staff director and chief economist for the Democratic staff of the committee from 2002 
to 2006. He was chief economist for the Senate Budget Committee in 2001-02 and a senior economist and then chief 
economist at the President's Council of Economic Advisers from 1996 to 2001. He has also been a senior researcher at the 
Urban Institute. 

Michael Obeiter is the Energy and Climate Advisor for Sen. Brian Schatz (D-HI), who co-sponsored with Sen. Sheldon 
Whitehouse (D-RI) S. 1548, the American Opportunity Carbon Fee Act, which seeks to cut greenhouse gas emissions 40 
percent by 2025 through a $45 tax on each metric ton of emissions. Prior to joining the Schatz office, Michael was a 
Senior Associate in the U.S. Climate Program at the World Resources Institute, where his research focused on carbon 
pricing, methane, and reducing greenhouse gas emissions from the power sector. He has also served as Analyst for Energy 
and Environment on the Senate Budget Committee. 
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Again as a reminder, our next meeting after this one will be on Tuesday, March 29, when we will focus on opportunities to remove 
carbon dioxide from the atmosphere and restore soil carbon through improved agricultural practices - a topic that is sure to rise 
in prominence as the world seeks to slow climate change and move toward a net carbon balance (between emissions and 
sequestration) in the second half of this century.

Clinton’s language at a women-focused event for Democrat Tom Wolf was "some of her strongest about 
rebuilding the middle class." According to Politico, "The remarks were some of her strongest about rebuilding the 
middle class. They came after she was accused of being out of touch for her comment in June about being ‘dead broke’ 
when she left the White House, and for giving paid speeches at exorbitant prices." [ Politico , 10/9/14] 

The theme of Clinton’s speech at an event for Pennsylvania gubernatorial candidate Tom Wolf was working 
families. According to BuzzFeed, "The thread running through Clinton’s message here in Pennsylvania, the state she 
won six years ago in a primary against Barack Obama, was working families — a theme she teased repeatedly 
throughout her speech with populist undertones, mentions of her granddaughter, and stories about her own trips as

In Pennsylvania, Clinton criticized the power of corporations, siding with middle-class families. According to the 
Wall Street Journal, "Though she and her husband have raised more than $1 billion from U.S. companies and 
corporate officials over the last two decades, Mrs. Clinton signaled that she sided with everyday families struggling to 
pay bills and keep afloat. Corporations, she said, ‘seem to have all the rights, but none of the responsibilities of people 
...' She decried practices that pay women less than men for the same work and took aim at politicians who’ve belittled 
women’s rights. ‘A 20 th century economy will not work for 21 st century families,’ she said." [ Wall Street lournal , 9/ 
9/14] 

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she would fight to restore and re-open the middle class. 

According to TPM, "The notion of ‘upward mobility’ was central to Clinton's message to the New American audience 
in May. She described it as ‘time-tested wisdom’ that was ‘at the heart of what I believe is the basic bargain of 
America.’... Here is how Clinton described that basic bargain of America, as she sees it, in May: ‘No matter who you

This is a change 
of tone for the former New York senator, who faced criticism for her Wall Street ties as recently as September, after 
appearing with Goldman Sachs [GS.NJ chief executive Lloyd Blankfein. Allies and analysts see it as an effort to find 
the balance between populism and her familiar centrism that Clinton may need in order to broaden her appeal in a 
potential 2016 Democratic primary contest." [ Reuters , 11/2/14] 
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During a New Hampshire midterm event, Clinton discussed expanding economic opportunity and raising the 
minimum wage. According to the Boston Globe, "Clinton spoke in New Hampshire about expanding economic 
opportunity, raising the minimum wage, and protecting women's rights. She acknowledged that, across the country, 
there is ‘a lot of anxiety and insecurity.' But the former secretary of state and US senator from New York struck a 
hopeful note: She bookended her remarks talking about her new granddaughter and said seeing another generation 
in the family focuses the mind on what’s important. Clinton said she and her husband were raised to believe the 
American Dream was within your reach if you worked hard. ‘You should not,’ Clinton told a packed gymnasium, ‘have 
to be the grandchild of a governor or a senator or a former secretary of state or a former president to believe that the 
American Dream is in your reach.’” [ Boston Globe , 11/2/14] 

In midterm campaign appearances, Clinton has been echoing populist notes. According to Bloomberg, Clinton 
"has been sounding more populist notes of late as a campaign-trail advocate for Democratic candidates who are on 
the ballot next week. That’s an important turn as she contemplates a run for president in 2016 because Clinton's 
biggest weakness among Democrats, and some Republicans, is the perception that she's too close to Wall Street and 
corporate America.... And the more anti-corporate tone is pleasing to the ears of liberals who have pined for Senator 
Elizabeth Warren, a scourge of Wall Street banks, to challenge Clinton for the Democratic nomination. And, they say, 
it's a message Clinton can use against Republicans because many in the GOP have turned wary of Wall Street and big 
corporations since the 2008 financial crash." [ Bloomberg , 10/27/14] 

During a midterm appearance in New York, Clinton clarified earlier comments about companies and job 
creation, while maintaining the same theme: "Clinton’s for the little guy." According to Bloomberg, "Days after 
Republicans feasted on her claim that corporations don't create jobs, Hillary Clinton tried Monday to ‘be absolutely 
clear about what I've been saying for a couple of decades.’ ‘So-called trickle-down economics has failed,’ Clinton said 
as she stumped for Representative Sean Patrick Maloney in New York. ‘Our economy grows when businesses and 
entrepreneurs create good-paying jobs here in an America where workers and families are empowered to build from 
the bottom up and the middle out-not when we hand out tax breaks for corporations that outsource jobs or stash 
their profits overseas.’ While campaigning Friday for Massachusetts gubernatorial candidate Martha Coakley, Clinton 
created a stir-and drew criticism from Republicans-by saying, ‘Don’t let anybody tell you that it’s corporations and 
businesses that create jobs.’. ..The cleaned-up message, though, hits at the same theme: Clinton's for the little guy.” 
[ Bloomberg , 10/27/14] 

While campaigning for Democrats in the midterm election, Clinton frequently tells voters that "everyone 
deserves a second chance, a third chance." According to a CNN, an investigation into Clinton's most common lines on 
the trail found that Clinton frequently tells voters, "‘Everyone deserves a second chance, a third chance...’ Clinton has 
focused a great deal on economic populism on the stump, an issue other Democrats thinking about seeking the 
presidency in 2016 have started to tweak Clinton on. ‘Everyone deserves a second chance, a third chance to keep 
going and to make something of themselves,’ Clinton said in Iowa earlier this year. ‘That was one of the most 
important lessons of my life.’ Clinton usually uses the line to encourage compassion from a crowd, and to show that 
she has compassion, too.” [ CNN , 10/28/14] 

In a San Francisco speech, Clinton revealed some of what may be her economic message: “Who’s on your side?’’ 

According to the Washington Post, “Here in San Francisco on Monday, Clinton gave a spirited call to arms to 
Democrats as she road-tested what is likely to be her economic message if she runs again. The November midterms, 
she said, come down 'to a simple question: Who’s on your side?’ She sounded close to her party’s populist marrow 
when she decried the erosion of economic security for many working Americans, and a long way from her tone-deaf 
remark earlier this year about being ‘dead broke’ when she and Bill Clinton left the White House in 2000. 'It's time to 
elect leaders who will fight for everyone to get a fair shot at the American dream,’ Hillary Clinton said.” [ 

Washington Post. 10/21/14] 

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she could finish the economic recovery begun by Obama. 

According to TPM, "Clinton seems to have a handle of the line she wants to toe: Obama saved us from worse economic 
struggles [as his defenders have been saying for years), but the work isn't over. Implicit, of course, is that she — if she 
runs - would finish the job. ‘We haven't seen a full recovery from the economic crash,’ Clinton said Thursday at CAP. 
‘When the president came in, he deserves an enormous amount of credit for staunching the bleeding and preventing 
a further deterioration and getting us out of that ditch we were in. But we know unless we change our policies, a lot of 
the benefits are not going to be broadly shared.’

The parties to the litigation about access to the Inaugural Parade route are meeting with a mediator again today to try to resolve the case. The 
focus at this point is Freedom Plaza (between 13 th and 14 th Streets), and how it might be divided up between the ANSWER group and the 
Presidential Inaugural Committee (PIC). We have been discussing the matter with the Park Service and are confident that they are making every 
effort to ensure that the PIC will have the maximum amount of space on this block, subject to the constraints of an earlier decision by the trial judge 
suggesting that ANSWER had at least a colorable claim to this area. Our expectation is that any seats lost to the ANSWER group on this block will 
be made up to the PIC elsewhere on the parade route. 

We will let you know if the settlement discussions resolve the case, and if so, what the terms are. If you have any questions, please don’t hesitate 
to call me.

Updating my email below about the National Park Service’s proposed regulation regarding the Inaugural parade route, I wanted to let you know that 
there will be a court-ordered mediation tomorrow (Oct. 9) in the underlying lawsuit that gave rise to that proposed regulation. Specifically, the 
parties are attempting to resolve the plaintiffs (ANSWER coalition) application for exclusive use of Freedom Plaza, between 13 th and 14 th Streets, 
which would displace approximately 3600 bleacher seats previously available to the Presidential Inaugural Committee (PIC). Our hope is that a 
reasonable accommodation can be worked out between the parties that would (i) guarantee the PIC will continue to have a substantial portion of 
Freedom Raza for its use and (ii) ensure there will be no further court-ordered erosion of the space along the route available for the PIC’s 
exclusive use. The proposed regulation, which we anticipate will be published around the end of this month, will not resolve, or address, 
ANSWER’S claim to Freedom Plaza because its application to NPS is based upon the current regulations that were criticized by the district court.

I am writing to alert both transition teams of a development regarding the 2009 Inaugural festivities. 

In response to an adverse court decision by a federal court in DC arising from the 2005 Inauguration, the National Park Service has issued 
proposed regulations that will significantly decrease the amount of space along Pennsylvania Avenue that will be controlled by the Presidential 
Inaugural Committee (PIC) for the presidential inauguration on January 20, 2009. The court found that the NFS impermissibly favored the PIC over 
protesters in giving the PIC exclusive access to much of the space along the parade route. In an effort to satisfy the judge's concerns, the Park 
Service proposes to reduce the amount of space along Pennsylvania Avenue available for the exclusive use of the PIC by 75% - from 47% of the 
available space to 13%. The remaining space would be made available to the public. The historic exclusive use for the Inauguration of the area in 
front of the White Plouse and in Lafayette Park will be unaffected by this proposed regulation, except for a small corner of Lafayette Park. The 
judge was influenced in part by the many empty bleacher seats along Pennsylvania Avenue that were observed during the 2005 inaugural parade. 
Consequently, the proposed rule also would open "ticketed" seats up to the public if they are not filled within 1 0 minutes of the time the parade is 
scheduled to pass by that particular block. 

We encourage you to review the proposed regulations and make comments if you feel it is appropriate. The regulations were proposed on August 
8, 2008 and the comment period closes on September 22, 2008. You can access the regulations through the following link: http://

Hillary Clinton wants to see a boost in the minimum wage, and said as 
much over the weekend as she heaped praise on a group of fast-food 
workers who support a $15 hourly rate. 

What she didn’t say: Whether she supports raising the minimum wage to 
$15 from the current $7.25. 

Clinton is at the tail end of the policy-focused yet vague first phase 
of her presidential campaign, during which she's spoken in support of 
general policy positions while holding back specifics. Her aides 
stress that her first two months of campaigning have been about 
hearing from Americans, and promise that detailed proposals and 
positions are on the way. 

But as Clinton addressed the Service Employees International Union's 
Fight for $15 convention in Detroit by phone on Sunday, she hinted 
that she is on board with the union and much of organized labor. At 
the start of her brief comments, she thanked union President Mary Kay 
Henry for "giving me this chance to tell you all how much I support 
your movement." 

Still, Clinton never specifically said she backs the $15 an hour minimum wage. 

“I believe fast-food workers and child care workers and home care 
workers and adjunct professors — all of you should not have to march in 
the street to get a living wage, but thank you for marching in the 
streets to get that living wage," she said, according to a transcript 
provided by her campaign. 

“We need you out there saying loudly and clearly — no one, no one who 
works an honest job in America should have to live in poverty. We need 
you out there leading the fight against those who would rip away 
Americans' right to organize, to collective bargaining, to fair play," 
she continued. "No man or woman who works hard to feed America's 
families should have to be on food stamps to feed your own families." 

Clinton is expected to begin filling in the details on minimum wage 
and about a dozen other economic issues over the summer, building a 
platform that will lead her into the fall’s primary debates and 
beyond. 

Supporting anything less than $15 an hour would create a point of

friction since Vermont Senator Bernie Sanders and former Maryland 
Governor Martin O’Malley have already staked out that position. It 
could also prove problematic as Clinton courts labor and other groups 
that have also begun gravitating toward a $15 minimum wage. The Obama 
administration supports a $12 federal minimum wage. 

While $15 seems like the right position to take for the Democratic 
primary, it may be too high a floor for some general election voters. 

In late May, a New York Times/CBS News poll found that 71 percent of 
Americans supported raising the federal minimum wage to $10.10. Just 
38 percent of those surveyed wanted to raise the rate to $15, though 
56 percent of Democrats supported the idea. 

Republican presidential hopefuls, meanwhile, range from saying the 
current federal rate is fine but unnecessary to wanting to abolish it 
entirely. 

“We need to leave it to the private sector,” former Florida Governor 
Jeb Bush said in March. “I think state minimum wages are fine. The 
federal government shouldn’t be doing this.”

This process of looking backwards to see if something should have been classified at the time is fine. I don't want 
anything released to the public that puts us at risk. And we’re all learning that different agencies have very 
different views and procedures about what should be classified and what shouldn’t. 

As Secretary I was proud of what we accomplished. I was proud of the thousands of people who've dedicated 
themselves to public servicef- including those who came into State with me and left with me. I was proud of them 
then, I'm proud of them now. 

After nearly a year of offering to come to testify to Congress at any time and anyplace, in October I'll be on 
Capitol Hill before the committee looking at the tragic events of September 2012 in Benghazi, Libya. They 
wanted to talk to me behind closed doors, but I insisted on all of you being able to see what I was asked and how 
I answered. 
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I'm sure this issue will come up. It's unclear to me how it will help us understand what happened in Benghazi or 
how to help prevent future tragedies - but I'm going to do my best to answer whatever they ask. 

And while I can't predict the future, let me finish by taking a stab: 

p There will be many more emails to pour through. 

• Some will be serious, some will be personal or mundane. 

p You know I'm not great with a fax, but you're also going to learn my secret salad dressing recipe and who sent 
me Linkedln requests.

Morrow took some time away from preparations to answer a few questions by email: 


Q. Can you tell me how this book signing ranks with others over the years in terms of the popularity of the author? Who do you consider to be the 
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top three authors who have appeared at Northshire for a signing? 

A. This is big! Neil Gaiman brought about 1 ,500 people for a signing at the Saratoga Springs City Center last June. Stephen King and Garrison Keillor 
have both reached close to 1 ,000. 

Q. How many total copies of the book have sold thus far at the Northshire stores in Saratoga and Manchester, Vermont? 

A. We have sold about 1 ,200 books total 


Q. To what extent have signings grown in importance in recent years at bookstores as a means of increasing sales? 


A. Most signings don't make money by the time you add in all the labor involved in securing the author, marketing, hosting and other related work. 
But the bigger name authors definitely help the bottom line. Author events are also an important way for us to differentiate ourselves. When was 
the last time Amazon brought an author to your town?

“I don’t agree that we should change the law,” the former secretary of state told the TV network Fusion. She said minors should be screened in 
their native countries for possible asylum in the U.S.

But under pressure from 
Hispanic groups, they have changed their stance.

Hillary Clinton, who previously said the unaccompanied minors who came from Central American countries should be sent back, clarified her views 
after Jorge Ramos of Fusion asked her if she had a “Latino problem” because of her stance. 


“Some of them should be sent back,” Clinton said. “Just because a child gets across the border, what category does that child end up in?” 


The 2016 Democratic frontrunner said that the children coming across the border fall into two groups, migrant children who do not have a case for 
staying and refugee children who would be in danger if they return. 


“Within our legal framework we need to on a humanitarian basis provide emergency care for all the children. I don’t care who they are or where 
they come from. They need to be given the basics, the necessities and as much love as we can,” she said. 


She said the children who should be deported are those who don’t have a legitimate claim for asylum or a family connection. 

While Clinton said the Obama administration needs resources and a well-funded procedure by Congress to deal with the children, which it is 
resisting, she did not advocate changing the 2008 human trafficking law signed by President George W. Bush, which has served as a flashpoint 
for the debate and would need to be altered to allow for quicker deportations of the children. 


“No, I don’t agree that we should change the law,” she said. 


But in an interview with NPR before Fusion, she said the law should be looked at. 


“I think it should be looked at as part of an overall package,” she said. After talking about the two categories of children and needing resources 
deployed very quickly she added, “We need some flexibility within the laws. Our laws right now are not particularly well-suited for making the kind 
of determinations that are required, and that we should, as Americans, want to see happen.” 


In the interview with Ramos she said she agrees with an idea the administration has floated of creating a system in Honduras, El Salvador and 
Guatemala to screen children “before they get in the hands of coyotes, or they get on the beast or they’re raped. Terrible things happen to them.” 


These refugee application programs are supported by Republican Sen. John McCain as well. 


“That’s why I am emphasizing the procedures because I think a lot of people are understandably, as I am, upset about what’s happening to these 
kids, but if we don’t have a procedure, it’s not going to stop, more kids are going to come.”

Haim Saban, a multibillionaire media mogul, said Monday he is prepared to spend "as much as needed" to get Hillary Clinton into the White House in 
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2016. 


While it is no secret that Saban, the head of Univision and a prodigious Democratic money man, is excited about the prospect of Hillary Clinton 
running for president in 2016, these recent comments to Bloomberg up the ante of his support. 


"I think she would be great for the country and great for the world, so on issues that I care about she is pristine plus, and I think she is ready plus 
plus and I hope that she makes the right decision," Saban said. 


Saban was a sizable Clinton supporter in 2008, spending and raising over $1 00,000 for the former senator. With the rise of super PACs, however, 
the media mogul will be able to do much more to help Clinton. 


Supreme Court decisions in the last six years have allowed private citizens to exert more influence in politics by giving money to outside 
organizations that in turn work to get a certain candidate elected. And with a handful of super PACs already working to urge Clinton to run for 
president, Saban has a number of avenues for his large fortune. 


Saban said earlier this year that a Clinton presidency would be a "dream," and told an Israeli newspaper in December 201 3 that he will "pitch in 
with full might" to get Clinton elected in 2016. 


In addition to his political contributions to Clinton, Saban has donated between $10 and $25 million to the Bill, Hillary and Chelsea Clinton Foundation. 


The irony in Saban's claim is that last week Clinton denounced outside money in politics, stating that she would consider backing a constitutional 
amendment to limit outside influences. 


"I would consider supporting an amendment among these lines," Clinton said responding to a question during a Facebook question-and-answer 
session. "That would prevent the abuse of our political system by excessive amounts of money if there is no other way to deal with the Citizen's 
(sic) United decision." 


Clinton is widely considered the frontrunner for the Democratic presidential nomination in 201 6 and has admitted in the last few months that she is 
seriously considering a bid. 


"Obviously she has a life to lead and she is going to be a grandmother soon, so all of that will obviously be taken by her into consideration," Saban 
said about the prospect the Clinton runs. 


Saban, who was born in Egypt and raised in Israel, is worth an estimated $3.5 billion and now works as the executive chairman of the company 
that owns Univision, the massively popular Spanish-language broadcaster. 


Republicans and some nonpartisan observers have questioned whether someone so closely tied with a major American broadcaster should be so 
chummy with a prospective presidential candidate. 


Univision is a major partner in a key Clinton foundation program, Too Small to Fail, which encourages parents to talk with their kids at a young age. 
Clinton’s partnership with Univision is focused on encouraging Hispanic families and caregivers to speak in either Spanish or English with their 
children as a way to develop language skills. 


Earlier this year, the Republican National Committee called out the partnership as an avenue for "2016 propaganda," while Raul Reyes wrote a 
column in February that questioned whether the "Hillary-Univision deal cross(es) a line."

In presidential politics, pot is being treated as a dangerous substance. 


Kentucky Senator Rand Paul, New Jersey Governor Chris Christie and former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton have signaled varying degrees of 
support for medicinal marijuana. 


Yet at a time when the majority of Americans say recreational pot use should be legal, and two states have already made it so, none of the top-tier 
2016 presidential prospects in either party has gone that far. 


Candidates have an opportunity now to show they can keep up with movements in public sentiment, said Rick Wilson, a Florida-based Republican 
strategist. 


‘‘This is one of those issues, like gay marriage, where society is changing very quickly,” said Wilson, who favors legalizing pot. ‘‘Republicans need 
to get ahead of the curve.” 


The temptation for politicians to take advantage of shifting public sentiment on marijuana is tempered by concern that voters will change their minds, 
said Kevin Sabet, co-founder of Project SAM, short for Smart Approaches to Marijuana. 


“Legalization in theory is a lot prettier than legalization in practice,” said Sabet, who served in the U.S. Office of National Drug Control Policy under 
Republican President George W. Bush and Democrats Bill Clinton and Barack Obama. 


Colorado Experiment 


The nation’s first retail marijuana sales began in Colorado in January after a majority of residents voted in 2012 to allow those 21 years of age and 
older to buy one ounce of the drug. After two deaths were linked to ingestion of pot-laced food earlier this year, state legislators moved to tighten 
controls on the fast-growing marijuana edibles market. 


In October, for the first time in 44 years of polling on the topic, Gallup found a majority of those surveyed - 58 percent — said they favored making 
pot legal. When Gallup first measured Americans’ attitudes toward marijuana in 1969, 12 percent supported legalizing the drug. 


In Florida, a presidential battleground state with 29 electoral votes in 2016, 88 percent of registered voters favor legalizing marijuana for medicinal 
purposes and 55 percent say they’d approve of it for recreational use, according to a poll released yesterday by Guinnipiac University in Hamden, 
Connecticut. An initiative allowing medical use of pot will be on Florida’s ballot in November. 


“To win the state of Colorado, a candidate needs to show respect for our laws,” U.S. Representative Jared Polis, a Democrat, said. “It will be an 
issue in the 2016 election.” 


Christie's Problem 


Christie, who was in Colorado last week campaigning for Republican gubernatorial candidate Bob Beauprez, will be a “tough sell” because he’s 
been critical of the state’s recreational-pot law in the past, Polis said. 
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Christie has called New Jersey’s medical marijuana law, enacted before he took office, a “front for legalization.” Yet he also signed a law 
expanding the availability of medical marijuana to sick children under certain circumstances. 


Possible presidential contenders are likely to try to steer clear of the marijuana debate during the primary and general election campaigns, said Bob 
Loevy, a political science professor emeritus at Colorado College in Colorado Springs. 


“The roll out of marijuana in Colorado has had a lot of surprises,” said Loevy, co-author of the 2012 book, “Colorado Fblitics and Policy: Governing a 
Purple State.” 


“Fbliticians will do what they do when something is controversial — stay away from it,” he said. 


The risk may also appear larger than the potential reward because few donors and voters are motivated by marijuana as an issue. 


Donors. Voters 


In the past decade, $21 .4 million has been spent on ballot initiatives at the state level on marijuana, according to data compiled by the Helena, 
Montana-based National Institute on Money in State Politics. That compares with $636.7 million on gambling, $251 million on tobacco and $234.6 
million on gay and lesbian issues. 


The issue may energize young voters, while being viewed as an affront by older Americans who tend to make up a larger proportion of those 
casting ballots. 


Republicans with an eye on the first-in-the-nation Iowa caucus are “very nervous about this issue” because religious voters, who are a core part 
of the party’s base in the state, may punish them if they signal acceptance of marijuana use, Wilson said. 


“The only ones willing to die on a hill on this right now are evangelical conservatives,” Wilson said. 


While Paul has stopped short of endorsing the recreational use of marijuana, he introduced an amendment in the U.S. Senate on July 24 that would 
protect state medical marijuana laws and has worked to reduce federal sentences for drug offenders. 


Paul Alliance 


Paul’s father, former Texas congressman and 2012 Republican presidential primary candidate Ron Paul, introduced legislation in 201 1 with former 
Representative Barney Frank, a Massachusetts Democrat, that would have repealed the federal ban on marijuana. It didn’t pass. 


Hillary Clinton, considered the frontrunner for the Democratic presidential nomination, if she runs, also holds a nuanced position. 


Two decades ago, her husband, Bill Clinton, was forced during a presidential campaign to defend his post-graduate use of marijuana, explaining 
that he “didn’t inhale.” Today, acceptance of marijuana includes the New York Times, which editorialized on July 27 that “the federal government 
should repeal the ban on marijuana.” 


Hillary Clinton has moved on marijuana since her first presidential run in 2008. Back then, she said she opposed decriminalizing marijuana use and 
wanted to see more research on the medicinal benefits of marijuana. 


Clinton Stalling 
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Last month, Clinton said during a CNN “town hall” meeting that there are “appropriate circumstances” under which marijuana should be available for 
medical purposes. As for recreational use of the drug, she said that she will “wait and see what the evidence is” in Colorado and Washington, the 
only other state that has legalized it. 


Peter A. Brown, assistant director of the Quinnipiac poll, said the way voters rank their priorities is one reason presidential candidates aren’t 
rushing to embrace a repeal of the federal prohibition on pot. 


“The data indicates that legalization of marijuana in some form is more accepted than it has been, clearly. The question that might take precedence 
about that is how salient it is to someone’s presidential vote,” Brown said. “How does that rank against the economy and foreign policy?”

Markos Moulitsas at Dailykos has a thoughtful piece up on the 2016 presidential primary for the Democrats, arguing that Hillary is inevitable; 
Elizabeth Warren isn't running; and that the latter fact is actually a good thing for progressives. I agree with Markos that Warren is a major asset 
right where she is - her Senate seat gives her a great platform to drive the progressive cause forward, now and for many years to come. He is 
right on target that she is a genuinely good legislator, with an amazing instinct for how to get things done there given how short a time she has 
been a politician, and that a presidential race could hurt her effectiveness in the Senate (although I think Markos overstates that point, there have 
been many senators who have run for president, lost, and came back to the chamber just as or more effective than they were before). 


I am an old friend of Elizabeth, and I can also verify that she is not being cagey or coy when she says she isn't running. Elizabeth is the most 
genuine person I have ever known with the title of politician, and everyone should take her at her word that she does not want to or plan to run. 
Here's the thing about Elizabeth: It isn't about ego and ambition with her. Most of the politicians I have known in my life who have come to me for 
advice as to whether they should run for office, the questions are almost always about whether they can win, what would it take to win, is it the 
right time, how would they raise the money, what's the winning electoral coalition, who should they hire to run the campaign, what should their 
message and lead issues be. Rarely, but every so often, a potential candidate will muse about whether their particular skills were better in a 
management role (president or governor) versus a legislative role. When I was talking with Elizabeth in the months leading up to the running-for- 
Senate decision, we spent almost no time on those kinds of questions. What she was focused on instead was where she could make the biggest 
difference in changing the country on behalf of everyday people, as a senator or as an organization leader, author, movement leader. Until she 
became convinced that the Senate was the place she could make the biggest difference, she had no intention of running. For now, I know she 
believes that being in the Senate is the best place for her to fight the good fight. 


So there is a lot to be said for Markos' article, he makes a lot of great points, but I want to push back on this Hillary is inevitable thing, because I 
think it is dangerous for the entire Democratic party (including Hillary, frankly) and for the progressive cause. And, to be blunt, it is just completely 
wrong when you look at history. 


Hillary may yet get a coronation, sailing to victory with little or no opposition in the primary, but I'm not at all clear that would be good for her general 
election campaign. The closest thing we have had to that in the recent past was Gore's relatively easy win over Bradley (although it was harder 
than it looked), and Gore didn't exactly roll into the general election geared up and ready for battle. And the lack of a serious fight would stifle the 
kind of serious and important debate the party needs to have over its policy direction in the years to come, papering over the very real populist vs. 
Wall Street Democrat divide that exists. It would also be pretty awful for the base and progressive movement, giving them nothing in the 
presidential cycle for a year and a half (until the general election) to fight for, rally around, or just be very interested in politically. 


So I don't think an easy win for Hillary is automatically a good thing, even for her. But I also don't think it is that likely. If you look at the history of 
presidential politics in the modern era, the last half-century-plus, the strongly favored frontrunner almost never cruises easily to victory. Big stuff, 
little stuff, insurgencies popping up out of nowhere, scandals, stumbles - frontrunners, even the dominant ones, have lost a lot more often than 
they won, and generally even when they have won, they had a hell of a tough road getting there. In fact, in only two of the past 1 1 Democratic 
presidential primaries where there wasn't an unchallenged incumbent president has the clear frontrunner at this moment in the four-year cycle 
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gone on to win the nomination, and in one of those two situations (Mondale), he had a far tougher fight than expected. 


In 1 960, LBJ was the clear frontrunner, the dominant figure in national Democratic politics. He had by far the most important endorsements, and the 
strong support of the party establishment in most of the states. Hubert Humphrey was widely thought of as the only guy with a decent shot of 
beating him. Jack Kennedy was a lightly regarded upstart, with his youth and Catholicism considered obstacles way too big to overcome. 


In 1968, LBJ -- this time as the incumbent president - was of course going to win the nomination hands down. He completely dominated the party 
machinery, had limitless campaign money stashed away, was further ahead in the polls than Hillary. Gene McCarthy's campaign was considered 
worse than a joke, it was assumed to be a short-lived token protest movement. My first political memory, as a 7-year-old just getting interested in 
politics, was seeing that LBJ speech where he stunned the world by announcing he would not run again, and I will never forget the looks of shock 
on my parents' faces. 


In 1972, Ed Muskie was the overwhelming frontrunner - way ahead in the polls, the money, the endorsements, everything. A silly media frenzy 
over whether he cried, and a hippie volunteer army for McGovern in New Hampshire, were all it took to quickly dislodge him from the race. 


In 1 976, Teddy Kennedy was the frontrunner in the polls but did not run. There were several Senate heavyweights who were thought to be top 
tier candidates, all of them faltered. Absolutely no one predicted Jimmy Carter. 


The 1980 race was the only serious primary against an incumbent in modern presidential election history, and oddly, Teddy Kennedy actually 
started with a huge lead in the polls, as Carter was pretty unpopular with the Democratic base. But after Kennedy's disastrous 60 Minutes 
interview, everything reversed and Kennedy never recovered. 


In 1984, Mondale was the overwhelming favorite, as far ahead as Hillary in the polls and with every major group and most politicians' 
endorsements. He didn't make any big mistakes, ran a strong early campaign, and easily won Iowa as predicted, beating Gary Hart 50-17. But 
Democratic primary voters were restless, bored with Mondale's safe establishment-mandated coronation, and looking for someone new. When 
Hart came out of the pack of candidates with a surprising second place finish, he trounced Mondale in NH and was on a roll, winning most of the 
next several primaries. Without some stumbles, Hart would have been the nominee. 


Speaking of stumbles, Hart's big one on his friend's boat, the Monkey Business, with Donna Rice forced him to withdraw in 1988 after being the 
overwhelming favorite in the early polling. Gephardt, who had been working Iowa for years, became the favorite after that, but last minute entry 
Dukakis raised a lot more money than anyone else, and Gephardt split the populist vote with Simon, Gore, and Jesse Jackson. Gephardt won Iowa, 
Dukakis finished a pretty anemic 3rd there, but the late-entry candidate who had been at 1 % in the polls ended up easily winning the nomination in 
the end. 


In 1992, Cuomo was the strong favorite in the polling and among pundits right up until the time he decided not to run (quite late in the cycle, he was 
still debating with himself in the fall of '91 ). After that, Clinton was one of the favorites until he stumbled, after which everyone pronounced his 
campaign over, after which he came back and won the nomination. (And after he won the nomination, up until the Democratic convention no one 
thought he had a shot of beating Bush.) 


In 1 996, no one challenged President Clinton for the nomination after he decisively beat the Republicans in the budget showdown. In 2000, there 
was the only primary fight in this entire saga that went pretty much as predicted, with Vice President Gore keeping his early lead and turning back 
a challenge from Bill Bradley, although a lot of us who closely followed the race think that if Bradley hadn't spent too many resources contesting 
the Iowa contest where he was never going to win, that he would have beaten Gore in NH (he only lost 51-47). In that scenario, Bradley might 
well have made that race a hell of a fight. 


In 2004, Hillary Clinton was way ahead in the early polling but did not run, and there was no real favorite. In the early days of the race, it was 
thought that Gephardt would win Iowa and Kerry would win NH, but then both faded and Dean came on from nowhere (literally 0 or 1% in the 
early polling, with no one predicting he had a chance) to a big lead in the polls, money, and endorsements. When Dean made some late mistakes, 
and Kerry and Edwards put together a late surge, the race was reshaped again. 


Finally in 2008, people have already forgotten how inevitable Hillary was seen then. At this time of the cycle then, July of 2006, it looked unlikely 
that Obama would even run. And throughout 2007, she had a wide lead in the polls and endorsements. 


That's the track record, folks: 1 1 contested primaries over the last 54 years, only one of them turned out pretty much as expected, and only two 
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where the pre-season favorite even won. Anyone saying Hillary is a sure thing based on a big lead in polling, her fundraising advantages, and her 
status as favorite doesn't know his presidential election history very well. Right now, the polls mean nothing, the establishment support means 
nothing. Frontrunners decide not to run, stumble in the early going, listen to the wrong advisers in creating their campaign strategy, get upset in the 
early going. B/en the ones who do most things right and don't have strong initial opposition, like Mondale, sometimes run into an electorate that 
doesn't like being told they have to vote for the frontrunner. 


I'm sure people will read this history and say, "Yeah, well, this time is different, Hillary is so far ahead that no one else has a chance." That could 
well be, but again: don't count on it. LBJ in '68, Muskie in 72, Mondale '84, and Hart '88 were all just as dominant or more dominant in the early 
going, and none had superstar opposition going against them. The one thing I know for sure from my years in and studying presidential politics is 
that it is utterly unpredictable - crazy stuff happens out of the blue all the time. Do you really think it is inconceivable that the Clintons might be 
engulfed in a scandal? That Hillary is immune from serious mistakes? That a candidate with nothing going in the polls might catch a wave and 
suddenly raise a bunch of netroots money? Hillary is a good bet to win this election, I sure wouldn't predict anyone against her - but please, 
Markos, don't bet your house on it. 


None of this is to argue that Elizabeth should run for president. To run for the presidency is about the most brutal thing a sane and genuine person 
can do to themselves, and Elizabeth is most assuredly both of those things. If a person doesn't want to run, all that craziness is unbearable, and 
right now she doesn't want to do it. She knows that she is having a huge impact right where she is, that she can move our national politics in a 
more progressive direction while also being a great legislator, that she can help build a powerful new progressive populist movement by staying 
where she is - all of those things Markos said were true. If she ever changed her mind and did decide to run for president, this time, next time, 
whenever, I would personally drop everything I was doing and go to the barricades for her, as would tens of thousands of other activists, but I am 
also completely happy in supporting her in staying in the lane she has chosen for herself. 


Having said that, though, it would be such a huge mistake for anyone - most especially Hillary, but anyone else analyzing this race -- to think this 
race is over six months before it has even begun. You just don't know what is going to happen next, and that fact truly is the only thing in this 
presidential race that is actually a lock. 


MSNBC: “Hillary Clinton’s many ‘good friends’”

Scientists say that most people have only a small handful of close friends, but Hillary Clinton is not most people - and she attempts to prove it in her 
new memoir. 


From aides and fellow senior government officials to world leaders and at least one rock star, “Hard Choices" is jam-packed with praise for “old 
friends," “longtime friends,” “valued friends," “invaluable friends,” and more. Outside of deposed despots, hardly anyone comes in for criticism. 


In what’s perhaps a tactful move ahead of a looming potential 2016 presidential bid, the memoir is extremely careful not to offend anyone, and 
seems optimized for the “Index Scan,” the notorious Washington practice whereby VIPs find their name and read what is written about them, and 
little else. 


After perusing the book’s extensive 32-page index, power-brokers in a dozen world capitals will be pleased to find their close relationship with 
Clinton certified by her official record. 

A list of these “friends" also provides an interesting window into the rarefied and cosmopolitan world which Clinton has come to inhabit, even as 
she tries to brush off charges of elitism. There are numerous heads of state, but almost zero “friends” listed who are not famous or powerful. 


It’s a pattern that has continued during her aggressive publicity tour promoting the book, even in forums designed to give common folks access to 
the former secretary of state. During a Q&A hosted by Twitter last week, Clinton took more questions from company execs and famous friends, 
like actress Amy Poehler, than average users of the social network. 
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The tonal differences between her earlier memoir “Living History” and “Hard Choices” are striking: One is personal, the other feels professional. 
’’Living History” includes some references to friendships with bold-faced friends like Stevie Wonder and former Texas Gov. Ann Richards, but the 
majority are private companions, from childhood or early adulthood. 

Here’s a list of Hillary Clinton’s “friends,” along with some of Clinton’s “indispensable partners” and “allies” in rough order of appearance: 

Sen. Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif.: “My good friend” who hosted a secret summit between Clinton and Barack Obama after she conceded the 
Democratic nomination in 2008.

White Flouse national security aide Ben Rhodes: “A strong ally in the White Flouse” on Burma.

Clinton also praises Vice President Joe Biden for his “wealth of international experience” along with his “warmth and humor,” though he doesn’t get 
called a friend. Of Michelle Obama, Clinton writes that the two “bonded over the challenges of raising a family in the public eye.” Countless more 
aides are singled out for plaudits, while she uses “friend” in the diplomatic context on a number of occasions (speaking as nations, rather than 
individuals), but the term is mostly reserved for leaders and senior officials. 


Clinton served eight years year in the Senate, where everyone is referred to as “my friend from” whatever state they represent, even when being 
attacked by their arch-ideological foes. 


Wall Street Journal: “Book Review: 'Clinton. Inc.' by Daniel Halper”

The mob wives of HBO's "The Sopranos" are having lunch when the subject of Hillary Clinton comes up. " Hillary Clinton ?" the first wife remarks. "I 
can't stand that woman!" Carmela Soprano is particularly emphatic: "To be humiliated in public and then walk around smiling all the time? That is so 
false." One of the other wives demurs, referring to Hillary's attitude toward her notorious husband: "All I know is she stuck by him and put up with 
the bulls — t, and in the end what did she do? She set up her own little thing." The group winds up nodding in agreement. 


Daniel Halper's "Clinton, Inc." deals at length with what is implied by that brief TV scene: the marriage of Bill and Hillary Clinton as both a business 
arrangement and a political alliance. Mrs. Clinton did indeed stand by her man during the humiliations of the 1 990s. Now she has branched out into 
her own political career, one that she hopes will culminate in a stint in the White Flouse. 


During Mrs. Clinton's first presidential run in 2008, she and her husband, to tease the announcement of her campaign song, spoofed the enigmatic 
fade-to-black final episode of "The Sopranos." Mr. Halper, the online editor of the Weekly Standard, suggests that this was a bit more than a 
parody. "Over the years many metaphors have been used to describe the Clintons," he writes. "Among the most common is their similarities to the 
mafia." The late Christopher Flitchens preferred a variation. Alluding to Clinton loyalists during the Lewinsky scandal, he wrote: "They act like cult 
members while they are still under the spell, and talk like ex-cult members as soon as they have broken away." 


For "Clinton, Inc.," his account of how the Clintons built a powerful political machine in the 14 years since they left the White Flouse, Mr. Flalper has 
tracked down some of these ex-cult members as well as purported loyalists who are willing to dish on the Clintons, often granting them anonymity 
for their comments. One charges that Mr. Clinton is still cheating on his wife (he puts the matter rather more colorfully), another that a Clinton-linked 
consulting business was "really seedy." To judge by a 2008 New York Times article on the keeping of a kind of Clinton enemies list, the reluctance 
to go on the record is understandable, if regrettable. 


At the core of "Clinton, Inc.," however, is not gossip or innuendo but a history of the family business. The Clintons have built a power bloc within 
the Democratic Party; they have also enriched themselves personally and launched a complex set of foundations and subsidiaries. The 2012 
revenues for the flagship Clinton Foundation were estimated at $214 million. It focuses on issues like "health security" and "economic 
empowerment." One of its projects, the Clinton Global Initiative, with its summits and conferences, has put the Clintons in touch with world leaders 
and top CEOs. Throughout there is a mixing of fundraising, influence-seeking, hobnobbing, do-goodery and political ambition. What ties it all together 
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is access to the Clintons. 


Mr. Halper concedes that, as Mrs. Clinton said to great mockery, the Clintons were technically "broke" when they left Washington in 2001 — not 
least because of Bill's legal fees — but he notes that their earning potential more than wiped out any cash-flow problems. Bill Clinton alone, he 
reports, has "earned well over $1 00 million in speaking fees . . . including $1 7 million in one year alone." He received a $1 5 million advance for his 
2004 autobiography, "My Life," which, Mr. Halper writes, was "largely considered a bulky, self-absorbed tome with moments of sparkle and 
brilliance." In this way, it "reflect[ed] its author." 


So how is it that the Clintons, no matter the scandal or defeat, always manage a comeback? Sometimes, they charm their enemies. Mr. Halper 
details Mr. Clinton's rapprochement with the Bushes, taking advantage of the father's Yankee manners and the son's need for friendly Democrats. 
Mrs. Clinton similarly ingratiated herself to GOP Senate colleagues. 


At other times, punishment is the order of the day. MSNBC's David Shuster, on air, suggested that the Clintons "pimped out" their daughter, 

Chelsea, as a surrogate during her mother's first presidential campaign. Mrs. Clinton threatened to pull out of the network's upcoming debate. "We 
need this debate," Mr. Shuster was told by network executives. "You're going to be the one who is going to have to jump on the grenade." He was 
suspended for two weeks. 


"In their lives," Mr. Halper writes, "the Clintons have only been loyal to one person" — Chelsea. The former first daughter had an undeniably difficult 
childhood, no matter how much her parents tried to shield her. As a teenager, she endured exposure to the lurid details of her father's infidelity. 
Now, according to Mr. Halper's sources, Chelsea has become a virtual campaign manager for her mother. She is also said to be her father's 
preferred choice for continuing the family business — more so, perhaps, than his wife. 


Another Clinton presidential nomination seems inevitable, yet liberals have rebelled against the Clintons before. There was Ralph Nader's 
insurgency, followed by Howard Dean's shooting-star campaign and finally Mr. Obama's victory. "Clinton, Inc." suggests that, this time around, the 
Clintons will thwart potential challengers — say, Maryland Gov. Martin O'Malley or Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren — with a new single- 
mindedness. They are already consolidating Obama operatives' support, despite Joe Biden's ambitions. Expect lots of tension and drama. The 
Clintons, Daniel Halper makes plain, aren't simply going to fade to black.

Hillary Rodham Clinton joined some of the most powerful women in Congress on Thursday to push for advances 
on affordable child care, paid family leave and raising the minimum wage that could create greater economic 
progress for women. 


Clinton, fresh off her campaign-style weekend visit to Iowa and her summer-long book tour, used Thursday's 
panel at the Center for American Progress to focus on issues that could form part of her domestic agenda 
should she run for president in 2016. 


Clinton noted that women hold two-thirds of the minimum wage jobs across the country and three-quarters of the 
jobs that depend primarily on tips — meaning that many of them are working full time but hovering at or below 
the poverty line. 


“We talk about a glass ceiling,” said Clinton, who ended her 2008 campaign by proclaiming that she and her 
supporters had put 18 million cracks in it. “The floor is collapsing. 


“These women don’t even have a secure floor under them.” 


The former New York senator and secretary of State noted that she had just read a Bloomberg story listing eight 
things in a new poverty report that “will make women mad.” Although there was a slight improvement in America’s 
poverty rate, she said, “for women there’s a lot less to cheer about.” 


“Gender inequality in the workforce remains a reality; we ticked up from 70 cents on the dollar for women, versus 
men in the work force, to 78 cents; and we know that women are more likely to be impoverished even if they are 
working,” Clinton said. 


She praised her colleagues on the panel — House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi, Sen. Patty Murray of 
Washington, Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand of New York and Rep. Rosa DeLauro of Connecticut — for pursuing policy 
changes to give women “a fair shot.” (Pelosi and Clinton engaged in some good-natured sparring over whether 
California or New York was more progressive on women’s issues, with Pelosi touting the recent 10th anniversary 
of paid family leave in California). 


The panel was led by the center's president, Neera Tanden, who introduced Clinton by noting that Clinton's 
“flexibility” as a boss when Tanden worked for her had allowed Tanden to balance a demanding job and raising 
young children. Clinton’s former congressional colleagues all spoke with frustration throughout the panel about 
how Democratic efforts to raise the minimum wage and expand paid family leave have stalled in Congress. 


Joining the panel was Shawnta Jones of Maryland, who emphasized the importance of subsidized healthcare 
after she became a teen mother at 17, and Rhiannon Broschat, a 25-year-old Chicago retail worker who said 
she lost her job at Whole Foods after she had to leave work early to pick up her son on a day when his school 
closed in a weather emergency. 
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The most animated speaker was Gillibrand, who condemned opposition to expanding paid family leave across 
the country. 


“We are the only country in the industrialized world that doesn’t have paid leave,” Gillibrand said, her voice 
rising in indignation. “Pakistan and Afghanistan, which don’t even educate their girls, have more paid leave than 
America. That is outrageous.” 


Clinton noted that the economy has not fully recovered from the 2008 crash, though she praised her onetime 
rival President Obama for “getting us out of the ditch we were in.” 


Clinton, who has said she will announce her own plans next year, issued a call to arms to women in the looming 
2014 midterm elections. “Political candidates and officeholders do pay attention when people vote on issues that 
are of concern to them,” she said. “When we can turn an issue into a political movement that demands people be 
responsive during the election season, it carries over. 


“These issue have to be in the lifeblood of this election and any election,” she said. “The more we can do that — 
harnessing 6 million, or however many we can ... bus tours, storming the gates.... Whatever it’s going to take.”

WASHINGTON — Hillary Rodham Clinton has spent the past several months discussing her foreign policy record 
as secretary of state, but on Thursday she officially dived back into kitchen table issues during a panel 
discussion about equal pay for women, affordable child care and paid sick leave. 


“The difference women and men face in getting the kinds of jobs that will provide the kind of income they need 
for themselves and their families is roiling beneath the surface of the political debates,” Mrs. Clinton said. 


The pivot to domestic issues comes as Mrs. Clinton contemplates another run for president and as she 
campaigns for candidates ahead of the midterm elections, in which women’s issues have become a central 
focus. 


Democrats in several key Senate races have attempted to shift the debate from President Obama and the 
unpopular Affordable Care Act to issues affecting the key constituency of women, whose votes could sway close 
races. 


Mrs. Clinton said women’s issues have become “imperative in the political environment” and urged voters to 
make them part of their determination in the midterm elections. 
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“When we can turn an issue into a political movement that demands people be responsive during an election 
cycle, it carries over,” she said. 


Democrats have said the ability to mobilize women, particularly those who are single and struggling with minimum 
wage jobs while paying for child care, could determine whether the party maintains a majority in the Senate and 
wins governors races in key states like Florida and Pennsylvania. 


Republicans, meanwhile, have accused Democrats of trying to cast some of their candidates as anti-women in 
order to win votes. Emily’s List, a “super PAC” that supports pro-abortion-rights women candidates, has seized 
on comments made by Republicans, including an operative's likening Alison Lundergan Grimes, a Senate 
candidate from Kentucky, to an “empty dress.” 


Some of the top Democratic women — including Representative Nancy Pelosi of California, Senator Kirsten E. 
Gillibrand of New York, Representative Rosa DeLauro of Connecticut and Senator Patty Murray of Washington 
— joined Mrs. Clinton on the panel, titled “Why Women’s Economic Security Matters.” The event was hosted by 
the progressive think tank Center for American Progress. 


Ms. Gillibrand, who has promoted legislation in the Senate to address the sexual assault of women in the military, 
has lately homed in on other women’s issues, including her personal challenges with weight loss and child 
rearing, as she promotes her new book “Off the Sidelines: Raise Your Voice, Change the World.” On Thursday, 
she delivered an impassioned case for paid sick leave for working women. 


“We’re the only industrialized country in the world that doesn’t have paid leave,” Ms. Gillibrand said. “Pakistan 
and Afghanistan that don’t even educate their girls have more paid leave. That is outrageous.” 


Ms. Pelosi tried to put the issue into a broader context. “It’s about women, it’s about their families, it’s about their 
retirement, but it’s also about our economy,” she said. 


Women’s issues have emerged as a consistent theme in Mrs. Clinton’s post-State Department speeches, 
especially in recent weeks as she has shifted gears from promoting her memoir “Hard Choices” about her time 
as secretary of state to campaigning and fund-raising for midterm candidates. 


On Friday, Mrs. Clinton is expected to deliver a speech on similar topics at the Democratic National Committee’s 
Women’s Leadership Forum here, where President Obama and Vice President Joseph R. Biden Jr. will also 
speak. 


At the Clinton Global Initiative, a gathering related to the Bill, Hillary & Chelsea Clinton Foundation in New York 
next week, Mrs. Clinton will participate in several speeches and panels related to advancing women’s rights, as 
part of the foundation’s “No Ceilings” initiative. 


The events allow Mrs. Clinton to focus on issues affecting women and girls that she has worked on throughout 
her career, and they also allow the potential 2016 candidate to lay the groundwork for what could be a campaign 
message focused on elevating women in order to advance the economy. 


Neera Tanden, president of the Center for American Progress and the policy director for Mrs. Clinton’s 2008 
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presidential campaign, moderated the event, and told the story of Mrs. Clinton's supportiveness when Ms. 
Tanden was trying to balance a demanding campaign job with raising small children. 


The panel also included working mothers. Rhiannon Broschat and Shawanta Jones talked about their own 
struggles of juggling child care with minimum wage jobs, as the politicians on the panel nodded understandingly. 
“It’s our lowest income workers who are the most vulnerable,” Ms. Tanden said. 


Mrs. Clinton tried to tie her work abroad to her domestic efforts. “Where women are not given the opportunity to 
pursue their economic well being, their children suffer, their community suffers, indeed,” she said, and “their 
countries suffer.”

A recent Wall Street Journal-NBC News poll showed that women have a far more positive view of Mrs. Clinton 
than men. 


Only 35% of men had a favorable image of the former secretary of state, compared with 49% of women, the poll 
showed. 
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A closer look at the numbers shows Mrs. Clinton’s female support varies among ethnic and demographic groups. 


White women, for example, are roughly evenly divided in their view of Mrs. Clinton. But she enjoys strong support 
overall among younger women. The survey showed that of women between the ages of 1 8 and 49, 50% had a 
positive impression of her, compared to just 27% who viewed her negatively

Forget about the glass ceiling. For Democrats, it’s all about the concrete floor. 


Speaking at the Center for American Progress today, Hillary Clinton decried the lack of paid leave, affordable 
daycare and other policies that would make it easier for women to remain in the workforce. 


“The floor is collapsing. We talk about a glass ceiling? These women don’t even have a secure floor,” said 
Clinton. 


The focus marked a political shift from her 2008 campaign, which became famous for the desire to “break the 
highest glass ceiling.” For her part, Clinton was reluctant during her first presidential primary run to focus on 
women’s issues, waiting until the concession speech to fully embrace the historic nature of her candidacy. 


Now, as she eyes a 2016 bid, she’s talking openly about women breaking barriers. At CAP, sitting beside some 
of the most prominent women in Democratic politics, she pushed a uniquely female-focused brand of economic 
populism. 


“We have to make these issues part of every political debate,” said Clinton. “It’s about a movement.” 


It’s also about the midterms. New polling indicates that Democrats may be losing their edge with women. A recent 
New York Times poll showed female voters favoring Democratic candidates in the November elections by only 
one point, 43 percent to 42 percent. Just a month earlier, women favored Democrats by 51 percent to 37 
percent in a Wall Street Journal poll. 


Midterm Races 


To cut against stiff headwinds in the congressional races, Democrats must maintain the gender gap that boosted 
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them to victory in the past two presidential races. 


To that end, today’s event was a bit of a pep-rally for female voters — albeit a depressing one with panelists 
reciting data points describing how women make less, struggle to find affordable child care, and rarely get paid 
leave. Full-time working women earn 77 percent of what their male counterparts earn, according to White House 
data. 


“We need a call to action today to ask 6 million more women to be voting,” said New York Senator Kirsten 
Gillibrand. 


And when Shawnta Jones, a “regular” woman on the panel shared her story of finding affordable daycare that 
allowed her to balance work and childcare, the audience broke into applause. 


“It’s like a revival,” said Neera Tanden, president of CAP. It was also a reunion. 


The Center for American Progress, in Washington, was founded by John Podesta, former chief of staff to 
President Bill Clinton. Podesta is said to be under consideration for a high-level position in Hillary Clinton’s 
campaign. 


Employment Agency 


Podesta, who’s currently advising President Barack Obama in the White House, embodies one of the less-public 
missions of the research group: acting as an employment program for Democratic officials between 
administrations. 


Tanden was one of Clinton’s top policy advisers. Gillibrand, who took Clinton’s seat when she headed to the 
State Department, has long cited her predecessor as a mentor. And Clinton specifically singled out Ann O’Leary, 
a CAP fellow who attended the event and is heading up a joint effort with the Clinton Foundation to promote 
early child wellness. 


But the most powerful indication of changing political winds came in who wasn’t in attendance: anyone from the 
Obama administration, which recently held a day-long conference on working families. It took more than 45 
minutes for one of the panelists to mention the president. 


“We do have a president who is speaking up on this issue,” said Representative Rosa DeLauro of Connecticut, 
almost in passing.

Hillary Clinton on Thursday called for a “movement” to fight for women in the debate over work and family 
policies, saying there’s no “secure floor” for women and that lack of economic mobility is an issue “roiling” 
beneath the national political debate. 


Clinton made the comments while on a panel hosted by the Center for American Progress, a top progressive 
Washington think tank led by longtime Clinton adviser Neera Tanden. Clinton placed the discussion in the 
broader context of family economic decisions and of efforts to help the poor join the middle class. 


The conversation - studded with statistics about lack of pay equity for women and stalled legislation - was in 
many ways the early seeds of Clinton economic messaging for a potential 2016 presidential campaign. The 
former secretary of state has been criticized for squandering opportunities to distill a message on the main issue 
likely to determine the presidential race: the economy. 


Clinton and Tanden were joined by House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi, Sens. Kirsten Gillibrand (D-N.Y.) and 
Patty Murray (D-Wash.) and Rep. Rosa DeLauro (D-Conn.). 


“When we can turn an issue into a political movement that demands people be responsive during an election 
season, it carries over,” said Clinton, who would easily be the Democratic frontrunner should she choose to run 
in 2016. “So, these issues have to be the lifeblood of this election and any election.” 


The panel discussion, which also featured two women who shared personal stories about struggles with finding 
child care and inflexible work schedules, focused on policy issues such as paid family leave, equal pay for 
women and affordable early childhood education. 


“We need people to feel that they are part of a movement,” Clinton continued. “That it’s not just about an 
election, but about a movement — a movement to really empower themselves, their families and take the future 
over in a way that is going to give us back the country we care so much about.” 


Earlier in the conversation, Clinton - who has a data project at her family’s foundation devoted to pushing for full 
participation of women in the workforce - discussed whether this is a turning-point moment for women and 
equality. 


The “difficulties that women and men face in finding the kinds of jobs that will provide ... is roiling beneath the 
surface of the political debate,” she said. “We all see it, we know it.” 


She praised President Barack Obama, saying he “deserves an enormous amount of credit for stanching the 
bleeding” in the wake of the economic crisis and “getting us out of that ditch we were in.” 


“But we know if we don’t change our policies,” she continued, “a lot of the benefits won’t be broadly shared, and 
that’s what we’re talking about here. It’s just about more jobs and more people and better-paying jobs. It’s about 
making sure that people themselves get to keep those benefits and build that future back that they are 
desperate to see for themselves.” 
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There are “people who have been really egregiously impacted by the failure of our political leadership on the 
other side of the aisle to recognize the importance of making sure that people who work hard, play by the rules 
... have a chance to get into the middle class and certainly have a chance to stay in the middle class,” she said. 


At no point did anyone use the phrase “income inequality,” which has become a buzzword among the base of the 
Democratic party but which strategists have long said is confusing to voters. 


Clinton gave a landmark speech on women’s rights in Beijing in 1995. But women’s economic issues only 
became a focal point in the political debate after the recession that began six years ago, a period when Clinton 
was largely out of politics. 


The panel Thursday placed her physically in the middle of female officials who have been leading that charge. 
Of the elected officials on the panel, Gillibrand, 47,

Former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton on Thursday called for a women’s “movement” on economic issues 
ahead of the midterm elections. 


“These issues have to be in the life blood of this election and any election,” the presumed 2016 Democratic 
front-runner said. “We need people to feel that they’re part of a movement, that it’s not just part of an election, 
it’s part of a movement to really empower themselves, their families and take the future over in a way that is 
going to give us back the country that we care so much about.” 


Clinton was speaking on a panel at the liberal Washington think tank Center for American Progress. 


Democrats, including House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi, who shared the stage with Clinton on Thursday, have 
pushed to make women’s economic issues the forefront of the party’s 2014 campaign. Democrats lost the female 
vote in 201 0 for the first time since the Reagan era, and with it control of the House and six Senate seats. They 
are trying to avoid a similar Republican wave this year. “Why now? What is our strategy? Well, it’s because we 
want women to vote,” Pelosi told the crowd. 


The issue is also near and dear to Clinton’s heart. Many of her advisors from her failed 2008 campaign say that, 
in retrospect, she should have emphasized the historic nature of her campaign more. Clinton lost women to 
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Barack Obama in nearly half the primaries they fought. 


As Secretary of State, Clinton focused on bolstering international support for women and girls. In her second 
political appearance after resigning from that office more than a year ago, Clinton kept her focus on those 
topics. “We talk about a glass ceiling, but these [minimum wage] women don’t even have a secure floor under 
them,” she said at the time. 


The Democratic leaders lamented Thursday what they called Republican obstruction of the women’s economic 
agenda in Congress. The GOP has blocked Democratic efforts to raise the minimum wage — which 
disproportionally affects women — to $10.10 an hour, to fund universal pre-Kindergarten and other expanded 
child care efforts, paid maternity and paternity leaves and paid medical leave. 


Clinton noted that by stymying women’s access to the workforce, the U.S. leaves 10% of increased GDP “on the 
table.” 


“The argument is grounded in reality, but unfortunately the reality is not the context that these decisions are 
being made,” Clinton said. “Unfortunately, the Congress... is living in a reality-free zone. Politicians have to 
listen, and if they don’t it’s at their own peril.”

Sitting on a panel of powerful women in politics, Hillary Clinton blasted Republican lawmakers for blocking 
economic legislation that would help women and the economy. 


“The Congress increasingly, despite the best efforts of my friends and others, is living in an evidence-free zone, 
where what the reality is in the lives of Americans is so far from the minds of too many [lawmakers],” Clinton said 
Thursday during an appearance at the Center for American Progress, a Democratic think tank. 


“We could all tell stories about people we know who have been really egregiously impacted by the failure of the 
political leadership on the other side of the aisle,” she added. 


Clinton appeared with House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi; Sen. Patty Murray, the highest-ranking woman in the 
Senate; Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand, who has emerged as a leader on women’s issues in her short time in the 
chamber; Rep. Rosa DeLauro, a longtime advocate in the House; and Neera Tanden, CAP’S president, who 
used to work for Clinton. 


Also on the panel were two women who have struggled to make ends meet, but were able to get by thanks to the 
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kinds of government programs supported by the women leaders on the panel. 


As she often does, Clinton framed the issue Thursday as an economic one. When workforces have “full 
participation” from women, the economy does better for everyone, Clinton said. She started an initiative at the 
Clinton Foundation to promote female participation in the workforce. 


Clinton did not directly discuss Paid Family Leave. Advocates criticized her earlier this year for her stance on the 
issue. While on a tour promoting her book “Hard Choices,” Clinton told CNN that while she supports the policy, 
she didn’t think the country was ready for it. “I think, eventually, it should be [implemented],” Clinton said at the 
time. “I don’t think, politically, we could get it now.” 


At a time when Democratic members of Congress, including some who were on the panel her today, are pushing 
Congress to pass a Paid Sick Leave bill, Clinton’s earlier comments surprised some and displeased others. 


But Clinton did not address the controversy when she spoke on Thursday, though she did reiterate her support 
for the policy. (Gilibrand called it the one issue that makes her “the angriest.”) 


Clinton also addressed the struggles of women who work in the tipped economy, where there is no guarantee of 
a livable wage if in states that haven’t raised the tipped minimum wage. The issue was highlighted in a recent 
report from the National Women’s Law Center, which found that women are more vulnerable than men. 


“The floor is collapsing. We talk about a glass ceiling - these women don’t even have a secure floor under 
them,” Clinton said. 


The plight of women and children has long been a central motivating issue for Clinton. Her first job out of law 
school was at the Children’s Defense Fund, and she continues to speak and write about the issues any chance 
she gets. 


She said nothing about her potential presidential candidacy on Thursday, though DeLauro did make an oblique 
reference to Clinton’s “future.” 


But Clinton’s advice about how progressives can change policies to support women would be good advice for 
her to heed in her own presidential campaign as well — if there is a campaign, of course. “We need people to 
feel like they’re part of a movement,” she said. “It’s not just about an election; it’s about a movement. A 
movement to really empower themselves.”

Hillary Clinton, presidential candidate in waiting and first among 
equals, sketched out the challenges. Women hold two-thirds of minimum-wage jobs, she said, and three- 
quarters of the jobs that rely on tips, like waitresses, bartenders, hair stylists. In many states, the minimum wage 
for tipped workers is as low as $2.13 an hour. 


Although a census report released this week shows the poverty rate declined for the first time since 2006, 
Clinton said it also found that more women are likely to be impoverished even if they’re working. She urged a 
“fair shot” for women, and if you’ve been watching the PBS series on the Roosevelts, FDR’s New Deal, and TR’s 
Square Deal, you can begin to imagine Clinton’s campaign taking shape. 


“We need a broader-based economic platform that is inclusive,” she said, a clunky way of fleshing out the fair 
shot she envisions for women, and indeed all Americans. She gives President Obama full credit for “staunching 
the bleeding” from the financial meltdown, but said, “Unless we change our politics, a lot of the benefits are not 
going to be broadly shared.” 


It may not have been lost on Clinton that soon after her event wrapped at the liberal think tank, the Center for 
American Progress (CAP), Senator Elizabeth Warren would be headlining a “Hands Off our Social Security and 
Medicare” rally on Capitol Hill, priorities for Clinton too but not as female-centric and pitched to younger voters 
as the agenda she and others outlined at CAP. 


While Clinton seems to be searching for the magic she’ll need to inspire voters in any run for the presidency, 
Warren just says what’s on her mind about how the middle-class has been screwed, and Democrats swoon. 
Warren shows no inclination to challenge Clinton, and along with every other female Democratic senator, she 
signed a letter of support to Clinton. Still, her absence on the stage at CAP Thursday reflects an issue gap for 
Democrats between the progressive left, where much of the party’s energy is, and the center that Clinton and 
her husband have so ably represented for the last quarter century. Tapping into middle-class grievances with 
populist ideas on the economy is where Warren excels. 


Flanking Clinton at CAP were pioneers like herself who have been in the trenches fighting for women’s issues for 
decades. The indefatigable Nancy Pelosi, former House speaker, now Democratic leader; Washington State 
Senator Patty Murray, elected as a “mom in tennis shoes,” now chair of the Senate Budget committee; Rosa 
DeLauro, Connecticut congresswoman, “the godmother” of what she calls “family-centered economics.” 


The only newcomer among these stalwarts, New York Senator Kirsten Gillibrand, who has the seat that Clinton 
once held, raised the issue of paid family leave — a core concern where women are shouldering the care of 
parents as well as children. “Afghanistan and Pakistan have more paid leave than us,” she said, “and they don’t 
even educate their girls.” With eight out of 10 women in the work force, and four out of 10 the sole or primary 
breadwinner, “I think we have a Rosie the Riveter moment for this generation,” Gillibrand declared. Recalling the 
iconic World War II image of a woman with her sleeves rolled up ready to contribute to the war effort, Gillibrand 
said 6 million women entered the work force then. 


Clinton supports the idea of paid family leave but has recently said she doesn’t think “we can get there” politically 
right now. What Democrats have to do, she said at the CAP event, is “turn an issue into a political movement.” 
Bus tours, storming the gates, whatever it takes. She was referring to the 40-odd days until the November 
election, but she might as well have been talking about her likely presidential run. “Hillary, I don’t know what this 
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signifies in terms of your future,” DeLauro said at one point almost as an aside as the audience tittered. Paid 
family leave, paid sick leave, flexible work, day care, minimum wage, all these issues that Clinton and the others 
had championed for so long and that were typically marginalized as lacking urgency, or not big vote-getters, or 
too emblematic of the “nanny party.” 


Now they’re seen as the way to win elections. “This is the center of the public discussion, and that is a very big 
change,” DeLauro enthused. Rebutting critics who say Democrats are just playing election-year politics, 

DeLauro said she introduced pay equity in 1997, and paid sick leave in 2005. More than a year ago, Democrats 
stood on the steps of the Capitol and declared quality affordable day care “the missing link” in gaining women’s 
full participation in the work force. “The reason these (issues) are so central, jobs do not pay enough for people 
to live on, and for women, the challenges are overwhelming,” DeLauro said. And if you’re watching The 
Roosevelts,’ your heart sings and it longs for what happened in the New Deal.” 


The message is that strong progressive leadership is within reach if women seize it at the ballot box. “What is our 
strategy?” Pelosi said. “We want women to vote.” That’s what politicians pay attention to, and that’s how to break 
the logjam in Congress. The measures these women are advocating will pass, Pelosi said. “It’s inevitable to us, 
[and] inconceivable to them,” referring to House Republicans. “We have to shorten the distance between 
inevitable and inconceivable.”

Former secretary of State Hillary Clinton on Thursday slammed Congress for “living in an evidence-free zone” 
and called for voters to turn women’s issues into a “political movement.” 


"The Congress, increasingly, despite the best efforts of my friends and others, is living in an evidence-free zone 
where what the reality is in the lives of Americans is so far from the minds of too many," Clinton said. 


She said, however, the economic struggles of everyday Americans are “roiling beneath the surface of the 
political debates,” and that there will come a point where “politicians will have to listen, at their peril.” 


The former senator spoke on a panel of female lawmakers and average American women convened by the 
Center for American Progress to discuss women's economic security. She, along with Sens. Kirsten Gillibrand 
(D-N.Y.), Patty Murray (D-Wash.), House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi (D-Calif.) and Rep. Rosa DeLauro (D- 
Conn.), urged voters to make women’s issues — and particularly women’s economic struggles — a central focus 
in this year’s elections and beyond. 


"When we can turn an issue into a political movement that demands people be responsive during the election 
season, it carries over," Clinton said. "These issues have to be in the life blood of this election and in any 
election." 
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It’s a discussion that’s been a constant focus for Democrats this fall as they work to turn out female voters for the 
midterm elections. Democrats are hoping the advantage they historically enjoy with women will help them mitigate 
a tough political climate and expected dropoffs in turnout among other base voters, and have been making 
female-centric policy proposals — like fair pay and raising the minimum wage, which they’ve framed as being 
beneficial to working mothers and families — central planks of their campaigns. 


It’s also one that would be a significant aspect of Clinton’s presidential campaign, if she decides to run, as is 
expected. Clinton made expanding and protecting women’s rights and opportunities across the globe a priority 
during her time at State and as first lady. 


DeLauro on Thursday confirmed the prospect of a Clinton presidential bid is never far from Democrats’ minds, 
even if Clinton herself made no mention of her interest. 


"Hillary, I don't know if you're here — what this signals in terms of your future — I know what it signals in terms of 
the issues that you care about and what you have been championing for a lifetime," she said on the panel. 


Vox: “Hillary Clinton's plan to use feminism to sell big government”

Political analysts have made repeated observations about the growing importance of "social issues" to 
Democratic Party campaign strategy. But speaking at a Center for American Progress panel Thursday morning 
alongside Patty Murray, Kristen Gillibrand, Nancy Pelosi, Rosa de Lauro, and CAP president Neera Tanden, 
Hillary Clinton tested a potentially potent fusion of feminism framing and populist policy that shows how artificial 
the division between "economic issues" and "social issues" really is. 


"Women hold two-thirds of all minimum wage jobs," Clinton observed, and "nearly three-quarters of all jobs that 
are reliant on tips" and thus eligible for sub-minimum wages. 


Clinton discussed the plight of a working-class mother with a service-sector job that provides low pay and little 
flexibility. "We talk about a glass ceiling," she said, "but these women don't even have a secure floor under 
them." 


Indeed, while people can debate the precise origins of the gender wage gap, there's no denying that women 
earn substantially less than men on average. Social safety net programs and income redistribution initiatives are 
disproportionately beneficial to low-wage workers, and low-wage workers are mostly women. 


American political discourse often associates the gender gap in voting with abortion rights and other "women's 
issues" that specifically highlight sex or gender. But as political scientist Karen Kauffman has shown, these 

issues do not particularly seem to divide men and women. Instead, starting in the Reagan-era, men, but not 
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women, have been attracted by the Republican Party's tilt against the welfare state. Libby Copeland offered an 
excellent overview of this literature for Slate in 2012, but it remains largely unappreciated by political journalists. 
Further evidence for the primacy of economics comes from international comparisons. Ronald Inglehart and 
Pippa Norris show that women's voting has skewed left in all advanced industrial economies. 


Why is this? Torben Iversen and Frances Rosenbluth offered a plausible explanation in a 2006 article, writing 
that tje "partial socialization of family work, even at the cost of higher taxes from the private sector, increases a 
woman's ability to work outside the home and thereby increases her exit options and her household bargaining 
position." 


In other words, because conventional social norms leave the care of children and the elderly to women, the 
expansion of the welfare state to shoulder some of that burden not only helps the directly assisted, it helps 
women by saddling them with less unpaid work. 


This is, of course, not exactly how Clinton put it. But during the discussion she referred to the Nixon-era push for 
a universal childcare program, inspired by a desire to grow the economy by increasing women's workforce 
participation rate. Clinton said that after being initially supportive, the White House found itself pressed to veto 
the bill "on ideological grounds not on evidence." Proponents of traditional patriarchal family arrangements, in 
other words, feared exactly the Iverson/Rosenbluth dynamic. More generous social provision might make the 
economy richer, but it would also shift the intra-family balance of power away from men and toward women. 


At a time when activist government was broadly in vogue, highlighting the implications for family life was enough 
to sink the proposal. Clinton's calculation seems to be broadly the opposite — that putting a gender equity frame 
forward is a good way to bolster support for the welfare state at a time when the national mood is swinging 
toward smaller government. 


Mother Jones: “Hillary Clinton Threads the Needle: Obama's Done Okay But Economic Benefits 
Need to Be ‘Broadly Shared’”

Hillary Clinton doesn't think much of her old employer. "Congress increasingly. ..is living in an evidence free 
zone," she said Thursday, "where what the reality is in the lives of Americans is so far from the minds of too 
many." Speaking on a panel about women and economics hosted by the Center for American Progress (a liberal 
think tank run by Clinton's ex-policy advisor Neera Tanden), Clinton gave a few hints of which domestic policy 
proposals could anchor her presumed 2016 presidential campaign. 


Speaking in non-partisan terms, Clinton slammed Congress for its lack of action on raising the minimum wage, 
with the former secretary of state saying that a failure to boost the wages of the working poor is particularly 
damaging for women. She noted that two-thirds of minimum wage jobs are held by women. "The floor is 
collapsing — we talk about a glass ceiling, these women don't even have a secure floor under them," she said. 
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Boosting the minimum wage has become a standard Democratic talking point. But Clinton went beyond that 
standard fare and emphasized the plight of tipped workers, such as restaurant servers, bartenders, and hair 
stylists. "Women hold nearly three-quarters of the jobs that are reliant on tips," she said. "And in fact, they don't 
get the minimum wage with the tips on top of it." 


Although the federal minimum wage has been set at $7.25 per hour since 2009, there is an exemption carved 
out for workers who receive tips. Employers only have to pay those people $2.13 an hour (steady since 1991); 
the tips are presumed to make up for the difference. But often times the tips don't suffice, and employers, who 
are supposed to fill the gap, don't always do so. 


These workers are "at the mercy not only of customers who can decide or not to tip," Clinton said. "They're at 
the mercy of their employers who may collect the tips and not turn them back." 


Clinton didn't dive into the policy details on how to fix this problem. But the Center for American Progress 
released a report right after the event that suggested raising the tipped wage up to 70 percent of the regular 
minimum wage (which the report proposed bumping to $10.10 per hour). 


The general tone of Clinton's speech suggested how she'd thread the needle by supporting President Barack 
Obama's record while crafting her own agenda when she hits the campaign trail. "The president came in — he 
deserves an enormous amount of credit for stanching the bleeding and preventing a further deterioration and 
getting us out of that ditch we were in," she said. "But we know that unless we change our policies, a lot of the 
benefits are not going to be broadly shared, and that's what we're talking about here." 


The Hill: “Warren draws contrast with Clinton on Syria”

Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.) on Thursday voted against legislation authorizing President Obama to arm and 
train Syrian rebels, taking a stand that could distinguish her from Hillary Clinton in 2016. 


She voted against legislation to fund the government until Dec. 1 1 , which included a provision giving Obama 
Title X authority to equip Syrian militants in hopes they will fight violent Sunni extremists. 


Warren has a thin foreign policy resume but by voting against the authority Obama requested, she will earn 
points with members of the Democratic base who are skeptical about another military campaign in the Middle 
East. 

“I do not want America to be dragged into another ground war in the Middle East, and it is time for those nations 
in the region that are most immediately affected by the rise of ISIS to step up and play a leading role in this fight,” 
she said in a statement. 
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Many liberals who distrust Clinton’s cozy relationship with Wall Street, and bitterly remember her 2002 vote to 
invade Iraq, want Warren to challenge Clinton in the 2016 Democratic presidential primary. 


Two other senators mentioned as possible challengers to Clinton in 2016, Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand (D-N.Y.) and 
Sen. Bernie Sanders (I.Vt.), also voted against the stopgap spending bill and the attached Syria measure. 


Gillibrand is considered a likely candidate if Clinton unexpectedly pulls out of the 201 6 Democratic primary but 
she has made it clear she will not challenge her predecessor as the junior senator from New York. She has 
strongly urged Clinton to run. 


Sanders is actively exploring a 2016 presidential bid but he has not decided whether to run as an independent 
— his current status within the Democratic caucus — or officially switch to the Democratic Party. 


The vote on arming Syrian rebels could become a defining issue in the 2016 presidential campaign, much like 
the 2002 vote to authorize the invasion of Iraq loomed over the 2004 and 2008 campaigns. 


Clinton revealed in her memoir, "Hard Choices" that she wanted to arm Syrian rebels early during their fight 
against President Bashar Assad, but failed to convince Obama. 


In an interview last month, Clinton told Jeffrey Goldberg of The Atlantic that the failure to arm the rebels led to 
the rise of ISIS. 


Seven other Senate Democrats, a mix of centrists and liberals, voted Thursday against arming Syrian rebels. 


Warren gave little indication how she would vote before the question was considered Thursday afternoon. 


After the vote, she expressed concern that U.S. weapons could fall into the hands of radical Islamic militants. 


“Even if we could guarantee that our support goes to the right people, I remain unconvinced that training and 
equipping these forces will be effective in pushing back ISIS,” she said. 


Last year, she issued a statement opposing calls to arm Syrian rebels who are seen as more moderate than 
extreme groups such as ISIS. 


“We need clear goals and a plan to achieve them or else the United States could get bogged down in another 
war in the Middle East,” she said, according to The Boston Globe. 


Sen. Chris Murphy (D-Conn.), who voted with Warren, said greater U.S. involvement in the Syrian civil war would 
do little to degrade and destroy ISIS. 


“The moderate Syrian rebels have shown a disturbing willingness to join forces with Islamic extremists like the Al 
Nusra Front, a wing of Al Qaeda, and it will be nearly impossible to stop the rebels we train from joining forces 
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with groups that pose a real threat to the United States,” he said in a statement explaining his vote. 


Murphy said the moderate rebels would be likely to turn against ISIS because they share the goal of deposing 
Assad. 


Other Democrats have warned Obama’s request to back Syrian rebels could lead down a slippery slope to a 
broader military engagement. 


“In regards to Syria, I have serious doubt about authorizing military operation. I think we need to have further 
clarification from the administration as to the ... objectives that they are accomplishing in Syria and we have to be 
very careful about the authorization of the use of our military in a country where we are not invited,” said Sen. 

Ben Cardin (D-Md.), who ultimately voted for the legislation. 


Other Democrats who expressed concern about arming Syrian rebels said they were reassured that the authority 
would run out by mid-December, when Congress is scheduled to debate a broader use-of-force resolution 
against ISIS.

Sanders does ultimately decide to run, it would prove once again that the Clintons are incredibly lucky — 
and in politics, luck counts. 


The Atlantic: “’I Never Dreamed It Would Turn Out This Way’”

[Subtitle:] On the 10th anniversary of the Clinton Global Initiative, Bill Clinton assesses the state of the world, and 
of his post-presidency. 


About two weeks after Bill Clinton left the White House, in 2001, I went up to Chappaqua, New York, in hopes of 
getting a sense of his new life, for a story I never wound up writing. As a reporter for The New York Times, I had 
covered his second term — that tornado of surpluses and subpoenas, V chips and cruise-missile strikes — and I 
was having trouble wrapping my head around the idea of Bill Clinton at rest. The newly retired president didn’t 
look all that pleased to spot one of his old shadows in the crowd when he emerged, in blue jeans and a jean 
jacket, to shake a few hands after eating a chicken sandwich for lunch, seated prominently in the window of the 
Chappaqua Restaurant & Cafe. “What are you doing up here, James?” he asked, moving away down the line. 
“Must be a slow news day.” 


Then, inevitably, he drifted back, and began talking about just how much he was enjoying being out of office: 
what “great therapy” it was to be unpacking in his new home, emptying some 180 boxes and filling shelves with 
1 , 1 00 books; what “a great thing” it was to have time to read (“I’ve got 1 0 or 1 2 books I’m fooling with”); how 
relaxing it was to watch a lot of basketball (okay, along with some C-SPAN); how restorative to get up whenever 
he felt like it in the morning. “Most days, I just glance at the newspaper,” he insisted. “It’s amazing how oblivious 
you can get to whatever’s going on.” 


It was hard to square this picture of puttering domesticity with the restless person I’d covered — and with the 
simple fact that he was lingering to talk, signing autograph after autograph, shaking hand after hand. When his 
successor’s then-much-ballyhooed faith-based initiative was mentioned, the old Bill Clinton immediately snapped 
into focus. “We actually did quite a lot of it, particularly in welfare reform,” he said immediately, before observing 
that George W. Bush might face some constitutional obstacles to his own plan. Then he caught himself: “But I 
don’t want to offer any opinion, because I don’t know what the facts are.” 


He did not seem, in other words, entirely reconciled to a quiet life in the suburbs. He was, after all, just 54 years 
old. “I miss the work,” he told me. “I loved the work.” 


He said he needed to pay attention to the family finances for a time, in case something happened to him. “Not all 
the men in my family are all that long-lived,” he remarked — a reference, I thought, to the early death of his father, 
which has always seemed to haunt him. (His own quadruple bypass lay three years in the future.) “I’ve got all 
these ideas,” he said. “What I’m really interested in is what my kind of public service is going to be, here in 
America and around the world ... I’ve got to think that through.” 
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At the time — indeed, for the next couple of years — even people close to Bill Clinton wondered whether he would 
ever bring that period of cogitation to a definitive conclusion. They wondered whether he could discipline his 
curiosity and impulses sufficiently to focus on just a handful of causes, as Jimmy Carter had so effectively done, 
or whether, as The Atlantic put it in 2003, his post-presidency would turn out to be “limbo in overdrive.” 


In his distinction-defying way, Clinton has managed to prove the worriers both right and, more fundamentally, 
wrong. He certainly hasn’t focused; instead, he has found a way to turn his appetite for everything and 
everyone — along with his instinctive preference for what he has called “bite-size” approaches over sweeping, 
one-size-fits-all solutions — into a force for significant change, through the Clinton Foundation and through the 
do-gooder conference he created, the Clinton Global Initiative, or CGI, as he usually calls it. Overall, Bill Clinton 
has conducted the most energetic, high-profile post-presidency since at least Teddy Roosevelt’s, pouring 
himself into philanthropic, political, and, yes, moneymaking ventures. But besides supporting his wife as she 
worked as a senator, secretary of state, and once-and-future presidential candidate, he has made his most 
unconventional contribution through the Clinton Global Initiative. On the cusp of its 10th anniversary, I sat down 
with the former president in Washington, D.C., to ask about its lessons so far, and what he hopes to do with it in 
the future. 


He said he came up with the idea for the Clinton Global Initiative after attending too many conferences where, he 
felt, elites chattered about the world’s problems but never committed themselves to useful action. He thought he 
could use his influence to get philanthropists, corporations, and nongovernmental organizations to coalesce 
around specific projects. 


“What I was trying to do when I started was to create a — not so much a clearinghouse, but a network of people 
committed to the principle that, instead of just talking and learning about problems, we ought to all do something 
about them. And it shouldn’t matter if we can’t do everything,” Clinton told me. “That, in the aggregate, if 
everybody who could do something did, and there was some place to learn what made the most sense — what 
was likely to have the greatest positive impact — that in the end it would make a real difference.” 


The “Commitments to Action” that Bill Clinton has required for participation in his initiative have resulted, over 10 
years, in a bewildering array of some 2,900 projects, from mentoring female solar-energy entrepreneurs in 
Nigeria, to promoting bicycle riding in Sri Lanka, to expanding kids’ vocabularies in Oakland. Clinton argues that 
these initiatives can be summed to clear bottom lines. “You’ve got big numbers: more than 40 million people with 
better access to education and almost 30 million with better access to sanitation and clean water; 1 1 million 
women with better access to credit,” he said. “You know, this kind of stuff — it just built up over time.” 


Over the course of the next hour and 20 minutes, he proceeded to hopscotch from Ukraine to India to Arkansas, 
from a novel way to determine fish prices along the Indonesian coast, to an efficient means of training Rwandan 
health-care workers, to the reason he missed out on the boom in the stock market. What follows is an edited 
transcript of his remarks. 


On his core goal, promoting interdependence in the face of resurgent nationalism: 

I think there is a contest here in the world today where there are basically ... three models. There’s autocratic 
governments trying to take advantage of market opportunities — what [Hungarian Prime Minister] Viktor Orban 
embraced the other day, authoritarian capitalism [1], And then there are nonnational, nongovernmental forces 
like Boko Haram [and] the IS in Iraq and Syria, who believe that the most important thing they can do is to be 
effective forces of destruction ... The third forces are the ones that I tried to help dominate in the 1990s and 
have worked for since in the private sector, in the nongovernmental sector: the people who believe that ... if we 
are interdependent, we basically [have] to define the terms of our interdependence in positive ways. That 
requires more shared prosperity, more shared responsibilities in the form of inclusive governments, and a 
vigorous private and nongovernmental sector — and at the core believing that what we have in common is more 
important than our differences, and that we have to quit fighting over a meager pie and try to build a future 
together. 
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Why this struggle is so intense today: 

I had hoped that by now what we tried to do in the ’90s would have borne more fruit. But I think it’s impossible to 
minimize the impact of 9/1 1 and the way we reacted to it, and the financial crisis and the inevitable 
consequences which flowed from it. I think [9/1 1 and the financial crash], in ways that were both direct and often 
indirect, gave energy to the forces of disintegration, if you will, and required those of us who believe in the forces 
of integration to work even harder. 


Yes, the international headlines today are awful — but the underlying trends remain hopeful: 

I think in spite of the truly terrible headlines in so many areas today — you know, the 200 girls kidnapped by Boko 
Haram, the people killed in the Kenyan mall by al-Shabaab, including an unbelievable Dutch nurse who went 
back to Harvard and got her Ph.D. in public health, who was running our operations in Tanzania. When she was 
eight and a half months pregnant, she and her architect partner went to Nairobi because it’s the best place to 
have a baby. And she was just walking in a mall and they were wiped out [2], 


But the trend lines underneath that are still pretty positive ... There’s been a precipitous drop in the number of 
truly poor people in the world and a substantial increase in the global middle class [3], And if you just look at the 
economics that way in the developing world, the only places ... where poverty’s going up and there’s not an 
expansion of the middle class are places where the population’s growing so fast that there’s no way they can 
create enough jobs to overcome that. Everyplace else in the developing world, the trend line is good. There 
have been dramatic improvements in health care. There’s been a big increase in the number of girls in school 
and the number of women in the workforce and the number of women who have access to credit and are going 
into business for themselves. And the bad things that we read are in effect a reaction to a trend that Malala 
[Yousafzai, the young Pakistani activist] reflects — that is, she got shot by people who were reacting to something 
that really is going on. And it was a tragedy, and it’s a great credit to her that she’s spending her life trying to 
keep the courage of young girls and women and their allies up ... 


Look at the fact that information technology can be used to detonate improvised explosive devices and roadside 
bombs, but is largely being used to empower the poor in many places. In Haiti, most Haitians had no access to 
basic banking services and they almost all had cellphones, so Denis O’Brien, an Irish entrepreneur who owns the 
biggest cellphone company in Haiti, partnered with a Canadian bank, Scotiabank, to begin offering banking 
services to low-income people who had cash. Pretty soon, they had competition ... 


[There’s also] the continent-wide effort that’s being made now to use mobile technology to involve Africans in 
banking, even though Africa’s the poorest continent. Twenty-three percent of Africans now have a bank account 
because of the cellphone [4], And so all these things that are going on sort of are under the radar screen, but 
they deserve to be considered, because by and large, more people are being affected by the positive 
developments than the negative ones. 


So it’s too soon to declare the experiment in positive interdependence a failure. 


Why conflict between Israel and Hamas reveals a dark side of interdependence: 

Hamas is feeling weak and disempowered, and they fire 3,000 rockets into Israel. And because of the Iron Dome, 
they don’t kill anybody, and they get to say the Israelis are the bad guys for killing 1 ,800 people while all they did 
was kill 65 citizens, even though they had rockets in schools. They positioned themselves in a way to force the 
Israelis to kill civilians. It shows you the tragedy of really tight interdependence — because [the two sides] live next 
to each other, defined in negative terms. Those tunnels were to be used for destruction ... Ever since [Benjamin] 
Netanyahu succeeded to the prime ministership, he’s had a government without a majority ... for making peace 
with the Palestinians. So [the two sides are] no less interdependent than they were when Yitzhak Rabin was alive 
and handed over the first big chunk of the West Bank to the Palestinians, [which] cost him his life ...[5] 
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But it’s a complicated world. In every one of the instances, we have to ask ourselves, even if we’re not in 
government: Is there anything that I can do about this? How can I elevate the positive forces and undermine the 
negative forces of interdependence? 


How American contractors profiteer from government-funded development: 

The typical American-funded project has American contractors who take, between overheads back home and in- 
the-area administrative fees, 35 to 50 percent. It used to be, by the way, that every developed country did this, 
but America is about the only one still doing it. And I’ve been trying to break it for a long time ... 


I’ll tell you how much money we’re gonna save over a five-year period [through the Clinton Foundation’s Health 
Access Initiative in Rwanda, where the administrative fee is only 7 percent of the total cost]. It will give 75 million 
more dollars to the Rwandans. That’s a small country of 1 1 million people [where we can put that money] directly 
into health-care training and management . . . We’re doing this with funds from our donors, because I never take 
any money from the American government. This is just money to the government of Rwanda. But we’re doing this 
with them with all these universities who are extremely proud to be doing this and are trying to break the 
stranglehold of excessive overheads by contractors. And you know, it’s a small miracle, but it’s sort of a miracle. 
And if everybody knows about this, I keep thinking, surely sooner or later we’ll have to stop the old way and start 
the new way, and we can take the money we are spending and save millions more lives. That’s the sort of thing 
CGI was organized to do: find ways to do things faster, cheaper, better. 


Why corporations increasingly identify their own interests with global development: 

Companies are geniuses at supply chains, especially global consumer companies. So for example, Coca-Cola ... 
made a commitment and [brought] clean water as well as Coca-Cola ... to remote parts of the world as part of 
their commitment [6], PepsiCo just did a partnership with us to bring nutritional supplements that we’re going to 
manufacture in India to stunted kids in poor rural areas that would otherwise not be able to get [them] [7], 
Walmart has done as much as almost any big company overseas to integrate sustainability and environmental 
practices into their core business model — especially in poor countries, because it’s also good economics as well 
as responsible to the environment. So a lot of these companies, they do these things knowing that over the long 
run, if they want to keep reaching out, they can’t sell 100 percent of their product to [the] 15 percent of the 
world’s population that [is] already well-off by Western standards. They gotta keep reaching everybody else. 


My favorite is Procter & Gamble, which makes a lot of consumer products. About a year ago, Chelsea went to 
Asia to celebrate with them their 6 billionth [liter of clean water]. They’ve got a little package that if you put in 
basically a big vat of fetid water — it costs a dime — it will suck all the impurities out of the water and put it at the 
bottom. Then you just pour the water through a filter — which can be a simple cotton cloth — and a family of four 
has enough water to last three days. And they’re probably — they’re way beyond 6 billion now [8], 


If they have healthy people in remote rural places, then they can extend their supply chain and they’ll have 
people who’ll be able to buy consumer products. So I think that they really do believe — I think — that instead of 
seeing this as separate “corporate social responsibility,” to the extent that this can become an integrated part of 
their mission, they can build a world that we can all share. 


But government still matters: 

So are the companies more important than the American government? I don’t think so. I think it’s not an either/or 
thing ... It is quite possible that between the business community and the U.S. government, we could have 
basically an investment of about $30 billion a year in Africa. The Chinese [pledged $20 billion in 2012], with all 
government. The money we spend is often not as visible to people, because an enormous amount of American 
money is spent on health care ... So the point is, we can do this in ways where the government does what it can 
and should do — in this case focus on something that you can’t expect the private sector to finance alone, like 
health care or education. And we then take all of what is now a fair amount of loose cash in the hands of 
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American companies and individuals around the world ... So I don’t think it’s either/or. 


About those overpaid American contractors again: 

Let me back up and say that the United States has always given, in absolute terms, a lot of money in foreign aid. 
But in comparative terms, we give a smaller percentage of our national income in foreign assistance than any 
other wealthy country [9], In the Cold War, this was largely and widely accepted, because we were spending 
more on defense, so we essentially provided a defense umbrella that included Europe and Japan ... So don’t 
misunderstand me. I think America should give more in foreign assistance than it does. But we could give more 
effectively if we just cut how much we [give] to our own contractors. And, you know, it’s an obsession of mine in 
my old age — I hope that I don’t have to be buried knowing that we’re still the only rich country in the world that 
gives this . . . percentage of foreign-aid money to our own people. 


On whether Hillary Clinton will run for president: 

I have no idea if she’s going to run. I know nobody believes that, but I don’t. 


But if she becomes president, CGI might stop taking foreign money, to avoid any conflict of interest. 

I would bend over backwards to do whatever was necessary ... I think CGI now is enough of a brand, it has 
enough support, that we can do what we have to do to finance it from American sources and then make it 
available to the rest of the world. 


His next frontier for encouraging philanthropy: 

I’d like to get the Asians more involved, because I think these Asian countries, they’re rising, but ... India ... still 
[has] more really poor people than anybody else in the world. China still has over 150 million people living on 
less than [$1] a day, for all their prosperity ... I’m very encouraged that Alibaba [the enormous Chinese e- 
commerce company] is going to have an IPO this year and Jack Ma, [a] founder of the company, is going to, I 
think, leave the operations and run [his] foundation * ... And he sought out Bill Gates, he sought out me and two 
or three other people, and we talked about what he can do to be effective. So I think that ... trying to build civil 
society elsewhere is quite important [10], 


On using technology to promote development: 

I also think that we have only scratched the surface of the benefit that technology can provide ... I just went back 
to Aceh, [Indonesia,] for the 10-year review of what happened after the tsunami [1 1], One of the most popular 
things we did [was] we tried to get fishing boats for every family that lost a boat ... And we also tried to get them 
all cellphones. Because once they could call 30 miles up and down the coast, they always knew what the real 
price of fish was. And it increased their incomes, on average, 30 percent. So I believe that we have only 
scratched the surface of the economic and educational empowerment opportunities that information technology 
will give. I think it’s just the beginning. 


On Al Gore’s legacy: 

I loved [my years in government], but ... if you go back and look at the headlines of most of the major political 
struggles and all that, they were mostly over “What are you going to do, and how much money are you going to 
spend on it?” ... There was very little attention to the question of “No matter what you’re going to do and no 
matter how much money you’re going to spend, how do you propose to do it?” So that you turn your good 
intentions into real changes. That’s what our reinventing-government effort was about, and I think it really is one 
of Al Gore’s great legacies [12], I think we really did a good job with that reinventing-government effort, but it was 
alien territory when we started. Most people ... couldn’t imagine that was something government did — constantly 
reexamining whether you were actually achieving your purposes. And it turns out it’s sometimes more difficult to 
measure outcomes than you think. 
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Why he still gives paid speeches: 

You know, I had my heart problem, first one thing then another happened. And then when Hillary became 
secretary of state — actually, when she ran for president, then when she became secretary of state — I decided 
that we wouldn’t have any investments. So I left the money in the bank, and the good news is, I missed the stock- 
market crash; the bad news is that I missed the uptake. So I just left the money in the bank. So I still have to work 
a little bit, but I don’t mind that [13]. I enjoy that. I like those speeches: I get up and meet people all over the world 
and all over the country and learn things I wouldn’t learn otherwise. It keeps me in touch with the life of younger 
people, which I like. 


On whether, in the end, he did figure out the right formula for his post-presidency: 

It’s worked out great. This foundation is my life now. I love it. I never dreamed that it would be what it turned out 
to be ... And then there’s CGI, which has acquired a life and an identity of its own ... It’s much more famous than 
the other things that I do in America. It’s somehow branded in people’s minds. I was trying to figure it out in 2001 , 
and it’s worked out pretty well. And it looks like I’m going to live to be a grandpa, so it’ll be good ... 


I have always believed you should never worry about doing something you can’t do anymore. You just gotta 
keep doing new things. And I’ve enjoyed every phase of my life, from the time I was a little boy, but I’ve really 
loved this. I never dreamed it would turn out this way. You know? And I mean, look, I’m not naive, I know it’s the 
government that still really matters. It matters — there are things you can only do with and through government. 
But it still is just stunning, the sheer numbers of people that you can help through philanthropy.

"And, it’s safe to say that as last year, this 
year too, a lot of our friends will be getting elephant-themed Christmas presents." 


As for when that nursery will be occupied, Clinton gave no hint, although her mother, former Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton made it sound like her daughter could go into labor at any minute. And former President Bill 
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Clinton joked a week earlier, when his phone rang in the middle of a speech, "I hope I'm not being told I'm about 
to become a premature grandfather." 


Clinton certainly sounded like a woman nearing the end of her pregnancy when she was asked by Refinery29 for 
one "styling trick she relies on to look and feel good." 


"You're asking someone who is very pregnant," Clinton said. "In the here and now, [I wear] anything that fits over 
my belly. Increasingly, that's my husband's T-shirts or button-down shirts. So, the honest answer in the here and 
now is a different answer than it would be had you asked me a few months ago, or ask me again in nine months.

It is most likely that this decision has already been made by the Court, but on the off chance that 
history is repeating itself, then it's possible they are still deciding (last time, seems like Roberts 
went from striking the mandate to supporting it in the weeks before). As Jennifer will remember, it 
was pretty critical that the President threw the gauntlet down last time on the Court, warning them 
in the first case that it would politicize the role of the Court for them to rule against the ACA. As a 
close reader of the case, I honestly believe that was vital to scaring Roberts off.

TALKING POINTS ON DEVELOPMENTS RELATED TO HILLARY CLINTON’S 
EMAILS 


GENERAL 


As she said in New Hampshire Friday, Hillary Clinton is glad to see the nearly 300 of her 
emails THAT WERE PREVIOUSLY GIVEN TO THE SELECT COMMITTEE FINALLY 
RELEASED TO THE PUBLIC BY THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 


The State Department first turned these emails over to the committee last November. And 
Clinton has been urging the swift, public release of these emails - along with the rest of the 
emails from her tenure as Secretary of State - for some time now. 


Clinton is rightly proud of the work that she and the career diplomats at the State Department 
performed during her tenure, and the emails make that work clear to the American public. So 
she has been as eager as anyone to see them released.

Obama Shouldn't Forget Our Man in Havana

When U.S. President Barack Obama looks abroad, he sees only the possibility of frustration and more frustration. 

He will not be supervising the return of Crimea to Ukraine. He and the West are unable to end the slaughter of 
Syria’s citizens by its government. There is little chance his administration will forge a final peace deal between 
Israelis and Palestinians. 

I believe that Obama should continue to apply himself assiduously to these problems. But I also have a suggestion 
for something he could do that might actually work. It's something that would help undo a five-decade-old American 
policy disaster, something that would begin the process of resetting (to borrow a word) the U.S.’s relations with an 
entire region, and something that would free a U.S. government contractor -- an American whose imprisonment is 
largely his own government's fault -- from a foreign prison. 

The dysfunctional U.S. relationship with Cuba is Washington’s longest-running tragicomedy. For almost 55 years, 
the U.S. has treated Cuba like a pariah state in the hope that sanctions, embargoes and broad isolation would bring 
about the end of the Communist government. As a general rule, if a policy hasn’t worked in more than half a century, 
it’s probably time to find a new policy. 

But a hard-line Cuban exile community, and its supporters in Congress, has long made it difficult for any 
administration to imagine a new path forward. Why, it’s almost as if opponents of a normalized relationship with 
Cuba want to see the Communists under the Castro brothers rule the island forever! A normal, functioning 
relationship, built on respect and trade and the exchange of people and ideas, might lead to the very thing the 
embargo has failed to achieve: a more open, less-besieged Cuba. 

American attitudes are changing in ways that would make an Obama push to normalize relations less of a political 
risk. A recent poll conducted on behalf of the Atlantic Council found that 56 percent of respondents nationally 
favored a change in the U.S.-Cuba policy, but not only that: 63 percent of Floridians polled wanted a change, and 62 
percent of Latinos nationwide. The survey found that even 52 percent of self-identified Republicans supported 
normalization of ties. 

I can also report, based on my own data-driven journalism, that exactly zero percent of Obama administration 
officials with broad national security and foreign policy responsibilities think that U.S. Cuba policy makes any sense. 
In fact, to most foreign policy practitioners, it’s an obvious negative: U.S. relations with much of Latin America are 
strained precisely because of our archaic approach to the challenge of Cuba. U.S. policy makers with responsibility 
for the Western hemisphere report with regularity the puzzlement and frustration of Latin American leaders, who note 
-- correctly -- that the U.S. somehow manages to maintain productive relations with the People’s Republic of China. 
We moved, a very long time ago, away from a policy of regime change in the matter of Beijing’s Communists. But 
our policy today on Cuba is still one of regime change -- a policy put in place in the days of Presidents Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and John F. Kennedy. 

Which brings us to one of the main stumbling blocks on the path to normalization, the imprisonment, in a Cuban 
military hospital, of one Alan Gross, a resident of suburban Maryland and a contractor for the U.S. Agency for 
International Development, which dispatched Gross in 2009 to Cuba on a semi-covert mission so farcical and 
lunkheaded as to defy belief. 

Gross, who is now 64, was hired by a USAID contractor, Development Alternatives Inc., to deliver satellite Internet 
equipment to Cuban Jews as part of a program funded as part of the 1 996 Helms-Burton Act, which authorized the 
U.S. government to engage in “democracy building efforts” that would speed the removal of the Castro brothers. How, 
you ask, could the provision of a modest quantity of satellite Internet equipment to Cuba’s tiny -- and notably 
unpersecuted -- Jewish community, a community that already has access to the Internet (I e-mail with its members 
quite frequently), speed the downfall of Fidel and Raul Castro? If you can figure out the answer to this question, then 
you could work for the U.S. government. 
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Soon after the passage of Helms-Burton, the government of Cuba outlawed collaboration with the program. In other 
words, any American government employee or contractor who visited Cuba to advance the Helms-Burton mission 
would be breaking Cuban law. You would think, of course, that the U.S. would send its best secret agents -- think 
Ben Affleck in “Argo” -- to advance this obviously dangerous mission. But Gross had no experience in semi-covert 
operations, no knowledge of Spanish and no particular training for this mission. He also seemingly didn't have much 
sense that what he was doing was illegal, at least at first: By his third trip, he was warning his employers that “this 
is very risky business in no uncertain terms.” On his fifth trip to Cuba -- on a tourist visa -- he was arrested. After a 
trial, he was sentenced to 15 years in prison. 

And then he was, in essence, abandoned by the government that sent him to Cuba. 

His lawyer in Washington, Scott Gilbert, told me last week that, when he described the harebrained mission USAID 
hired his well-meaning but entirely unprepared client to carry out, government officials reacted with a combination of 
amusement and horror. “I ask people, ‘If this project came across your desk when you were at USAID, what would 
you have thought?' The answer I often get is that they would have thought it was an interoffice practical joke.” He 
went on, “I’ve been told by former USAID officials that never in the history of that agency have they sent a civilian into 
an environment like that of Cuba, a country with which we have no diplomatic relations. As I’ve told U.S. government 
officials, you knew with certainty that he would be arrested. Anyone who has visited Cuba would understand that. 
What you guessed wrong on was the severity of the penalty.” 

Gilbert has been working pro bono for several years to help free Gross. But he is getting no help at all from the 
government that sent him to Cuba. “The U.S. government has effectively done nothing -- nothing," he says, in the 
years since Gross was arrested, "to attempt to obtain his freedom other than standing up and demanding his 
unconditional release, which is like looking up at the sky and demanding rain.” 

As it happens, there is an obvious way to obtain Gross’s release. Three Cuban intelligence agents are sitting today 
in American prisons. They are members of what is known as the “Cuban Five,” a network of spies rounded up in 
1 998. The Cuban Five were spying mainly on right-wing Cuban dissident groups in Florida. Two of the five have 
already completed their sentences and have been returned to Cuba. Three remain in prison, and one, the leader of 
the group, Gerardo Hernandez, was sentenced to two life terms. The Cuban government is desperate to see the 
return of these men, and would, by all accounts, be open to a trade. There is huge precedent for such a trade (the 
U.S. conducted such exchanges throughout the Cold War), and the Cuban foreign minister, Bruno Rodriguez, has 
repeatedly indicated an openness to meet U.S. officials without preconditions to discuss what he has termed a 
humanitarian issue. 

The U.S. argues -- correctly -- that Gross was not a spy, and that therefore his actions were not equivalent to those 
of the Cuban Five. But these sorts of trades are never neat. The U.S. should give up the Cuban Five for Gross, 
especially because its own incompetence caused his imprisonment. It should also negotiate with Cuba over Gross 
because this is the only way toward normalization. 

“Establishing a process to return Alan Gross home and the remaining members of the Cuban Five to Cuba is 
necessary for more than just the obvious humanitarian reasons,” Julia Sweig, a prominent Latin America expert at 
the Council on Foreign Relations. “This could open the door to a fundamental realignment of the entire relationship, 
and set it on a normal and healthy path, and also vastly enhance Washington’s standing across Latin America.” 

At the very least, negotiations between the U.S. and Cuba would begin to right a wrong the U.S. committed against 
one its own.

With respect to the “kickoff” strategy, I suggest launching a “founders”/“angel investors” group (name 
is just a placeholder) on day one for the first quarter of the campaign, with each member being asked 
to raise $X by the first FEC filing deadline. All donors who want to raise will be enlisted to this group - 
basically, the precursor to our official Finance Committee. And we set the minimum levels, benefits, and 
ground rules up front. For example, to be a “founder”, you are expected to raise $25K in primary 
money by the first FEC deadline. And then to be a Finance Committee member (our version of 
Pioneers and Rangers; again, name TBD), you are expected to raise a minimum of $50K (inclusive of 
the first $25K) during the primary campaign. And then down the road, we can decide if we want to give 
finance titles based 100% on fundraising performance. For example, we can have levels and 
corresponding merit-based titles at $50K, $100K, $250K, $500K, etc. And establish a fair and clear 
policy for how we count bundling (for example, if you bring in new raiser, you get credit for their first 
$25K but nothing beyond that). 

For “friends” who want to help or who have asked for consulting roles, we either steer them to join the 
founders group (and then the finance committee) or if it makes sense, we create an ad hoc “finance 
advisory” group for the worker bee types to leverage their strengths and to make them feel included. 

And I think for every elected official who gives their support to the campaign, we ask each of them to 
max out personally and from their candidate committee (and leadership PAC if we decide to accept 
leadership PAC $) and encourage them to join the Finance Committee and raise at least $25K by the 
first FEC deadline and $50K+ overall for the primary. 

I think for the first quarter of the campaign, we leverage our senior campaign officials to headline 
recruitment briefings around the country; leverage HRC for direct fundraising events; and then in the 
2nd quarter, we hold our first official Finance Committee meeting for raisers who successfully raised 
$25K+ and are pledging to raise $50K+. So that only those who deliver are invited to attend. Again, 
100% merit based.

Just wanted to get your advice on how to work with Rahm, when he says 
yes to the president-elect and takes the COS job, so that the suspicions that folks (especially latinos and African-americans, but 
also many progressives) have of Rahm not become a distracting story. I won't go into the litany of issues that give rise to the 
suspicions. But the view can be summed up as Rahm is, a pure political tactician, not necessarily a person with strong policy 
principles/values, not a good process person and certainly not an honest broker. I think this view of Rahm is mostly unfair, but 
there is, as with everything, an element of truth. Lastly, but probably most importantly for me, is that Rahm has never shown a 
real commitment to diversity and the importance of diverse opinions. Unlike you, who are as tough a political creature, and a 
strong policy person as they come— you made a diverse white house staff a high priority because you believe it— for which I will 
always be grateful to you for giving me the opportunity to serve as your deputy. Rahm, doesn't have that sense and with an 
election that succeeded in part because of the changing American demographics, I worry that problems will be created 
unnecessarily because Rahm will be too dismissive of the need for diverse opinions. 

So here's my suggestion: There has to be concerted effort to ensure that senior white house aides reflect the diversity of America 
and particularly, that strong individuals who can challenge Rahm's view of the world in a constructive way be part of that team.

CREDO Action released the following statement in response to a report that Secretary Hillary Clinton did not 
rule out cuts to Social Security and raising the retirement age in her remarks at a campaign event in New 
Hampshire on Wednesday: 

“Democratic primary voters deserve to know exactly where Secretary Clinton stands on Social 
Security,” said Murshed Zaheed, CREDO’S deputy political director. “Sec. Clinton needs to draw a line 
in the sand and make it clear that she will veto any bill that cuts Social Security benefits or raises 
the retirement age.” 

Secretary Clinton’s full remarks on Social Security at Wednesday’s “politics and eggs” luncheon at Saint Anselm 
College can be found below: 

Yes you know, I think there are three parts to what we have to do with social security and the first is we 
really have to defend social security from the continuing efforts by some to privatize it, which I have been 
studying and opposing for a long time because the numbers just don’t work out. And in the Bush 
administration when I was in the Senate I was one of the leaders in the fight against the Bush plan to 
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privatize and it is something that I number 1, we’ll focus on: we are not going to privatize social security. 
Secondly, I am concerned about those people on social security who are most vulnerable in terms of what 
their monthly payout is. That is primarily divorced, widowed, single women who either never worked 
themselves or worked only a little so they have either just their own earnings to depend on or they had a 
spouse who also was a low wage worker and the first and most important task I think is to make sure that 
we get the monthly payment for the poorest social security recipients up. So that would be the first thing I 
would look at. Thirdly, we do have to consider ways to make sure that the funding of social security does 
maintain the system. I think we have a number of options, this would be something that I would look at, I do 
not favor raising the retirement age. And I don’t favor it because it might be fine for somebody like me, but 
the vast majority of working people who have worked hard and have had a difficult, maybe last couple of 
decades trying to continue to work, it would be very challenging for them. If there were a way to do it that 
would not penalize or punish laborers and factory workers and long distance truck drivers and people who 
really are ready for retirement at a much earlier age, I would consider it. But I have yet to find any 
recommendation that I would think would be suitable. And I want to look at raising the cap, I think that’s 
something we should look at how we do it, because I don’t want it to be an extra burden on middle class 
families and in some parts of the country, you know, there’s a different level of income that defines middle 
class. So what do we skip and what level do we start at? And we have to consider that. So those are my 
three priorities in looking at social security. 

BACKGROUND

Obama to Declare Carbon Dioxide Dangerous Pollutant If Elected 
By Jim Efstathiou Jr. 

Oct. 16 (Bloomberg) -- Barack Obama will classify carbon dioxide as a 
dangerous pollutant that can be regulated should he win the 
presidential election on Nov. 4, opening the way for new rules on 
greenhouse gas emissions. The Democratic senator from Illinois will 
tell the Environmental Protection Agency that it may use the 1990 
Clean Air Act to set emissions limits on power plants and 
manufacturers, his energy adviser, Jason Grumet, said in an interview. 
President George W. Bush declined to curb C02 emissions under the law 
even after the Supreme Court ruled in 2007 that the government may do 
so. If elected, Obama would be the first president to group emissions 
blamed for global warming into a category of pollutants that includes 
lead and carbon monoxide. Obama's rival in the presidential race, 
Republican Senator John McCain of Arizona, has not said how he would 
treat C02 under the act. Obama "would initiate those rulemakings," 
Grumet said in an Oct. 6 interview in Boston. "He's not going to 
insert political judgments to interrupt the recommendations of the 
scientific efforts." Placing heat-trapping pollutants in the same 
category as ozone may lead to caps on power-plant emissions and force 
utilities to use the most expensive systems to curb pollution. The 
move may halt construction plans on as many as half of the 1 30 
proposed new U.S. coal plants. The president may take action on new 
rules immediately upon taking office, said David Bookbinder, chief 
climate counsel for the Sierra Club. Environment groups including the 
Sierra Club and Natural Resources Defense Council will issue a 
regulatory agenda for the next president that calls for limits on C02 
from industry. 'Hit Ground Running 1 "This is what they should do to 
hit the ground running," Bookbinder said in an Oct. 10 telephone 
interview. Separately, Congress is debating legislation to create an 
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emissions market to address global warming, a solution endorsed by 
both candidates and utilities such as American Electric Power Co., the 
biggest U.S. producer of electricity from coal. Congress failed to 
pass a global-warming bill in June and how long it may take lawmakers 
to agree on a plan isn't known. "We need federal legislation to deal 
with greenhouse-gas emissions," said Vicki Arroyo, general counsel 
for the Pew Center on Global Climate Change in Arlington, Virginia. 

"In the meantime, there is this vacuum. People are eager to get 
started on this." Bush Fought Court Burning coal to generate 
electricity produces more than a third of energy-related carbon 
dioxide emissions and half the U.S. power supply, according to the 
Energy Department. Every hour, fossil-fuel combustion generates 3.5 
million tons of emissions worldwide, helping create a warming effect 
that "already threatens our climate," the Paris-based International 
Energy Agency said. The EPA under Bush fought the notion that the 
Clean Air Act applies to C02 all the way to the Supreme Court. The law 
has been used successfully to regulate six pollutants, including 
sulfur dioxide and ozone. Regulation under the act "could result in 
an unprecedented expansion of EPA authority," EPA Administrator 
Stephen Johnson said in July. The law "is the wrong tool for the 
job." Proponents of regulation are hoping for better results under a 
new president. Obama adviser Grumet, executive director of the 
National Commission on Energy Policy, said if Congress hasn't acted in 
18 months, about the time it would take to draft rules, the president 
should. EPA Authority "The EPA is obligated to move forward in the 
absence of Congressional action," Grumet said. "If there's no action 
by Congress in those 18 months, I think any responsible president 
would want to have the regulatory approach." States where coal-fired 
plants may be affected include Nevada, Utah, New Mexico, Texas, 
Montana, Minnesota, Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
Georgia and Florida. The alternative, a national cap-and-trade program 
created by Congress, offers industry more options, said Bruce Braine, 
a vice president at Columbus, Ohio-based American Electric. The 
world's largest cap-and-trade plan for greenhouse gases opened in 
Europe in 2005. Under a cap-and-trade program, polluters may keep 
less- efficient plants running if they offset those emissions with 
investments in projects that lower pollution, such as wind- energy 
turbines or systems that destroy methane gas from landfills. McCain 
'Not a Fan 1 "Those options may still allow me to build new efficient 
power plants that might not meet a higher standard," Braine said in 
an Oct. 9 interview. "That might be a more cost- effective way to 
approach it." McCain hasn't said how he would approach C02 regulation 
under the Clean Air Act. McCain adviser and former Central 
Intelligence Agency director James Woolsey said Oct. 6 that new rules 
may conflict with Congressional efforts. Policy adviser Rebecca Jensen 
Tallent said in August that McCain prefers a bill debated by Congress 
rather than regulations "established through one agency where one 
secretary is getting to make a lot of decisions." "He is not as big 
of a fan of standards-based approaches," Arroyo said. "The Supreme 
Court thinks it's clear that there is greenhouse-gas authority under 
the Clean Air Act. To take that off the table probably wouldn't be 
very wise." How new regulations would affect the proposed U.S. coal 
plants depends on how they are written, said Bill Fang, climate issue 
director for the Edison Electric Institute, a Washington- based 
lobbying group for utilities. About half of the proposed plants plan 
to use technologies that are 20 percent more efficient than 
conventional coal burners. Stopped Construction "Several states have 
denied the applicability of the Clean Air Act to coal permits," Fang 
said in an Oct. 10 interview. In June, a court in Georgia stopped 
construction of the 1 ,200-megawatt Longleaf power plant, a $2 billion 
project, because developer Dynegy Inc. failed to consider cleaner 
technology. An appeals board within the EPA is considering a challenge 
from the Sierra Club to Deseret Power Electric Cooperative's air 
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permit for its 1 1 0-megawatt Bonanza coal plant in Utah on grounds that 
it failed to require controls on C02. One megawatt is enough to power 
about 800 typical U.S. homes. "Industry has woken up to the fact that 
a new progressive administration could move quickly to make the United 
States a leader rather than a laggard," said Bruce Nilles, director 
of the group's national coal campaign.

2012 hopeful to share stage with controversial preacher at September GOP event

At the RightOnline Conference last month in Minneapolis, Rep. Michele Bachmann became the third 
Republican presidential candidate to get glitter thrown on her by the “glitterati The reason? Her longtime 
relationship with Bradlee Dean , head of the You Can Run But You Cannot Hide International ministries. 

Dean’s invective towards Muslims, Democrats and especially the LGBT community has earned him notoriety in 
Minnesota politics, yet candidate Bachmann has yet to weigh in on her relationship with Dean. As Bachmann’s 
star rises in the GOP presidential field, the controversial pastor is likely to become a campaign issue in the 
months ahead, much the way President Barack Obama’s Rev. Jeremiah Wright was seized upon by conservative 
activists in 2008. 

Candidate Obama’s pastor came under media scrutiny during the Democratic nominating process for some 
comments he made in his sermons. The attention forced Obama to speak out against his pastor and for Wright 
to resign from his position. 

A strong friendship 

While arguably not as close as Obama’s and Wright’s relationship, Bachmann and Dean’s ties date back several 
years. In 2005, Bachmann, then a state senator, gave Dean’s ministry a letter of endorsement after Dean sent 
her a copy of his comic book, “My War.” 

“Your work is a testament to the struggle our youth are facing in making the right choices in the face of 
controversy and peer pressure,” she wrote. “I commend you on writing this book for parents and youth alike.” 

She was also a guest on the Dean’s “School of Hard Knocks Roxx,” a radio show on Christian station KKMS. 

The following year and just before she won her first campaign for the U.S. House, Bachmann attended a 
fundraiser for You Can Run (YCR) and offered a lengthy prayer in which she referenced the “last days” and 
plead with God to increase the ministry’s reach ten-fold. Dean’s ministry had seen criticism for doing 
assemblies at public schools that some say violated the Constitution for using taxpayer dollars to fund 
overtly Christian endeavors .

“Lord, I thank you for what you have done at this ministry. . . how you are going to advance them from 260 
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schools a year, Lord, to 2,600 schools a year,” she said. “Lord, we ask thy faith that you would expand this 
ministry beyond anything the originators of this ministry could begin to think or imagine. Lord, the day is at hand! 
We are in the last days! The day is at hand, Lord, when your return will become nigh. Pour a double blessing, 
Lord, a triple blessing on this ministry.” 

Bachmann would return to the ministry in 2009 as the headliner for its fundraising gala. But she appeared by 
video instead. 

In a four-minute video message, Bachmann said, “I’d hoped to be there, but unfortunately the future that’s being 
forged here in Washington, DC ... is one that saddles today’s youth with tremendous debt, a diminished world 
presence, and diminishes their God-given freedoms.” 

She was in Washington preparing for her “House Call” on health care, a tea party event she and other 
Republican members of Congress paid for with taxpayer funds. 

She praised You Can Run’s mission at YCR’s “Appeal to Heaven” gala. “It a tough job that you do, but 
someone has to do it. I thank God that he has given you the strength and the resolve to fight for our timeless 
values.” 

And she reiterated her support for their work evangelizing in public schools. “We can’t overlook the outright 
rejection of God in the public school classroom, and the outright scorn of Christianity in our public square,” she 
said. “Moral relativism is exalted and faith in Christ is derided.” 

Anti-gay record 

Dean’s fiery preaching on his radio have garnered a lot of interest. In May 2010, he suggested that Muslim 
nations that execute gays and lesbians are “more moral” than American Christians. 

“Muslims are calling for the executions of homosexuals in America,” Dean said during YCR’s May 15, 2010, radio 
show on AM 1280 the Patriot. “This just shows you they themselves are upholding the laws that are even in the 
Bible of the Judeo-Christian God, but they seem to be more moral than even the American Christians do, 
because these people are livid about enforcing their laws. They know homosexuality is an abomination.” 

“If America won’t enforce the laws, God will raise up a foreign enemy to do just that,” Dean continued. “That is 
what you are seeing in America.” 

He has called gays and lesbians predators and pedophiles. “The bottom line is this... they [homosexuals] play 
the victim when they are, in fact, the predator,” Dean said, before going on to make a claim that has no basis in 
fact: “On average, they molest 1 17 people before they’re found out. How many kids have been destroyed, how 
many adults have been destroyed because of crimes against nature?” 

Dean has accused Rep. Keith Ellison of trying to overthrow the U.S. Constitution and claimed that Ellison, who 
is Muslim, is using the homosexual agenda to bring about Sharia law . He’s said that “homosexual activists” 
are going after children because, he charges, one in twenty homosexuals is a child molester. He said that 
Obama broke the law when he appointed a lesbian to be a U.S. Marshal. 

Dean has repeatedly called for gays and lesbians to be put in prison. On the radio show in 2010, Dean’s co- 
leader Jake McMillian praised the actions of the African nation of Malawi, which had recently arrested a gay 
couple for getting engaged. 

“They are very conservative,” he said. “They sentence people for crimes against nature.” 

Dean added, “They are very moral; they uphold the laws.” 

McMillian continued, “We have got countries all over the world that are standing for what’s right and what’s 
wrong. In Rwanda, there’s legislation right now that repeat offenders of homosexuality will spend their life in 
prison.” 

“Yes!” interjected Dean. 

“Because they love and value life and they love and value that which God gave,” said McMillian. “And so they 
enforce laws against that which destroys life which again is crimes against nature.”

While Dean has friends in religious right candidates like Bachmann, former Secretary of State Mary Kiffmeyer 
and GOP-endorsed 2010 gubernatorial candidate Tom Emmer, Dean has garnered criticism from a diverse 
array of interests: LGBT groups, the Muslim community, conservative churches, “ex-gay” advocates, Democrats, 
Republicans and independents. 

It began with Dean’s remarks on his radio show in the summer of 2010 that appeared to condone the morality of 
Muslim nations that execute gays and lesbians. His statements sparked uproar from may quarters, even those 
that view homosexuality as evil. 

Exodus International, a group that advocates “ex-gay” therapy, a practice that has been discredited by most 
major medial groups, condemned Dean’s statement. 

“Using Old Testament scriptures to condemn a person to death is not ‘loving’ ... it is incomplete theology and 
powerfully irresponsible,” wrote Randy Thomas, the group’s spokesperson, at the time. “To say that murderous 
actions are more ‘moral’ than tolerating free will is to completely ignore that Jesus did not call for the deaths of 
sinners. He died and paid the price for all of our sin, including those of us who have or do struggle with 
homosexuality. I pray that Mr. Dean will correct his focus and reconsider the message he is choosing to 
proclaim.” 

Mac Hammond’s Living Word Christian Center, the church that played host to Bachmann’s famous speech 
where she said that God told her to run for Congress , was moved to condemn its associations with Dean as well. 
LWCC hosted YCR for a youth program in 2009. 

“ LWCC does not support financially or in any other manner , nor is an affiliate ministry of You Can Run But 
You Cannot Hide Ministries,” the church said in a 2010 statement following Dean’s controversial statements. 

“Our faith community at LWCC believes it is the love of God who draws all men (people) to Him, not 
condemnation or judgment.” 

The Minnesota Council on American-lslamic Relations condemned Dean’s words as well, saying the group 
“strongly opposes any kind of violence or discrimination against any group,” and called on Minnesota 
Republicans to speak out against Dean’s statement. Few, if any, did. 

“The YCR representative makes at least three outrageous and incorrect claims in the radio interview.” CAIR- 
MN said in a statement . “That ‘Muslims are calling for the executions of homosexuals in America,’ that executing 
homosexuals is ‘moral,’ and that Muslims are a ‘foreign enemy.’ Statements like this show the level of ignorance 
and bigotry that exists in our country.”

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But the peak of Dean’s time in the spotlight came in May 201 1 when Republicans invited him to give the 
invocation before the Minnesota House. 

Rep. Phyllis Kahn, DFL-Minneapolis. condemned his appearance . “Bradlee Dean has a long track record of 
hateful speech, and his intolerance has no place in the ‘people’s house.’ His presence sheds light on the true 
motivations of the anti gay marriage constitutional amendment groups. This isn’t about voter choice; it’s about 
systematic discrimination against a group of people.” 

Republican Speaker of the House Kurt Zellers echoed those sentiments . “That type of person will never ever 
be allowed on this House floor again as long as I have the honor of serving as speaker,” he told his colleagues. 

The Minnesota Legislature’s two openly gay and lesbian members took great offense to Dean being allowed to 
lead the House in prayer. 

“In my 30 years in the House, I have never seen such a hateful person be allowed to deliver the opening prayer,” 
Rep. Karen Clark, DFL-Minneapolis, said. 

“Mr. Dean has a long and well-known record of intolerance, something that should have no place in the 
legislature, let alone in a prayerful blessing,” said Sen. Scott Dibble, DFL-Minneapolis. 

Others, including Minneapolis Mayor R.T. Rybak, the American Civil Liberties Union and the Minnesota Catholic 
Conference, among others, decried his prayer . 

Tom Emmer 

Even before the House prayer controversy, Dean’s words caused considerable stress for one man’s political 
campaign. Tom Emmer attended the same 2009 YCR fundraiser that Bachmann headlined, and his campaign 
gave funds to support the ministry. 

So when Target donated $150,000 in support of Emmer’s gubernatorial candidate last year through the 
Republican political action committee MN Forward, Emmer’s ties to Dean — and Dean’s stance on LGBT people 
— took center stage. 

Groups like the Human Rights Campaign launched campaigns to pressure Target to give money to pro-gay 
candidates, nationwide scrutiny came to Emmer’s campaign , boycotts were initiated , and Target’s CEO 
ended up apologizing to company employees for the donation. 

Bachmann and Dean reunited 

Still, despite Dean’s ability to stir controversy, candidate Bachmann shows no sign of distancing from him. In fact, 
the two will be sharing a stage at Freedom Jamboree in September, a GOP nominating event hosted by tea 
party activists. 

Bachmann’s campaign has repeatedly refused requests for comment about her relationship with Dean and You 
Can Run But You Cannot Hide.

On a litmus test issue for liberals, Hillary Clinton’s campaign has sought out policy experts with ties to the 
Massachusetts senator.

In weekly calls and in meetings over the past few months, Hillary Clinton’s policy team has been soliciting input 
from policy experts with ties to Sen. Elizabeth Warren, with the goal of making student loan reform the core of 
Clinton’s economic agenda. 

The effort to make college more accessible — a litmus test for liberals and key to attracting grass-roots support 
on the left — comes as the Clinton campaign finds itself under increasing pressure to accommodate progressive 
demands. Yet it also could provide Clinton with a signature domestic policy issue, similar to health care for 
Barack Obama in 2008. With a student debt crisis climbing upward of $1.2 trillion, Clinton’s camp views the issue 
as one where the former secretary of state could drive the conversation and create a mandate for reform. 

In one of the clearest signs of the importance the policy team — headed by senior adviser Ann O’Leary — is 
placing on the issue, student loan reform is expected to be one of the earliest policy rollouts after Clinton’s 
campaign kickoff Saturday. The campaign is expected to unveil its student loan plans in detail in mid-July, 
multiple sources said. 

To the great relief of restive progressives, Clinton’s campaign has sought out policy experts with strong ties to 
Warren, who has crusaded on the issues of making college more affordable and refinancing student loans so 
that students get the same interest rates on federal loans as banks do on theirs. 

Heather McGhee, president of the liberal think tank Demos, has discussed the issue directly with Hillary Clinton, 
sources said. McGhee’s think tank is aligned with Warren, whose daughter, Amelia Warren Tyagi, serves as 
chairwoman of the board of Demos. 

The Clinton campaign has also sought advice from Rohit Chopra, the top student loan official at the Consumer 
Financial Protection Bureau, who was hired by Warren when she launched the agency. Chopra remains close 
with Warren, who recently endorsed him as her top candidate to replace Ben Lawsky as the next New York State 
superintendent of financial services, after his name was floated in the news media. 

Other experts who have also been involved in discussions with O’Leary and her team, sources said, include 
Mark Huelsman, a senior policy analyst at Demos; economist Gene Sperling; James Kvaal, who was Obama’s 
policy director in the 2012 election; and longtime Clinton advisere Neera Tanden, president of the Center for 
American Progress. 

None of the policy details have been finalized, and it’s still unclear how Clinton plans to pay for any of the 
proposals currently being discussed. 

But on the table is a plan to support debt-free college — including in that reducing the cost of attendance. That 
goes further than either of Clinton’s Democratic opponents, Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders or former Maryland 
Gov. Martin O’Malley, have discussed when addressing the issue of debt-free college. Sanders has used it to 
mean simply covering the cost of tuition, and O’Malley has focused more on capping student loan payments. 

It’s not clear yet exactly what form Clinton’s debt-free college proposal will take — whether students will pay 
based on a percentage of their income or carry some obligation based on their ability to pay. 

But covering the cost of attendance is appealing to the progressive policymakers advising Clinton. “The total 
cost of attendance is a more expansive view of the actual cost of higher education,” said Huelsman. “We and 
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other groups have encouraged Clinton to include the cost of attendance as the definition of debt-free college. 
That would be a big deal.” 

Also under discussion is allowing students to refinance their loans, an issue that Warren championed in a bill 
that was defeated last year by Republican opposition. “It would help a lot of middle-class families with student 
debt,” said Huelsman. 

Outside experts are also pitching the campaign on a bill of rights for student loan carriers and risk-sharing for 
colleges, which means a school would be penalized if a student defaulted on loans. Both of those are currently 
under discussion with campaign officials. 

“It doesn’t hurt to have had a lot of people in the more progressive side of the Democratic Party say we want this 
to be a key issue going into 201 6,” Huelsman said. “It seems like they want to do something big on this. I’m 
extremely encouraged.” 

O’Leary has invited a group of experts to an hours-long briefing at the Center for American Progress in 
Washington, D.C., on Thursday to discuss these issues. 

A campaign spokesman declined to comment about the meeting or the policies under review. 

But the Clinton campaign has made it clear that, even in its ramp-up phase, the issue is at the forefront of their 
planned agenda. “What voters are looking for in this election is someone who is going to be a champion for 
everyday people,” campaign manager Robby Mook said in a CNBC interview in May. “For young people, that’s 
debt-free college, that is finding that job after you graduate.” 

Clinton herself has addressed it in her early forays on the campaign trail. “We have to deal with the 
indebtedness — to try to move toward making college as debt-free as possible,” she said last month in Iowa. 

Clinton’s most engaged moment so far during the roundtables she has participated in was with Bryce Smith, a 
23-year-old bowling-alley owner in Iowa, who told her student loans were harming his ability to access credit for 
his small business. “I’ve never heard anyone so persuasively link it to the slowdown in business startups,” Clinton 
told him. 

She has also praised Obama’s $60 billion community college plan, which would provide students with two years 
of free community college. Her plan, however, is expected to be more expansive and influence more institutions 
than just community colleges.

Together, we have decided that the Australia model doesn't go far enough because it keeps us doubling 
down on the student debt model, rather than getting at the heart of bending the cost curve and making 
college "as debt free as possible."

His presser is tomorrow at 1 1 am 
so we should learn more. But I'm pretty fascinated that both Bernie and O'Malley haven't fully embraced 
"paid family and medical leave" - and instead looking at paid sick days/paid vacation and parental leave. 

For us, we are still looking at the full paid family and medical leave, as well as the possibility of paid family 
leave (for new parents and caring for sick relatives) along with generous paid sick days proposal.

DEBT-FREE COLLEGE - Tomorrow (Wed.), Elizabeth Warren is giving a major address at The 
Shanker Institute entitled, "The Affordability Crisis: Rescuing the Dream of College for the 
Working Class and the Poor." It is a pretty comprehensive speech that touches on many of the 
issues and points that we have been developing (with a harder hitting bent on the Dept of Ed's 
lack of enforcement of bad actors in the for-profit sector). Interestingly, however, while she says 
that every student should have a "debt free option" to attend college, her policy proposals to get 
there are first directed at the states: (1) states should invest more in higher ed; and (2) states 
should start refinancing student loans. She does say the federal government has a role to 
partner with states and fix the Pell grant program, but she doesn't really lay out a comprehensive 
plan of how we are going to get to a "debt free option" for every student. 

I do, however, think that it will get quite a lot of attention and while we can still say our plan is 
coming later, the pressure will continue to mount. I'm attaching her full speech as an FYI. Also, 
as an FYI, I'm headed to DC to do meetings with higher ed groups on Thursday and Friday - and 
so this may generate some buzz. 

PAID LEAVE - Bernie's folks have been calling my friends in the paid leave world to let them 
know that he will be giving a major speech on paid leave and introducing legislation on paid 
leave on Thursday. No one has leaked it to me yet, but I assume it will be at least as 
comprehensive as Gillibrand's FAMILY Act. I'll let you know when I learn more.

"Thank you. Thank you all. I am very excited to be here at Southern New Hampshire University. I well 
remember this is the location of where I had my final rally before the New Hampshire primary in 2008, so I kind 
of consider this a lucky place, and it's especially fortunate to be here with so many whom I have worked with and 
whose accomplishments I admire, starting with Terrie Norelli, the former speaker of the New Hampshire house of 
Representatives, a real leader, and you've got just a taste of that. She was much too kind to me, but you could see 
the energy and the passion in what she had to say, because she's been fighting for these issues her entire life. And I 
am so delighted she's with me. 


“And MaryAnn Manoogian, thank you for being the leader of the center for Women's Business Advancement here 
at the University. I'll have a little bit to say about that later, but this Center is making such a difference. You got 
just a small appetizer from MaryAnn about the good work it's doing. Small business is the backbone of our 
country's economy, and we need to do more to encourage the startup and the growth of small businesses, and 
that's particularly true for women-owned small businesses, because they still don't have, as MaryAnn said, the 
support they need to really take off. So thank you for what you're doing here. 


“I also want to thank Senator Donna Soucy who was on the program before me, Provost Patty Lynott thank you 
very much. Also former Congresswoman Carol Shake-Porter is here, and I hope she is the future congresswoman 
again in the first district, and a number of other elected officials and distinguished guests, but mostly for the 
students who are here. 
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“I really appreciate your being with us, because we are going to talk about women's economic empowerment and 
the role that women can and should play in our economy. But before we start talking about that, I want to say 
something about what happened yesterday in San Bernardino, California. We don't know yet everything about 
this specific attack. 


“President Obama spoke this morning about the possibility that it was terror related. I know that everyone from 
the FBI to local police are doing everything they can to find the answers, tracking every lead, looking at every 
angle, and I'm confident that they will determine what happened, and take whatever steps are necessary to 
prevent future attacks. 


“We do have the best law enforcement in the world, the best military, the best intelligence services. We've seen 
that again and again. I was, as many of you may know, a Senator from New York on 9/11, and I spent a great deal 
of my time in the years since working with law enforcement, working with the military, working with intelligence 
services to do everything we could to prevent future attacks. 


“We've seen their expertise and professionalism again and again. We're sure to see more of that in the days ahead. 
But I also want to note this, it's important to remember, and I know this from the work I did as a Senator, 
particularly with law enforcement, the vast majority of Muslim Americans are just as concerned and heart-broken 
about this as anyone else. And no matter what motivation these killers, these murderers had, we can say one thing 
for certain, they should not have been able to do this. We cannot go on with losing 90 people a day to gun 
violence. 


“I don't believe we can stop every incident of gun violence, but we sure can stop a lot of them. And we need to 
take action now. No parent should have to worry about going to a holiday party after work, or about sending their 
kids to school, or going to a movie theater, or even going to church. No one should have that basic sense of safety 
and security ripped away from them. 


“The vast majority of Americans support common sense steps to reduce and prevent gun violence , yet Congress 
has failed to pass even the most obvious measures despite the fact 92 percent of Americans support these 
measures, 83 percent of gun owners support them. So just what will it take for Congress to overcome the 
intimidation of the gun lobby and do something as sensible as making sure people on the terrorist watch list can't 
buy weapons? If you are too dangerous to fly in America, you are too dangerous to buy a gun in America. How 
can anyone, anyone of good conscience disagree with that? 


“During this campaign, I will continue to speak out. I know there are some who don't believe we should be talking 
about this issue, or wish to somehow push it into the background. Well, I will not be silenced. I will continue to 
talk about what we as a nation must do to protect ourselves and I will, as President, do everything I can, every 
single day, to keep our country, our communities, and our families safe and strong. 


“Now keeping our country safe goes hand-in-hand with keeping our country prosperous. And that's what brings 
me here today to talk about America's economic future. And key to that economic future is making sure all 
Americans have a chance to climb those ladders of opportunity, to fulfill the basic bargain of America that if you 
do your part and you work hard, you should be able to get ahead and stay ahead. But what is often overlooked is 
how important it is to our overall economic prosperity that women have every opportunity to contribute to the 
fullest of their ability, their talent and their hard work. 


“It's also vital to America's families, especially at a time when record numbers of women are their household's 
primary breadwinners. Now, this should seem obvious. After all, more than 50 percent of Americans are women 
and if we want to build the most productive and highly skilled workforce that we possibly can we need to value 
women. 


“That means making it easier for women to find good jobs and rise in the workplace. It means making it easier for 
women to start businesses and gain new skills. And it means treating women like the valuable workers and citizens

we are. And you shouldn't have to be an economist to see that. This is common sense. And yet in many ways our 
economy is still organized to achieve the exact opposite outcome. 


And we make it especially hard for women to 
both work and raise a family. Consider this; right now in many states quality childcare is more expensive than in- 
state college tuition. Here in New Hampshire it costs over $11,000 a year to pay for childcare for your baby. So 
that puts working parents, especially working mothers, in a really tough spot, either they pay for childcare, even 
though it can eat up a huge portion of their paycheck, and for low income families here in New Hampshire it's 
almost a full quarter of their income, or they go with a lower quality option and then spend the whole workday 
worrying about whether their kids are okay. 


“Now some take a third path, they give up trying to hold a full time job all together. They either go part time or 
stay home, which is, of course, an absolutely legitimate valid choice, even though many of them may want to 
continue to work and their families could use that income. They want badly for the numbers to add up, but they 
just don't, or think about this, right now the United States is the only major economy in the world without any 
form of paid leave. 


“So for many workers if your child gets sick or if your aging parent needs someone to take them to the doctor, or if 
you have a new baby and you want to spend time bonding and taking care of that little one, you risk losing a 
paycheck, or even losing your job all together. 


“Then there's the wage gap. You know, here in New Hampshire women are graduating from college at a higher 
rate than women in the rest of the country. And New Hampshire women are joining the workforce at a higher rate 
than the rest of the country. But, you knew there'd be a but, but the wage gap for New Hampshire women is 
actually slightly larger than it is for women nationwide. In this state women make an average of just 77 cents for 
every dollar that men make. In other words, New Hampshire women are achieving more in terms of education 
and employment, but earning less. 


“And for some women this adds up to thousands of dollars a year. That's money they and their families could 
really use and nationwide women of color make the least of all. It is past time for Congress to pass the Paycheck 
Fairness Act. I sponsored and fought for this when I was in the Senate, because this law would do something very 
important and very simple. It would make it easier for workers to discover if they're being paid unfairly and do 
something about it. It would make it harder for employers to justify paying men and women different wages for 
the same work. That seems like the kind of law we ought to be able to support. But, in fact, it's very difficult with 
the Republicans to promote this idea of equal pay for equal work. 


“They don't believe in it, they don't support it. And honest to goodness, I don't know who they spend their time 
talking to, because I talk to a lot of people who are quite worried about this. I'll give you just one example. I met a 
young man in New Hampshire here some weeks ago who said to me I want to tell you why I'm supporting you. I 
asked him please do. He said, because when I had my first real job when I was 17-years-old I went to work as a 
cashier in the same store where my mother had worked for four years. He said I was really excited about it, 
because it was like the first adult job. So when I brought home my paycheck, he told me, after two weeks I 
proudly showed it to my mom and I saw her face fall. And I asked her what was wrong. And she said they're 
paying you more per hour than they pay me and I've been there four years. 


“Now I've asked people, how could that be? And his mother never would have known, because it would have been 
possibly grounds for termination if she'd asked any of the other cashiers. But, she obviously knew because of her 
son. I've asked people, how could that be and basically it's well, you know, he's a young man maybe he'll stay with 
the company, maybe he'll go up in the ranks. Well, what about his mom? What about her rights? What about how 
hard she worked to support him and their family? Right now you could be fired, or otherwise retaliated against if 
you discuss or disclose your wages. 


“So it's really hard for a lot of us even to know how bad the problem is. That's why the Paycheck Fairness Act 
would remove, prohibit that kind of retaliation. We live in an age of great transparency. People ought to know 
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what other people are being paid for doing the same jobs. And we're going to work to get that passed. 


“And let's not forget the minimum wage. Two thirds of minimum wage workers are women and many of them are 
also raising families. Even if they're working full time they're stuck below the poverty line. I don't think that's 
right. No one working full time in America should be forced to raise their children in poverty, but that's exactly 
what's happening for a lot of families. You know what, that's bad for the entire economy. It's another thing my 
Republican friends don't agree with. But those of you who have studied economics know we are a 70 percent 
consumption economy, right. 


“Henry Ford understood that, remember when he got criticized for paying the autoworkers more than anybody 
else was making and a lot of other business leaders said why are you paying your workers, I think it was like $1 a 
day or something incredible. He said why, because I want them to buy my cars. So if we don't raise wages we're 
never going to get the economy moving on all cylinders like it should. 


“It's bad for the economy. It means here in New Hampshire families have less to spend on groceries or rent, or 
gas. And so a minimum wage that's too low holds us all back no matter what our income. We need to give 
Americans a raise. 


“Now let me be clear, I'm not talking about women who choose to remain at home and not to work outside the 
home. We even see more fathers doing that. That's great. And they should be able to make that choice and we 
should support it, whatever the right choice is for themselves and their families. But for too many parents not 
working is not an option. But working is so much harder on families than it needs to be. In this global economy we 
have to be as competitive as possible and we cannot afford to leave any talent on the sidelines. That's what we're 
doing when we relegate American women to lower paying jobs, or when we throw all kinds of obstacles into their 
path. So they can't stay in the workforce, they can't compete for a promotion, or start a business. 


“Let me just give you a little context here, because I want you to understand why this is such a pressing problem if 
we want to grow our economy again. Over the past 40 years, as more and more women entered into our 
workforce, our economy grew by 3-1/2 trillion. That's a lot of growth. And we rose to 7th in the world out of the 
world's top 24 economies in women's labor force participation. But that progress has stalled. As of 2013 we have 
dropped to 19th. That represents a lot of unused potential. And as we're falling in the rankings other countries are 
climbing, because they're putting family friendly policies into place, like paid leave and affordable childcare, 
universal pre-kindergarten. And we aren't. 


“This will put us at a disadvantage in the global economy in the future. It's time to recognize paid leave is not a 
luxury. Quality childcare is not a luxury. Fair pay and fair scheduling aren't luxuries. They are growth strategies 
and necessary to our national competiveness. And by the way, they don't just matter to women. You know dads 
who want to bond with their newborns; they care about the quality of their kid's daycare. 


“Sons are taking care of aging parents, like the young teacher I met here in Manchester, who is taking care of his 
84-year-old mother with Alzheimer's. He can't afford full time care for her. He can't afford to quit his job, 
because then he couldn't support her. He's a teacher, so what does he do, he takes his mother to work with him, 
because there's no other alternative for him to be the kind of son he intends to be. 


“Most husbands I know want their wives to earn a fair wage. These policies are good for all of us. And we should 
do it in a way to put them in place that doesn't impose unfair burdens on businesses, especially small businesses. 


“We have some friends here from the U.S. Women's Chamber of Commerce. And they're also doing terrific work 
helping women entrepreneurs get the support they need to start and grow their businesses.” 


Here in New Hampshire, as an example, women-owned businesses employ nearly 39,000 people. And women 
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are opening more than one-quarter of all new businesses. I think we can do even better. If you have a good idea 
and you're willing to work hard, you should be able to put it into action. So I want to build on the work that the 
Women's Chamber of Commerce. I want to help more women get access to startup capital and professional 
mentoring. 


“I want more women-owned businesses to compete and win federal contracts. Earlier today I was proud to 
receive the endorsement of the Women's Chamber. And as President I will work with them, with the Center here 
and other advocates to break down barriers so that more and more small businesses and women-owned businesses 
can get started and be successful. I said before I want to be the small business president, and I mean it. 


“I also want to mention another barrier that fell just a few hours ago, when Secretary of Defense Ash Carter made 
an historic announcement. For the first time ever, every single position in the military, including all combat jobs, 
will be open to women. We've seen women in our armed forces prove their heroism and abilities; now our official 
policy is catching up. And women who are qualified for these positions should be able to compete and win them. 


“Now I know there's a big difference between what I'm advocating for and what you hear when you listen to the 
Republican debates. Nearly all of them do oppose paid leave, none of them want to raise the minimum wage. 
They don't really have plans for supporting working families. 


“But, here's the bottom line. We need to throw everything we've got at making the economy work for everybody 
again. We need broad-based prosperity again. We need rising incomes again. We need to un-stack the deck that 
has been stacked in favor of those at the top. And you don't do that if you just say the same old things over and 
over again and expect a different result. 


“Their economic policies did not work. We got the Great Recession. We had to dig ourselves out of that ditch. 
We cannot go back there one more time. So here's my bottom line. What's good for women is good for America. 
I'm more convinced of that than ever before. When women are strong families are strong and when families are 
strong America is strong. 


“As president I will fight for more opportunities for women to develop their talents and pursue their dreams. But, 
I will always put families first, just like I always have. That is a promise. And I hope you will work with me, be my 
partner to make sure we get that done.

Today the United States formally submitted its international commitment to reduce emissions 26 - 28 percent 
below 2005 levels by 2025. That target range was originally announced as part of the historic deal with China in 
the Fall, but today’s announcement makes it an official part of the Road to Paris and fills in a few details of how it 
will be measured and achieved.

The Obama Administration will be relying on its existing executive authority to meet the target it confirmed today. 
One part of that strategy is leading by example. Earlier this month President Obama signed an Executive Order 
directing the federal government to cut emissions 40 percent by 2025 and increase the share of electricity it gets 
from renewable sources to 30 percent. This is significant given that the Federal Government is the single 
largest energy user in the country. The details are posted here:

The U.S. emission reduction target is within reach because advanced energy technologies keep getting cheaper 
and, well, more advanced. One example is renewable diesel fuel. Unlike biodiesel this fuel is a “drop in” 
replacement for conventional diesel and can be used without any engine modifications. One brand of renewable 
diesel recently went on sale in California, and guess what? It’s cheaper than conventional diesel. Colin Murphy 
describes this breakthrough here:

Its always better to talk than email, but with your schedule, I thought I would send a quick note. At least it can 
help to keep the call short! This is what I'm up to, and what I'd like to do: 

1 . The WH is organizing a group of experts on the Greek crisis, and I've been asked to join. Four of the 5 others 
tapped have recommended me to chair. (The only one I haven't spoke with is Phil A. Its delicate with him, 
because I think he was hoping to lead it.... Greek drama!). Important work, but not a full time job by any means. 
I'm also on the board of The Hellenic Initiative. 

2. My book tour is done, with just a few lingering commitments. I speak at the State Department on Sept 18, in my 
capacity as a Virtual Fellow at INR (this is why they renewed my TS-SCI which is good until 2020). 

3. I'm chair of the CA Advisory Council on Int'l Trade and Investment. Very reasonable demands on me with this. 

4. I'm chairing a big fundraiser for my friend Kamala in early October. While I'm contributing to many fine 
candidates, she is the only person other than HRC that I'm raising for. I have most of the commitment already 
raised! 

5. I've been in a fairly low-key 'senior advisor' role with Albright Stonebridge, not wanted to take payment from 
companies at this time in my career. I also have to keep an eye on my own business interests in Sacramento, but 
we have good professional staff, and my father is still very active. 

HRC: I've committed to raise/write for a big event in Sacramento, as well as help the Greek Americans organize 
nationally to raise together. I can give you more details about this. But essentially, I'm doing one big event that I'll 
do hopefully before the end of spring. 

John this is probably the LEAST BUSY I've been in my life. I've done my best to unwind/limit commitments in 
order to work for the campaign. I'll take ANY role - just so long as it is official. I've also figured out that I can 
spend every-other week (two weeks/month) in Brooklyn, or on the road. Markos is ready to cover with the kids. 

I've been waiting to get started for two years, and she told me on several occasions to get ready. So... can we 
find something?

The top Democrats on the House and Senate Homeland Security Committees are backing the homeland security 
strategy Hillary Clinton laid out at a speech at the University of Minnesota in Minneapolis on Tuesday. 


Delaware Sen. Thomas R. Carper and Mississippi Rep. Bennie Thompson on Wednesday praised what Clinton 
called a “360-degree” strategy — a five-part plan to root out domestic radicalization and fight ISIS abroad — and 
said it would help stop another attack like the one that was carried out in San Bernardino, California, earlier this 
month. 


“In her speech, she laid out the right and responsible approach to combating the greatest threats to our homeland, 
including online self-radicalization, and proposed examining our visa programs to root out any potential 
weaknesses - something our committee has been doing in the wake of the Paris and San Bernardino attacks,” 
Carper said in a statement. 


“As the nature of the threat continues to evolve, we need a leader like Secretary Clinton who knows what to do to 
keep Americans safe while upholding the values and principles we stand for as a nation. I am as confident as ever 
in her ability to take on these challenges as our next commander in chief,” Carper continued. 


Delaware’s senior senator endorsed Clinton for president in October after Vice President Joseph R. Biden Jr. 
declined to run for the Democratic nomination. 

Thompson, who backed Clinton in November, expressed similar approbation for Clinton’s remarks. 


“Although the threat from ISIL and those who may be radicalized by it is real, we must respond with vigilance and 
not fear. Secretary Clinton’s detailed strategy is a strengthening of the hard work we have done to fight 
radicalization and terrorism both at home and across the globe,” Thompson said. 


Clinton met with a group of Muslims before delivering her remarks, and she made a point of criticizing 
Republicans whose rhetoric, she said, “plays into the hands of terrorists.” 


“To all our Muslim-American brothers and sisters,” Clinton told the crowd, “This is your country, too, and I am 
proud to be your fellow American.” 


Clinton called for enhanced intelligence sharing, including cooperation between government and Silicon Valley, to 
forge a “unified national strategy in cyberspace,” the New York Times reported . In particular, she wants 
technology firms to remove websites and videos that promote the Islamic State. 
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Clinton also wants the Department of Homeland Security to increase its review of visas, extending to scrutiny of 
social media accounts, after one of the San Bernardino shooters was found to have vocalized her support for jihad 
on Facebook. 


“Anyone who has traveled in the past five years to a country facing serious problems with terrorism foreign 
fighters should have to go through a full visa investigation,” Clinton said , “no matter where they’re from.” 


Backing a measure Democrats have been pushing in Congress , Clinton called for banning gun sales to people who 
are on the no-fly list.

The Supreme Court today rescued an administration-supported rule that promotes electricity conservation, 
handing a big victory to environmentalists and President Barack Obama. 

The 6-2 decision overturned a federal appeals panel ruling and affirmed the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission's authority to incentivize programs that reduce power consumption during peak demand 
periods by paying large users to curb their demand. Although states could opt out of FERC's regulation, 
the lower court argued that the agency had overstepped its powers. 

Those "demand response" programs help grid operators avoid blackouts and keep consumer costs down, 
reducing the need for generators to turn on older, dirtier power plants.

Hi John, I hope that you are doing well. It has certainly been a wonderful week for our candidate and campaign. I 
congratulate all of you, but especially her. 

I have been traveling extensively and in fact was in DC this week as Debbie Stabenow's "star" (read: only) 
witness at the Senate Ag Committee hearings on biotech. Debbie and I have been working very closely together 
and of course have been comparing notes on how we can best aid HRC. But one idea jumped at me after her 
visit to Keene last week. 

In the midst of my travels, I saw press coverage of HRC's last visit to Keene where she was, not surprisingly, 
asked about her views on GMO's. Her response, if you did not see it, was that she thinks GMO's need more 
independent testing. I of course agree with this, but honestly this is not a very good position or response for her 
for two reasons: 

1 ) As evidenced by the Republican-orchestrated testimony at the hearing on Weds, there is a generally 
strong, albeit probably not correct consensus among scientists and policy people that GMO's are safe. Hillary is 
right that this consensus has resulted almost entirely from industry-funded research and as Kirsten Gillibrand 
pointed out in the Hearing, our own FDA merely rubber stamps or affirms the chemical company's findings, 
rather than conduct their own independent research. But politically as she tries to expand her base, it is not the 
most solid answer for her because she unfortunately can sound like she is catering to the "fuzzy science" left if 
she is not careful. 

2) A far better response , and one that I know Sen. Stabenow would support would have been: "With 
regard to GMO's, I do feel that more independently funded long-term research is needed, but one thing I 
absolutely believe is that, regardless of your views on GMO safety, everyone has the right to know whether they 
are in your foods and so I do support mandatory GMO labeling and transparency. (She could also of course 
further add to her international acumen that 64 nations around the world including most of our trading partners 
do require mandatory labeling to give their citizens the right to know and choose). 

There are many reasons why this would be a politically smarter response and I am happy to elaborate with 
anyone who is interested. But in the interest of brevity the main four I can offer here are: 

1) Its what she believes as she told me when we met on July 3rd; 

2) According to Mellman, 92% of America's mom's want the right to know about GMO's; 

3) Bernie is absolutely firm about supporting mandatory labeling, so this would not give him an advantage 
on this topic, and 

4) In NH, this is a big deal. It will be debated in the legislature again this year and of course VT's labeling 
law takes effect in July. I have been hearing about many local HRC gatherings in which her lack of clarity on 
labeling is one reason that many activists are still on the fence about her. One woman in Hillsborough came out 
and said that to one of your organizers last weekend.

Democratic presidential frontrunner Hillary Clinton is bringing her White House kickoff tour to South Carolina, a 
key early primary state where turnout is expected to be heavily influenced by African-Americans. 

The former first lady, U.S. senator and secretary of state will be here in May, her South Carolina campaign 
confirmed Tuesday. Details are being worked out about dates and venues. 

The most likely stops would be key Democratic turnout counties, with the heaviest probability being Charleston, 
Columbia, Orangeburg or other sites that are part of the state’s traditional Democratic voting bloc. 

South Carolina state director Clay Middleton said no area is off the table in terms of where she may stop for her 
first appearance in seven years. 

“We’re expanding where she will go for her first visit here,” he said. “We’re making sure she is able to connect 
with everyday Americans as she has in the other states.” 

Clinton, who announced her 2016 campaign about 10 days ago, has already visited Iowa, site of the leadoff 
caucus. She is in New Hampshire this week, which holds the leadoff primary in January. 

The South Carolina stop also represents a return to where her 2008 presidential ambitions were dealt a major 
setback, after Barack Obama trounced her with a stunning ground game fed by a huge turnout among black 
voters and the young. 

Obama carried the state with 55 percent of the vote in the multi-candidate field, while Clinton finished a distant 
second, with 27 percent. 

Obama carried every county in the state except Horry County — home to Myrtle Beach — which went to Clinton, 
and Oconee County, which went to former U.S. Sen. John Edwards of North Carolina, a native son born in 
Seneca. 

While Clinton is widely seen as the front-runner for the Democratic nomination, the campaign is not taking for 
granted any aspect of what’s at stake. She has hired staff here and is far ahead of any potential challenger in 
terms of collecting support. 

When she does come to South Carolina, Clinton is likely to follow the same format as she has elsewhere so far 
by hitting smaller venues. The New Hampshire stops have included a small campaign house party, a community 
college and a round-table discussion with students. 

Word of Clinton’s pending South Carolina visit comes as the state Democratic Party will meet this weekend in 
Columbia for its annual Jefferson-Jackson dinner on Friday, and also the state party convention on Saturday. 

While the gathering is expected to draw hundreds of activists to the Columbia Metropolitan Convention Center, it 
will also attract several Democrats with similar White House ambitions, among them former Rhode Island Gov. 
Lincoln Chafee and former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley. Others will be represented by surrogates including 
Virginia Gov. Terry McAuliffe, who will be there for Clinton. 

On Friday night, U.S. Sen. Mark Warner, D-Va., will deliver the keynote address at the Jefferson Jackson Dinner. 

Democratic Party leaders were quick to point out that while Republicans boast that South Carolina is their party’s 
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first primary in the South, it will be the Democrats’ first Southern duel as well. 

“As the ‘First in the South’ Primary for the Democratic Party, we are looking forward to visits from all of the 
potential presidential candidates, and hearing them share their vision to continue growing our nation’s economy, 
ending inequality of all kinds, and investing in our children’s future,” state Democratic Party Chairman Jaime 
Harrison said in a statement promoting the convention. 

Both the Democrats and the Republicans will hold their presidential preference primaries in February 2016. 
Dates have not been announced.

Hillary Clinton has met with potential campaign managers

With weeks to go until she makes an announcement about her future, Hillary Clinton has started meeting with a broad range of political 
figures — including potential campaign managers, POLITICO has learned. 

Clinton, who several people close to her describe as still not firmly decided on a campaign, met Wednesday with outgoing Democratic 
Senatorial Campaign Committee executive director Guy Cecil, one of the two people most often described as a potential campaign manager 
for her 2016 campaign, people familiar with the get-together said. 

It was unclear whether the two discussed a future role in a campaign — Cecil did not respond to requests for comment. 

But the meeting is one of several Clinton has begun to hold in the period following the midterm elections, in which she was very active, and 
as she is turning her attention toward what a campaign would look like if she runs again. 

Clinton has also spoken with Robby Mook, another often-mentioned potential campaign manager, about 2016, people familiar with the 
discussions said, but the details were unclear. Mook did not respond to an email. 

Clinton spokesman Nick Merrill, asked about the meetings, said, “As [Clinton] decides, she’s casting a wide net and wants to hear from a 
variety of people on a range of specific topics, from policy ideas to what a successful campaign would look like.” 

Mook, who managed longtime Clinton family friend Terry McAuliffe’s 2013 campaign for governor of Virginia, is said to have informally 
worked with Clinton’s advisers in the lead-up to the 2014 midterms, particularly around her initial trip to Iowa. 

Cecil worked with Clinton’s team on her schedule for a wide number of Senate candidates this cycle. Both Cecil and Mook worked on 
Clinton’s 2008 presidential race. 

Another potential campaign manager, EMILY’S List president Stephanie Schriock, recently declined to tell reporters at a daylong Ready for 
Hillary conference whether she had met with Clinton. 

Earlier Wednesday, the White House revealed that Clinton had spent an hour with President Obama at a catch-up meeting. 

The contours of Clinton’s potential campaign have been a fixation of Washington operatives and donors for much of the past two years, in 
part because of what her choices might say about lessons she learned from her failed 2008 effort. 

But it’s also been in part because she is the prohibitive Democratic front-runner, making her the biggest game in town for people who want 
to work on the presidential race. 
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Clinton’s timing about making a final decision and then announcing it has been a source of speculation for months, as her advisers split on 
whether she should get in sooner — which some former Obama advisers counseled as well — to end the appearance of being coy, or take as 
long as she can. 

She has added three new paid speeches through January and February, indicating that a formal announcement may not come until after that 
window. John Podesta, currently counselor to President Barack Obama and a veteran Clinton hand, is expected to serve a senior role in her 
campaign. 

Podesta told reporters Thursday he will stay on until after the president’s State of the Union address.

The actual names for the agencies I know look fine, with one suggested 
switch. You have Phil Weiser doing both DoJ antitrust and FTC. I would 
keep Phil at FTC and move Bill Baer (currently listed for FTC) over to 
DoJ antitrust. 

I have talked to Lisa about a bigger overall concern with independent 
agencies e.g. those agencies specifically NOT in the executive branch. 

At the SEC, CFTC, FEC< and the FTC 90% of what they do is law 
enforcement - investigate and bring cases. During the Transition (and 
even in the WH) we can't know anything about that. To the extent these 
agencies "make policy" it is largely through the cases they bring and to 
a lesser extent through rulemaking. Rulemaking (a lot of which the FCC 
does) is governed by the Administrative Procedures Act and any 
conversations with anyone about a proposed or ongoing rule must be 
publicly disclosed, recorded, etc. 

I don't know if there are specific rules about going into independent 
agencies, but as I recall in 92 at the end of the day we decided the 
risks of appearing to involve the transition personnel in ongoing law 
enforcement or rulemaking were just too high and we did not go in. 

There is also - arguablely - a separation of powers issue as these are 
not executive branch entities. We concluded that everything we needed to 
know we could get from people familiar with the agencies and the public 
record. Obviously we have concerns like this at DoJ, but there are more 
controls in place there than at the agencies, and it is part of the 
executive branch, c 

I would be interested to know if we have done any thinking or analysis 
on this. Hate to raise a question with out answering it, but this one 
is worth it.. C

I am sorry I missed the meeting although I was able to get detailed downloads here in the office. A few things I was going to mention at meeting 
that I flag for your situational awareness. Happy to share further details: 

1. A unified message: Brynne and Nick were probably too polite to raise it last week but it has been a total zoo in the office since November 4th 
(not that it wasnt a zoo before). Like all of you, the questions we get asked 20 times a day is a. where is she and what is she doing? and b. what 
are John and CDM doing? 

Our answer is as honest as possible. We are giving her the time and space to think through the things she needs to think through. We acknowledge 
that there is policy process continuing and that is fairly well known. And if people have 2016 ideas, we are happy to have them. On John and CDM, 
we say you have been her closest advisors for a hundred years and that hasnt changed. Since we have never discussed this as a group or agreed 
on what to say, sharing with everyone. 

2. Progressive friends: 

- Elizabeth Warren: We confirmed this meeting last week. It is set for December 4th. We were having problems with them because this was 
supposed to take place in June. They do not want intermediaries discussing the relationship or the potential policy differences as they feel that is 
happening too much. They want to have a direct conversation about economic policy. 

- Bill de Blasio: I stay in touch with him and his team a lot. He has recently asked to have increased direct access to her so he can tell his 
progressive partners what she thinks about issues important to them. He also thinks he can be most helpful to her if he has that kind of 
relationship. He wants to be seen as the loudest progressive voice for her and in order to do that he needs access. In the next 6 months, someone 
else will have to inherit this relationship because it will not be tenable for HRC. 

3. Schedule issues 2015: 

- We ended up locking in ALL her remaining paid speaking offers a few weeks ago. She reviewed them all with you at meeting so you know 
everything. 

- Listening Tour: I know you discussed. Just a note that she only loved it in hindsight. Also flagging that we have some repair work to do in some 
early states like NH and Iowa based on activity of the past year. 

- Morocco: No matter what happens, she will be in Morocco hosting CGI on May 5-7, 2015. Her presence was a condition for the Moroccans to 
proceed so there is no going back on this. Important that you know background. 

4. Constituency Groups: 

- Emilys List: Their 30th year gala is March 3rd, 2015. They have been lobbying for her attendance for over a year. Need to keep in mind for 
whatever other March activities we discuss. We have other EL issues we should discuss in next call/meeting. 

- Executive Action: We have now heard from 1 friend in community saying specifically "we planning on getting more aggressive in our stance with 
Hillary (showing up at events and in press statements), if possible she should support executive order before the President". Need to assume 
starting TOMORROW, our friends will show back up at her open press events. 

- LGBT and faith community: We have friends in both groups that want to start now or at least be part of steering committees on behalf of HRC and 
are in a holding pattern. 

Random: 

- We should be thoughtful about any group that wants to rent Friend of Hillary list now because there is interest. This is also probably best 
discussed off email.

Dear Friends, 

Today, we ask when the pageantry of diplomacy and the immense, growing public 
support for the new U.S.-Cuba policy will translate into actions by Congress to realize the 
promise of engagement. 

That day may be closer than you think. 

On Monday, the United States and Cuba restored diplomatic relations, the State 
Department installed the Cuban flag along a row 190 others in its majestic entrance, and 
Cuban diplomats, led by Foreign Minister Bruno Rodriguez, raised the Cuban flag at a 
celebration marking the reopening of the Cuban embassy, capped by the singing of Cuba's 
Bayamesa and our Star-Spangled Banner. 

In an extraordinary year that has seen a surge in U.S. travel to Cuba, Cuba removed from 
the terror list, the Presidents of Cuba and the United States seated together at the Summit 
of the Americas, and U.S. Congressional and business delegations welcomed in Havana, 

Monday was truly a spectacular day. 

All of this progress, along with the wise exercise of executive power that made it possible, 
is winning in the court of U.S. public opinion in ways that are really catching our attention. 

We've examined 12 polls conducted and released since January 1 st . Time and again, these 
surveys find that public support for the Cuba opening is strong, growing, and pervasive. 

Support for the new policy is bipartisan. It is significantly high among segments of voters 
— such as Hispanics — that candidates running for office increasingly care about. Most of 
all, the latest research shows that public support is rising. 

For example, support for ending the embargo was measured in July by the Pew 
Research Center at 72% and CBS News at 58%, in June by the Chicago Council on 
Public Affairs at 67%. and earlier this year by Gallup at 59% the Associated Press at 
60%. 

In this divisive, partisan political climate, when policies associated with President Obama 
normally draw distinctly differently levels of support from Democrats and Republicans, 
the new policy is now attracting real bipartisan support. The Chicago Council on Public 
Affairs poll reports that 59% of Republicans now favor ending the embargo. The Pew 
Research Center poll shows that, since January, Republican support has jumped sixteen 
points from 40% to 56% for reestablishing diplomatic relations, and increased 12%, from 
47% to 59%, for ending the trade embargo. 

Univision , the Spanish-language television network, interviewed 1 ,400 Hispanic 
registered voters in June, and drilled down hard on the question of whether a decision by a 
presidential candidate to support normalization of relations would affect their vote; 
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meaning, would that position make it more likely, less likely, or make no difference in their 
vote for president. 

Eighty percent of respondents said a decision by a candidate to back normalization would 
either make it more likely to support that candidate (34%) or have no impact at all on their 
vote (46%). Among Hispanic Republicans, 70% reached the same conclusion. Among 
Hispanics of Cuban heritage, just 26% said it would make them vote against a pro- 
normalization candidate. 

The lesson here is that voters are not of a mind to punish candidates who entertain new 
thinking about Cuba. 

But there's also evidence that support for the Cuba opening is growing. The CBS poll has 
support for ending the travel ban at 81%. The July Pew Research Center survey shows a 
ten point increase in national support for diplomatic relations and a six point jump in 
support for ending the embargo, compared to January of this year. AP has support for 
diplomatic relations at 71%. 

Now we are starting to see evidence that public support for America's new Cuba policy is 
exerting its force on policymakers in the U.S. Congress. 

Below you will find a detailed report on three amendments approved by the Senate 
Appropriations Committee this week to end the ban on travel for all Americans, to ensure 
that U.S. farmers have greater access to credit to finance agriculture sales to Cuba, and to 
make it easier for cargo vessels to return to the U.S. after doing business in Cuban ports. 

We can point to Senator Dean Heller (NV), a prior recipient of campaign cash from the 
hardliner-funded U.S. -Cuba Democracy PAC, who succeeded Senator John Ensign, 
author of the Cuba Transition Act , a regime change proposal. Mr. Heller, who visited 
Cuba at the end of June, just signed up as a cosponsor of the Freedom to Travel to Cuba 
Act of 2015. 

We can cite Representative Bradley Byrne (AL-1) who visited Cuba with our organization, 
changed his position to support President Obama's decision to remove Cuba from the 
terror list, and is now talking to businesses in his Mobile district about reopening trade 
with Cuba . 

Then, there are the growing numbers of U.S. businesses - like JetBlue, AirBnB, Infor, and 
so many others - who are forcing the discussion of how much damage policymakers will 
allow the embargo to do before they start protecting the economic interests of our 
country. 

Yes, there is a ton of work left for us to do. But we are encouraged that Congress is 
beginning to close the gap between public opinion and public policy, and starting to think 
about how the change in U.S. -Cuba relations can benefit more Americans and help Cubans 
lead more prosperous lives.

History on fast-forward: The day the U.S. and Cuba reopened embassies 

Just after midnight on July 20 th , the United States and Cuba restored diplomatic relations 
after a breach of fifty-four years. 

The Cuban Interests Section in Washington, the Associated Press reported, marked the 
occasion by "switching its Twitter account to say 'embassy'," while in Havana, "the U.S. 
Interests Section uploaded a new profile pictures to its Facebook and Twitter accounts 
that says US EMBASSY CUBA." 

Shortly after 4:30am, "the single-star Cuban flag was added to the array of more than 190 
other flags in the State Department's cavernous marble lobby," the Los Angeles Times 
reported. 

Across town at 10:35am, the Cuban flag was hoisted above the building which first 
opened as Cuba's embassy in 1919 . Demonstrators supporting the opening with Cuba 

alongside Cuban government opponents — some chanting "Viva Cuba" and Viva Fidel," 
while others called out "Free Cuba," USA Today said - raised their voices across 16 th 
Street from the Meridian Hill mansion located in Washington's Adams Morgan 
neighborhood. 

Inside the building that had served as "The Cuban Interests Section," since 1977 , Cuban 

Foreign Minister Bruno Rodriguez praised the "wise leadership of Fidel Castro, the 
historic leader of the Cuban revolution whose ideas we'll always revere," and called on the 
U.S. to return Guantanamo Bay Naval Base and end the trade embargo against Cuba. 

Hours later, U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry received Cuba's top diplomat for talks that 
touched on bilateral cooperation on law enforcement, counter-narcotics, 
telecommunications, the Internet, human rights and human trafficking, as well as the 
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environment, the Miami Herald reported. They emerged from their meeting and held a 
joint press conference at 1:45pm. 

Appearing with Minister Rodriguez, Secretary Kerry hailed the thaw "as a time to start 
repairing what has been broken, and opening what for too long has been closed." White 
House Press Secretary Josh Earnest issued a statement calling the embassy openings in 
Washington and Havana "another demonstration that we don't have to be imprisoned by 
the past." 

Attending the flag raising at Cuba's new embassy, Sarah Stephens, executive director of 
the Center for Democracy in the Americas, said on Monday, "This is a historic day and a 
banner year for U.S. and Cuban diplomacy. We are witnessing the long overdue 
opening of a new era in which the people of both of our countries, our businesses, and our 
governments can engage, do business, treat each other with respect, and begin to live 
more nonnal lives." 

Cuban American lawmakers denounced the diplomatic developments. U.S. Senator and 
Republican presidential hopeful Marco Rubio (FL) said, "History will remember July 20, 
2015 as Obama's Capitulation Monday." Rep. Ileana Ros-Lehtinen (FL-27) warned, "The 
Cuban people's oppressors will not hesitate to use this 'embassy' as a spy hub, as they 
have done in the past to threaten our homeland." Her colleague, Rep. Mario Diaz Balart 
(FL-25) echoed her fears for U.S. national security, saying, "A Cuban embassy will 
represent the Cuban military and intelligence services that perpetuate human rights abuses 
against them." Senator Bob Menendez dismissed the events as "empty ribbon-cutting 
ceremonies." 

While the U.S. Interests Section in Havana opened for business as the Embassy of the 
United States on Monday, as CNN reported , the festivities and flag-raising will have to 
wait for Secretary of State John Kerry's visit -- the highest-level trip by a U.S. official to 
Cuba since the 1959 revolution ," which he announced on Monday will take place on 
August 14th. 

Speculation is already turning to whether President Obama will visit Cuba before the end 
of his term in office in January 2017. El Nuevo Herald reported this week that a 
decision on a possible trip would be evaluated early next year "based on the progress 
achieved by Cuban authorities on issues that the U.S. government considers to be 
important, such as human rights." 

Senate Appropriations Committee adopts amendments to allow Cuba travel and 
trade 


On Thursday, the Senate Appropriations Committee approved three amendments to expand 
travel and trade with Cuba as it considered legislation funding the U.S. Treasury 
Department and other agencies, reports the Washington Post. These were the first 
successful appropriations amendments this year that ease restrictions on Cuba policy, and 
they passed with bipartisan support. 

Kansas Senator Jerry Moran's amendment to end the travel ban to Cuba was passed by an 
18-12 vote. "I'm of the view that we have the opportunity to increase the likelihood that 
the Cuban people have greater liberties and freedom with the ability to connect with them," 
said Sen. Moran following the vote. Sen. Patrick Leahy (VT) pointed out that U.S. citizens 
are free to travel to any other country, even North Korea and Iran, with which relations 
are even more strained. "The only country where Americans are told they can't go and 
spend their own money is Cuba," Leahy said. "It does not make sense. We ought to be 
allowed to go there." 

Sen. Jon Tester (MT) offered an amendment to end the 180-day quarantine of maritime 
vessels coming from Cuba to the U.S. Sen. John Boozman (AR) also got his proposal 
through the Committee to "repeal a law that prohibits banks and other U.S. businesses 
from financing sales of U.S. agricultural exports to Cuba," as Arkansas Online described 
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the measure. Both amendments were adopted on voice votes. 

Their amendments are now included in what is called The FY2016 Financial Services and 
General Government Appropriations bill, which would next be considered by the full 
Senate. 

As we have previously reported , funding bills written in the U.S. Flouse of 
Representatives include provisions that seek to roll back and prevent further policy 
changes that would open relations with Cuba. 

Support in the Senate for maintaining and advancing more open relations with Cuba was 
also evident in the State Department funding bill approved earlier this month, when 
Senator Lindsey Graham (SC) was unable to find the votes for his amendment to cut-off 
funding for the U.S. Embassy in Flavana. Before becoming law, the Flouse and Senate 
appropriations bills must be reconciled in a conference - including reaching agreement on 
how to handle pro-opening and pro-sanctions amendments - after which identical 
measures must clear the Flouse and Senate before being presented to the President. 

The White Flouse has already begun advising Congress that President Obama will veto 
bills that attempt to reverse the new policy of engagement with Cuba. 

Businesses and policymakers seek to expand trade and telecommunications with 
Cuba 


Airbnb, MasterCard, and Netflix are among the companies seeking to position themselves 
favorably in Cuba for the time when U.S. fmns can do business freely on the island. At the 
same time, lawmakers are seeking to address embargo restrictions through permanent 
changes in law, reports U.S. News and World Reports. 

Congressman Kevin Cramer (ND-At large) introduced bipartisan legislation with Rep. 
Peter Welch (VT-At large) that would enable U.S. telecommunications firms to offer 
services in Cuba. The legislation is an identical Flouse version of the Cuba DATA Act, 
introduced in the Senate by Sen. Tom Udall (NM), as we reported in May. Increasing 
affordable Internet access in Cuba is a priority for Cubans, particularly the small but 
growing class of technology entrepreneurs on the island. 

A 2014 study by Freedom House found that only 26% of Cubans have basic Internet 
access and less than 5% have unrestricted access to broadband connections. A central 
impediment is cost. Typical hourly access at a government-run Internet cafe is more than 
$4, roughly a fifth of the average Cuban monthly salary. The state -run telecommunications 
company Etecsa has recently opened 35 new public internet hot-spots and reduced the 
price to about $2 per hour to bring the Internet more within reach. This is part of Cuba's 
long-term plan to bring broadband access to half of the island's homes by 2020. 

Speaking about his bill, Rep. Cramer said, "Not only would our telecommunications 
companies have the opportunity to upgrade Cuba's infrastructure, but our farmers and 
entrepreneurs would be able to conduct business in Cuba utilizing 2 1 st century 
communication methods." 

Banking agreement with Cuba will facilitate U.S. business deals 

On Tuesday, Stonegate Bank of Pompano Beach, Florida announced that it has reached a 
deal with Banco Intemacional de Comercio S.A. (BICSA) to open the first correspondent 
account with Cuba. The Wall Street Journal reports that the account, which will allow 
direct payment and transactions between the U.S. and Cuba without going through a third 
country, will be up and running within three to four weeks. As we reported in May, 
Stonegate previously agreed to open a commercial bank account for transactions used by 
Cuba for its consular and diplomatic operations in the U.S. 

Banking regulators in the U.S. closely scrutinize transactions with foreign countries via 
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correspondent accounts, particularly in countries considered to present risks for money 
laundering or criminal activity. The Financial Action Task Force (FATF), a multilateral 
organization that combats international money laundering, listed Cuba as a "high risk" 
country in 2014, but recently praised Cuba for taking strong actions to police its financial 
system. As we reported in October 2014, FATF has ceased to monitor Cuba for 
compliance with anti-money-laundering and anti-terrorist finance rules, due to its progress 
in domestic enforcement. 

Of the decision to pursue direct ties with BICSA, Stonegate Bank president Dave Seleski 
told reporters, "We did an extensive risk-management approach to this... We feel very 
comfortable that we did something that is very low risk." 

Peterson Institute economist Gary Hufbauer cites the development as an important step in 
facilitating business between the U.S. and Cuba. The move lays basic groundwork for the 
future use of U.S. credit cards in Cuba, which are allowed under Treasury Department 
regulations announced in January. Atlantic Council analyst Jason Marczak agrees that 
credit will be important as travel and tourism to the island increases. 

Cuba may drill for oil using U.S. equipment 

As Cuba continues to pursue offshore drilling in the Gulf of Mexico to explore for 
commercially-viable deposits of petroleum, the Obama Administration has put into place a 
new policy that "calls for the U.S. Department of Commerce to license for export to Cuba 
any items deemed necessary for protection of U.S. coastal environments," the Tampa 
Tribune reports. 

Under the embargo, equipment containing more than ten percent U.S. -made or -developed 
technology cannot be used for economic activity in Cuba. Oil industry and environmental 
experts are concerned with this restriction, arguing that that superior U.S. equipment 
should be used to provide the best protection and mitigation of possible oil spills and 
resultant ecological disasters, as CDA found in our report on Cuba's plans to drill in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Lee Hunt, a Houston-based oil expert who helped organize a multilateral coordination on 
future spills following the 20 1 0 Deepwater Horizon disaster, is now spearheading a 
symposium in Havana in October 20 1 5 to further deepen the cooperation between the 
U.S., Cuba, Mexico, Jamaica, and the Bahamas. Hunt maintains that "It is in our benefit to 
want every drilling operation in Cuba to have the same standard as is mandatory in the 
U.S. for the prevention of pollution." 

Licensing under the new Commerce Department policy would enable that. As Dan Whittle, 
Cuba program director at Environmental Defense Fund, says "The new rules give 
favorable review to certain kinds of exports including those in the environmental sector 
that benefit the U.S." 

Jorge Pinon, director of the Latin America and Caribbean Energy Program at the 
University of Texas, believes the regulation can be interpreted even more broadly. "An 
argument can made that you need every piece of its equipment to be top notch because if 
any one fails during drilling, there can be an accident," Pinon said. "So make the whole rig 
exempt from the 10 percent rule." 

The rule itself as it applies to oil rig equipment may now be changing. This week the 
Commerce Department implemented new regulations following the removal of Cuba 
from the State Sponsors of Terrorism, permitting the re-export to Cuba of foreign-made 
products with up to 25% U.S. -origin content. 

Cuba's government plans to drill two deep water wells by the end of 20 1 6 and has 
received interest from Angola's Sonangol and Venezuela's PDVS. However, the 
advanced Norwegian-built offshore rig Scarabeo 9, which was built specially in China to 
ensure U.S. content was below the 10% legal limit, and was previously used to explore 
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offshore in Cuban waters in 2012, may not be available in the timeframe desired by Cuban 
authorities.

Latin America says yes to greater U.S.-Cuba diplomatic ties 

A new survey by the Pew Research Center found that majorities in Latin America strongly 
support closer U.S.-Cuba relations, reports NBC News. A median of 77% of respondents 
across five Latin American countries approve of the U.S. re-establishing diplomatic 
relations with Cuba. The strongest support was found in Chile (79%), Argentina (78%), 
and Venezuela (77%), followed by Brazil (67%) and Mexico (54%). 

When asked their opinions about the U.S. trade embargo against Cuba, Latin Americans 
overwhelmingly supported lifting the embargo: Argentina (79%), Chile (77%), Venezuela 
(76%), Brazil (71%), and Mexico (55%). 

The poll found that respondents with higher incomes tended to more strongly support 
ending the embargo than lower-income respondents. In Argentina, the income divide was 
most evident, with 82% of high earners supporting and 66% of lower earners in support. 
Overall opinions of Cuba were split across the six countries surveyed: a median 40% of 
respondents view Cuba favorably while 44% view Cuba unfavorably. Chileans showed the 
strongest favorable feelings about Cuba at 49%, while majorities of Brazilians and 
Mexicans view Cuba negatively. Leaders of Latin American countries have widely 
praised the thaw in U.S.-Cuba relations. 

German minister is pleased by results of his visit to Cuba 

German Foreign Minister Frank-Walter Steinmeier expressed optimism following his 
recent trip to Cuba, reports Progreso Weekly. Minister Steinmeier spent two days in 
Flavana meeting with senior government officials and visiting agricultural sites. 

President Castro and Minister Steinmeier met for almost two hours to discuss how Cuba 
can open up to increased foreign investment, an important cornerstone of Cuba's 
economic plans. Steinmeier sees potential for German companies to invest in several 
sectors in Cuba, including medical technology, logistics, renewable energy, and especially 
agriculture. Germany is already involved in Cuban agriculture through donations that help 
fund the urban Havana farm Vivero Alamar . 

Steinmeier also addressed human rights concerns in meetings with Cuban officials. 
Following the trip he said, "We will continue to hold different views on our attitudes to 
democracy and human rights concerns. But right now we want to try to get past the phase 
of mutism... I believe that this is the right time to readjust our relations." 

A key result of Steinmeier's trip was the signing of framework accords to further 
formalize bilateral relations, which included commitments to respect human rights. This is 
in keeping with the evolution of the European Union Common Position on Cuba. The EU 
is in talks with Cuba to improve bilateral relations, and hopes to have more formalized 
accords by the end of the year. 


IN CUBA 

Cuban reservoirs far below capacity amid drought 

Cuba is experiencing a serious drought in what is usually its rainy season, reports the Latin 
American Herald Tribune. According to numbers released by Cuba's National Water 
Resources Institute (Institute) Nacional de Recursos Hidraulicos, or INRH), May and June 
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saw less than 1 1 inches of rain, less than 75% of the normal amount for this time period. 
The drought is being felt most acutely on the western side of the island, which has 
received 71% of its normal rainfall so far in 2015. 

Cuba's water reservoirs are currently at 37% of their capacity on average. More than 160 
reservoirs are at less than 50% and 1 1 1 are down below 25% capacity. The current 
drought began in late 2014, affecting more than half the country and putting pressure on 
farms, livestock, and drinking water supplies. 

Cuba is no stranger to natural disasters associated with hydro-meteorological events, such 
as droughts and hurricanes. The island endured a severe drought in 2004-2005, which 
affected the entire country and cost some $3 billion in economic losses. The current 
drought and lack of reserves led President Castro to call for water rationing last week 
during the plenary session of the National Assembly.

"As an Indian-American who has lived in this country since the age of four, serving in the Obama-Biden campaign (and now the 
Obama-Biden transition team) is a uniquely great honor for me. I am proud of my service as an official of the United States 
government through two Administrations, working in Bosnia, Kosovo, Southeast Asia, Africa and Eastern Europe— but I believe 
that the election of Barack Obama represents a sea-change in relations between America and the global community.

—Third, some Internet rumors have attempted to link me to Flindu Nationalist groups through a variety of tenuous 
connections: Relief work I'm proud to have helped coordinate following the Gujarati earthquake of 2001, or cultural and 
religious affiliations of some of my family members, or apolitical humanitarian work I've been privileged to do as a founder of 
the NGO Indicorps and as the Director of Global Development for Google.org.

Denis, Chris and Dan: I am writing to get some guidance from you in managing the India press frenzy about my alleged right wing 
politics and terrorist tendencies. Denis since we last talked the stories have multiplied and gotten nastier, feeding on each other. 
Issue: 

There stories are in the Indian press, in general US and South Asia/US related blogs. In sum, they are accusing me of being a 
right wing Flindu fundamentalist and supporting the communal violence in Gujarat. See some of the articles below - the rest are 
more of the same. I generally would not worry about this stuff (they tried this before) except due to my position, it has gotten 
more intense and frankly crazy. There are hundered of blog posts and articles on this and without any responses, the rumors are 
feeding on each other. More interestingly, they were planning a public campaign to embarras the President-elect and have me 
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resign. I had several calls from prominent folks in India saying the best way to counter the lies and rumors was to put 
something out there denying the allegations. Others suggested doing a controlled interview. 

Options:

1) continue to ignore 

2) write a strongly worded statement clearly stating my position 

3) do a controlled interview 

Next Steps: 

I would like to get your guidance on how to proceed with this. Personally think option 2 will put it to rest, but have less 
experience with this stuff. I suggest to get this done today, so we can get into the India news cycles for tomorrow and the let the 
surrogates (who are fully prepared to do) take over from there.

New Video Spotlights Ohio’s Assault on Reproductive Rights 

COLUMBUS--The anti-choice movement’s pattern of quietly slipping abortion restrictions into state budget 
bills has resulted in two dangerous trends: 

Ohio is now home to some of America’s harshest anti-abortion laws; and many women are unaware that their 
reproductive rights have been systematically curtailed. 

A new video by Majority Ohio aims to tell Ohio voters what’s really happening. 

"A series of woman-on-the-street interviews showed a strong majority think that it’s about as easy to get an 
abortion today as it was after Roe vs Wade made abortion legal in 1973," said Majority Ohio CEO Cliff Schecter. 
"In reality, it’s much harder. In the past 5 years alone, half of Ohio’s abortion clinics have been forced to close 
and the state has added 16 new restrictions." 

The Ohio interviews mirror a series of nationwide focus groups conducted by the National Institute for 
Reproductive Health showing that most women are unaware of the concerted efforts to restrict access to 
abortion and shutter clinics, said ProgressOhio Executive Director Sandy Theis, who observed some of the 
focus groups. 

"When women are presented with the truth about the laws that restrict abortion access, they are shocked," 
Theis said. "When they learned this has been happening behind their backs, they grow angry and want to 
reverse this trend around." 

New restrictions include requiring medically unnecessary ultrasounds, cuts in funding for Planned Parenthood, 
a ban on talking to rape survivors about abortion under some circumstances, a late-term abortion ban, 
requiring clinics to have unnecessary agreements with hospitals and preventing public hospitals from joining 
those agreements, and strengthening the state health director's authority to refuse exceptions to the 
agreements. 

Ohio is not alone. Nationwide, there have been more than 1,000 new restrictions since Roe vs. Wade. 

The new video comes on the heels of an Associated Press report documenting that aides to Gov. John 
Kasich methodically worked behind the scenes to help shape some restrictions, while the governor publicly 
portrayed his office as neutral when the provisions began to generate opposition from major newspapers and 
abortion rights groups. 

"Gov. Kasich intentionally concealed his role in the assault on women’s reproductive rights because he did not 
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want to risk alienating the majority of Ohio voters," Theis said. 

Majority Ohio is a non-partisan, non-profit created to elevate women’s economic and health care issues 
during the presidential campaign. ProgressOhio is among its coalition partners.

Dear John - It was great to attend the National Clean Energy Summit 8.0 for the fourth time, and note 
all the progress that has been and is continuing to be made particularly in the Western States with 
regards to major Renewable Energy Projects that have are now completed and in the near future are 
coming online. I was also pleased to hear that a major topic is now the National Clean Energy Plan 
being articulated including moving towards modernizing the National Grid to a Smart Grid. 

I very much appreciate the short conversation that we had at the very end of the day 
regarding GrowGreen Power's Mission along with very briefly showing you the thesis of The United 
States - Sustainable Cities & Infrastructure Planning Initiative for a United and Sustainable Clean 
Energy America by the Year 2050. I appreciate that you took the time for our conversation at the end 
of a long, and really great day with President Obama arriving at the conclusion of the event. Your 
contribution along with Senator Reid's during the eight years of the Clean Energy Summit is to be highly 
commended. Making progress on Renewable Energy during an increasingly divided time in our Nation's 
History has not been easy but we are getting there. 

I believe within this message and the attachments I am sending are important key strategy points, both 
technical and political, that I am offering to contribute to understand how the United States can lead 
again with a clear comprehensive National Vision understood by all.

The provision and acknowledgement of this notice is a statutory mandate, and we appreciate your assistance 
and cooperation. Your first GMS notice will be delivered on May 18, 2015.

Next we went to Youthbuild, an organization with a Nevada chapter that builds houses for Habitat for Humanity. 

We walked through a big warehouse where HRC individually met about 15 workers. She was intrigued by how 
most of them found the place, which was through Craigslist, and probed them on what they were learning and 
what they wanted to do next. Most wanted to continue in the building trades. She spoke briefly, and invited the 
Youthbuild and Habitat folks to speak as well. 

We've also squeezed in two SC radio interviews. Both went well, talked about the Clyburn's endorsement, 
support for President Obama, her plans on college affordability. 

Headed to the town hall with high school students now.

Very engaging discussion, topics ranged from early childhood education to food deserts to Flint. HRC brought 
up Flint proactively, and a woman stood up and said that she had family there, appreciated HRC saying that, her 
work there, and that her assessment was exactly right. Audience was diverse across the board, lots of millennials 
and lots of young people who work for various NGOs and advocacy groups with a lot of very good questions and 
passionate comments.

All -- DOS is soon releasing another round of documents and email traffic (not hers) in response to Judicial Watch's 
FOIA request on DOS's process for reviewing WJC's speaking engagements. 

It's 116 pages with approx. 50 sponsor/subsponsor requests. No objections by DOS in this batch, but some lengthy 
internal discussions among DOS officials that I highlighted below. 

There is one request where speaking fee would have been paid by Turkish govt -- WJC's office declined this. And 
one speaking engagement with fee from Canadian government, which he did do.

1) UNIQFEST/Turkey : There are 20 pages of internal, heavily redacted email traffic among DOS officials on 
request for WJC to speak at UNIQFEST in 2009 -- a climate change conference sponsored by the Turkish 
government with Turkish officials as featured speakers. According to the traffic, WJC would receive compensation 
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from "government and non-government sources." 

-- WJC's office decided to decline the invitation. There is no final determination in the materials by the 
Department. 

-- Some of email traffic has subject line "Clinton Foundation" and refers to this as request from "Clinton 
Foundation." I only flag as may be twisted to say DOS did not even understand what they were reviewing 
for, blurred lines between personal and BFICCF etc... 


2) Canadian National Exhibition : Email traffic indicates WJC's compensation for this speaking engagement 
would come from the Canadian government via their program to promote tourism, "Industry Canada." There is 
heavily redacted email traffic between DOS officials, including our Embassy in Canada, with several emails from 
WJC's office asking for status update, at one point saying they only have "about more 30 minutes before we lose 
the offer." 

— Jim Thessin (Deputy Legal Advisor) responds: "I do not have a problem with this so long as President 
Clinton is not serving as a US. government at the time of his appearance and when he is paid an 
honorarium. If not an employee , he may accept reimbursements of expenses and an honorarium for his 
speech/talk , but he may not receive any gifts from the Canadian government." 

— FIRC's financial disclosure form indicates that WJC received $175,000 from Canadian National Exhibition 
for this speech on 8/29/09. 


3) CISCO : Request is submitted for WJC to speak at CISCO two months before FIRC awards CISCO the State 
Department's Award for Corporate Excellence, holding a ceremony featuring the CISCO'S CEO. According to 
FIRC's financial disclosure form, WJC received $255,000 for this speech.

Stop the Dangerous Keystone XL Pipeline! 

This is it: Big Oil and other dirty polluters are pulling out all the stops to get the Keystone XL tar sands pipeline built. They know that a final 
decision is expected this year and they see an opening to get it done. But anyone who thinks that the pipeline won't have a devastating effect 
on our climate has got their heads in the (tar) sand! The pipeline would transport the dirtiest oil on the planet right through the middle of our 
country, resulting in far more global warming pollution than conventional oil and threatening our precious waterways with disastrous spills. 

If we sit back, if we don't take action right now, this climate nightmare could be Big Oil's next big win with devastating effects. The State 
Department recently came out with a completely unacceptable report about the environmental impacts of the dangerous Keystone XL tar sands 
pipeline and in response the campaign to stop this massive threat to our climate is shifting into high gear. Click here to submit 
your comment to the Obama administration that they must reject this dirty pipeline. 

Big Votes on Climate, Clean Air, and Keystone XL on the Senate's Budget Resolution 

Last week, the Senate voted on several high-profile environmental issues during a late-night "vote-a-rama" that included close to 1 00 
amendments to Senator Patty Murray's Budget Resolution, the Senate counterpart to the infamous Ryan budget in the House. While the Murray 
budget does not have the force of law, the amendment votes were symbolically important as measures of the Senate's support on some of our 
top priority issues. 

The good news is that a bipartisan majority of Senators stood with the environment to oppose two high-profile amendments: one, to defund 
efforts by federal agencies to reduce carbon pollution that is causing climate change, failed 53-46 on a 60 vote threshold, and another, which 
sought to weaken the EPA's landmark Mercury and Air Toxics Standards, the first ever national limits on toxic mercury pollution from power 
plants, failed on a 46-53 vote. These strong votes to defeat these amendments underscore support for the EPA's work protecting public health 
and holding polluters accountable. 

The bad news is that Big Oil bought itself a meaningless victory on an amendment, which passed 62-37, supporting approval and construction 
of the dangerous Keystone XL tar sands pipeline. This amendment doesn't change the fact that the ultimate decision remains with President 
Obama. But we must hold Senators accountable for siding with Big Oil, especially those otherwise pro-environment Senators who flip-flopped 
on this issue since it came up for a vote last year. Stay tuned for more on LCV's accountability efforts. 

GREAT NEWS: Shell Won't Drill in the Arctic! 

Shell Oil Company just announced earlier this month that they will not drill in the Arctic Ocean in 2013. To date almost 92,000 LCV members have 
signed our petition to get Shell out of the Arctic. And now, in the face of so much grassroots pressure, they have decided that they won't move 
forward with their irresponsible project this year.

CLINTON MAKES CASE FOR CONTINUING CAMPAIGN. In the wake of her lopsided West Virginia primary win 
on Tuesday, Sen. Hillary Clinton vowed to press ahead with her presidential campaign despite the conventional 
wisdom that her rival, Barack Obama, has all but secured the nomination. Clinton herself did a round of TV 
interviews to justify her continued campaign, and she dispatch key surrogates to meet with congressional 
supporters and undecided superdelegates. 

The AP (5/15, Fouhy) reports Hillary Clinton "vowed to remain in the presidential race until the final primaries 
next month while her campaign built a case that she now leads in the popular vote if the disputed contests in 
Michigan and Florida are counted." Clinton "gave a round of television interviews Wednesday before meeting 
with her finance team and top fundraisers at her Washington home." Participants "described the session as 
upbeat and said the unifying message was that Clinton, with her lopsided victory over front-runner Barack 
Obama in West Virginia on Tuesday, now had the lead in votes cast thus far. The numbers, however, include the 
results from the Florida and Michigan primaries, which the national Democratic Party has not recognized." 

Clinton Tells Capitol Hill Supporters She Is Staying In Race. The Hill (5/15, Bolton) reports Clinton "rallied her 
Capitol Hill supporters on Wednesday night, telling them to bring an uncommitted friend and seeking to capitalize 
on her 41 -percentage points victory in the West Virginia primary." Although the endorsement of John Edwards 
"handed Obama the support of a candidate whose appeal was largely to blue-collar workers, Clinton used the 
meeting at the Sewell-Belmont House to drive home the point that she is more competitive with precisely that 
category of voter, and in districts where Democrats will face their toughest races this fall." Clinton's senior 
campaign adviser, Harold Ickes, "met her congressional whip team Wednesday morning to make clear that she 
intends to stay in the race until June 3, the date of the last primary, despite recent speculation that she might 
drop her bid after Oregon and Kentucky hold primaries on May 20." 

CLINTON: VP SPECULATION PREMATURE. Asked about the vice presidency on CNN's The Situation Room (5/ 
14, Blitzer), Sen. Hillary Clinton said, "It's premature for either of us to talk about that. I think both of us are 
committed to doing everything we can to win in the fall. I certainly am. And I will do whatever it takes, because I 
know what four more years of basically the same Bush policies would mean to America." 

NBC Nightly News (5/14, story 2, 4:25, Williams, 9.87M) interviewed Sen. Clinton. Asked about the "argument that 
you and Senator Obama are better together," Clinton said, "Well, I know a lot of people are making that 
argument. I am not entertaining it yet because I'm still focused on getting the nomination, but I know that once we 
have a nominee, we're going to have a unified Democratic Party." 
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Rendell Pushes For Clinton Obama Alliance. The Pittsburgh Tribune-Review (5/15) reports, "Gov. Ed Rendell 
- one of Hillary Clinton's most vocal supporters - told CNN on Wednesday that Barack Obama should choose 
Clinton as his running mate if Obama becomes the Democratic nominee for president." Rendell said "I don't know 
whether she would accept. I don't know whether he would do it," but "you've got the real thing" with Clinton, 
"someone who has energized voters." 

CHELSEA CLINTON, MICHELLE OBAMA CAMPAIGN IN PUERTO RICO. The Miami Herald (5/15, Mcfadden, 
253K) reports, "Two prominent surrogates of Barack Obama and Hillary Rodham Clinton stumped for the 
candidates Wednesday, a sign of how important this U.S. island territory's primary next month has become. 
Michelle Obama toured the capital of San Juan for her husband, who remains in a marathon fight for the 
Democratic presidential nomination. Her first visit to the island coincided with Chelsea Clinton's second trip here 
to pitch her mother's candidacy." The Herald adds, "Meanwhile, the U.S. Navy denied Chelsea Clinton 
permission to campaign on a former bombing range on the outlying island of Vieques. The range was closed in 
April 2003 after years of protests over two errant bombs that killed a security guard. Hillary Clinton's campaign 
wanted to use the site as a setting to discuss her plan to clean up the land and give some of it to residents. But 
Navy spokeswoman Lt. Lara Bollinger said no one is allowed to campaign on federal property." 

EDWARDS ENDORSES OBAMA. John Edwards' endorsement of Barack Obama is being treated as a major 
development by the media, leading all three network newscasts and figuring prominently on the front pages of 
major newspapers. The coverage portrays Edwards' endorsement as an indication the Democratic establishment 
is lining up behind Obama, but its timing also is seen as a strategic move by Obama to address his poor 
performance among working-class white voters in West Virginia. ABC World News (5/14, lead story, 0:35, 

Gibson, 8.78M) led its report with "a live picture. ..from Grand Rapids, Michigan, a Barack Obama campaign rally, 
where John Edwards is about to take stage and endorse Barack Obama. ... His is a major endorsement sought 
by both Obama and Hillary Clinton." In a follow-up report, ABC World News (5/14, story 4, 3:10, Wright, 8.78M) 
added that in West Virginia, Obama "struggled, in particular, among white, working-class voters. And those are 
exactly the voters who are the most ardent supporters of John Edwards. John Edwards cast himself as the angry, 
white man of the Democratic primaries. Now, he'll put that anger to use for his former rival." 

Later on ABC World News (5/14, story 5, 3:20, Gibson, 8.78M), George Stephanopoulos said of the Obama 
team, "They've been very good at pulling out endorsements like this after losses. But they've been working on 
John Edwards for weeks." The Obama campaign "said this was Edwards' decision to come out now. He wanted to 
come out when he thought the race was over, when he could also have the maximum impact." 

NBC Nightly News (5/14, lead story, 2:05, Williams, 9.87M) refers to a "major boost" for Obama, and notes 
Edwards "got seven percent of the vote last night in West Virginia. Interesting because he's not in the running 
anymore. But it does show support for him still out there." And the CBS Evening News (5/14, lead story, 3:00, 
Couric, 7.66M) reported, "Clinton didn't get to enjoy her landslide win in West Virginia very long at all. Barack 
Obama took back the spotlight this evening dramatically when he won an endorsement both candidates wanted 
badly John Edwards." CBS (Reynolds) added, "The picture of these candidates out here, the former candidate 
and the current candidate on stage together tonight will be almost irresistible for those in search of party unity. 

So this is a very well-timed announcement on a number of levels." Edwards' "1 1th hour timing may well be 
designed as a signal to remaining superdelegates that the time to make up their minds has come and that the 
party should coalesce around Obama." 

The AP (5/15, Babington) reports Edwards "made the carefully timed announcement at an Obama rally," and 
"received a thunderous ovation when Obama introduced him to the crowd of several thousand." Said Edwards, 
"Brothers and sisters, we must come together as Democrats" to defeat McCain. He added, "We are here tonight 
because the Democratic voters have made their choice, and so have I." 

The New York Times (5/15, A1 , Sullivan, Bosman, 1 .18M) notes Edwards "went on to say, 'There is one man who 
knows in his heart that it is time to tear down that wall and make one America, Barack Obama.'" Obama "noted 
how Mr. Edwards and his wife, Elizabeth, had emphasized health care as an issue that is of primary concern, 
then said it would be a major issue in his administration." The endorsement "comes at a time when the appeal of 
Mr. Obama appears to be lagging among white, blue-collar voters, a group to which Mr. Edwards openly 
appealed." 

CLINTON CAMPAIGN SURPRISED BY NARAL'S ENDORSEMENT OF OBAMA. McClatchv (5/15, Talev) reports 
John Edwards' endorsement "came hours after abortion-rights group NARAL deserted Clinton after years of 
support to endorse Obama." These "joint endorsements suggest that despite Clinton's big victory Tuesday and 
her determination to keep fighting for the nomination, important parts of the Democratic Party are jumping 
aboard the Obama bandwagon before they're left behind." The Clinton campaign "was caught unawares by the 
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NARAL endorsement, which became public as Clinton advisers were holding a conference call with reporters. 
Asked by a reporter on the call for his response, Clinton's communications director Howard Wolfson said, 
'"Surprised" would be my response' and that Clinton's leadership and advocacy on abortion rights had been 
'second to none.'" The endorsement "drew angry reaction from Clinton supporters, including Ellen R. Malcolm, 
the president of Emily's List," who "decried NARAL's move as 'tremendously disrespectful to Sen. Clinton. ..to not 
give her the courtesy to finish the final three weeks of the primary process.'" 

The AP (5/15, Fouhy) reports NARAL president Nancy Keenan said in a statement, "Pro-choice Americans have 
been fortunate to have two strong pro-choice candidates in Senator Obama and Senator Clinton, both of whom 
have inspired millions of new voters to participate in this historic presidential race. ... Today, we are proud to put 
our organization's grass-roots and political support behind the pro-choice candidate whom we believe will secure 
the Democratic nomination and advance to the general election. That candidate is Senator Obama." 

The Hill (5/15, Youngman) notes "NARAL officials said Wednesday that Clinton's 'viability' was an issue, but the 
group will not help Obama compete against her in the remaining primaries." Elisabeth Shipp, NARAL's political 
director, said, "We are going to be focusing all of our efforts on the Obama-McCain race." 

The Miami Herald (5/15, Talev, 253K) reports Ellen R. Malcolm, "president of Emily's List -- a group that raises 
money to support feminist candidates -- decried NARAL's move as 'tremendously disrespectful to Sen. Clinton,' 
who has fought for abortion rights throughout her career. Two dozen women members of Congress hastily called 
an evening news conference 'to discuss Hillary Clinton's strong pro-choice record.'" 

OBAMA REACHES OUT TO WHITE BLUE COLLAR VOTERS. The AP (5/15, Babington, Karoub) reports a day 
"after an embarrassing rejection by West Virginia's blue-collar voters, Barack Obama on Wednesday plunged 
into the task of convincing working-class whites that he understands them and will do more to help them hold 
their jobs and pay their bills than Republican John McCain. Perhaps no other task is more vital to his hopes of 
becoming the first black president, and only the second Democrat elected to the White House in four decades." 
Obama has "galvanized black voters, broken fundraising records and drawn hundreds of thousands of excited 
young adults to his campaign. But McCain still hopes to trump him by wooing so-called Reagan Democrats, 
those working-class voters who are wary of social liberals but anxious about their jobs, which are concentrated in 
a manufacturing sector long battered by imports and changing technologies." In a visit to Michigan, where he 
was endorsed by John Edwards, Obama "made two stops in Macomb County, a northern suburb of Detroit to 
which thousands of white autoworkers fled during the urban riots in the late 1960s and court-ordered busing that 
integrated schools in the 1970s." 

The Politico (5/15, Brown) reports Obama made a "tour of not-so-friendly turf, a two-day trip through two general 
election swing states that allowed Obama to showcase his cross-party appeal but also advertise his challenges. 
Each stop underscored the work he would have to do as the Democratic Party nominee." In Michigan on 
Wednesday, "he visited a Chrysler plant, one of the automakers he excoriated at the Detroit Economic Club last 
year in a speech that he repeatedly boasted about as he traveled the country." He later "held a town hall 
meeting here at Macomb Community College, which sits in a county synonymous with the working class voters, 
Reagan Democrats, who overwhelmingly rejected him in West Virginia." 

The New York Times (5/15, Nagourney, 1 .18M) reports the West Virginia Democratic primary was "an electoral 
shellacking where more than half of the overwhelmingly white Democratic electorate said they would be unhappy 
if Mr. Obama were their presidential candidate this fall." In addition to his Michigan appearances, Obama has 
"taken to wearing an American flag pin on his lapel and sprinkling his speeches with references to God and 
country, gestures to reassure Democratic voters about his values." Democratic consultant Jim Jordan said, "You 
just can't abstract from primary voters to general election voters - and all of her voters are going to vote for him." 
The Times adds, "Still, there is a pattern of weakness that has shadowed Mr. Obama as he has marched his way 
toward winning his party's nomination." 

Obama Looks To Woo Auto Industry. The Detroit Free Press (5/15, Gray, 348K) reports Obama "tried to make 
amends with the workers and leaders of Michigan's signature automotive industry on Wednesday after bashing it 
for most of the past year. The auto industry is 'taking steps in the right direction, but we have to do more. And 
they need a partner in the White House, and they will have one when I become president, 'said the Illinois 
senator, who is closing in on the Democratic presidential nomination. He singled out General Motors Corp., Ford 
Motor Co. and Chrysler LLC for making strides in the fuel efficiency of their vehicles." 

OBAMA APOLOGIES FOR CALLING REPORTER "SWEETIE." The Detroit News (5/15, 186K) reports Barack 
Obama "came to Michigan to make nice with the auto industry. He left apologizing for what some online call his 
'sweetie problem.' For the second time in a month, the Illinois senator referred to a woman as a 'sweetie.' In April, 
it was a factory worker in Pennsylvania. Wednesday, it was Peggy Agar, a persistent WXYZ-TV reporter who 
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asked what he'd do to 'help the American auto workers' as Obama toured the Chrysler Stamping Plant in Sterling 
Heights. Obama's response - 'hold on one second, sweetie' -- instantly became a cyber-sensation, with video of 
the exchange attracting more than 9,000 hits in a few hours on YouTube and prompting debate on the New York 
Times Web site and political blogs such as Wonkette." 

The AP (5/15, Hong) adds that WXYZ later on Wednesday "played a voice mail message Obama left for Agar. In 
it, Obama apologized for not getting back to her. He also told her he has a bad habit of calling people 'sweetie.' 
Obama then said: 'I mean no disrespect, so I am duly chastened on that front.'" 

The Detroit Free Press (5/15, Gray, 348K) adds, "Agar said in a televised report that she was more upset that 
Obama didn't answer her question."

Announcing the National Disaster Resilience Competition 

On June 14, 2014, President Obama announced the National Disaster Resilience Competition . Responding 
to demand from state, local and tribal leaders who are working to increase the safety and security of their 
communities, the nearly $1 billion competition will invite communities that have experienced natural disasters to 
compete for funds to help them rebuild and increase their resilience to future disasters. 

The competition will support innovative resilience projects at the local level while encouraging communities to 
adopt policy changes and activities that plan for the impacts of extreme weather and climate change and 
rebuild affected areas to be better prepared for the future. As last month's National Climate Assessment made 
clear, climate change is no longer a distant threat. Average temperatures across the United States have 
increased between 1.3 and 1.9 degrees Fahrenheit since recordkeeping began in 1895. Heatwaves, 
hurricanes, and severe storms have all become more frequent and more intense. And sea level rise is causing 
some communities to flood at high tides and threatening homes and critical infrastructure. These facts 
underscore the need for urgent action to combat the threats from climate change, protect American citizens 
and communities today, and build a sustainable future for our kids and grandkids. 

Communities across the country are contending with more frequent or severe storms, flooding, drought, and 
wildfire, and have already recognized that in order to be prepared they must plan differently for a new and more 
uncertain reality. The competition underscores the ability communities have to not only recover from recent 
disasters but also rebuild better and stronger for the future. It will allow them to engage local stakeholders, 
nongovernmental organizations and the philanthropic sector to protect their own communities from the impacts 
of climate change by enhancing resilient infrastructure, building on sound science, and deploying innovative 
approaches to investments. These funds will enable eligible communities to access resources that help both 
recover from the previous disaster and make plans, decisions, and investments that make them more resilient 
to the next disaster. 

Of the nearly $1 billion available through the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development's (HUD) 
Community Development Block Grant-Disaster Recovery (CDBG-DR) funds from the Disaster Relief 
Appropriations Act of 2013, about $820 million will be available to all states and local governments that 
experienced a Presidentially-declared major disaster in 201 1 , 2012, and 2013. States in the Hurricane Sandy- 
affected region will be eligible to compete for approximately $180 million, to help address critical housing needs, 
building on the successful model set forth by HUD's Rebuild by Design competition. All successful applicants 
will need to show how their proposed action relates to the disaster from which they are recovering. HUD will 
ensure that geographic diversity is a consideration in the selection of participating communities.

I know it is late in the game and we have gone round and round on edits on the oped, but just throwing 
this out there: 

Given that we just offered an apology on emails that some reporters think happened "on a dime" after 
months of resistance, do we worry that publishing an oped that leans this aggressively into our newfound 
position on Keystone will be greeted cynically and perhaps as part of some manufactured attempt to 
project sincerity? 

I think we could seem consistent with our past statements about not wanting to get ahead of POTUS on 
Keystone if her position merely leaked out of the labor meeting. That would seem like a private comment 
that she didn't intend to become public -- to an unfriendly audience, no less -- and so it might achieve the 
same effect of getting her on the record on this issue, but with less perception that she is putting a finger 
to the wind. I just worry that announcing our position so fulsomely in an oped amounts to leading with our 
chin and will inspire loud cries of hypocrisy from reporters. 

Perhaps we could just issue an infrastructure fact sheet, acting like that was our planned announcement, 
and rely on the Keystone to leak, either organically or with an assist from us.

Here's a new Q&A that hopefully reflects our conversation this morning: 

Do you support legislation to grant President Obama fast track negotiating authority? 


• Last week I laid out the tests that I believe any new trade measure has to meet: First, it has to put us in 
a position to protect American workers, raise wages and create more good jobs at home. Second, it must 
also strengthen our national security. 


I’m focused on what’s going to help crack down on currency manipulation, improve labor rights, 
protect the environment and health, promote transparency, and open new opportunities for our small 
businesses to export overseas. And, as I warned in my book, “Hard Choices,” we shouldn’t be giving 
special rights to corporations in these agreements at the expense of workers and consumers. 


My focus is on what’s in the final trade agreement because that will directly impact the American 
people. Now, the TPA procedural measure was introduced at the end of last week, and I’ll be watching 
how the Congressional process shapes this, with an eye to the tests I’ve already laid out. 


We should walk away from any outcome that falls short. The goal is greater prosperity and security 
for American families, not trade for trade’s sake. 


If pressed on Hatch-Wyden: 


On TPA, I start with real concerns, including that the proposed authority extends beyond TPP itself to 
include other potential future trade agreements. So we’ll have to see what emerges here and the details 
will matter. 


Aren ’t you a flip-flopper given that you have voiced strong support for TPP in the past, before you 
started running for president? 


As Secretary of State I called for a strong and fair TPP that strengthens our security and prosperity. 
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This deal isn't done yet. I’ll judge it when it is, based on the tests I’ve laid out. 


These are the same tests I’ve used for past agreements. 


I’ve voted against trade agreements when they don’t meet my tests, and for some when they do. I 
judge each deal on its own terms and that is what I will do here. 


What about ISDS? 


■ So-called “investor-state dispute settlement,” or ISDS, lets individual companies bring cases to 
enforce trade agreements. In the past, ISDS has benefited some American companies by letting them 
challenge unfair actions by foreign governments. But as I warned in my book, Hard Choices, we 
shouldn’t allow multinational corporations to use ISDS to undermine legitimate health, social, 
economic, and environmental regulations, as Philip Morris has tried to do in Australia. We shouldn’t be 
giving special rights to corporations at the expense of workers and consumers. 


• More broadly, it’s time for openness to become a hallmark of our approach to trade. Just as we 
demand more open markets, we should also demand more open negotiations.

Dear Friend, 

Chelsea and I recently returned from a trip to Africa where we saw the results of the work that you support 
through the Clinton Foundation. We make this trip almost every year to see the work our Foundation, the 
Clinton Health Access Initiative (CHAI), and CGI partners do, and the people we're able to help. 

As you all know, it’s the political season in America, so the purpose and impact of the efforts your support 
makes possible has largely been ignored in recent coverage of the Foundation. But we are and always have 
been a non-partisan, inclusive foundation with lots of support from and involvement by people across the 
political spectrum and governments from right to left, all committed to our creative solutions-centered work. 
That's why I am writing to you and our hundreds of thousands of other supporters in the U.S. and around the 
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world to let you know how grateful I am for your support, and for our staff and our partners, and how determined 
I am that our work will continue. 

Next week, Donna Shalala will join the Foundation as President and CEO. She will inherit a senior leadership 
who have years of experience in the NGO and private sectors, and a talented, dedicated, diverse staff, all 
deeply committed to keep doing the kind of inspiring work we saw in Africa. We will also continue to look for 
ways to improve our reporting systems so that we can operate as accurately, efficiently, and transparently as 
possible - a goal to which we have been committed since day one. 

I started the Clinton Foundation when I left the White House to continue working on issues I had long cared 
about, where I believed I could still make an impact. I grew up believing that if I worked hard enough I could 
build a rewarding life, and entered public service to create more opportunities for others and to empower them 
to seize those opportunities - or as we say, to have better life stories. That same purpose has driven our work 
at the Clinton Foundation - whether we're helping smallholder farmers in Africa increase their yields or 
supporting women entrepreneurs in Latin America as they build better lives for their families. 

From the very beginning, the Clinton Foundation has intentionally taken a different approach to addressing 
global challenges. Except to spur recovery in the aftermath of disasters like the South Asian tsunami, 

Hurricane Katrina, and, over a longer period, in Haiti, we don't primarily make grants to other organizations. 
Instead, we implement and organize projects ourselves by bringing partners together, including governments, 
businesses, labor unions, philanthropies, other NGOs, and the people we're trying to help, and join them on the 
ground to solve problems faster, better, and at lower cost. We strive for innovative approaches to problem 
solving that are sustainable and yield strong results. With each of our initiatives, we try both to change lives 
today and offer a model for meaningful and replicable future action. The best way to do that usually starts with 
forming inclusive networks of all stakeholders. We incorporate data and metrics into the Foundation's work and 
encourage others to help scale-up or replicate our successful projects wherever they can touch more lives. 

My work with the Clinton Foundation over the past 14 years has been one of the most rewarding endeavors of 
my life, as every day I see how, with your support, our programs change lives. While in Africa, I met many of 
the people we're helping build better futures, provide for their families, and strengthen their communities. Their 
lives tell the real stories of the Clinton Foundation, and they are worth hearing. 

In Tanzania, I visited Wazia Chawala. She is a farmer and a single mother raising seven children. She is also 
one of 85,000 people in Tanzania, Malawi, and Rwanda participating in our Clinton Development Initiative's 
Anchor Farm program. The program operates commercial farms and partners with local smallholder farmers to 
provide them with access to high-quality, low-cost seed and fertilizer, training in improved agricultural 
techniques, and transportation to market. Participants have more than doubled their yields on average, 
increased their incomes by even greater margins, and dramatically improved their quality of life. When I met 
Wazia, she told me how her increased productivity has helped her improve her home and keep her seven 
children in school. She is forging her own path out of poverty with a system that is life-changing, sustainable, 
and replicable. What is working for 85,000 farmers could work for millions. 

In Tanzania, I also visited a dispensary run by CHAI that is helping to make life-saving vaccines more affordable 
and readily available to people in rural areas, where 70 percent of the country's people live. In addition to 
negotiating price reductions for the pneumonia and rotavirus vaccines, CHAI is using innovative solar-powered 
refrigerators to preserve the vaccines - which are only effective when stored in cool temperatures - in the 
remote areas of the country that lack electricity. I met with several mothers who have had their children 
vaccinated through the program, which is saving 11,000 lives annually, including one woman who walked twelve 
miles to get her baby vaccinated for the first time. Stories like that are why I started this work, and why I am 
more committed than ever to continuing it. 

As I often say, there can be a big difference between the headlines and the trend lines. We mostly hear about 
the headlines - but the trend lines can tell us more about what is happening in most people's lives. When I 
look at what the Foundation has accomplished over the last 14 years, I believe we are helping to move the 
trend lines in the right direction. 9.9 million people in more than 70 countries now have access to low-cost, life- 
saving HIV/AIDS medicines through the Clinton Health Access Initiative; 16 million kids in more than 28,000 
schools in the U.S. now have healthier food and more physical activity options; and members of the Clinton 
Global Initiative have made 3,200 commitments that have already improved 430 million lives in more than 180 
countries. 

That's the real story of the Clinton Foundation - people coming together across traditional divides to help 
others live up to their full potential. We are grateful that you have been a part of it. 

We'll keep trying to reach our goals faster, better, and in the most cost-effective way. We'll continue to strive 
for accuracy and transparency and, most important, keep working on the mission and measuring our progress 
every step of the way. That commitment to impact, innovation, and efficiency is what you expect from us, and 
what we want to deliver for years to come.

Fifty-five percent of Americans say that Hillary Clinton can relate to and understand the problems of average citizens as 
well as other presidential candidates can, according to a new NBC News/Wall Street Joumal/Annenberg poll. 

By comparison, 37 percent of respondents disagreed, saying she can’t relate as well as other candidates can. These 
numbers come after Hillary Clinton declared that she and her husband were “dead broke” after leaving the White House in 
2001 . 

“We came out of the White House not only dead broke, but in debt,” she said to ABC News, answering a question about 
the six-figure payments she and her husband command when giving paid speeches. 

Bill Clinton has defended his wife, telling NBC News’ David Gregory: “She’s not out of touch, and she advocated and 
worked as a senator for things that were good for ordinary people. And before that, all her life - and the people asking her 
questions should put this into some sort of context — I remember when we were in law school, she was out trying to get 
legal assistance for poor people. I remember she was working on trying, believing in paid leave for pregnant mothers in the 
1970s.” 

In a PBS interview, Hillary Clinton expressed regrets over her “dead broke” comments. “Well, I shouldn’t have said the 
five or so words that I said. But my inartful use of those few words doesn’t change who I am, what I’ve stood for my 
entire life, what I stand for today.” 

“Bill and I have had terrific opportunities, both of us, you know, have worked hard,” she said. “But we’ve been grateful 
for everything that we’ve been able to achieve, and sadly that’s just not true for most Americans today.” 

The NBC/WSJ/Annenberg poll was conducted June 26-28 of 592 adults, and it has a margin of error of plus-minus 5.1 
percentage points.

Hillary Clinton's Truly Hard Choice: Change Or Continuity? 
By Fareed Zakaria

June 26, 2014 


Hillary Clinton's problem is not her money. Despite the media flurry over a couple of awkward 
remarks she made, most people will understand her situation pretty quickly — she wasn't 
born rich but has become very rich — and are unlikely to hold it against her. Mitt Romney did 
not lose the last election because of his wealth. Hispanics and Asians did not vote against 
him in record numbers because he was a successful businessman. Clinton's great challenge 
will be to decide whether she represents change or continuity. 


Clinton will make history in a big and dramatic way if she is elected — as the first woman 
president. But she will make history in a smaller, more complicated sense as well. She would 
join just three other non-incumbents since 1900 to win the White House after their party 
had been in power for eight years. She would be the first to win who was not the vice 
president or the clear protege of the incumbent president. 


The examples will clarify. Since 1900, the three were William Howard Taft, Herbert Hoover and 
George H.W. Bush. Six others tried and lost: James Cox, Adlai Stevenson, Richard Nixon, 
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Hubert Humphrey, Al Gore and John McCain. Interestingly, even the three successful ones 
had only one term as president. 


A caveat: Beware of any grand pronouncements about the presidency because in statistical 
terms there have not been enough examples, and if you vary the criteria, you can always find 
an interesting pattern. The Republican Party broke almost every rule between 1861 and 
1933, during which it held the presidency for 52 of the 72 years. 


But the challenge for Clinton can be seen through the prism of her predecessors — should 
she run on change or continuity? The three who won all pledged to extend the president's 
policies. They also ran in economic good times with popular presidents. That's not always a 
guarantee, of course. Cox promised to be "a million percent" behind Woodrow Wilson's 
policies, but since Wilson was by then wildly unpopular for his signature policy, the League of 
Nations, Cox received the most resounding drubbing (in the popular vote) in history. 


Some of the candidates had an easier time distancing themselves from unpopular presidents. 
McCain was clearly a rival and opponent of George W. Bush. Stevenson was very different 
from Harry Truman, but he was, in effect, asking for not a third term for the Democrats but 
a sixth term — after 20 years of Franklin Delano Roosevelt and Truman. Shortly before the 
1952 election, Stevenson wrote to the Oregon Journal that "the thesis 'time for a change' is 
the principal obstacle ahead" for his campaign. After all, if the country wants change, it will 
probably vote for the other party. "It's time for a change" was Dwight Eisenhower's official 
campaign slogan in 1952. 


The most awkward circumstance has been for vice presidents trying to distance themselves 
from their bosses. Humphrey tried mightily to explain that he was different from Lyndon 
Johnson without criticizing the latter. "One does not repudiate his family in order to establish 
his own identity," he would say. Gore faced the same problem in 2000, though many believe 
that he should not have tried to distance himself so much from a popular president who had 
presided over good times. As Michael Kinsley noted, Gore's often fiery and populist campaign 
seemed to have as its slogan: "You've never had it so good, and I'm mad as hell about it." 


Today the country is in a slow recovery and President Obama's approval ratings are low. This 
might suggest that the best course would be for Clinton to distance herself from her former 
boss. But Obamacare and other policies of this president are very popular among many 
Democratic groups. Again, the three people in her shoes who won all ran on continuity. 


Clinton's recent memoir suggests that she has not yet made up her mind as to what course 
she will follow. The book is a carefully calibrated mixture of praise and criticism, loyalty and 
voice, such that she can plausibly go in whatever direction she chooses. 


The world today is different. And Clinton is in a unique position, especially if she can truly 
mobilize women voters. But history suggests that choosing change or continuity will truly be 
her hard choice.

1 . With all of its tragic aspects, the advance of ISIL through Iraq gives the U.S. Government an 
opportunity to change the way it deals with the chaotic security situation in North Africa and the Middle 
East. The most important factor in this matter is to make use of intelligence resources and Special 
Operations troops in an aggressive manner, while avoiding the old school solution, which calls for more 
traditional military operations. In Iraq it is important that we engage ISIL using the resources of the 
Peshmerga fighters of the Kurdish Regional Government (KRG), and what, if any, reliable units exist in the 
Iraqi Army. The Peshmerga commanders are aggressive hard fighting troops, who have long standing 
relationships with CIA officers and Special Forces operators. However, they will need the continued 
commitment of U.S. personnel to work with them as advisors and strategic planners, the new generation of 
Peshmerga commanders being largely untested in traditional combat. That said, with this U.S. aid the 
Kurdish troops can inflict a real defeat on ISIL. 


2. It is important that once we engage ISIL, as we have now done in a limited manner, we and our 
allies should carry on until they are driven back suffering a tangible defeat. Anything short of this will be 
seen by other fighters in the region, Libya, Lebanon, and even Jordan, as an American defeat. However, if 
we provide advisors and planners, as well as increased close air support for the Peshmerga, these 
soldiers can defeat ISIL. They will give the new Iraqi Government a chance to organize itself, and 
restructure the Sunni resistance in Syria, moving the center of power toward moderate forces like the Free 
Syrian Army (FSA). In addition to air support, the Peshmerga also need artillery and armored vehicles to 
deal with the tanks and other heavy equipment captured from the Iraqi army by ISIL. 


3. In the past the USG, in an agreement with the Turkish General Staff, did not provide such heavy 
weapons to the Peshmerga, out of a concern that they would end up in the hands of Kurdish rebels inside 
of Turkey. The current situation in Iraq, not to mention the political environment in Turkey, makes this 
policy obsolete. Also this equipment can now be airlifted directly into the KRG zone. 


4. Armed with proper equipment, and working with U.S. advisors, the Peshmerga can attack the ISIL with a 
coordinated assault supported from the air. This effort will come as a surprise to the ISIL, whose leaders 
believe we will always stop with targeted bombing, and weaken them both in Iraq and inside of Syria. At 
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the same time we should return to plans to provide the FSA, or some group of moderate forces, with 
equipment that will allow them to deal with a weakened ISIL, and stepped up operations against the Syrian 
regime. This entire effort should be done with a low profile, avoiding the massive traditional military 
operations that are at best temporary solutions. While this military/para-military operation is moving 
forward, we need to use our diplomatic and more traditional intelligence assets to bring pressure on the 
governments of Qatar and Saudi Arabia, which are providing clandestine financial and logistic support to 
ISIL and other radical Sunni groups in the region. This effort will be enhanced by the stepped up 
commitment in the KRG. The Qataris and Saudis will be put in a position of balancing policy between their 
ongoing competition to dominate the Sunni world and the consequences of serious U.S. pressure. By the 
same token, the threat of similar, realistic U.S. operations will serve to assist moderate forces in Libya, 
Lebanon, and even Jordan, where insurgents are increasingly fascinated by the ISIL success in Iraq. 


6. In the end the situation in Iraq is merely the latest and most dangerous example of the regional 
restructuring that is taking place across North Africa, all the way to the Turkish border. These 
developments are important to the U.S. for reasons that often differ from country to country: energy and 
moral commitment to Iraq, energy issues in Libya, and strategic commitments in Jordan. At the same time, 
as T urkey moves toward a new, more serious Islamic reality, it will be important for them to realize that we 
are willing to take serious actions, which can be sustained to protect our national interests. This course of 
action offers the potential for success, as opposed to large scale, traditional military campaigns, that are 
too expensive and awkward to maintain over time. 


7. (Note: A source in Tripoli stated in confidence that when the U.S. Embassy was evacuated, the 
presence of two U.S. Navy jet fighters over the city brought all fighting to a halt for several hours, as 
Islamist forces were not certain that these aircraft would not also provide close ground support for 
moderate government forces.) 


8. If we do not take the changes needed to make our security policy in the region more realistic, 
there is a real danger of ISIL veterans moving on to other countries to facilitate operations by Islamist 
forces. This is already happening in Libya and Egypt, where fighters are returning from Syria to work with 
local forces. ISIL is only the latest and most violent example of this process. If we don’t act to defeat them 
in Iraq something even more violent and dangerous will develop. Successful military operations against 
these very irregular but determined forces can only be accomplished by making proper use of clandestine/ 
special operations resources, in coordination with airpower, and established local allies. There is, 
unfortunately, a narrow window of opportunity on this issue, as we need to act before an ISIL state 
becomes better organized and reaches into Lebanon and Jordan. 


9. (Note: It is important to keep in mind that as a result of this policy there probably will be concern 
in the Sunni regions of Iraq and the Central Government regarding the possible expansion of KRG 
controlled territory. With advisors in the Peshmerga command we can reassure the concerned parties 
that, in return for increase autonomy, the KRG will not exclude the Iraqi Government from participation in 
the management of the oil fields around Kirkuk, and the Mosel Dam hydroelectric facility. At the same time 
we will be able to work with the Peshmerga as they pursue ISIL into disputed areas of Eastern Syria, 
coordinating with FSA troops who can move against ISIL from the North. This will make certain Basher al 
Assad does not gain an advantage from these operations. Finally, as it now appears the U.S. is 
considering a plan to offer contractors as advisors to the Iraqi Ministry of Defense, we will be in a position 
to coordinate more effectively between the Peshmerga and the Iraqi Army.)

Attached is the expanded prepared text of a speech I gave today at the Hamilton project at Brookings on next steps for health 
reform, focusing on three specific areas where making full use of the tools provided by the Affordable Care Act can enable 
substantial further progress: expanding Medicaid in additional States; widely deploying payment models that reward efficient, 
high-quality care; and implementing the law's excise tax on high-cost employer health care plans. The introduction is pasted 
below: 


Introduction 

I want to thank the Hamilton Project for hosting this event. One of my proudest moments running the Hamilton Project was 
commissioning a set of policy papers focused both on expanding health coverage and reducing health care costs. Bob Rubin and 
I synthesized those papers in a short piece entitled "Universal, Effective and Affordable Health Insurance: An Economic 
Imperative." One of the reasons I left the Hamilton Project was to do what I could to help make that happen in practice. 

Today's event takes place against the backdrop of a health care system that has changed dramatically for the better. Since 2010, 
the uninsured rate has fallen by more than 40 percent, and, as of the first quarter of this year, fewer than one in ten Americans 
lacked health insurance, the first time that has been the case in our history. While the economic recovery has made a modest 
contribution to the improvement in the uninsured rate over this period, the large majority is a direct consequence of the 
Affordable Care Act. 

At the same time, we are in the midst of a continuing period of unusually slow growth in health care costs. Health care prices 
have risen at the slowest rate in five decades. New data out last month show that 2015 was another year of very slow growth in 
premiums for employer-based coverage, and slow growth in per-enrollee costs appears to be continuing in Medicare as well. 
Meanwhile, other data have shown encouraging improvements in the quality of health care system-wide. Although these trends in 
costs and quality have a number of causes, the Affordable Care Act has made a meaningful contribution through reforms in 
Medicare payment policy and other initiatives. 

But there is still much to do to build a health care system that provides broad access to efficient, high-quality care. Although the 
uninsured rate is the lowest it has ever been, too many Americans still lack reliable access to care and financial protection 
against the costs of serious illness. Similarly, while the combination of slow growth in health care costs and improving health 
care quality in recent years is encouraging, our health care system continues to suffer from serious inefficiencies that raise the 
cost and reduce the quality of patient care, inefficiencies that weigh on families' budgets, our fiscal future, and Americans' 
health and well-being. 

Looking ahead, making continued progress will require two complementary types of effort. We do not have all of the answers, so 
the first category of work is identifying novel solutions to health policy problems and building the intellectual case for putting 
those new tools into practice, the subject of your work at this Hamilton Project forum today. The second category, which is what I 
focus on together with my colleagues in government, is making the best possible use of the policy tools we already have. 

After providing a brief summary of recent trends on coverage, costs, and quality, I will spend most of my time discussing three 
specific areas where making full use of the tools provided by the Affordable Care Act can enable substantial further progress: 
expanding Medicaid in additional States; widely deploying payment models that reward efficient, high-quality care; and 
implementing the law's excise tax on high-cost employer health care plans. We still do not have all of the answers on reducing 
costs while improving quality but these policies will help give doctors, hospitals, insurance companies, and others the incentive 
to develop innovative solutions that ensure access, reduce costs, improve quality.

mpshire’s 2016 Democratic primary may be up for grabs. 

According to a survey released Tuesday by Suffolk University, 41% of likely Democratic primary voters said if the 
Granite State presidential primary was held today, they’d vote for Hillary Clinton, with 31% saying they’d back 
Sen. Bernie Sanders of Vermont. 

Until now, Clinton has been the overwhelming frontrunner for the Democratic nomination in just about all national 
and early primary and caucus state polling. But the Suffolk survey, conducted June 11-15, indicates Sanders 
could give the former secretary of state a real fight in the first-in-the-nation primary state. The independent 
senator who describes himself as a democratic socialist is energizing many on the left, including supporters of 
liberal hero Sen. Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts, who’s passing on a White House run. 

“The poll is not a home run for Bernie Sanders, but it could be characterized as a line shot to deep left field,” 
David Paleologos, director of the Suffolk University Political Research Center, told NH1 News. 

The survey suggests gender and philosophical divides between the two candidates. 

“There is a clear gender gap among Democrats in New Hampshire. Among women Clinton led Sanders 47-28%, 
but among men she trailed 35-32%,” Paleologos said. “Political philosophy divided the candidates. Among 
moderate Democrats, Clinton led Sanders 46-26%, but among self-identified liberals, the race is tied 39-39%.” 

The Suffolk University poll is the second straight survey to indicate a real race between Clinton and Sanders in 
New Hampshire. A survey released a couple of days ago by Morning Consultant indicated Clinton at 44% and 
Sanders at 32%. 

According to the Suffolk poll, Vice President Joe Biden’s at 7% support. The vice president has not ruled out 
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running again for the Democratic nomination, but he has taken no visible steps towards setting up any kind of 
campaign structure. Former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, who recently announced his bid for the nomination, 
stands at three percent in the survey. Former Rhode Island governor and senator Lincoln Chafee, who’s also an 
announced candidate, is at one percent, as is former Sen. Jim Webb of Virginia, who’s mulling a White House 
run. 

Fifteen percent are undecided. 

The poll indicates that two-thirds of likely Democratic voters are very or somewhat satisfied about the field of 
presidential candidates, with 29% somewhat or very dissatisfied. 

Seventy-two percent of those polled said they have a favorable opinion of Clinton, with 19% saying they see her 
in an unfavorable light and 8% unsure. Sanders has a 62%-9% favorable/unfavorable rating, with a third 
undecided. 

Of those who are not backing Clinton, 12% said it’s because they don’t trust her or think she lies or is corrupt, 
with 10% saying they prefer Sanders. 

Five-hundred likely Democratic primary voters in New Hampshire were questioned by telephone in the Suffolk 
University poll. The survey’s overall sampling error is plus or minus 4.4% pts.

Impossible: Finding An Expert Who Says 
McCain's Energy Plan Provides Short-Term Relief 

Last week, Sen. John McCain reversed his longstanding opposition to offshore drilling. The Arizona Senator and 
his campaign surrogates framed the move as a much-needed effort to combat energy costs in the wake of 
record high gas prices - political action to Sen. Barack Obama's inaction. 

"Floridians are suffering, and when you're paying over $4 a gallon for gas, you have to wonder whether there 
might be additional resources that we might be able to utilize to bring that price down," said Florida Gov. Charlie 
Crist, who also changed his stance on the policy. 

But is there one credible economist or energy analyst who actually believes that offshore drilling could have a 
short-term impact on the market dynamics? 

The Huffington Post took on the task of finding an expert who thought that Americans would, within the next 
decade, receive relief at the pump from McCain's plan. Querying the entire scope of the ideological spectrum -- 
and putting aside the debate over whether or not offshore drilling was sensible policy -- the consensus seemed 
to be that if the presumptive GOP nominee was persuading voters that he could help decrease their gas bill, he 
was either living in a political fantasy or being disingenuous. 

We started out with the conservative crowd, the one seemingly most predisposed to the idea of drilling. 

"There is no question it would take quiet a bit of time for this to come to the market," said Max Schultz, an energy 
analyst for the Manhattan Institute. "But it was the same argument that was used any time over the past ten 
years, that it would take too much time for this stuff to have an affect... Having a couple million extra barrels on 
the world market would eventually help ease those markets." 

Other expressed similar, qualified skepticism about the short-term benefits of McCain's plan. 

"Would starting to drill now do anything for consumers in the near future?" asked Ken Green, an energy analyst 
with the American Enterprise Institute. "The answer to this one, again in my opinion, is probably not, since it'll 
take so long for new oil or gas to come to market. There is some small chance it would have immediate benefits if 
the current price of oil is fueled by spectators convinced that supply will continue to remain stagnant in the face 
of growth. They could take a commitment to drill as evidence that supply constraints will loosen, resulting in lower 
prices (or slower increases), making oil futures a weaker investment that would trade for less." 

Added Jerry Taylor, a fellow at the Cato Institute, "I think it would have an effect, just not a major effect. The odds 
are you couldn't get any significant amounts of crude from coastal areas within the next decade. Offshore rigs, if 
you want to go get one, tough luck. They are all leased out. Even if the infrastructure is there, it would be hard, 
but the infrastructure isn't there... But markets react to future developments and even if the crude is not flowing, 
the project itself could have an impact on markets." 

But the assertion that offshore drilling could have an impact on oil prices by placating oil speculators is itself a 
contested proposition. And some analysts insist that it is wishful thinking that the market would suddenly perk up 
because of the prospect of more supply. 

"There are a number of problems with that argument," said Rob Shapiro, formerly undersecretary of commerce 
under President Clinton, and co-founder and chairman of Sonecon, LLC. "First of all I don't think anyone thinks 
that within the time period of futures trading, that there would be enough additional supply to effect global future 
prices. Second of all, the market will look at this not only in terms of, 'there is more supply,' but also, 'there is 
more supply at substantial greater costs to recover than current supply, and with substantial new liabilities' -- the 
communities that are going to sue them when they destroy their beaches." 
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Indeed, as Taylor pointed out and as a number of independent studies have emphasized, there are a host of 
loopholes, costs, delays and uncertainties that make offshore drilling far from a sure oil market boom. There is a 
five-year waiting period just to lease land for drilling, and even more time on top of that to get a contract for the 
oil rigs. The American Petroleum Institute recently acknowledged that there is a dearth of equipment to drill on 
the land and coasts that are already accessible. And depending on the size of the station being built, and the 
possibility that oil may not be found immediately, it could be upwards of ten years before crude is even brought 
to the surface. 

The Energy Information Administration estimated that oil from these sites would hit the market around 2017 and 
peak around 2027. Rushing the process would likely only result in less supply. "The faster we try to drain the 
less efficient the drainage," said Dr. Ralph Byrns, Professor of Economics at UNC-Chapel Hill. "If we drain it dry 
and still get 14 billion barrels of oil [the President has suggested 18 billion], that itself would still take 20 years." 

Which brings us to the other side of the ideological spectrum, where analysts and experts not only see offshore 
drilling as a relatively fruitless enterprise, but precisely the wrong type of solution to achieve energy 
independence. 

"Oil companies make more money on oil they own as long as the price stays high," said Marc Cooper, Director of 
Research for the Consumer Federation of America. "So the primary effect of drilling offshore will be increasing 
the profit of the oil companies. Today when they make a deal to drill in Saudi Arabia, they deal with the local 
government who takes all the rent. When they own their own oil, when they go to the outer-continental shelf, they 
don't have to pay OPEC." 

A Democratic analyst, who spoke on the condition of anonymity, had a more nefarious explanation for McCain 
and President Bush's support for the offshore exploration: "If you wanted to go into Iraq, you saw 9/1 1 as a way 
to do that. And if you want to do offshore drilling, you see $4.00 a gallon gas as a way to do that." 

To be fair, McCain and his aides have publicly stated that in this battle, as well during his press for a temporary 
gas tax holiday, the Senator was not casting his lot with the economists. And in a moment of sincerity, a senior 
adviser to the Arizona Republican, Douglas Holtz-Eakin, acknowledged that new offshore drilling wouldn't have 
an immediate effect on gas prices. In fact, three weeks before he came out in support of drilling, the Senator 
himself acknowledged that offshore resources "would take years to develop." 

And yet McCain has been arguing that he is taking proactive steps to relieve the burden consumers are feeling 
at the pump, even declaring that offshore drilling "would be very helpful in the short term in resolving our energy 
crisis." It is, some say, the antithesis of straight-talk politics. 

"Obviously McCain's people know this is kind of a joke," said Dean Baker, co-director of the Center for Economic 
and Policy Research. "But they have the media frame that they want. They have Obama sitting there whining 
about the environment and he is there doing something about five-dollar gas, when in essence there is nothing 
his plan does for short term relief."

This week, the Center for American Progress will bring a delegation of CAP energy and climate experts to 
China to discuss critical issues in the U.S. -China climate relationship and learn directly, from Chinese officials, 
non-government experts, and university groups what their nation is doing on energy and climate policy in the 
run-up to the UNFCCC conference in Paris this December. 


CAP has been deeply engaged in U.S. -China relations since 2009, expanding the frontier of U.S. -China 
cooperation and seeking new and innovative ways to study, analyze, and engage one of the most important 
bilateral relationships of the 21 st century. CAP’S strong and growing China program has focused on making 
U.S. -China climate cooperation a critical pillar of the relationship . We view China’s ability to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions and energy demand as vital to the global effort to combat climate change. 


A key element of CAP’S work on China is our ongoing series of staff research trips to China, which we engage 
in multiple times per year. These trips give a broad array of CAP experts the opportunity to discuss new ideas 
for climate cooperation with Chinese counterparts and to monitor China’s progress on climate both 
domestically and internationally. 


On this research trip, the CAP delegation will meet with experts from the Chinese People’s Institute of Foreign 
Affairs, or CPIFA, as well as additional Chinese organizations and universities arranged by CPIFA. As part of 
this trip, the Center for American Progress expert delegation will participate in the China Center for 
International Economic Exchanges, or CCIEE, fourth global think tank summit , an international summit in 
Beijing focusing on global sustainable development in 2015 and beyond. 


CAP experts participating in the research trip include CAP founder and board member John Podesta, Director 
for China Policy Melanie Hart, Vice President for Energy Policy Greg Dotson, Senior Fellow Pete Ogden, 
Senior Fellow Cathleen Kelly, Director for Ocean Policy Michael Conathan, Senior Fellow Joe Romm, and 
Special Assistant for Energy Policy Erin Auel. Podesta will also deliver remarks at the CIIEE summit. 


CAP will join a group of representatives from more than 50 international think tanks at the summit. Other 
notable representatives include former Deputy Secretary of State Bill Burns of the Carnegie Endowment, 
former president of the European Commission and Italian Prime Minister Romano Prodi, former Australian 
Prime Minister Kevin Rudd, and 2011 Nobel Laureate Thomas Sargent. UN Secretary-General Ban Ki-Moon is 
expected to address the summit via video message.

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Hillary Rodham Clinton is suffering rapid erosion of support among Democratic women — 
the voters long presumed to be her bedrock in her bid to become the nation’s first female president. 

The numbers in a new Washington Post-ABC News poll are an alarm siren: Where 71 percent of Democratic- 
leaning female voters said in July that they expected to vote for Clinton, only 42 percent do now, a drop of 29 
percentage points in eight weeks. 

The period since the last surveycoincides with the news that the Federal Bureau of Investigation is looking into 
the security of e-mails sent over a private e-mail system that Clinton used when she was secretary of state, as 
well as an intense media focus on her response to the controversy. It has raised questions about her judgment 
and revived memories of the scandals that plagued the Bill Clinton presidency in the 1 990s. 

The steep decline among women, sharpest among whites, is the main force driving the poll’s overall numbers, 
which show support for Clinton falling from 63 percent in July to 42 now for the Democratic nomination. Her 
numbers with women have declined to the point where they are roughly even with her share among men. 

As a result, Clinton’s once-commanding national lead over Bernie Sanders, the Vermont senator who is running 
to her left, and Vice President Joe Biden, who is considering joining the 2016 race, has been cut by two-thirds. 
Both men are now polling in the low 20s against her. 

The poll suggests that the historic significance of Clinton’s campaign, which holds the prospect of electing the 
nation’s first woman president, is being overtaken by other forces. 

In the poll, Clinton got significantly higher support from non-white Democratic-leaning women, 60 percent of 
whom were behind her as their party’s nominee. By comparison, only 37 percent of white Democratic women said 
they would vote for her. 

There was no statistically significant difference between the support she drew among women over 50 and her 
standing with younger women. 

The doubts that many female voters now have about Clinton — and the deep reserves of loyalty that she 
maintains among others — also came out in conversations over the past week with more than two dozen women 
in Ohio and New Hampshire. 

They are states where Clinton enjoyed two of her biggest wins the last time she ran for the Democratic 
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nomination, in 2008. In both states, the double-digit advantage she enjoyed among women carried her to victory. 

Maya Chenevert, a community college student in Columbus who also works as a nanny, recalled: “In 2008, I was 
only 13, but I was super excited about Hillary. I’m actually amazed that I’m not going to vote for her, because 13- 
year-old me would be so disappointed.” 

Chenevert had originally hoped that she would be casting her first vote in a presidential election for Sen. 
Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass). With Warren taking a pass on 2016, Chenevert now believes that Sanders offers 
her the greatest hope of some day being able to afford the schooling it will take to reach her dream of becoming 
a physician assistant. 

Does she want to see a woman in the White House? “Of course. But I’d rather wait another eight, or 12, or 16 
years for another woman to run,” Chenevert said. “I totally swayed my mom, who has liked Hillary since 2008. 

She was so excited about a woman. She still would love to see a woman, but she doesn’t think Hillary is the right 
woman.” 

Clinton’s most loyal supporters, on the other hand, make the case that if a former secretary of state, senator and 
first lady cannot win, it will be a long time before any other woman has a realistic chance. 

If not Clinton, “it says, not in my lifetime. That’s what it seems to me for sure. She seems so competent,” said Ena 
Wilson, a retired teacher from near Cincinnati. At 88, Wilson can recall when abortion was illegal and unsafe, 
worries that Planned Parenthood is under siege and is frustrated that women still do not make as much money 
as men. 

“I felt these issues. I’ve been fighting them all my life, and I can’t believe it sometimes that we haven’t made more 
progress than this,” Wilson said. 

Wilson worked a phone bank for Clinton’s 2008 campaign, and she still meets nearly every Friday at a coffee 
shop with six other women with whom she bonded during that experience. They are in their late 50s and older, 
and call themselves Team Hillary; last week, Wilson and two of the others drove more than 1 00 miles to see 
Clinton speak in Columbus. 

Afterward, over lunch, they were still excited by what they had heard. “She said — and I believe it to my core — ‘I 
will fight for you,”’ said Michele Mueller, 65, who had made the trip with Wilson. “That’s what we want to hear.” 

“It’s unfinished business,” added their friend Joyce Shrimplin, 69, a retired high school teacher. “What if she 
doesn’t make it this time? That’s why our generation of women are so fervent about it.” 

On the stump, Sanders also appeals to women’s concerns, touting his support for abortion rights, equal pay and 
paid family and medical leave. 

“I hope they will hear it,” he said in a brief interview after a Labor Day campaign stop in Amherst, N.H. “I do 
understand there is a desire on the part of many women, perfectly understandable, to see a woman being 
elected president. And we all want to see that. We want to see women hold more political offices.” 

“But I also would hope that in these enormously difficult times, where it is absolutely imperative that we stand up 
to the billionaire class, bring our people together to fight for a progressive agenda, that all people — women — 
look at that candidate who has the record to do that,” added Sanders, who has a growing lead in New Hampshire 
polls.

At the Democratic barbecue where Sanders spoke in Amherst, Sen. Debbie Stabenow (D-Mich.) made a pitch for 
Clinton. “I want to have my daughter Lilly there on Inauguration Day,” Stabenow said. “We will have made history, 
and we will have let our grandchildren know they can do anything — not because we said it, but because they 
saw it.” 

Elise deMichael, a retiree from nearby Milford who supports Sanders, was in the audience and agreed with 
Stabenow about how exciting it would be to see a woman inaugurated. 

“But it’s got to be the right woman,” she said. “Hillary’s so divisive. It breaks my heart for her. I’m sorry she’s not 
likeable. It’s going to happen. Did we ever think there was going to be a black president?” 
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Clinton has told reporters who ask about the e-mail controversy: “Nobody talks to me about it, other than you 
guys.” 

But in the interviews with women in New Hampshire and Ohio, it came up again and again.

“Her judgment sometimes — the e-mail thing. There’s always a smoking gun,” said Vanessa Foley, a nurse from 
Milford, N.H., who wore a Bernie Sanders sticker at the Amherst barbecue. 

Kathy Lawson, a retired teacher, moved to New Hampshire from Maryland a decade ago to be near her 
grandchildren and was in the crowd at a Labor Day parade in Milford. She voted twice for President Obama, but 
is now leaning toward a Republican, Ohio Gov. John Kasich — though “if Joe Biden gets in, I’m in for him.” 

She is already certain how she will not vote. 

“Not Hillary,” she said. “I don’t think she’s honest. I just don’t want the drama we had for eight years, and we’ve 
already seen it.” 

Others argue that Clinton’s weakness is on the issues. 

It took Columbus nurse Jen Kanagy 18 years to pay off her student loans. Now she worries about whether she 
will be able to afford to send her own 10-year-old daughter Olivia to college. 

She read about Clinton’s $350-billion college affordability plan, which would allow those repaying loans to 
refinance their outstanding debt at lower rates, saving an average of $2,000 over a 10-year repayment period. 

“Her college plan was going to give people $17 a month,” Kanagy said. “What is that? That’s not even a pizza.” 

Sanders, on the other hand, is promising to make public colleges and universities tuition-free, and Kanagy has 
become so enthusiastic that she and Olivia went to Madison, Wis., to see him speak there. “It was like tailgating 
at a rock concert,” she said. “I see this happening. I think people are waking up.” 

Clinton herself appears to recognize that as well. She is holding several weeks of rallies billed as “Women for 
Hillary,” but the message she is delivering is one that speaks to broad concerns, focusing heavily on the 
economic benefits of equal pay, better child care and reproductive rights. 

With this month marking the 20th anniversary of a speech that then-first lady Clinton gave in Beijing declaring 
that “women’s rights are human rights,” the campaign is also releasing daily videos with clips from the address, 
which electrified the audience at the United Nations Fourth World Conference on Women. 

“Her dedication to women really resonates with me, especially when it comes to equal pay and paid leave. I think 
it’s embarrassing that we don’t have equal pay. I believe she is going to fix it,” said Miranda Ross, 18, a member 
of the Ohio State University Democrats who worked for Obama in 2012 and expects to cast her first vote for 
Clinton. 

“I feel like her campaign is just getting started,” added her friend Caroline Gonzalez, 20. 

Some women who now find themselves unable to support Clinton insist that they continue to respect and 
appreciate her decades of work on the causes they share. 

One of them is Sylvia Gale, 66, a former New Hampshire state legislator, who stood outside an AFL-CIO Labor 
Day breakfast in Manchester. 

“Hillary has been a strident advocate for women’s rights for many years, and I will not speak against her,” Gale 
said. 

But in her hands, she held a hand-made sign that said: “Feminists for Bernie.” 

“I’ve never been ashamed to call myself a feminist,” Gale said. “But because Hillary has gotten a lot of coverage 
in the mainstream and other media as being the women’s candidate, I guess I just wanted to say — not for all of 
us.”

Today, studies show that half of Hispanics entering high school do not graduate with their class. ..We need 
to shake up failed school bureaucracies with competition; hold schools accountable for results; strengthen 
math, science, technology and engineering curriculums; empower parents with choice; remove barriers to 
qualified instructors, attract and reward superior teachers, and have a fair but sure process to weed out 
incompetents. 

The problem is not with his words. But a look at John McCain’s record and policy proposals — including 
draconian spending cuts needed to pay for his corporate tax cuts — have disturbing implications for 
Hispanic students (and, really, every student). Here are some highlights from a new report from the Center for 
American Progress Action Fund: 

-McCain Would Imperil Education Funding: McCain’s massive budget hole would require deep cuts in 
education funding, as much as a forty percent reduction in non-defense spending. And McCain’s record 
shows he is willing to let education priorities fall by the wayside: he has consistently voted against 
resources for higher teacher quality, Hispanic drop-out prevention, and after-school programs that 
improve student performance. He has also consistently undermined effective efforts at accountability by 
refusing to fully fund the No Child Left Behind Act. 

-McCain Would Slash Head Start Programs: McCain has promised a discretionary spending freeze that 
would slash cut funding for Head Start by over $968 million. And the massive deficits his tax plan would rack 
up could increase pressure for across-the-board cuts that would slash Head Start’s budget by an 
additional $1.6 billion, and drop over 170.000 children from the rolls . Hispanic students make up 34% of all 
kids enrolled in Head Start, and the programs have been shown to dramatically reduce the gaps in test 
scores between Latino students and non-Hispanic Whites. 

-McCain Would Keep College Out Of Reach: Federal Pell Grants have been called the “ first course 
of action for Hispanic students from low-income households.” Half of all Hispanics who attend four-year 
colleges receive Pell Grants to help pay for school, compared to 16 percent-to-17 percent of whites, and 
37 percent-to-45 percent of African Americans. But Sen. McCain voted with the Bush Administration to 
cut the value of Pell Grants, and has consistently voted against expanding access or increasing their 
value. McCain also skipped his vote and denounced the DREAM Act which would have provided a path 
to citizenship for undocumented young high school graduates, brought to the U.S. before their sixteenth 
birthday, who are pursuing a college education or military service. 

-McCain Would Cut Community College Funding & Vocational Training: The majority of Hispanic 
students in higher education are “enrolled in two-year institutions, while the majority of white, African 
American and Asian/Pacific Islander students are enrolled in four-year institutions.” And yet, McCain 
voted for cuts to vocational education funding, and voted against letting the value of Perkins loans 
(the “ largest direct aid initiative to community colleges ”) increase with college costs. Furthermore, his 
plan for a discretionary spending freeze would cut $1 .7 billion from community learning centers, and $3.7 
billion from career and technical education grants.

Conservative Media Take Up Call To Arm Teachers 


Conservative media are calling on teachers to be armed in response to the tragedy at Sandy Hook Elementary School in Connecticut, even as law 
enforcement experts, educators, and others argue that bringing guns into schools would make classrooms more dangerous. This advice comes on 
the heels of legislation being considered by Republicans in at least six states that would allow or require teachers and staff to carry guns. 

On December 14, a lone gunman killed 26 people, among them 20 children, at Sandy Hook Elementary in Newtown, Connecticut, before 
shooting and killing himself. 

During a segment on the tragedy, Fox & Friends co-host Brian Kilmeade dismissed arguments for gun control, saying that he favors "hardening the 
target and maybe arming the teachers" as a way to avert such massacres in the future. He also advocated for the hiring of retired law 
enforcement and military to police school halls. 

Co-host Steve Doocy pointed to a school in Harrold, Texas, whose teachers carry concealed weapons to suggest that such a program would 
work well at other schools. 

When co-host Gretchen Carlson dissented, saying she worries about what the consequences would be for children to grow up in a culture in 
which people are armed, Kilmeade stated: "They're in that culture." He added: "The reality is there's school shootings and I want my kid to get out 
alive." 

CNN contributor Bill Bennett also supports arming teachers. In a CNN.com opinion piece, he wrote : "Suppose the principal at Sandy Hook 
Elementary who was killed lunging at the gunman was instead holding a firearm and was well trained to use it. Would the result have been 
different? Or suppose you had been in that school when the killer entered, would you have preferred to be armed?" He concluded: "Evidence and 
common sense suggest yes." 

Gun advocate John Lott has put forth similar arguments . 

However, former law enforcement officers argue against arming teachers, citing the lack of necessary training and experience. 

Retired police officer Jeanne Assam, who intervened against a rampaging gunman in Colorado Springs, Colorado, in 2007, called the proposals 
"ridiculous," saying on CNN: 


ASSAM: [T]o answer your question, you know, a teacher wants to be a teacher. He or she doesn't want to be a police officer. 
And I think it's - and I hope people just really listen here, because I hear both sides of this argument. And I hear where you are 
coming from. And both arguments make sense to me. 

So, in my opinion, to - to tell a teacher that he or she needs to be armed is - that is ridiculous. It just - it doesn't make sense. 
That is not their calling. Their calling is to be a teacher or to be a pilot. And when you have trained personal in place, it is their job. 


Assam was working as a security guard when she successfully confronted a gunman at New Life Church in Colorado Springs. She added: "I 
was a very well trained officer from a very aggressive police department where we -- 1 never called SWAT once when I was on the department, 
and we had shootings all the time. Because SWAT doesn't have really better training than us. They just have better equipment." 

Retired police officer Michael Black has similarly argued that the suddenness and confusion of an active shooter situation, coupled with the 
"terror that occurs in a real-life firefight" exposes "the folly of the politician's belief that an armed civilian could have easily taken out" armed 
gunmen. 

Following the January 201 1 shooting at a Nebraska high school after which the state's lawmakers also proposed that teachers and school staff be 
armed, police and school security officials argued against it. The Deseret News reported : 


The bill's opponents said allowing teachers to carry guns in school could actually make things worse. Bringing a gun into a 
school could result in a confrontation escalating into potentially fatal violence, and a violent student could end up taking a gun 
from an armed teacher. 
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Police and school security officials also raised concerns that the level of training required to obtain a state concealed weapons 
permit wouldn't prepare a teacher to respond to a dangerous situation. 

"They're not trained law-enforcement officers," said Bill Kuehn, who oversees security for the Lincoln school district. 


The National School Safety and Security Services, a national consulting firm specializing in school security assessments, training, and planning, 
also advises against arming teachers and school staff. President Kenneth S. Trump has stated regarding the issue: "School districts 
considering arming teachers and school staff with guns would take on significant responsibility and potential liabilities that I firmly believe are 
beyond the expertise, knowledge-base, experience, and professional capabilities of most school boards and administrators." 

Recent cases provide evidence that the notion that teachers and school staff could be adequately trained to respond to active shooter situations is 
doubtful at best. 

As journalist LZ Granderson noted in his column pushing back against teachers carrying guns, even professionals trained to respond in such 
situations can misfire and end up causing more harm: 


In August, nine bystanders in New York were wounded as a result of police gunfire -- the police were trying to arrest a suspect 
connected with another shooting. In September, police in Houston shot and killed a double amputee in a wheelchair who was 
trying to stab an officer — with a pen. 

Back in 2009, in Fterry's state of Texas, a military doctor opened fire at the Fort Hood Army post, killing 13 and wounding 30 
others. 

The victims were all professionals, surrounded by guns, and trained to handle - in Bennett's words — "this kind of thing." Why 
would anyone think teachers and principals could take a couple of weekend classes and do better than them? 


Cases of armed civilians who have intervened in active shooter situations also offer caution: 

During the tragedy that resulted in Rep. Gabby Giffords' shooting in Tucson, Arizona, an armed bystander rushed to the scene only to avoid 

narrowly shooting the wrong man. 

In a Tacoma, Washington, shopping mall in 2005, an armed civilian drew his pistol to stop a gunman who had opened fire on crowds but was 
shot twice by the gunman as soon as he pulled his gun. He was the most seriously wounded victim of that tragedy. 

In a 2005 shooting in Tyler, Texas, an armed civilian fired his licensed handgun at a gunman on a rampage at Smith County courthouse. He was 

shot dead . 

A Mother Jones investigation found that there is no evidence that arming civilians helps prevent mass shootings. In fact, according to their 
study , just 1 .6 percent of the mass shootings in the past 30 years have been successfully stopped by armed civilian intervention. 

The American Federation of Teachers and the National Education Association are strongly opposed to proposals calling on teachers 

to carry guns, with the NEA stressing: "Guns have no place in our schools. Period." 

The National PTA has also long advocated against guns in schools, saying 


National PTA's "Components of an Effective School" recognizes the importance of a safe learning environment and describes an 
effective school's climate as one with settings that are "safe and encourage the highest level of student learning and 
achievement." In order to achieve an effective climate, schools must "have a gun-free environment."

AFT, NEA: Arming Educators Won’t Keep Schools Safe 


Focus Needs to Be on Investments in Mental Health Services, Reasonable Gun Safety Legislation 

WASHINGTON — NEA President Dennis Van Roekel and AFT President Randi Weingarten react to proposals 
by Virginia Gov. Bob McDonnell, U.S. Rep. Louie Gohmert, and William Bennett to arm teachers as a way to 
prevent school violence. 

“Our duty to every child is to provide safe and secure public schools. That is the vow we take as educators. It 
is both astounding and disturbing that following this tragedy, Virginia Gov. Bob McDonnell, U.S. Rep. Louie 
Gohmert, Bill Bennett, and other politicians and pundits have taken to the airwaves to call for arming our 
teachers. As the rest of the country debates how to keep guns out of schools, some are actually proposing 
bringing more guns in, turning our educators into objects of fear and increasing the danger in our schools. 


“Guns have no place in our schools. Period. We must do everything we can to reduce the possibility of any 
gunfire in schools, and concentrate on ways to keep all guns off school property and ensure the safety of 
children and school employees. 

“But this is not just about guns. Long-term and sustainable school safety also requires a commitment to 
preventive measures. We must continue to do more to prevent bullying in our schools. And we must 
dramatically expand our investment in mental health services. Proper diagnosis can and often starts in our 
schools, yet we continue to cut funding for school counselors, school social workers, and school psychologists. 
States have cut at least $4.35 billion in public mental health spending from 2009 to 2012, according to the 
National Association of State Mental Health Program Directors. It is well past time to reverse this trend and 
ensure that these services are available and accessible to those who need our support. 


“Greater access to mental health services, bullying prevention, and meaningful action on gun control — this is 
where we need to focus our efforts, not on staggeringly misguided ideas about filling our schools with firearms 
Lawmakers at every level of government should dismiss this dangerous idea and instead focus on measures 
that will create the safe and supportive learning environments our children deserve.”

The human trafficking and child 
pornography bill before the Senate has 
wide bipartisan support. Unfortunately, it 
also includes a previously unreported 
abortion provision that has stopped this 
bill in its tracks. But there is a quick and 
easy solution to this dilemma: take the 
abortion language out of the bill. 
Republican leaders do not seem to be 
interested in a solution, though. They are 
all too anxious to shut down debate 
without fixing the problem. 
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We can stand here all week and question 
how the abortion language got into this 
legislation - many believe it was by 
sleight of hand. Whateverthe case, it is a 
fact that Republicans included abortion 
language in this bill that is completely 
unrelated to human trafficking. And by 
doing so, Republicans turned a bipartisan 
bill into a political fight. Republican 
Congressman Erik Paulsen of Minnesota 
drafted the House version of this same 
human trafficking bill. Even he believes 
that the inclusion of the abortion provision 
in the Senate bill is inappropriate. He said: 
"There is no reason it should be included 
in these bills. This issue is fartoo 
important to tie it up with an unrelated 
fight with politics as usual." 


The path forward is clear: take the 
abortion language out of the bill and we 
can pass it today. That's it. It's that easy. 


But if hijacking the human trafficking bill 
with an unrelated abortion provision 
wasn't already bad enough, the Majority 
Leader is now holding Loretta Lynch's 
nomination hostage, too. Just last 
Tuesday the Republican Leader gave his 
word that he would bring up a vote this 
week on President Obama's Attorney 
General nominee. Now he's saying the 
Senate will not confirm Loretta Lynch 
until we pass the trafficking bill - abortion 
language and all. 


Loretta Lynch was nominated by the 
President 128 days ago. Since that time, 
Senate Republicans have found reason 
after reason after reason to delay Loretta 
Lynch's confirmation. First it was, 'just 
wait until next Congress.' In fact, the 
Republican Leader said last year: “Ms. 
Lynch will receive fair consideration by 
the Senate. And her nomination should be 
considered in the new Congress through 
regular order." But when this Congress 
got underway, her nomination had to wait 
until after Keystone legislation - a bill to 
construct a massive pipeline to import 
foreign oil, only to then turn around and 
export it to other countries. Then Ms. 
Lynch's nomination had to wait until after 
a new Defense Secretary was confirmed. 
Then Republicans on the Judiciary 
Committee needed more time - 'just one 
more week,' they said. Then she had to 
wait until after the February recess. And 
now here we are -the middle of March - 
and Loretta Lynch has yet to get a vote on 
the Senate floor. 


Why can't we get this incredibly qualified 
woman confirmed? She has waited 128 
days. That is the longest any Attorney 
General nominee has waited in four 
decades. 
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Regardless of what the Majority Leader 
has said, a vote on the Lynch nomination 
has absolutely nothing to do with the 
trafficking bill. The Majority Leader can 
choose to keep the Senate stuck on this 
abortion provision. But he does so at the 
detriment of the many other important 
bills that require the Senate's attention. 


The Majority Leader gave his word that 
we would considerthe Lynch nomination 
this Congress through regular order- that 
has not happened. He gave his word that 
we would vote on confirmation this week, 
but he is now hedging on that, too. There 
is no reason my friend, Senator 
McConnell, cannot live up to his 
commitments. Loretta Lynch's 
nomination is on the executive calendar- 
meaning the Senate can consider her 
nomination and then immediately move 
back to the trafficking bill. Any attempt to 
hold a confirmation vote hostage because 
of this abortion provision is a sham. 
Republicans are all out of excuses. This 
Congress is barely two months old, and 
yet this is just the latest on a growing list 
of examples proving Republicans simply 
cannot govern. 


The American people need an Attorney

2. Offer an alternate solution and policy agenda that centers on taking on the oil companies through fundamental change. 

Voters are looking for progress and solutions on the oil issue, bringing two factors into play: 1) the sharp critique of the 
opposition must pivot to a vision for the future, and 2) we do not want to reject options and alternatives, as Americans are 
open to most solutions. That said, voters strongly favor proposals that put the opposition on the defensive about defending 
big oil, and they believe several big, bold policy changes will also reduce gas prices now— here are the top four progressive 
policies that work:

• End speculation. Prohibit Wall Street speculators from artificially increasing the price of oil. 

• Clean and efficient cars and fuels. Increase mileage standards for cars to 60 MPG in the next 15 years. 

3. Debunk the "all of the above" myth by stating clearly and firmly that the opposition has voted repeatedly to put oil above all 
alternatives. Despite their claims of being for all of the above, the GOP record tells a different story. Every time they've had 
the chance, they have stood in the way of advancing alternative energy to help their big oil allies make huge profits and raise 
gas prices.

America is suffering from another oil price shock less than three years after prices hit a record of $147 per barrel in July 
2008 . Over the past month oil prices rose by over $20 per barrel , or more than 25 percent. This price hike reflects 
political instability in many oil-producing Persian Gulf nations. And Wall Street speculators have preyed upon oil users’ 
fears about supply interruptions to bid up the price to over $100 per barrel. 

As the price of oil climbs, so too does the price for gasoline. Every $10-per-barrel increase in oil prices boosts gasoline 
prices by 25 cents per gallon. Many Americans do not have the option to significantly reduce their driving or easily buy 
more fuel-efficient new cars, so they spend more on gasoline and less on other goods and services. This slows our nation’s 
still shaky economic recovery and disrupts job growth. Meanwhile, our economy ships off nearlv a $1 billion per day to 
other nations to purchase foreign oil. And higher prices due to instability and speculation inflate the profits of big oil 
companies while Americans’ wages remain stagnant. 

It’s time to get control of volatile oil prices that are hurting our economy, our security, and the everyday budgets of 
American families. These measures are crucial for longterm economic growth, more jobs, and less dependence on foreign 
oil. They work together to reduce imports and save money. 

We propose a bold “Cleaner Cars, Less Foreign Oil” plan that has four crucial elements. 

■ Cut foreign oil use by 5 percent annually to slash these imports in half by 2022. Importing foreign 

oil sends $1 billion per day to other countries instead of investing these dollars at home. Foreign oil 
purchases are nearly half of our trade deficit 

■ Invest in 21st century clean, efficient vehicles and transportation. We need to build 21st century cars 

that get 60 miles per gallon by 2025, trucks with a 15 percent improvement in fuel economy, and invest in 
electric cars. And we need to modernize our transportation infrastructure by providing more transportation 
choices to consumers. The domestic manufacture of these cars and trucks of the future alongside a 21st 
century transportation network will dramatically cut oil use, save vehicle owners thousands of dollars, create 
jobs, and restore America’s manufacturing might. 

■ End tax loopholes for big oil. End billions of dollars of tax giveaways to big oil companies. Use these funds 

to support transportation choices and deficit reduction. Recover one cent of every dollar of Big Oil profits to 
invest in advanced vehicle technologies, such as cars with double the fuel economy, electric cars, and natural 
gas powered buses. 

■ Stop speculators from driving up oil prices. Prohibit Wall Street speculators from driving up oil 

prices by hiring more “cops on the beat” at the Commodity Futures Trading Commission to police oil trades. 
There is evidence that speculators are driving up oil prices to make a quick buck, just as there were during the 
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record oil and gasoline prices in 2008. 


President Barack Obama and Congress must act to make fundamental changes in our energy policies. These systemic 
changes we recommend will enable us to finally shed the chains of oil dependence after 40 years of imports, high prices, 
stagnant growth, and pollution. But we must act now.

Huckabee new GOP leader 
in Iowa Poll

Mike Huckabee has leaped ahead of Republican presidential rival Mitt Romney in Iowa, seizing first place in 
a new Des Moines Register poll of likely Republican caucus participants. 

Huckabee wins the support of 29 percent of Iowans who say they definitely or probably will attend the 
Republican Party's caucuses on Jan. 3. That's a gain of 17 percentage points since the last Iowa Poll was 
taken in early October, when Huckabee trailed both Romney and Fred Thompson. 

Other poll findings indicate that the former Arkansas governor is making the most of a low-budget 
campaign by tapping into the support of Iowa's social conservatives. 

Romney, who has invested more time and money campaigning in the state than any other GOP candidate, 
remains in the thick of the Iowa race with the backing of 24 percent of likely caucusgoers. But that's a drop 
of 5 points since October for the former Massachusetts governor. 

Former New York mayor Rudy Giuliani, the frontrunner in national polls, holds third place in Iowa at 13 
percent, despite waging a limited campaign in the state. 

Thompson, a former U.S. senator from Tennessee who waited until September to formally enter the race 
for the Republican nomination, has slipped to fourth place in the Iowa Poll, at 9 percent. 

U.S. Sen. John McCain of Arizona and U.S. Rep. Ron Paul of Texas are tied for fifth place at 7 percent each. 
Four other candidates trail them. The new Iowa Poll, conducted over four days last week, has a margin of 
error of plus or minus 4.4 percentage points. 

The complexion of the race could easily change in the last month of intense campaigning ahead of the 
caucuses, which lead off the presidential nominating process. Roughly six in 10 likely Republican caucus 
participants say they could still be persuaded to support another candidate. Poll participant Thelma 
Whittaker, a retired teacher from Columbus Junction, is leaning toward supporting Huckabee in the 
caucuses but also could back Romney. 

"I'm a very conservative Republican and I feel that (Huckabee) follows through with those ideas," said 
Whittaker, who is troubled by the country's moral decline. On the other hand, she wonders if Huckabee is 
a strong enough candidate to win the White House for the GOP. 
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When it comes to Romney, "I go along with a lot of his ideas,'" Whittaker said, "but he's also done some 
flip-flopping that scares me on issues like abortion and taxes." 

Huckabee has come a long way since last May, when he languished in a tie for sixth place in the Register's 
poll, garnering the support of just 4 percent of likely caucus participants then. 

His campaign picked up steam after he notched a surprising second-place finish in the Iowa Republican 
Party's straw poll in August. 

The Register's new scientific poll shows Huckabee, a former Baptist minister, leading Romney 38 percent to 
22 percent among those who consider themselves born-again Christians. In October, Romney edged 
Huckabee 23 percent to 18 percent among people in that group, which accounts for one-half of all likely 
caucus participants. 

Similarly, Huckabee holds a 2-to-l lead over Romney among those who say it is more important for a 
presidential candidate to be socially conservative than fiscally conservative. 

Here are some other key comparisons for the two leading candidates in the poll: 

- Huckabee leads Romney among men, 28 percent to 20 percent. They run neck-and-neck among women. 

- Huckabee draws more support than Romney among caucusgoers between the ages of 35 and 54, while 
Romney does better among younger adults. They compete almost evenly among those 55 or older. 

Older Iowans generally turn out in larger numbers for the caucuses than do younger adults. 

- Both candidates are regarded favorably by more than three-fourths of likely caucus participants. 

- Huckabee outscores Romney and the rest of the Republican field as the candidate seen as the most 
socially conservative, the most civil in tone and the most principled. 

- Romney leads on six characteristics, including the most presidential of the GOP candidates, the most 
fiscally conservative and the best able to bring about real change. 

Giuliani, the poll's third-place finisher, is seen as the most electable of the candidates and also has a slight 
edge as the most effective negotiator and the best able to bring Republicans and Democrats together. 

On the other hand, Giuliani is seen by more likely caucus participants as the most ego-driven of the 
candidates. 

Other poll findings show that Giuliani is more of a polarizing figure than the other top-tier candidates in 
Iowa: 

- Thirty-four percent of likely caucusgoers see him as one of the worst choices for the Republican 
nomination. Paul ranks second in that category, at 26 percent. 

- While 61 percent regard Giuliani favorably, 38 percent have unfavorable feelings toward him. Only Paul 
has a higher unfavorable mark in the poll, at 44 percent. 

"He's too New York," Whittaker, the retired teacher, said of Giuliani. "He doesn't understand us. He 
doesn't care to understand us." 

But poll participant Mark Pottorff, an agronomist from Sergeant Bluff, sides with those who have a high 
regard for Giuliani, citing his experience as a federal prosecutor and big-city mayor. 

"He is tough on crime and during September 2001 he led New York City through some very tough and dark 
days," said Pottorff, 51. "I think he has the ability and the fortitude to stand up to dictators and 
terrorists." 

Pottorff's second choice for the Republican presidential nomination is Romney, citing his experience in 
business and government and his commitment to his family. 

Other poll findings show Thompson, the fourth-place finisher overall, tying with Huckabee as the candidate 
who is most like Ronald Reagan — the Republican president often cited by party leaders as their role 
model. 

Paul, an opponent of the war in Iraq, has the dubious distinction as the GOP candidate who outpolls his 
rivals as the most negative contender. 

But Paul, who has a loyal following and a well-funded campaign, has been creeping up in the Register's 
polls this year of likely caucus participants, matching McCain's level of support in the latest survey.

Through an effort dubbed the Jimmie Lee Jackson Project, PowerPAC will collaborate with groups like the 
NAACP, National Coalition on Black Civic Participation, the Pushback Network, and others to coordinate non- 
partisan registration, education, and mobilization efforts of African American voters during the General Election. 
Jimmie Lee Jackson was a 24-year-old civil rights demonstrator whose death at the hands of Alabama State 
Troopers led to the Selma-Montgomery march and passage of the Voting Rights Act in 1965. Our coordinated 
Black voter drive will register and mobilize one million new Black voters through a $10 million, multi-state 
mobilization in states such as Virginia, North Carolina, Mississippi, and Georgia. 

PowerPAC will also collaborate with the major grassroots mobilization efforts led by America Votes and its 30- 
plus partner organizations, representing the largest progressive issue-based organizations in the country. In a 
national collaborative table and a series of collaborative tables in 14 states, these groups are dividing up 
constituencies and coordinating communication and mobilization efforts to educate voters about the national and 
down-ticket races. 

Working from a common voter file, long-standing groups like the Sierra Club will contact 700,000 members and 
other voters concerned about environmental issues; the Campaign for Community Change will organize 
immigrant advocates and workers; Emily's List and Planned Parenthood will carry the message to female voters; 
and the United States Student Association, Young Democrats of America and League of Young Voters will 
mobilize the millennial generation.

Following up on our call last week about the stump speech, I want to share this significantly revised draft. (I’m 
actually sending two documents: One is a full speech at roughly 20 minutes and one is a 5-minute excerpt.) 

As you’ll see, I’ve tried to focus in on the core argument of why the middle class is so important for America’s 
future and what it’s going to take to “make being middle class mean something again.” Especially in the 20- 
minute version, I’ve tried to personalize the case by drawing on her family history, faith, record in public life, and 
experience in the world. The tone is hopefully more optimistic and forward-looking than before, with less time 
spent diagnosing the problem and more spent on how we’ll fix it. At the top, I’ve tried a few things that may or 
may not work in the name of experimentation, directness, and authenticity. Will be curious for your reaction. 

This is definitely still very much a work in progress, and I’m sure you’ll once again have lots of helpful edits and 
guidance. I’m particularly interested in ideas for addressing Podesta’s concern about newness, because I don’t 
think we're quite there yet.

Given that we just offered an apology on emails that some reporters think happened "on a dime" after months of 
resistance, do we worry that publishing an oped that leans this aggressively into our newfound position on Keystone 
will be greeted cynically and perhaps as part of some manufactured attempt to project sincerity? 

I think we could seem consistent with our past statements about not wanting to get ahead of POTUS on Keystone if 
her position merely leaked out of the labor meeting. That would seem like a private comment that she didn't intend to 
become public — to an unfriendly audience, no less — and so it might achieve the same effect of getting her on the 
record on this issue, but with less perception that she is putting a finger to the wind.

As you both know, we've been in conversations with the intelligence community and they, per standard practice, are prepared to offer Obama the 
PDB on 5 NOV - should he win the election. (The same offer has been made to the McCain camp). 

After socializing this with Jim and Denis, our recommendation is that Obama take the briefing at his residence the day after the election. Worth 
noting, an alternate briefing site - the FBI field office - could be utilized as well and/or eventually the transition offices in Chicago. 

Concerning length of time, one hour would be ideal (they will walk him thru more details and mechanics for the first briefing), but a lesser amount of 
time works as well. Some combination of Fbdesta, Steinberg, and Lippert (possibly all) would staff Obama for the brief. McDonough is cleared for 
the brief any time he is in Chicago. Pete, we could get you cleared if you had any interest as well. 

In sum, should Obama win, we would recommend that we put this on the schedule for 5 November and reserve time for it everyday going 
forward, esp in light of the recent comments by Chairman Mullen about possible attacks/threats during transition.

Dear Colleagues: 

I hope your summer has been going well. 

As I’ve mentioned in earlier emails, the Law Center is adopting Canvas as our single online course site system this 
coming fall. The Technology Committee chose Canvas based on a number of benefits it provides to our community. 
We are excited about moving to a platform that offers us new opportunities to enhance our teaching and simplifies 
the lives of our students. 

As part of our transition to Canvas, Courseware is being closed down for the creation of new courses effective Fall 
2015. You will continue to have access to materials you have stored on Courseware, which is remaining open as a 
"virtual filing cabinet.” 

We have rolled out training for our support and clinic administrative staff so that they will be in a position to assist 
you as you move your classes to Canvas. Based on the training sessions I've conducted, I am confident that our staff 
members are comfortable with using the platform and know how to get assistance when they have questions. 

We are continuing to offer training for faculty. We have several more faculty training sessions scheduled : 
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Wednesday, August 5 th , 1:30-3:00; Monday, August 10 th , 11:00 -12:30; 

Wednesday August 12 th , 12:00-1:30; Thursday August 13 th , 10-11:30; Wednesday, August 26 th , 12:00-1:30. If you 
would like to attend one of the sessions, please sign up here. 

In addition, I have drafted a "Quick and Dirty” guide to using Canvas, which I am attaching here. I hope that it is 
helpful as you set up your course. [We are in the process of creating a template Canvas course site for you to use if 
you are building a basic course. We will send around an email when it is available.) 

Canvas has very good online training materials and support, including, most importantly, an excellent live chat 
function . (You will find it under the Help menu in the top right corner of the site.) 

Instructions for migrating your materials from Courseware to Canvas are included in the attached guide. If you are 
concerned about doing it or pressed for time, our support staff is prepared to help you. We are also in the process of 
adding resources in 1ST to support course migration. 

Many of our classes are cross-listed in the ID and Graduate programs . These will appear twice in your Canvas 
"Courses” menu under their separate catalogue numbers. The Georgetown University Information Systems 
developers are in the process of developing a software solution so that those courses will be combined in your Canvas 
site. In the meantime, you can create your Canvas site in either course site. 

I have drafted a first “announcement” template, also attached here, that you can use to contact your students at the 
start of the semester. It tells them where to find your class and student training materials. Your students have 
already been automatically enrolled in Canvas through integration with our Banner registration. When you send out 
your first announcement from your Canvas course site they will automatically receive it in their Law Center email. 

One technological glitch : We have recently discovered that links to Canvas sites in documents created in Microsoft 
Office for Macs don't work. The problem appears to arise from interactions between and/or among the security 
features of Canvas, Georgetown University, and Microsoft Office for Mac. We haven’t found a quick fix. Until we find a 
solution, you should make the URL visible in your document so that students can copy and past it directly in their 
browser, which circumvents the problem. 

For those of you using TWEN. it will continue to be available. We encourage you to move to Canvas, however, because 
it has more advanced features and allows students to view all their classes in one view. (Instructions for migrating 
from TWEN appear in the attached guide.) 

If you have questions, do not hesitate to contact George, Monica or me, and we will direct you to the right resource, if 
we cannot answer them. (After the semester gets underway, we ask that you route your questions through the 1ST 
service desk.)

Hi Collin. Thanks for talking. Below is the context you asked for. The order is up to you. 

1. Regional tension. On May 2, China dragged a giant oil rig into contested waters in the South China Sea, 
off the coast of Vietnam. Vietnam has vigorously protested. This is the most tense the South China Sea 
has been for years, and the situation is not getting better. Yesterday, a Vietnamese boat sank after a 
scuffle with Chinese ships. This is a potentially explosive standoff. ASEAN is in negotiations with China 
over a Code of Conduct for the South China Sea, which is clearly needed. Our ally, the Philippines, is also 
involved in active territorial disputes with China. There are real US interests at stake here, above all in 
peace and stability in an incredibly important region. Half of all the world's ship bound goods pass through 
the South China Sea. There are important conversations the US Mission to ASEAN needs to be having, 
right now, about ASEANs critical role in calming these tensions. 

2. Kids. Nina has two children, 7 and 1 1 . They have never before lived overseas, or moved anywhere, and 
have only ever attended one, small school. This will be a major transition for them, and it will be 
tremendously helpful if they can start school with their classmates when the school year begins on August 
15. 

3. USG travel. Sec Kerry is to attend an ASEAN meeting in Burma (ARF) in the first week of August. 

ASEAN is a central part of the rebalance, a legacy issue for POTUS. For Nina to do her job well, she 
needs to be at that meeting this year, not wait until next. POTUS is also scheduled to travel to an ASEAN 
meeting (the East Asia Summit) in November. To make that meeting as successful as it can be, Nina needs 
to be at the prior meeting in early August. 

4. US Mission to ASEAN. This is a new mission, because POTUS decided to create the Ambassadorship in 
2010. It cannot be good for morale to have no Ambassador for such an extended period of time. The first 
dedicated Ambassador left at the end of 201 3, nearly 6 months ago.

Wisconsin is a top target for McCain 

Some see it as senator's best chance to pick off a blue state

Washington - If you ranked all of the TV markets in "blue-state" America according to how much advertising they 
saw from the 2004 Bush campaign and its allies, the list would begin like this: 

Milwaukee. 

Green Bay. 

Wausau. 

Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Scranton-Wilkes Barre, Pa. 

Madison. 

La Crosse-Eau Claire. 

That pretty much says it all about Wisconsin's place on the electoral map. 

Few blue states are fatter targets for Republicans. 
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That was true for George W. Bush, who lost the state twice by an average of three-tenths of a percentage point. 
And it will be true again for John McCain, now busy crafting his battleground plans. 

"Wisconsin will be a top target," says McCain's director of strategy, Sarah Simmons, who worked for the 
Wisconsin GOP during the 2000 campaign. "There is a path to victory there." 

Of the 1 9 states won by the Democrats in 2004, Wisconsin is on a short list of best pick-up opportunities for the 
GOP. That assessment is based on recent history, current polling data and how insiders in both parties see the 
map. 

In a Wisconsin poll released last week by Rasmussen Reports, McCain edged out both Democrats, Barack 
Obama and Hillary Rodham Clinton, leading each one 47% to 43%. In other state polls recently, McCain has led 
Clinton but trailed Obama. 

The margins aren't statistically significant, and the numbers will bounce around all year. But the polls underscore 
what many experts believe is a more reliable predictor of competitiveness, the state's recent history of extreme 
parity. 

"It is perhaps the best opportunity for McCain to pick up a state that was blue in 2004. It was so close, and 
McCain is the kind of Republican who might appeal in a state like Wisconsin," said Peter Brown of the Quinnipiac 
University Polling Institute, which will be polling in Wisconsin this summer and fall in a joint project with The Wall 
Street Journal and The Washington Post. 

Both Brown and pollster Scott Rasmussen, who took the survey cited above, point to the state's large pool of 
ticket-splitting independents as a potential McCain constituency. 

That doesn't mean Wisconsin will end up being the closest state in 2008, as it was in 2004. It doesn't mean 
McCain will win Wisconsin, or even come as agonizingly close as Bush did. 

But it does mean that Wisconsin voters will be among the most courted in the nation by every measure of what a 
modern campaign does, from TV ads to news media to photo-ops at the local cheese factory or shooting range. 

The reasons are simple enough. 

Wisconsin is the only state decided by less than half a percentage point in each of the past two elections. It's 
bigger than most other states that are as fiercely competitive (Iowa, New Hampshire, New Mexico). And it has 
been more competitive than battleground states that are bigger (Florida, Pennsylvania, Michigan). 

"At the end of the day, if you're John McCain and you think it's worth your while to target a blue state, Wisconsin 
is way up at the top of the list," says Democratic pollster Mark Mellman, who worked for John Kerry in 2004 and 
has surveyed extensively in Wisconsin for Gov. Jim Doyle. 

Mellman doesn't believe the list of winnable blue states for McCain is a very long one. He thinks Wisconsin is a 
more plausible GOP target than most other states the Democrats carried last time. 

"New Hampshire would be (on the list) too, but Wisconsin's got a lot more electoral votes. Yes, you'd be looking 
at Michigan, yes, you'd be looking at Pennsylvania, but you'd have to be looking at your prospects in Wisconsin 
even more positively than those other two states," Mellman said. 

Bush 2004 strategist Matt Dowd also sees Wisconsin as more competitive for McCain than the bigger blue prizes 
of Michigan and Pennsylvania. 

"I think he's got the potential to get Wisconsin, the potential to get New Hampshire back, maybe Maine . . . maybe 
something like Oregon," Dowd said. 

Some add Minnesota to the short list; Republicans put the upper Midwest in their crosshairs when they chose the 
Twin Cities to host their summer convention. 


State can offset losses 


The party's payoff for picking off a blue state the size of Wisconsin is immense. Bush had a 34-vote Electoral 
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College edge in 2004 general election. For McCain, that means winning Wisconsin (10 electoral votes) would 
help offset the combined losses of red states Ohio (20 votes) and New Mexico (5 votes). If all three states flip 
and nothing else changes, Republicans would have 271 electoral votes. Democrats would have 267. (270 
electoral votes are needed to win the presidency.) 

That suggests how indispensable Wisconsin is to a Democratic victory in a close election. And it explains much 
of the Bush campaign's preoccupation with the state in 2004 - its five bus trips, the fact that Wisconsin was one 
of four states (along with Florida, Pennsylvania and Ohio) that accounted for more than half of the ad airings in 
the final full month of the campaign, according to data gathered by the Wisconsin Advertising Project. 

"The McCain campaign is going to have to look at where it can pick up electoral votes, given expected losses" in 
some red states, says GOP Rep. Jim Sensenbrenner, citing two states that flipped from blue to red in '04 - Iowa 
and New Mexico (a combined 12 electoral votes) - and could easily flip back again. 

"The easiest 10 (electoral votes) for the picking will be in Wisconsin," he contends. 


A different approach 


With the Democrats still competing, McCain is using the time to organize his general election campaign. In states 
such as Wisconsin, there is no campaign structure in place yet. 

But the McCain campaign recently set up a joint account with the national and state parties to channel money 
into turn-out efforts in Wisconsin and three other small to midsize battlegrounds: Minnesota, Colorado and New 
Mexico. The states were chosen because they are top '08 targets that don't generate much fund raising on their 
own and are logical places to steer party money raised elsewhere. 

McCain starts the general election campaign with a list of 24 targeted states, but that number will shrink as the 
campaign unfolds. 

He will target most of the same states as Bush did in '04, but his approach to those states will be different in key 
ways. While the Bush campaign was thoroughly top-down in its planning and decision-making, McCain aides say 
they will run a more decentralized campaign and that regional political directors, working with local supporters, 
will exercise more autonomy. 

Organizationally, Wisconsin is part of a three-state Great Lakes cluster that includes another blue-state 
battleground, Michigan, and a safe red state, Indiana. The director for those states just joined the campaign in 
the past two weeks. 

Strategically, the McCain campaign also will follow a different swing-state recipe than Bush. The signature of the 
2004 Bush campaign was its extraordinary focus on the party base - on maximizing turnout of conservative and 
Republican voters. It believed that politics was so polarized there were fewer undecided voters to go after. 

McCain's approach will be different. 

With their candidate enjoying a reputation for crossing party lines and running in a poor climate for Republicans, 
"we will be gearing a lot of our presentations to independent voters and conservative Democrats," says Charlie 
Black, senior adviser to McCain. "If we could get 20% of blue-collar Democrats, we win," he says. 

McCain aides say they will have to play hard outside the GOP voting belt that stretches from the Milwaukee 
suburbs north through the Fox Valley and make inroads in western and northern Wisconsin. 

"I think John McCain has a special appeal (in the state) with his history of reaching across the aisle," says 
McCain aide Simmons, who notes that one of the best-known cases is his collaboration with Senate Democrat 
Russ Feingold of Wisconsin on the McCain-Feingold campaign law of 2002. 

Wisconsin Democrats, who have seen their party carry the state five elections in a row, are of different minds 
about the McCain threat. Many believe an Obama nomination, now likely, would make it harder for McCain to win 
the state because Obama has run stronger than Clinton in most state polls and trounced her in the February 
primary. 

Doyle, a big Obama backer, is skeptical that his party's Wisconsin winning streak would end in such a poor 
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"It's pretty hard to believe this is the one year . . . Wisconsin would vote for a Republican," Doyle said in an 
interview. 

But Feingold, McCain's Senate colleague, has repeatedly warned that beating McCain in the state will be a 
serious challenge. 

While Doyle doubts that McCain will be able to separate himself from his president and his party, Feingold isn't 
so sure. 

In an interview earlier this year, he said McCain is "a candidate who seems to be extremely conservative (but) will 
be very hard to characterize," and added that, in Wisconsin, "it's going to be tougher than winning it against 
Bush, and Bush barely lost it twice."

Statement by the President on the Section 215 Bulk Metadata Program 

Earlier this year in a speech at the Department of Justice, I announced a transition that would end the Section 
215 bulk telephony metadata program as it previously existed and that we would establish a mechanism to 
preserve the capabilities we need without the government holding this bulk metadata. I did so to give the public 
greater confidence that their privacy is appropriately protected, while maintaining the tools our intelligence and 
law enforcement agencies need to keep us safe. 

In that January 17 speech, I ordered that a transition away from the prior program would proceed in two steps. In 
addition to directing immediate changes to the program, I also directed the Intelligence Community and the 
Attorney General to use this transition period to develop options for a new approach to match the capabilities 
and fill gaps that the Section 215 program was designed to address without the government holding this 
metadata. I instructed them to report back to me with options for alternative approaches before the program 
comes up for reauthorization on March 28th. As part of this process, we consulted with the Congress, the 
private sector, and privacy and civil liberties groups, and developed a number of alternative approaches. 

Having carefully considered the available options, I have decided that the best path forward is that the 
government should not collect or hold this data in bulk. Instead, the data should remain at the telephone 
companies for the length of time it currently does today. The government would obtain the data pursuant to 
individual orders from the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Court (FISC) approving the use of specific numbers 
for such queries, if a judge agrees based on national security concerns. Legislation will be needed to permit the 
government to obtain this information with the speed and in the manner that will be required to make this 
approach workable. 

I believe this approach will best ensure that we have the information we need to meet our intelligence needs 
while enhancing public confidence in the manner in which the information is collected and held. My team has 
been in touch with key Congressional leadership -- including from the Judiciary and Intelligence Committees -- 
and we are committed to working with them to see legislation passed as soon as possible. Given that this 
legislation will not be in place by March 28 and given the importance of maintaining this capability, I have 
directed the Department of Justice to seek a 90-day reauthorization of the existing program including the 
modifications I directed in January. I am confident that this approach can provide our intelligence and law 
enforcement professionals the information they need to keep us safe while addressing the legitimate privacy 
concerns that have been raised.

WASHINGTON — If elected president, Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz.) says he would continue the Bush administration’s push 
for school vouchers, while weakening teacher certification criteria and refusing to provide public schools the basic resources 
they need to comply with the unfunded mandates of No Child Left Behind. McCain’s comments were made today at the 
NAACP national convention in Ohio.

“Proposals for vouchers have been around for more than 50 years, and have been consistently rejected by voters because 
they don’t improve learning. The way to give every parent a meaningful choice in their child’s education is to provide quality 
public schools with smaller classes, well-trained teachers, and safe and modern facilities. 

“We won’t get well-trained teachers by weakening professional requirements, another bad old idea that McCain is recycling. 
And bonuses for test scores are no substitute for professional pay. 

“Senator McCain said he is ‘committed to providing the resources needed to succeed,’ but his record says otherwise. He has 
voted against fully funding No Child Left Behind, voted against college aid programs, voted against school lunch programs, 
voted against dropout prevention and voted against teacher training programs. 

“Senator McCain’s embrace of these old ideas is discouraging, because it indicates that he would continue the Bush 
administration’s policy of treating educators as adversaries, not allies. Our children deserve a better approach.”

THE BIG IDEA: 

GOFFSTOWN, N.H. — The three governors still standing in the race for the Republican 
nomination, each fighting for survival, delivered in the clutch here last night during the final 
debate before New Hampshire’s looming primary. 

The trio essentially tag-teamed and piled on Marco Rubio, who had been gaining here after 
his strong third-place finish in Iowa. Led by Chris Christie, they appear to slow, if not stop, the 
Florida senator’s momentum by raising questions about his experience and readiness. 

This has not been a good cycle to run for president as a current or former governor. Just ask 
Scott Walker, Bobby Jindal, Mike Huckabee or even Martin O’Malley. There have been so 
many insults added to injury: Christie showed up 45 minutes late to a rally yesterday after his 
bus apparently broke down. Jeb Bush’s deputy policy director was attacked by a dog while 
she was knocking on doors in Manchester. John Kasich, though he leads the crucial 
battleground of Ohio, has often been an afterthought. 

But before an audience of 1 ,000 at Saint Anselm College, and millions more watching at 
home on ABC, the three men each got the chance to tout their records as leaders and 
contrast them with the 44-year-old first-term senator.

Rubio played into his critics’ hands. He seemed under-prepared for attacks that have been 
telegraphed all week long. 

He repeatedly defended the president as competent in a botched effort to rebut 
charges that he is “the Republican Obama.” He was trying to make the point that Obama 
has not governed the way he has because he was a first-term senator but because he was a 
liberal ideologue intent on transforming America. But the result was that he kept saying 
Obama knows what he is doing, a terrible message for a conservative audience. 

If anything, Rubio showed that he is less rhetorically gifted than the current occupant of the 
Oval Office. In addition to the governors, Trump joined the Rubio pile on, citing problems at 
the VA to make the case Obama is in over his head. 

Worse, as that battle was playing out, Rubio kept repeating the same talking point, 
which was cringe-worthy because Christie had attacked him hard for hewing closely 
to canned talking points. The New Jersey governor pounced when Rubio repeated the 
same point almost verbatim, and with the same cadence, that he had made minutes earlier. 
“There it is,” the governor interjected. “The memorized 25-second speech. There it is, 
everybody.” 

It was an exchange for the ages, akin to when Ronald Reagan said “There you go 
again” to Jimmy Carter in 1980. 
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It’s also rich because Rubio, before he was running for president, actually used to say Obama 
“doesn’t know what he is doing” all the time. (BuzzFeed highlights four examples here .)

- Additionally, the central rationale of Rubio’s candidacy is that he is electable and 
can unite the party. His rivals successfully put him on the defensive over his 
opposition to abortion without exception, including after rape and incest. Bush called 
this an extreme position that would make it hard to win a general election. Christie offered a 
spirited defense of why women should be allowed to terminate pregnancies after they’ve 
been raped. Rubio’s retort — “I would rather lose an election than be on the wrong side of this 
issue” — will play well with social conservatives, important next week in South Carolina. But it 
will scare the donor class. 


- Rubio’s loss means that there will be at least four tickets, and maybe even five, out 
of New Hampshire on Tuesday night: The senator’s weakness will freak out some Bush 
donors who have been waiting until after New Hampshire to defect, and his failure to 
effectively take the heat when he’s got a bull's eye on his back will slow the D.C. 
establishment’s coalescence around him, which was the dominant storyline from the Iowa 
caucuses until the debate. It will most likely still happen eventually, but GOP heavyweights 
who have been lining up to endorse will now want to wait at least another week or two for 
signals that Saturday was just an aberration. 

- The problem for the governors is that all three of them did well. Because none had 
a breakout moment, and each had a great night, New Hampshire may not actually 
winnow the field to the degree it usually does. Kasich has fared slightly better in recent 
polls here than Bush, and Christie has fallen off in the face of attack ads. But if Kasich and 
Bush finish in a roughly similar position, both of them will have license to plunge ahead into 
South Carolina - where George W. Bush plans on coming to campaign for his brother and 
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Kasich could play well in the coastal areas. 

Christie’s campaign says the New Hampshire polls are wrong, and that he will surprise. A 
stronger-than-expected finish for him could mean that none of the three governors drops out 
after Tuesday. In that scenario, New Hampshire would not play the winnowing role it always 
has. 

Rubio even started visibly sweating in the last hour, like Richard Nixon in his 1960 debate 
against John F. Kennedy:

DES MOINES — The Great Jones County Fair in Monticello has built a reputation for landing some of the hottest country music 
acts. 

Tuesday afternoon, one of the nation’s hottest political acts will kick off a comeback tour there when Hillary Clinton sits down with 
students and faculty at the Jones County Regional Center of Kirkwood Community College in Monticello. 

Clinton is scheduled to tour an advanced manufacturing lab and meet with about a half dozen students and faculty for a round- 
table discussion, according to campaign aides and Kirkwood officials. 

It’s the first of what Clinton, who officially launched her candidacy Sunday, is calling “conversations with everyday lowans.” 
Wednesday, she will tour Capital City Fruit in Norwalk where she will meet with employees of the small, family-owned business 
followed by a roundtable discussion with members of the small business community. 

The visit to Monticello demonstrates to Jones County Democratic Party Chairwoman Arlie Willems that Clinton is serious when 
she says her 2016 presidential campaign will be focused on real people and their concerns. 

“I think she wants to start with the grass roots, and by starting in a rural area, it accentuates her concerns about people who 
sometimes think they are ignored,’’ Willems said. 

Willems is well aware today’s visit may be Clinton’s only stop in Jones County, and many Democrats would like to take the 
opportunity to meet her. She would like to throw a big welcome for Clinton, but the Anamosa retiree is trying to respect the 
campaign’s wishes to keep the former first lady’s first campaign event low-key. 

“We’re talking about getting together a small groups to welcome her at the door,’’ Willems said Monday. “We’ll follow the 
campaign’s lead.” 

It may be the only time he and Clinton agree, but six-term Republican Gov. Terry Branstad likes her initial strategy of holding small 
group meetings with lowans. 

“I know it’s a departure,” he said Monday. “Obama did the big rallies and thousands of people. 

“Every election is different. I happen to think that the strategy of being accessible to people and going all over the state is a good 
strategy,” he said, noting the former U.S. secretary of state, New York senator and first lady “didn’t call me to ask for my advice” 
about where or how to campaign in Iowa. 

Branstad called Clinton’s choice of the Monticello education venue “intriguing” and a good place to interact with lowans, noting he 
made a campaign stop at the same facility during the 2010 gubernatorial run. 
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At Kirkwood’s Jones County facility, Clinton will see a cross-section of high school students and traditional and non-traditional 
community college students. The center is a partnership of Kirkwood and eight school districts with about 350 students, according 
to Steve Ovel, executive director of governmental relations. 

Jones County hasn’t been a Democratic stronghold. It’s represented in the Legislature by a Republican senator and 
representative and, like most of Iowa, backed Gov. Terry Branstad and Sen. Joni Ernst in 2014. 

Obama carried the county twice, but his margin fell from 1 ,041 votes in 2008 to 50 in 2012. 

Visiting Jones County, which Willems called “very competitive,” is a way for Clinton “to emphasize she’s serious about the middle 
class.”

Park Ridge is once again in the national spotlight as native Hillary Clinton announced her plans for another presidential 
run over the weekend. 

Clinton , who grew up on the 200 block of Wisner Street in Park Ridge, attended Field Elementary School and 
both Maine East and Maine South high schools, graduating with South's very first class in 1965. 

Maine Township High School District 207 Superintendent Ken Wallace said the district would welcome Clinton to visit all 
three of its schools as part of her latest presidential campaign. 

"It's a special occasion to have a presidential candidate stop, but certainly one who is a graduate of your schools adds a very 
special level of excitement and pride," Wallace said. 


Clinton visited Maine South High School in 1992 during the presidential campaign of her husband. Bill Clinton. She returned 
to the city in 1997 and, as U.S. senator, in 2003. 

During Clinton's 2008 presidential campaign, as she was locked in a battle with Barack Obama for the Democratic 
nomination, Maine South served as one of several "town hall meeting" sites, with Clinton, via satellite, taking a question from 
the packed auditorium. 


"It definitely generated a lot of excitement," Wallace said of the town hall appearance. "Who knows if, had she gotten the 
Democratic nomination, if she would have made a stop here. We certainly would have welcomed that." 


During the previous school year, Clinton was among the first three Maine South graduates to be named to the school's new 
Wall of Honor, established in recognition of Maine South's 50th anniversary. Clinton recorded a video that was shown to 
students, crediting teachers for giving her "a solid foundation for the rest of my education." 


Clinton's status as a former first lady, U.S. senator, secretary of state, two-time presidential candidate and Park Ridge 
resident makes her accomplishments a "teachable moment for today's current students," Wallace said. 


"There are very few districts that have that as part of their legacy and part of their history," he said. 


Acting Mayor Marty Maloney said Clinton's bid brings positive attention to the city. 

"Who knows what's going to happen," he said. "But I don't see how that kind of publicity is bad for Park Ridge. I think it's 
great." 


Maloney also invited Clinton back to her hometown to see how things have changed. 
"I will buy her a beer or the beverage of her choice," he said.

How Progressives Can Deliver on the Promise of Change in 2009 - Seven Rules for Success 

A little over a year and a half ago I published a book called Stand Up Straight: How Progressives Can Win. At the 
time, Progressives were emerging from decades in the political wilderness after Democrats had taken control of Congress in 
2006. That was followed by the extraordinary campaign of Barack Obama that convinced Americans to bet on progressive 
change. 

In 2008, America voted for the hope that change would bring them better lives than the status quo. But hope will only 
last so long. In 2009, Progressives have to deliver the goods. We have to convert the “change we need” into change in 
people’s lives. 

The opportunity we have to make serious progressive change in the next six months is unparalleled in the last half- 
century. But our success is not preordained. 

To succeed, we need to remember seven key rules: 

1) . The critical battles being fought in 2009 are not about “policies” - they are about the distribution of wealth 
and power. When we talk about putting an end to exploding health care costs for families, the money we save will come out 
of someone’s pockets. In the case of health care, those pockets belong mainly to the insurance and pharmaceutical 
companies. In the case of energy, it’s the oil companies. When it comes to re-regulating Wall Street the oxen being gored 
belong to the big Wall Street banks. 

These interests won’t roll over and play dead simply because they have driven the health care system into bankruptcy, 
caused the collapse of the economy, and jeopardized our future by blocking the road to energy independence. They will fight 
tooth and nail for the status quo. 

As Frederick Douglass famously wrote, “Power concedes nothing without a struggle. It never has and it never will.” 
They will mobilize all of their wealth and connections and the power of their political donations. We have to counter by 
mobilizing every resource at our disposal - mainly the organized power of millions of voters. 

The President can’t do this alone. We have to make sure that every member of Congress understands that they will not 
return to Washington in 2010 if they don’t deliver on health care reform, a path towards energy independence, regulatory 
reform, and immigration reform in 2009. 

That will require millions of phone calls from constituents, angry town meetings, lobby days, protests, letters, email, TV 
ads — and cornering Members of Congress in the grocery store. It will require intensity. It will require a massive 
progressive mobilization that won’t take “no” for an answer. 

2) . Progressives - and our Democratic Members of Congress - have to remember that we have the high political 
ground. In times past, Progressives have correctly mobilized to protect minority rights, or defend other causes that 
challenge the popular view. This is not one of them. Today, 73% of the population favors allowing consumers to have a 
choice of a private or public insurance plan. Overwhelming percentages favor legislation to create a new generation of clean 
energy jobs. Three-fourths favor comprehensive immigration reform. And nobody likes Wall Street banks. 

We are demanding that Congress enact programs that are politically popular . The other side will try to sow confusion 
and fear. We must proceed with self-confidence and clarity - and not let one word of their attempts at misinformation go 
unanswered. 


3). We must always present our case in populist terms. We represent the interests of average people - not the elites 
that benefit from the status quo. The other side will try to argue that we favor a “government takeover” of health care that 
allows “Washington Bureaucrats” or some other elite to control our lives. If we spend all of our time talking about 
“insurance exchanges” and the arcana of health care policy we will lose. 
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We must frame the debate for what it is - a battle between the private health insurance companies and their multi-million 
dollar CEO’s on the one hand, and the interests of average Americans on the other. Populist frames are necessary for each 
one of our fights. Populism always trumps policy-spealc. 

4) . Actually, it’s not just the sizzle; it is the steak. We have to get the reform right. Especially when it comes to 
health care, people will put pencil to paper and determine right away how the “reform” affects them. It’s not good enough 
to pass just any bill and call it reform. In the end, health care reform has to bring down the cost of health care for everyday 
families - and make health care affordable for all Americans. 

That is why it is essential, for example, that reform includes a public health insurance option that will compete with 
private insurance companies and end their ability to control health care in America - a public plan that incentivizes the 
delivery of health care for an affordable price, not maximizing profits and market share. That’s why reform has to include 
enough money for subsidies to middle class families to actually make premiums affordable. 

In 1989 all of the “wise men” in Washington passed a “catastrophic health care bill” for seniors that was supported by 
Washington insiders. But they failed to see that it would make the average UAW retiree pay a higher percentage of his 
income towards taxes and premiums than Warren Buffet. Seniors across America rejected the plan. 

Many Members of Congress remember vividly the image of senior citizens chasing the “powerful” Chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, Dan Rostenkowski, down a Chicago street in the middle of his own district to protest 
the new bill. It was repealed six months later. 

Today’s Congress must remember that each of this year’s reforms will be measured in very concrete terms by every 
American family. They won’t be able to dress up the status quo in a flashy new coat and call it reform. 

Even when it comes to issues that play out over the long haul, like energy and regulatory reform, it will be pretty clear, 
pretty quickly, if average people get real change or more of the same. And of course, economic reform has to deliver a real 
economic recovery or Obama will be a one-term President and the window for progressive reform in America may close for 
many years to come. 

5) . Progressives have to keep their eye on the ball of real structural reform - changes in the distribution of 
power. 

From the standpoint of the long-term direction of our society, the essential questions at stake this year are all about 
changes in the distribution of wealth and power. Progressives need to focus like a laser beam on those questions. 

The creation of a public insurance option will permanently change the structure of the health care economy. A cap and 
trade system will change the economic incentives over the long haul and channel investment into clean energy jobs - not just 
into hydrocarbons. The Employee Free Choice Act will allow a massive expansion of collective bargaining rights for 
employees. Immigration reform will change the status of 12 million people who should be allowed to contribute fully to our 
society. A Financial Consumer Protection Agency will radically limit the ability of the financial sector to siphon massive 
sums of money from the pockets of average Americans into the fortunes of a few. 

6) . No whining. Progressives have to swear off whining about the tactics of the opposition - and match them 
blow for blow. 

In the two days before the energy vote the opposition used Twitter to generate a flood of calls to swing members of 
Congress - many from outside their districts. There was a certain amount of whining within our ranks - as if that were 
unfair. 

The other side will do whatever it can to win. Next time we simply have to deliver twice as many calls that actually 
come from within Members’ districts. A hundred years ago, Mother Jones said: “Don’t mourn, organize.” We have to live 
by the dictum: “don’t whine, organize.” 

7) . This historic window for progressive change will close if we don’t act, just as surely as a hole in the line 
disappears in football if a running back doesn’t burst through. 

Mike Lux’ book. The Progressive Revolution: How the Best in America Came to Be surveys the history of progressive 
change in our country. He finds that it is not randomly spread. It occurs in clumps - during “big change moments.” 
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We are blessed to live in one of those big change moments. But, Lux finds, the lengths of those moments have varied 
enormously depending mainly on how well Progressives execute. 

Doris Kearns Goodwin’s book about the Roosevelt Administration is called: No Ordinary Time. This is no ordinary time, 
either. 

For the next year, every Progressive in America needs to realize that he or she has an opportunity to make history that 
simply isn’t available to most people at most times. That means that all of us have a responsibility to all of the Progressives 
that have gone before us — and to our kids and grandkids — to make the very most of this precious opportunity. 

More than anything else people want meaning in life. They want to do something of lasting importance. At this very 
moment we have that opportunity. It is up to each of us to seize it. 

I believe that President Obama and the key people in his Administration are completely committed to using every power at 
their disposal to make real progressive change in 2009. The same goes for House Speaker Nancy Pelosi and Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid. But - just as in last year’s election — the critical ingredient that will allow us to be successful is the 
mobilization of millions of Americans. It simply won’t happen without us. 

Some people are lucky enough to be able to say: “I was there at Selma.” For many, it was the proudest moment of their 
lives. Their eyes well up when they speak of it. It changed the course of history. 

We all have the opportunity to be present at another one of those moments. To be there, each of us has to empty the 
stands — march into the arena - and help make history. 

Sign up with Organize for America (OFA), Health Care for America Now (HCAN), Americans United for Change, 
MoveOn.org, USAction, Campaign for America’s Future, Immigration Reform for America, League of Conservation Voters, 
The Sierra Club, Environmental Defense Fund, Leadership Conference on Civil Rights, Rebuild and Renew America Now, 
Americans for Financial Reform, the Center for Community Change, Catholics United - there are scores of progressive 
organizations to choose from that are working together to pass the progressive agenda. Get active with your union. Join a 
progressive religious organization. 

It’s simple as this: If we don ’t take advantage of this historic moment we may not have another for many years to 
come. If we do, we will help lay the foundation for a period of unparalleled possibility and hope.

Arabs in Israel Fear Outlawing Islamic

Jewish. Arab Birthrates in Israel Now

Misunderstanding Arab Israelis

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The decision to outlaw the northern chapter of the Islamic Movement 
reflects a misunderstanding of the streams in Arab Israeli society and 
very little thought and judiciousness. Precisely at a time when the 
Islamic Movement is on the decline and the Arab Israeli public is 
keeping its distance from the conflict with the Palestinians, along 
comes this decision and again raises the status of the Islamic 
Movement while uniting the Arab public around it. 

The Islamic Movement is indeed an anti-Israel organization that is 
responsible for a good part of the incitement relating to the Temple 
Mount, which ignited the current wave of terrorism. But whereas in its 
good days the Islamic Movement was able to bring tens of thousands 
of demonstrators to its rallies, today it can barely bring 10,000. 

Traditionally, and up until a few weeks ago, the GSS’s position was 
that it would be wrong to outlaw the Islamic Movement. The GSS 
officials explained that it was better to monitor a movement whose 
activity was open, and that it had sufficient capability to cope with the 
members involved in incitement or in other illegal activity. 

For years, the GSS also explained that the Islamic Movement, like the 
Muslim Brotherhood, had its basis in providing public services: 
kindergartens, youth clubs, frameworks for the elderly, and of course, 
mosques. Anyone who wants to weaken it has to compete with it in 
doing the same: instead of an Islamic kindergarten, it must provide a 
state kindergarten, one that has all the equipment and furnishings. 
You can count on the parents to know which kindergarten to send 
their children. 

But the politicians wanted to do something, and the GSS adjusted its 
position to them and provided them with an opinion that made it 
possible for them to outlaw the Islamic Movement. 

As of yesterday, we saw how the Arab public, all at once, rallied behind 
the Islamic Movement and glorified it. 

And this happened precisely at a time that the Arab public in Israel had 
taken a few steps back from the violent conflict with the Palestinians. 
True, two terrorists came from among the Arab Israelis, but in the 
main, the public feels more solidarity with the trend of integration as 
exemplified by Nazareth Mayor Ali Salam, rather than with the 
factionalism and incitement of Sheikh Raed Salah. 

If anyone thinks that outlawing the Islamic Movement will end its 
activity, they should think again. As of yesterday already, the Islamic 
Movement’s website had another name and obviously it will find a way 
to get around the new legislation. Spirit cannot be put behind bars 
and faith is not uprooted by means of laws and regulations.

What Israel Must Do About ISIS 
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ISIS well understands that the Internet and social media have become 
key in the battle for hearts and minds.

It was the Islamic State’s 9/11. Far fewer wounded, fortunately, but in 
terms of the effect - the shock, the magnitude of the strike and its 
symbolism, the precise planning and production, the creativity and 
operational capability - it was 9/11. 

ISIS has shown over the past few months, as former CIA chief David 
Petraeus said six months ago, that the greater threat to the West 
today is not Iran but ISIS. Iran is a state. Its regime has men and 
women for whom it is obligated to care. ISIS has no obligations to 
anyone. The term “military deterrence” is meaningless when it comes 
to this organization. 

That does not mean that ISIS does not have to be dealt with by military 
means. It certainly does. Moreover, the difficult decision has to be 
made to launch a ground operation to take over the oil fields of which 
ISIS has taken control, which are the main source of its economic 
power, and to liberate the cities and villages where it holds women 
prisoner and tortures them, and forces men to fight with it. 

But ISIS draws its greatest power from its amazing ability to enlist 
forces. This ability stems from the canny use it makes of the Internet 
in general and social media in particular. ISIS has created a kind of 
live, ongoing Hollywood series - a fantasy of adventure and 
excitement, heroism and justice, reverberating effects and of course, 
success and victory. This is how it enlists more and more young men 
(and a few young women, too) who do not really understand what they 
are getting into, but on the computer, and especially in light of their 
hopeless lives, it looks tempting. 

The Western world must understand that social media are a key 
battlefield for ISIS and so it is there - in the digital world, in the arena 
of hearts and minds - that a key portion of the battle against it must 
take place. Every war is a war for hearts and minds, but in this 
particular war they are a particularly significant component. And you 
don’t change minds only by military means. Minds can be changed by 
diplomatic means - in this case, by intensive work on the Internet 
battlefield. 

New and creative thinking is needed here about how to operate on 
the Internet. Western countries must understand that this is not just a 
“platform”; it is a weapon, most of which is in their hands. After all, it 
is not the Muslim world that invented YouTube and Facebook and a 
good many of the servers through which these networks operate; the 
Western world did. Creative psychological efforts must be invested in 
this battle. The fact must be internalized that the Web is not just an 
important intelligence tool - it is an active means of fighting to change 
hearts and minds. 

To wage this battle, a large, strong, well-organized coalition must be 
formed that closes ranks around the decision to fight tooth-and-nail 
for the core values of civilization, which place human beings, not 
God, in the center. This battle must be led by faith in human rights, 
not metaphysical directives. It must be a coalition that resolves to 
fight for the values of liberty and equality, even if it does not always 
have fraternity within itself. 
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This coalition must aspire to include Arab countries that fear ISIS and 
want to root it out, perhaps even more than we do. But it should also 
take advantage of the timing, and turn the crisis into an opportunity to 
draw a clear line and make unequivocal demands: Saudi Arabia cannot 
continue funding reactionary Muslim education in various countries, 
which lays the groundwork for molding ISIS members. Qatar cannot go 
on giving them money. This is an opportunity to cause these 
countries to understand that they cannot have their cake and eat it 
too. 

Israel must also decide whether it is part of this coalition, because to 
participate it is not enough to warn of the dangers of ISIS and 
cooperate on intelligence. Israel must decide whether it wants a 
border with a country that can become a partner in the coalition 
against ISIS or whether it wants to live without a border alongside a 
hothouse for ISIS terror. 

The Shin Bet security service continues to note that the source of 
Palestinian terror is despair and frustration on a personal and national 
level. If we do not move ahead toward an agreement that resolves the 
Palestinian problem, the frustration and despair will lead to assistance 
to ISIS terror across the border. 

Netanyahu, as usual, is busy creating a false impression and 
propaganda that presents a parallel between Palestinian terror and 
ISIS, although he knows well that it is not the same terror. But if Israel 
continues to insist on leaving the situation in the territories as it is, it 
is with its own hands establishing ISIS terror and the responsibility for 
that is Netanyahu’s. 

Today more than ever, ISIS is turning an agreement with the 
Palestinians into an important strategic component of Israel’s 
security. To be part of this war against ISIS, part of the Western world, 
part of this coalition, Israel must move forward on a political 
agreement with the Palestinians.

Thank you for being available to hop on the phone with Chelsea this afternoon at 4pm. Much appreciated! 

We've let her know this call is similar to the ones her dad has done and is meant as a quick update on policies 
and sort of a substantive briefing, since so much has changed in the last few weeks. 

She has a modified version of the q&a which I worked on with Kristina C (so it's in her voice and substantively 
makes sense for her, as opposed to her mom). 

She's pretty well read on the policies of course but because things have changed since Sanders has released 
his pay fors and health care plan - and the tone has changed - would be great to highlight for her where 
contrasts should be made and where we want to ease based on how things have changed. 

ON that: her format is town hall style. She gets asked at every event "what's the difference between Sanders and 
your mom on XYZ" or "why should we vote for your mom over Sanders" and that's where she's made contrasts 
previously. She will make contrasts when asked to do so, so suggesting staying in affirmative isn't going to work. 
That said, if there are good ones you want her to make, it'd be great to communicate that here. If there are ones 
we are staying away from, it'd be helpful to explain that as well (so long as the answer isn't that you don't want 
her to be substantive because she will be!) 

Notably, we don't want this call to be any kind of course correction or critical because really her q&a sessions are 
going great! But I do want to give her an opportunity to hear from you on where policy contrasts or distinctions 
are helpful as well as anything sensitive or big that's changed in the last few weeks since she started 
campaigning for her mom. 

I am not sure how WJC's have gone but doubt she'll pepper you with questions off the bat, so may be most 
helpful to run through the top policies you want to highlight in closing weeks.

To Joel's point about transitions, I also wonder if that can be helped not only by working on the transition lines but 
also notes to her in parens about pauses or other techniques for the listener that she is moving to another section. 
Also to Joel's point I think there can always be more economic language but in earlier conversation about this speech 
it seemed like we were willing to sacrifice some time to beef up the bio sections in a couple of places because this 
would be one of our few opportunities to get that story out.

3: page 6 when you talk about immigrants I strongly suggest you add the word "work" as in "work hard and love their 
country." 

4: Page 10, the second paragraph on walking away from coal miners seems out of place, too specific and an option to 
cut. 

5: Page 10, line about corporate America stepping up. Just feels like there should be a follow up sentence. Maybe 
reinforcing what you say late about responsibility to worker and community and not just shareholders and stock 
prices. 

6: Page 14 on the third fight I think you could cut some of this in particular the "it's not smart that the republicans 
running for President...." I just don't think it adds much and the national security contrast is not red meat for this 
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crowd. 

7: small point but when you say "my granddaughter" on the last page I would name her and add "Charlotte." that is 
what a grandmother would do.

President-elect Barack Obama and Vice President-elect Joe Biden today announce the leadership team for the presidential 
transition. 

For the past several months, a board of advisors has been informally helping Barack Obama and Joe Biden plan for a 
possible presidential transition. Among the many projects undertaken by the transition board have been detailed analyses 
of previous transition efforts, policy statements made during the campaign, and the workings of different government offices 
and positions. 

After last night’s election, this planning process will be now being formally organized as the Obama-Biden Transition Project, 
a 501(c)(4) organization to ensure a smooth transition from one administration to the next. The work of this entity will be 
overseen by three co-chairs: John Podesta, Valerie Jarrett, and Pete Rouse. The Vice President-elect’s co-chairs are Mark 
Gitenstein and Ted Kaufman.

Bailed-Out Wall Street Finns Plan Additional Billions in Bonuses for Executives and Traders Who Helped Sink 

Economy 

Prepare for a new firestorm of completely justified populist outrage. Some of the country’s largest Wall Street firms 
have set aside billions of dollars for bonuses to executives and traders - many of whom are the same people whose reckless 
risk-taking led to the current recession. 

Amazingly, giant insurance conglomerate AIG, is currently scheduled to pay another $198 million in bonuses next 
March. 

Remember that AIG’s sale of unregulated “credit default swaps” helped trigger the financial collapse that led to the 
recession. “Credit default swaps” were essentially insurance policies that, if the underlying financial instrument fell below a 
certain price, AIG would insure the loss. Only problem was, that since the “credit default” business was completely 
unregulated, AIG had no capital requirements to guarantee that they could pay off. 

To prevent what they thought might be a world-wide systemic meltdown, the Government was ultimately forced to invest 
$180 billion of taxpayer money, and now owns 80% of the company. 

But earlier this year AIG actually paid $168 million in bonuses to executives and traders in the company’s Financial 
Products Division that had run the “credit default swap” program, causing universal outrage. 

Does it make any sense at all to give even more financial rewards to the very people who have helped put millions of 
Americans out of work and caused the worst economic downturn since the Great Depression? Of course not, but that is 
exactly what AIG management is poised to do. 

One of the problems the company’s management says it confronts is that they are “contractually bound” to make these 
payments. Apparently contractual obligations mean more when it comes to stock speculators than it does when it comes to 
labor agreements where companies constantly demand changes if “economic circumstances” warrant. At the very least, 
they should make the people who helped bring us the recession sue the company in open court and tell a jury why they 
deserve millions of dollars in bonus money for the brilliant job they did. 

Kenneth Feinberg, the U.S. Treasury’s point man on compensation for bailed out firms, has advised the company to scale 
back its payments to avoid another public firestorm. He is dead on. 

But AIG is only the tip of the iceberg. According to the Washington Post , J.P. Morgan Chase has set aside $2.78 billion in 
compensation for its investment bankers for the third quarter - a 28% increase over the same period last year. 

J.P. Morgan Chase is able to pay those kinds of bonuses because the financial bailout by the taxpayers has put it - and 
the other big Wall Street Banks — in a position where they will generate very strong profits in the third quarter. J.P. Morgan 
Chase itself will generate profits of $3.59 billion - the strongest results in two years. 

Community and Regional banks, on the other hand, are in deep trouble. The difference is that the Wall Street banks are 
making money on investment banking activities - on underwriting equity plays and speculative trades - exactly the activities 
that sent the financial sector into a tailspin. The Community and Regional banks, on the other hand, are restricted to 
traditional banking activities - receiving deposits and making loans. But the recession has caused demand for loans to drop 
and delinquencies on loans to increase. 

So the Community and Regional banks that didn’t have anything to do with causing the recession are paying 
the price -- along with the rest of America. But the big Wall Street banks that actually caused this catastrophe are 
rolling in money and handing it out in huge chunks to the brilliant young speculators that drove the process. 

That ain’t right. It’s not right morally and it certainly isn’t right economically. If the economic incentives continue to 
encourage reckless speculation and penalize sound banking, we’re going to get reckless speculation. 
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The Obama Administration has made regulatory reform proposals that are the first step down the road to changing these 
economic incentives - and reining in the massive power of the financial sector as a whole. This package includes regulation 
of so called "derivatives" — essentially bets on the direction of underlying investment instruments — including the "credit 
default swaps" that sunk AIG. Their passage is not just a matter of “good policy” - it is a matter of national economic 
security.. 

If our economic system continues to be dominated by an outsized financial sector - if world-class reckless risk-taking 
continues to receive massive economic rewards - then we are headed to another financial collapse in two years, or five years 
or fifteen years. 

Just as surely as America had to change the policies that had made it vulnerable to terrorist attacks on September 11, 
2001, we have to change the policies that made us vulnerable to the attack of the Wall Street speculators that culminated in 
the collapse of Lehman Brothers on September 15, 2008.

Obama to Create Task Force on Campus Sexual 
Assaults 

By JACKIE CALMES JAN. 22, 2014 


WASHINGTON — President Obama on Wednesday reviewed his administration’s efforts to combat sexual 
assault, including in the military, and planned to order a new task force focused on sexual assault on 
college campuses. He summoned his cabinet and senior advisers for a meeting at the White House to 
underscore the significance of the issue. 

At the meeting, Mr. Obama was expected to sign a presidential memorandum creating the task force, and 
to receive a report from the White House Council on Women and Girls titled “ Rape and Sexual Assault: A 
Renewed Call to Action .” The report says that one in five college students are sexually assaulted, but just 
12 percent of those victims report the violence. 

While both the administration and the news media have paid greater attention recently to sexual assaults in 
the military, rape is most common on college campuses, according to the council’s report. The problem, it 
says, is exacerbated by students’ alcohol and drug use. 

According to the White House, Mr. Obama will give the new task force 90 days to recommend actions that 
colleges and universities can take to prevent rape and sexual assault and to respond to allegations. It will 
also be charged with proposing ways to raise awareness of schools’ records on the matter, and to get 
federal agencies involved when institutions at which sexual assaults are occurring do not address the 
problems. 

Last month, Mr. Obama gave the Pentagon a year to address a wave of sexual assaults in the military and 
to show improvement.

Like all of you, the questions we get asked 20 times a day is a. where is 
she and what is she doing? and b. what are John and CDM doing? 

Our answer is as honest as possible. We are giving her the time and space to think through the things she needs to think 
through. We acknowledge that there is policy process continuing and that is fairly well known. And if people have 2016 ideas, 
we are happy to have them. On John and CDM, we say you have been her closest advisors for a hundred years and that hasnt 
changed. Since we have never discussed this as a group or agreed on what to say, sharing with everyone. 

2. Progressive friends: 

- Elizabeth Warren: We confirmed this meeting last week. It is set for December 4th. We were having problems with them 
because this was supposed to take place in June. They do not want intermediaries discussing the relationship or the potential 
policy differences as they feel that is happening too much. They want to have a direct conversation about economic policy. 

- Bill de Blasio: I stay in touch with him and his team a lot. He has recently asked to have increased direct access to her so he 
can tell his progressive partners what she thinks about issues important to them. He also thinks he can be most helpful to her if 
he has that kind of relationship. He wants to be seen as the loudest progressive voice for her and in order to do that he needs 
access. In the next 6 months, someone else will have to inherit this relationship because it will not be tenable for HRC. 

3. Schedule issues 2015: 
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- We ended up locking in ALL her remaining paid speaking offers a few weeks ago. She reviewed them all with you at meeting 
so you know everything. 

- Listening Tour: I know you discussed. Just a note that she only loved it in hindsight. Also flagging that we have some repair 
work to do in some early states like NH and Iowa based on activity of the past year. 

- Morocco: No matter what happens, she will be in Morocco hosting CGI on May 5-7, 2015. Her presence was a condition for 
the Moroccans to proceed so there is no going back on this. Important that you know background. 

4. Constituency Groups: 

- Emilys List: Their 30th year gala is March 3rd, 2015. They have been lobbying for her attendance for over a year. Need to 
keep in mind for whatever other March activities we discuss. We have other EL issues we should discuss in next call/meeting. 

- Executive Action: We have now heard from 1 friend in community saying specifically "we planning on getting more aggressive 
in our stance with Hillary (showing up at events and in press statements), if possible she should support executive order 
before the President". Need to assume starting TOMORROW, our friends will show back up at her open press events. 

- LGBT and faith community: We have friends in both groups that want to start now or at least be part of steering committees 
on behalf of HRC and are in a holding pattern. 

Random: 

- We should be thoughtful about any group that wants to rent Friend of Hillary list now because there is interest. This is also 
probably best discussed off email.

Depression 


Republican Spending Cap Would Have Caused 
Depression if It Were Law in 2009 


Republicans have proposed legislation that would cap federal spending at 20.6% of the country’s Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP) - just below the average of the last forty years. Sounds reasonable, right? 

Only if you like the idea of another Great Depression. 

Over the last forty years federal spending has averaged about 20.7% of Gross Domestic Product (GDP), so 
Senator Bob Corker (R-TN) has proposed the altogether reasonable idea that Federal spending should be 
capped at 20.6%. To exceed this cap, a two- thirds majority of the House and Senate would be necessary. 
Unfortunately, this proposal has been endorsed by several Senate Democrats. 

But - as the events of the last two years should have made clear to everyone -- this reasonable- sounding 
proposal is actually a prescription for economic suicide. Had it been in effect when the recklessness of the Wall 
Street banks collapsed the economy in 2008, the Great Recession would have nose dived into another Great 
Depression. 

As most economists will confirm, the major factor that saved us from another depression was the very fact 
that Federal spending as a percentage of GDP substantially increased in 2009 and 2010 - to about 24.7% of 
GDP. 

When the bottom fell out of the economy, the GDP shrunk. The level of spending by consumers and 
businesses - and demand for American exports - also declined. As a result, millions of people lost their jobs 
and had less money to spend, so there was even less demand and more people were laid off. That downward 
economic cycle can only be broken when some actor has the ability to increase economic demand and break the 
downward spiral. 

The only actor that can take that kind of action is the Federal Government, and in 2009 when Barack Obama 
took office, that’s exactly what the Federal Government did. Of course, even without affirmative action by 
Congress or the President, Federal spending as a percentage of GDP would have gone up because most 
Federal spending on things like Social Security, Medicare, Medicaid, Defense, etc. continued at the same level 
as the overall economy shrunk. Other areas of Federal spending also automatically increased - like spending 
on unemployment insurance. But President Obama and the Democratic Congress also passed an $870 billion 
economic stimulus bill that further supplemented economic demand - and further increased Federal Spending 
as a percent of GDP. 

If the Federal Government had been required to cap its spending at 20.6% of GDP in 2009 and 2010 there 
is little question what would have happened. Federal spending on things like unemployment, Social Security, 
Medicare, money for state governments, etc. would have been slashed. That would have meant that Millions of 
additional Americans would have lost their jobs, the economy would have continued in its downward spiral, and 
the financial system could easily have experienced complete meltdown. 

Of course Corker would argue that he provides an escape hatch to his cap with the two- thirds vote of each 
house. But the economic stimulus bill that was so critical to preventing complete economic disaster did not even 
get two- thirds vote of the Senate. 

What’s necessary in the face of an economic emergency is fast action. Why would you make it harder for 
Congress to take the actions that are necessary to prevent economic Armageddon. You might as well put a 
device on a car that makes it harder to turn the steering wheel when you see an oncoming vehicle. 

And that’s not the only reason why Corker’s cap proposal is such a disaster. As everyone knows the 
demographic make up of America is changing. We have more and more retired Americans who have paid into 
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Social Security their entire working lives. That will mean that the percentage of GDP spent by the Federal 
Government will naturally rise as the number of Social Security and Medicare recipients increases. 

If Corker’s cap were to be in effect in the future it would require across the board cuts to every category of 
Federal spending - including Social Security and Medicare. So in fact, his proposal is a stealth attack on Social 
Security benefits. 

The Corker proposal is just another example of right wing economic proposals that sound reasonable 
rhetorically, but are catastrophic in practice. 

Republicans often go on about how, when times are tough, your family has to tighten its belt and the same 
should be true with the Federal Government. This sounds reasonable too - right? But it is 180% degrees 
wrong. 

When times are tough for your family, you have fewer goods and services available to your household, so 
you have to tighten your belt - that’s true. But when the economy of the United States collapses it’s not because 
we have access to fewer goods and services. In fact, economic downturns happen because we produce more 
goods and services than there are people with money to buy. Recessions and depressions don’t generally 
happen because there are too few goods and services available, but because there is a demand deficit - there 
is too little economic demand. 

Real wealth is the sum total of goods and services in our economy. Money and the flow of money is not real 
wealth. It represents goods and services - it enables the exchange of goods and services so that we can meet 
our needs in a highly- differentiated economy of millions of people. 

Most recessions do not involve the collapse of productive capacity at all. They involve the collapse of the 
system of exchange we use to trade the goods and services created by that productive capacity. 

When the Federal Government increases its demand for goods and services, that stops the downward 
economic spiral that develops when that system of exchange is disrupted by something like the Wall Street 
meltdown. If the Federal Government behaved like a typical family and tightened its belt, the breakdown in the 
system of exchange would continue and we would lose more and more wealth because fewer and fewer people 
would be employed producing goods and services. 

Some times it is amazing how quickly people can forget the lessons of the very recent past. It was just a little 
over two years ago that the economic philosophy espoused by Senator Corker and others Republicans caused 
the worst economic collapse in nearly eighty years. Time for the rest of us to take a stand against economic 
amnesia.

As for a phone call, good days for me are November 6, 11, 12, 13 (except 1 : 1 5-2:45), 16, 17, 19 (before 3), 20. 

I think this issue is important and likely to become more so. Seems premature to start out with policy. At a 
minimum we need to define clearly what group of non-standard workers/jobs we're talking about, and then figure 
out how many of them there are. Then questions like: how much of this comes from technology, how much from 
desire of employers to escape overtime pay, benefits, unions, how much from workers' preference for mobility, 
part-time, flexibility, how much from weak labor market generally, and so on. Uber gets all the attention, but 
temps, short-term contracts, contingent workers probably much more numerous. 

Maybe do through WCEG if the capacity is there, as prelude to later work. Maybe find a university group willing 
to take it on. Russell Sage already has a Future of Work program that might turn in this direction.

Hi Bob and Alan: On our steering committee call last week, John Podesta raised the issue of changing trends in 
the nature of work, which Bob referred to as the “casualization” of work and is sometimes called the “on-demand” 
economy, 1099 economy, Uberization, etc... We have been following these trends and are interested in the 
potential implications (e.g. on issues like the safety net, bargaining power over wages/benefits, distribution of 
wealth, consumer protections, etc...). The issue seems to be getting more popular media attention, but the 
policy landscape seems stuck in a different era. 


Herb and I spoke briefly with John yesterday about what else might be done. 


On the policy side, John is encouraging CAP to be more engaged, which Neera wants to do. We think CAP 
plans to start by doing one or more policy-oriented convenings, and then decide what else to do. I have spoken 
with CBPP to encourage them to reflect further on how these developments may impact the safety net policies 
they work on, both federally and in the states. For example, some of their key policy issues, such as the EITC, 
are often dependent on traditional “employment” to receive the benefits. 


We’re not sure how much serious academic work is being done in this area. From the steering committee call, 
Alan noted that Alan Krueger is doing a paper on Uber and we know Heather hopes the RFP may yield some 
relevant research projects. I also plan to reach out to Rob Johnson to see if INET or its network are thinking 
about these topics. 


We’d be interested in: 

'our thoughts on whether it would make sense to try and convene some academics on the topic, including 
to understand where there might be disagreement among them 

Vhether such a convening might be done through WCEG, or might be better done separately 
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l ny other thoughts you may have for how to pursue this topic further in the academy, and whether it is a 
worthwhile pursuit 


It probably makes sense to try and have a brief call by phone, rather than do this by email. Herb and I are 
pretty flexible the rest of this week, and also the week of Nov 16-20. Would any times work for you in 
those windows? John would try and join the call, schedule permitting. 


As background, if interested, here are a couple items that provide a pretty good overview of some of the issues:

The Economist had a survey piece on this topic of freelance workers that covered a broad range of issues

Madison -- Milwaukee County Executive Scott Walker refuses to admit he would support a ban on embryonic 
stem cell research if elected governor, but Walker told supporters in 2005 he would have signed a bill Gov. 

Walker told his 
supporters of the ban in the November 1 0, 2005 “Walker Weekly,” an electronic newsletter during his failed 
previous bid for governor. 

“Scott Walker would ban embryonic stem cell research and that’s coming straight from the horse's mouth,” 
said Scot Ross, One Wisconsin Now Executive Director. “Not only is Scott Walker, endorsed by the extremists 
who required opposition to embryonic stem cell research, but also Walker said it in 2005.” 

Walker's campaign quote, from the “Walker Weekly” published days after Gov. Doyle's veto, read: 

“In just the last 10 days Jim Doyle has vetoed or hinted at vetoing a ban on all human cloning, 
requiring true parental notification for a minor having an abortion, and requiring that mothers are 
aware of fetal pain with an abortion at 20 weeks or beyond. There is no reason to discuss these issues: 
Governor Walker would sign these bills in a heartbeat.” [Source: “The Walker Weekly,” 11/10/05] 

The bill Walker would have signed was 2005 Assembly Bill 499, which experts said would severely hamper 
stem cell research in Wisconsin. Amendments which would have protected embryonic stem cell research from 
potential threats were voted down in both then-Republican-controlled chambers of the state legislature. 

[2005 AA1- & SA1-AB499] 

Doyle vetoed the threat to embryonic stem cell research on November 3, 2005, at an event at the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison Biotechnology Center in which he was joined by James Thomson, the pioneer of 
embryonic stem cell research. “[Thomson] said the perception that Wisconsin is anti-science is a serious 
concern to young researchers who are considering where to set up shop.” [Milwaukee Journal Sentinel, 1 1/4/ 
05] 

“Scott Walker opposes the promise of embryonic stem cell research,” said Ross. “Scott Walker is not only a 
threat to the incalculable promise of stem cell research to rid us of disease and treat injuries, but also he is 
threat to the tens of thousands of jobs and billions of dollars economic development embryonic stem cell 
research represents for people in every corner of Wisconsin.” 

The governor’s office reports Wisconsin is home to 600 bioscience companies, 1 1 stem cell companies and 
34,000 jobs through bioscience.

(Washington, DC) The District Department of Transportation (DDOT) announces that there will be a change 
in the configuration of northbound and southbound highway travel lanes between E Street and Massachusetts 
Avenue starting Sunday, November 15, weather permitting. There will also be a shift on the 3rd Street on 
ramp. These changes will continue until the end of August 2016. 

The lane shifts are needed as the 1-3 95/3 rd Street Tunnel project enters a new phase to facilitate construction 
of the extended 3rd Street Tunnel.

With today’s report, the unemployment rate is falling as fast as at any point in the last thirty years, and the economy is on pace for its best year of job 
growth since the late 1990s. The economy has come a long way since the crisis six years ago, but more must be done to create jobs for those still 
searching for work and ensure that those who are working see the strengthening economy translate into rising wages. The President will continue to 
work with Congress and do everything he can to support job creation and boost wages. 

FIVE KEY POINTS IN TODAY’S REPORT FROM THE BUREAU OF LABOR STATISTICS 

1 . The private sector has added 10.6 million jobs over 56 straight months of job growth, extending the longest streak on record. Today we 
learned that total nonfarm payroll employment rose by 214,000 in October, mainly reflecting a 209,000 increase in private employment. Private-sector 
job growth was revised up for August and September by a combined 33,000, so that over the past twelve months, private employment has increased by 
2.6 million. Private employment has risen by at least 200,000 for nine consecutive months, the first time that has happened since the 1 990s.

2. Job growth has averaged 229,000 per month so far in 2014, up from 194,000 per month last year, and on pace for the best calendar year since 
the late 1990s. This pickup in job growth from 2013 to 2014 has been broad-based, with the average monthly pace of job gains this year increasing 
relative to last year in most major sectors, including construction, transportation and warehousing, health care and social assistance, manufacturing, 
and state and local governments. On a percentage basis, the economy is adding jobs at a rate of about 2 percent per year, on pace for the largest 
percentage increase in any calendar year since the late 1990s.

3. A range of indicators from the household survey show a consistent picture of a labor market that has strengthened considerably in 2014. The 

unemployment rate has fallen 1 .4 percentage point over the last twelve months, tying the drop from June 2013 to June 2014 as the largest decline in 
any twelve-month period over the last 30 years. The broader measures of labor underutilization published by the Bureau of Labor Statistics -- including 
some people who have withdrawn from the labor force or who are working part-time for economic reasons -- are falling as fast or faster than the official 
unemployment rate. Over the last year, declining long-term unemployment has accounted for more than half of the decline in the overall 
unemployment rate, a disproportionate share given that about one-third of the jobless are long-term unemployed. These positive developments have 
come amid a stabilization in the labor force participation rate, following several years of declines that have been driven by a combination of cyclical 
and structural factors. Falling unemployment and a stable participation rate mean that the employment-to-population ratio has risen by a full 
percentage point since its recent low last October.

4. Unemployment rates are coming down for veterans, but post-9/11 veterans face particular challenges. The overall unemployment rate for 
veterans is typically lower than for non-veterans, but this fact masks a large degree of variation depending on the period of service, with the 
unemployment rate for post-9/1 1 veterans substantially higher than the unemployment rates for veterans of earlier periods and for non-veterans. Directly 
comparing the employment situation of veterans from different service periods and non-veterans can be difficult because these groups differ 
substantially on characteristics like gender, age, and education, which are correlated with unemployment rates in the general population. Nevertheless, 
even after controlling for these differences, it is clear that post-9/1 1 veterans face additional challenges when they return home. 

While more must still be done to help these veterans find work, progress has been made. The unemployment rate for post-9/1 1 veterans has been cut 
by more than 4 percentage points from its peak (based on the twelve-month moving average). The President proposed expanded tax credits for 
veterans hiring in 201 1 and subsequently signed them into law, and through the Joining Forces campaign led by First Lady Michelle Obama and Dr. 

Jill Biden, companies have already hired over half a million veterans and military spouses . Further progress will be made by helping veterans find

5. The pattern of job growth across industries in October was generally in line with recent trends. Industries that had above-average performances 
this past month include leisure and hospitality (+52,000), private educational services (+14,000), and state and local governments (+8,000). 
Manufacturing added 15,000 jobs, similar to the average over the past 56 months, a period during which the sector has added 728,000 jobs, its 
strongest job growth since the 1 990s. Across the 1 7 industries shown below, the correlation between the most recent one-month percent change and the 
average percent change over the last twelve months was 0.75, suggesting that the pattern of job growth across industries in October was broadly in line 
with recent trends.

2) The fact that the issue before House Democrats is not TPP but TPA, and that she is not squarely addressing 
that - i.e., the fact that President Obama can’t negotiate the strongest possible deal as she suggests, without 
TPA.

Hello. I thought you might find it useful to have some answers to share with your friends if they ask 
about all these news stories out there about my email habits when I was Secretary of State. So I want 
to take some time to try and explain it to you directly, in one place, at one time, as best as I can. 


Please bear with me because parts are confusing, and like many of you, I don't understand all of the 
technological aspects. [But when you hear all the facts, I think you’ll agree that all the political noise 
over this issue is just that - political noise.] 


In 2007, when I was a U.S. Senator, I got my first Blackberry. I used it to keep up with the news, with 
friends & family - and yes, I also got my fair share of unsolicited forwards that sometimes made me 
laugh and sometimes made me want to throw it away. In short, I used email like most people. 


Fast forward to 2009. One of my husband's staff members bought the domain 

name clintonemail.com so his team could switch from the various email providers they were relying 

on to one consolidated system. I joined them. 


This was all before I started my new job as Secretary of State. Had President Obama not asked me to 
join his team, if I had stayed in the U.S. Senate, I still would have switched to this new email. 


And when I did get to State, fit seemed simpler to have just the one address. After all, my 
predecessors at State had not relied on Department email. In hindsight, though, this has proven 
anything but simple. 


That's the explanation - but it's no excuse. There's a difference between allowed to do and smart to 
do. I shouldn't have done it this way. I should have set the standard that othersfwere expected to 
meet. To do it all again, I would have used two email addresses. 
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But I can't do it all again. I can only tell you it was a mistake, regret it, explain it, and help State and 
others fix any challenges it caused. 


That's what I did. Now I want to explain what I didn't do. 


I didn’t keep my email secret. Whenever I emailed, it was from my address. Whenever people emailed 
me, it was to |fny account. Work, personal, whatever. And yes, I continued to get my fair share of 
unsolicited forwards. 


I also didn't do this to skirt rules. And I didn’t do it to avoid having my records preserved. When State 
asked former Secretaries of State who served in the era of electronic communications to help fill out 
the archival record, I did so, printing 55,000 pages of email including anything related to my work at 
the State Department. To get a sense of how outdated some of the government’s archiving practices 
are, we had to print all 55,000 pages because that's what the rules demand. Believe me, printing 
more than 30,000 email instead of handing them over electronically isn't something anyone does by 
choice. 


That's 30,000 more emails than every other former Secretary produced combined . 


And yes, there were 30,000 more messages that were completely personal and had nothing to do 
with official business. 


I do believe transparency in government is important. And by this point, there isn't much you don't 
know about me. My finances are out there. My medical history is out there. You know how much I've 
made, where I've gone, what I'm allergic to. 


But what wasn't work wasn't the government's business. So I didn't keep those emails. I didn't print 
them. I knew no matter what I decided to do with them, I was in for criticism. So I chose to keep a 
modicum of privacy. I hope you can understand that. 


Now I want to address the most serious aspect. 


When it came to classified information, I certainly never used my Blackberry. And that had nothing to 
do with using a personal email address. If I had been hillaryclinton@state.aov I could not have 
used it for classified information either. At the State Department, mobile devices aren't used to 
communicate secrets. Almost everything of a classified nature was presented to me via paper or in 
person. When I traveled, elaborate steps were taken. Secure phones were set up, secure tents were 
constructed. More than once when a tent was set up in some far-away hotel, I was told to read the 
classified material with the blanket over my head. No, that's not a joke. I took my responsibilities in 
safeguarding our nation's secrets seriously. So did my team did. Everyone at the State Department 
did . 


This process of looking backwards to see if something should have been classified at the time is fine. 
I don't want anything released to the public that puts us at risk. And we’re all learning that different 
agencies have very different views and procedures about what should be classified and what 
shouldn’t. What's not fine is to criticize people - especially career officials who have devoted their 
lives to serving our country -- for handling what they didn't know might be deemed classified years 
later by another part of the government. That's an impossible standard to meet. Members of 
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Congress and their staff also handled some of these messages. Some articles being written about 
this issue today contain classified information. Should someone sending that article to a colleague be 
told in 2020 that they broke the rules? I hope not. 


As for the security of my email, |tn more than a little bit of irony, every day we learn of a new hack by 
the Chinese, by the Russians. That millions of Americans' personal information has been stolen. 


As Secretary I was proud of what we accomplished. I was proud of the thousands of people who've 
dedicated themselves to public service/- including those who came into State with me and left with me. 
I was proud of them then, I'm proud of them now. 


I wish that a video was enough to address this. I know it isn't though. But I wanted to try to put 
everything in one place. 


Along those lines, after nearly a year of offering to come up at any time anyplace, in October I'll be on 
Capitol Hill before the committee looking at the tragic events of September 2012 in Benghazi, Libya. 
They wanted to talk to me behind closed doors, but I insisted on all of you being able to see what I 
was asked and how I answered. 


I'm sure this issue will come up. It's unclear to me how it will help us understand what happened in 
Benghazi or how to help prevent future tragedies - but I'm going to do my best to answer whatever 
they ask. 


And while I can't predict the future, let me finish by taking a stab: 


f* There will be many more email to pour through. 

• Some will be serious, some will be embarrassing. 

f* You know I'm not great with a fax, but you're also going to learn my secret salad dressing recipe and 
who sent me Linkedln requests. (And whose I didn't accept!) 

• There will be more dramatic leaks and assertions that prove to be untrue. 


But at some point, you're going to have them all. And if you suffer through all 55,000 pages, you'll be 
able to judge for yourself. 


Which is how it's supposed to work.

Few things:

Couple of questions that came in: 


1 . you're obviously amongst friends, but here's the one i referred to (can't remember which of you i talked about 
it with, if not both). It's from someone that wasn't goign to come, and i encouraged him to come, he comes at 
the issue slightly differnetly than what I've dsicussed with both of you (Ok, one thing to use personal email, 
but why the "twisted truth" (not my words) on why - with the two problematic areas being (a) emails to bill 
(when they were to bill's staff) and (b) i only used one device -- BB, when 2 weeks earlier, it was an iphone, 
BB and ipad. As Ann and I discussed, hopefully that's a timing issue and whilst in state, she only used one. :) 

For my question , it's basically some variation of [not quite phrased right yet]: I know when I talk to my friends who are attorneys we are all struggling with what happened to 
the emails and aren't satisfied with answers to date. While we all know of the occasional use of personal email addresses for business, none of my friends circle can 
understand how it was viewed as ok/secu re/appropriate to use a private server for secure documents AND why further Hillary took it upon herself to review them and delete 
documents without providing anyone outside her circle a chance to weigh in. It smacks of acting above the law and it smacks of the type of thing I've either gotten 
discovery sanctions for, fired people for, etc. 

2) someone wants to ask a very specific question about updating export control laws - and why they've haven't been updated since (??) as they prevent american 
businesses selling abroad (she's GC of a consumer drone company). Going to the 20,000 foot level, you'lll do well to talk about needing to ensure regulation that's 
designed to protect consumers - yet not so much that it prevents innovation, like what happens here in SV, which has been the economic bright spot of our 
economy. The goverenment of the 21st century will need to be more nimble, and quicker to respond to rapidly changing busiensses, yet also ensure that it's not 
rash, and it regulates for not just for today but the future, too 

3) we'll see whether asked - but I would suspect something on the balance of 4th amendment and cyber - and the US govt's request for companies to provide a 
backdoor to encryption -- we discussed that yesterday. 

4) Number three leads to a more general and i think thoughtful question - -which permeates every aspect of our country - from the economy, to the government to 
institutions like health care, defense, education and the justice system. 

Trust of the American public in American institutions : A poll was just released showing that trust in Congress, the presidency, the Supreme Court, big business, 
Wall Street, etc. is at historic lows. That does not bode well for the country (and in fact the military seems to be the only institution that Ameicans trust, which is 
evocative of a third world nation and not of the world's leading nation, for now).

Broadly - the phrase "communities of color" feel over used - we can say "people" or " too many Americans" 
given that its clear this piece is about minority communities; Shouldn't it end with more of a personal appeal to 
the heart? 


Also it feels strange to say that only communities of color marched - it was a mult-racial, multi-generational, 
multi-regional movement; we can just use the line about Rosa Parks and MLK, John Lewis. 


When people talk about the enduring impacts of racism, are they thinking of early childhood education - which 
feels more like part of the "new commitment"; or disparities in access to capital for small businesses and 
lending practices? the policy ideas in the last graph also feel like they belong with the new commitment 
language. 


HRC has also made the powerful point that beyond systemic inequities, racism itself is still a problem - we 
should end on that larger point with some optimism about who we are as a country - pulled from some of her 
best speeches: 


"So my friends, it really comes down to this, if we're going to repair the fraying fabric of our communities and 
rebuilding the bonds of trust and respect, every American needs to step up.

Dear John and Cheryl: 

I hope this finds you well. And, I hope I have a correct email for John, namely a CAP email; if this is wrong, I will be 
grateful, Cheryl, if you will forward this to John. 

For the past several years I have been serving as co-counsel to a large number of plaintiffs in the "9/11 cases" ("In 
re Terrorist Attack on September 11, 2001") pending in the Southern District of New York. Included among our 
clients are more than a third of the families of the victims of the World Trade Center attack. My involvement in 
this grew out of a similar assignment I had regarding the resolution of the litigation against Libya arising from the 
bombing of Pan Am 103 (the so-called "Lockerbie" attack). 

Over the years since the 9/11 attack and the filing of our litigation, the families and other plaintiffs have had a long 
history of dealings with the Department of State and the Congress, principally through counsel. Much of that 
interaction has involved the legal question whether the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia should be dismissed from the suit 
on grounds of sovereign immunity and whether there are ways in which we might expedite resolution of this 
matter in the interests of justice, a goal we are convinced can be achieved consistent with our national security 
interests. KSA's efforts to escape the suit were for a time successful, but, after the Second Circuit acknowledged 
error in an earlier decision, KSA is back in the case (though actively continuing its efforts to be dismissed). In the 
meantime, robust discovery has taken place, some of which has been the subject of press attention of which you 
may be aware. 

Recently, and quite separately, we have been alert to press notice of Saudi donations to the Foundation. This, in 
turn, has raised the question on our legal team whether you may find it helpful to receive a briefing on the status 
of our discovery efforts, our responses to KSA's motion to dismiss and our best assessment of prospects for the 
litigation and its final resolution. 

Please let me know if this would be of any interest to you. Either way, please also let me know if you received this 
note and, if I may impose, share the best emails through which to reach you.

Dear Ralph Nader, Pete Davis, Al Norman, Adolph Reed,.... 

Thank you for your letter. I am indeed proud of my advocacy on behalf of women and women's economic empowerment over 
several decades. I know that in today's economy, women are disproportionately bearing the burden of tough economic times. 
Women are disproportionately poor and tens of millions of women are financially insecure - just one paycheck away from 
poverty. 

It is in part because of my support for economic advancement of all women that I am a strong, and longstanding supporter of 
increasing the minimum wage, not just for some companies, but for all US companies. Currently 60% of all minimum wage 
workers are women, and many of them are moms. Raising the minimum wage to $10.10 should not be an issue subject to 
political polarization. It makes economic sense because those people who get a raise will spend it buying goods and services, 
fueling economic activity in their local communities. It also makes budgetary sense because it will reduce expenditures by the 
government. The Center for American Progress recently released a study that found an increase of the minimum wage to $10.10 
an hour will reduce SNAP expenditures - popularly referred to as food stamps - by $4.6 billion a year. That means that companies 
that pay below the minimum wage are in essence relying on government subsidies to ensure their workers do not go hungry. I 
hope that those that rail against government spending would support this increase in the minim wage that will reduce such 
spending. But I also believe raising the minimum wage is the moral thing to do as well because I simply believe that in America, if 
you work a job full-time, you shouldn't live in poverty. I believe that should be a basic bargain for all Americans. 

However, I know wages aren't the only issue for women at the bottom of the economic ladder. Women suffer disproportionately 
from a lack of flexibility policies in American companies. Seventy percent of low-income women do not have access to a single 
paid sick day and the United States is the only developed d nation that does not require paid maternity leave. As a country, we 
need to do far better helping all parents balance their responsibilities at home and at work. Too often parents, especially low- 
income workers, have to choose and that is not good for our companies or our families. 

These are policies that I am happy to discuss because they are the issues I have fought for over the course of my career. I am 
proud of my work to underscore the importance of a minimum wage increase for women the last time the federal government 
increased the minimum wage in 1996. And I continued that advocacy as a Senator from New York. I know these issues are central 
to both our economic growth as a nation and to the American promise of shared prosperity we all hold so dear.

Dear Hillary Clinton, 

As First Lady, Senator, Secretary of State, and in your recent work 
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with the Clinton Global Initiative, you have advocated for the cause 
of women’s empowerment around the world. Today we write to ask you to 
also join us in an important women’s empowerment initiative here at 
home. It involves an area to which you have a special connection and 
thus presents you, specifically, with an important responsibility to 
make a direct difference in the lives of hundreds of thousands of 
American women and an indirect difference in millions more. 

The Walmart Corporation is the largest employer in the United States, 
employing about one in every hundred Americans. Unfortunately, 

America’s largest employer sets a horrible example with its miserly 
wage policy. Walmart pays hundreds of thousands of their workers less 
per hour, adjusted for inflation, than minimum wage workers made 46 
years ago. With rising housing, health and transportation costs, 

Walmart workers cannot make ends meet on less than $10, $9 or even, 
for some, $8 an hour. The cashiers and hourly sales associates at the 
White Plains Walmart close to your house, for example, live in a city 
with a living wage of — as estimated by the MIT Living Wage Calculator 
— $13.05, but most hourly Walmart workers are paid thousands of 
dollars per year below that standard. It’s no surprise that one 
Walmart manager even admitted this disconnect between Walmart pay and 
fair pay by placing a bin out last holiday season to solicit donations 
from customers for his own needy workers. 

Seventy percent of the positions subject to Walmart’s hourly poverty 
wage regime are held by women. Most of these women are managed by men, 
who — despite making up a minority of the company’s employees — make 
up a majority of Walmart’s managers and officials. Irregular schedules 
and a miserly sick day policy make Walmart a difficult place for 
mothers to work. Take as an example one 33-year-old mother of two 
featured on ABC News a few years ago: she had to leave her daughter at 
home with a 103-degree fever because she was worried about her three 
sick day “demerits” issued by her Walmart manager. Worse over, 

Walmart’s poverty wage regime drives down the wages and benefits of 
neighboring stores, again disproportionately hurting women, who make 
up the majority of the low-wage workforce in America. 

Walmart could end this assault on their female “associates” by paying 
all their workers at least $10.92, which is the inflation-adjusted 
wage that the lowest paid Walmart workers — under their founder, Sam 
Walton — earned in the late 1960’s. Before Walton’s billionaire heirs 
cry ‘Impossible!’, remember: (1) Walmart pays all their workers in 
Ontario, Canada and Santa Fe, New Mexico over $10 an hour and still 
remains quite profitable; (2) Walmart had enough funds to issue $5 1 
billion in stock buybacks over the past five years, which could have 
given every American Walmart worker a $3.50 per hour raise over the 
past five years; and (3) a 201 1 U.C. Berkeley economic study showed 
that even if Walmart raised its starting wage to $12 and passed all 
the costs onto customers, it would only cost Walmart shoppers 46 cents 
more per shopping trip. 

In 1986, when Bill Clinton was governor of Arkansas, you reflected a 
single case of women’s empowerment at Walmart by becoming Walmart’s 
first female director. During your six years as a Walmart board 
member, you honorably pushed for women’s empowerment. Twenty eight 
years later, we are asking you to make far broader history again for 
women at Walmart by publicly pressuring your former board to end its 
poverty wage regime and restore the wages of hundreds of thousands of 
its female associates. 
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Here are four ways you can immediately activate your deep Walmart 
ties to help this important feminist cause: 

1. Publicly encourage former Walmart CEO H. Lee Scott, who had dinner 
at your home in 2006, to build on his minimum wage raise support from 
nine years ago by urging his successor C. Douglas McMillon to follow 

in his footsteps by endorsing a minimum wage raise this year. 

2. Publicly encourage Alice Walton, the Walmart heiress who donated 
$25,000 to Ready for Hillary last year, to use her power as a major 
shareholder to force a raise in the wages of the hundreds of thousands 
of Walmart associates who make less in a year of work than Walton does 
in 10 minutes from interest on her inheritance. 

3. Publicly encourage Clinton administration advisor Leslie Dach, who 
you have worked with on labor issues recently, to leverage his role as 
a former Walmart executive vice president to pressure his successors 
to end Walmart’s poverty wage regime.

We hope you can keep it alive by pressuring your former 
Walmart colleagues to raise the wages of its predominantly-female 
hourly workforce to $1 1, their inflation-adjusted 1968 level. This is 
no big deal: the workers have more than earned an $1 1 per hour wage, 
had it taken from them by inflation year after year, and will continue 
to until they can catch up with 1968, inflation adjusted.

Great that you and Vikram had a chance to discuss the trip yesterday. 

I wanted to share an update regarding XIE Zhenhua and related trip planning. 

Latest information: Yesterday the NDRC updated its public leadership roster. Three vice-chairmen were removed: XIE 
Zhenhua, ZHU Zhixin, and XU Xianping. One new vice-chairman was added in their place: ZHANG Yong, formerly 
Minister of the China Food and Drug Administration. There is no clarity as yet regarding the NDRC portfolio that 
ZHANG Yong will take over versus what will be divided among other existing vice-chairmen. In terms of pecking 
order, Zhang Yong was added to the vice-chairmen hierarchy below Nuer Baikeli, who was recently brought over to 
NDRC from Xinjiang and appointed National Energy Administration head. 

So Xie is officially out but not yet clear who will replace him. I hear lower-level officials are in a bit of panic. They 
are all on Spring Festival holiday, returning to office tomorrow after a long break. They may get new information 
over the weekend regarding this transition. Personnel formalities may occur during the upcoming National People's 
Congress which commences March 5 th . 
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CAP strategy: We are reaching out to Xie personally to find out how we should best engage during the March trip. 
Should have updated information in a few days.

Media Matters for America: Why Is D.C. Media "Primed To Take Down Hillary Clinton"?

It's official: Hillary Clinton now faces two looming campaign challengers, Republicans and their allies in the press. But don't take my word for it. The 
anti-Clinton press campaign is now an open secret in the media, and it marks a whole new chapter in campaign journalism. 

Election seasons always usher in debates about press coverage, with the assumption being coverage can affect electoral results. Which 
candidates are getting the most positive coverage? And which ones are being dogged by journalists? 

Journalists traditionally wave off any allegations of unfair treatment for particular candidates and insist the claims are nothing more than sour 
grapes, or partisan plots to boost the candidate's chances. Instead, scribes claim, they always play campaigns down the middle. 

But in a new twist, some members of the Beltway press corps are stepping forward to announce categorically that Hillary Clinton, despite 
her envious standing , is the obvious target of media derision . And that the press is actively trying to harm her campaign. 

"The national media has never been more primed to take down Hillary Clinton," Politico's Dylan Bvers observed late last week, as he surveyed 
the unfolding campaign season. The same press corps, he added, stands poised to "elevate a Republican candidate." 

That's a rather astonishing revelation from inside the Beltway media bubble, right? Openly taking down a Democrat, while elevating a Republican? 
Wow. 

The weird part was that campaign journalists didn't seem to object to the description. There was very little pushback regarding Byer's rather 
shocking claim; it barely caused a ripple. Journalists don't seem ashamed of that fact that Clinton faces a tougher press than her fellow candidates, 
or think it reflects poorly on the state of political journalism. More and more journalists are simply admitting the truth: The press is out to get 
Clinton . Period. 

■ New York Times : "Clinton's Toughest Foe Appears to Be the News Media" 

■ The Week : "The mainstream media hates Hillary Clinton." 

■ NBC's Chuck Todd : "No matter what she says, she's not going to please Republicans and many members of the political press corps." 

How is it the likely Democratic Party nominee for president has become a constant target of press derision and that journalists admit the media's 
out to get her? Whatever happened to journalism's role of reporting on what happens in a campaign, and not trying to determine the outcome? 

And could you imagine the seismic revolt that would unfold if reporters openly targeted Republicans? But don't hold your breath. When was the 
last time you read an article, or heard a single television discussion, in which Beltway media elites opined about how their media colleagues 
despise Gov. Scott Walker, are out to get former Gov. Jeb Bush, or want to take down Sen. Marco Rubio? 

That kind of talk could kill a journalist's career because it would ignite the right wing's Liberal Media Bias mob. But publicly admitting the press is 
"prime" to try to disrupt and dismantle the likely Democratic Party's presidential nominee seems to represent perfectly acceptable behavior. 

Talk about the Clinton Rules 

While the current trend does seem to represent something new and disturbing, we have seen glimpses in the past of pundits conceding that the 
campaign press, collectively, can't stand a Democratic frontrunner. In early 2000, Slate's Mickey Kaus reported from New Hampshire as the 
Democratic battle unfolded between Sen. Bill Bradley and Vice President Al Gore. 

Kaus was stunned by the media's unmasked contempt for Gore: 

What I underestimated-what, indeed, has startled me-is the extent to which reporters aren't simply boosting Bradley for their own sake (or 
Bradley's). It's also something else: They hate Gore. They really do think he's a liar. And a phony. They dislike the controlled, canned nature of his 
campaign events, and hate covering them. 

Eight years later during the 2008 primary season, the Washington Posts Dana Milbank conceded. "The press will savage [Clinton] no matter 
what." He characterized Clinton's relationship with the press as "poisonous" and "venomous," and announced journalists simply "dislike" her. 

Both those instances seemed liked brief glimpses where a couple of pundits let slip a campaign press bus secret. This election cycle , the fact 
that the press can't stand Clinton, and that her press coverage suffers because of it, is treated as common knowledge. 

Note that in recent weeks, some in the media have tried to rationalize Clinton's relentlessly hostile press coverage by claiming it's her fault 
because she ignores the press . Does Clinton's reluctance to engage with the campaign press represent a legitimate point of media 
contention? It does. Does it explain the media's desire to "take down" the candidate? It does not. 

The argument is that the press is ticked off that Clinton's ignoring them, with the implicit suggestion being that if she granted journalists more 
access, naturally her coverage would improve. But the chronology doesn't add up. 

Note that last summer, Clinton spent several weeks immersed in media interviews, granting extraordinary access. Clinton's book tour included 
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interviews on ABC, CBS, NBC, CNN, Fox News, PBS, and NPR, which combined lasted for more than three hours and 45 minutes, according to 
a Media Matters tabulation 


And how did the press treat Clinton when she answered dozens and dozens of media questions? The press attacked her relentlessly and 
announced her answers to their questions were all wrong. As the supposed " gaffes " rolled out, delighted pundits spent weeks typing up 
stories about Clinton's allegedly disastrous summer outreach. The commentary largely centered on theater criticism: She was " rusty ," 
" testy ," and had veered off-script! (Plus, she was way too wealthy .) Clinton was deemed guilty of bad optics for weeks by the chattering 
class. 

So the argument today that journalists are being tough on Clinton because she avoids the press doesn't hold water. Journalists were being 
extremely tough on Clinton last summer when she was engaging with the press on a daily basis. 

It seems no matter what approach Clinton takes, the press has agreed upon a plan: take her down.

Hope all is well with you and yours. Our mutual friend Art Agnos and I have two campaign ideas (each about 200 
words) you might find helpful. 

Mine — I believe that Hillary should become known for telling vignettes about the broken Washington system that 
the voters perceive. You might consider having a person in the audience (like Reagan’s person in the Gallery at 
the State of the Union) who experienced the outrageous problem and could answer reporters’ questions. After 
each example Hillary could say something strong like “This is terribly wrong and when I become your President, 
this kind of government heartlessness will end”. 

One “Golden Fleece”-like example I suggest involves the mother of Kimberley Fraser of my office. She is an 
effectively quadriplegic mute widow of a WWII hero (who become a general). She had $140,000 worth of her 
pension, social security and tax returns incorrectly withheld by the Veterans Administration (VA). For four years 
her family and Member of Congress unsuccessfully fought the VA for her funds. Just before her lack of funds 
was about to move her to a rest home, I had to get the Secretary of Veterans Affairs to personally intervene and 
her funds were finally returned. 

Art’s - Attached is an abbreviated speech that I gave to a city wide congress of neighborhoods that reflects the 
idea of an lifetime insider (me a former mayor) challenging the current establishment policies in San Francisco 

While the speech talks about an initiative (prop B) that would require a vote of the people to authorize changes 
in existing height limits on SF’s publicly owned waterfront, it reflects the theme of empowering the individual and 
the neighborhood by putting them in “the room” with the lobbyists, lawyers, department heads, etc when the key 
decisions are made. 

Instead of an initiative, I suggest that a long time “insider” candidate could successfully adapt the same theme of 
empowerment in her campaign by saying she understands the power of that room because she has been in 
it... that she will speak for them when she is that room as President. 

It is a versatile theme that can be adapted to countless situations all ending with something like: 

“When I am president and in that room where the tough decisions are made about , I will remember 

you. ..I will speak for you. ..to make sure your voices. ..your families needs are heard. That is what I have done as 
first lady... that is what I have done as a United States Senator... that is what I have done as Secretary of 
State... and that is what I will do every day that I am President of the United States.

The Center has convened and worked extensively with states 
on the issue and the final rule reflects ideas and approaches put forward in the Center's analysis and 
dialogues. Mitigation Program Manager Gabe Pacyniak met with President Obama immediately prior to 
the plan’s release and was joined by Executive Director Vicki Arroyo for the White House announcement 
on August 3rd. Since then, the Center has issued analysis and held briefings (video available) for states 
about the new rule, and its staff have regularly been interviewed by media such as the Financial Times, 
Politico, Bloomberg News, Huffington Post, and PRI’s the World. The Center continues to serve as a 
resource to states on implementation. Our entire Clean Power team consists of Georgetown Law 
graduates, including Lissa Lynch who will be moving on to work on litigation for the Natural Resources 
Defense Council. Good luck, Lissa! 



A decade after Hurricane Katrina ravaged New Orleans and the Gulf Coast, a new report by the 
Georgetown Climate Center examines some of the lessons learned from state and local efforts to use 
disaster relief funding to rebuild New Orleans' public schools and stormwater systems. Among other 
media coverage, Vicki Arroyo recently released a Huffington Post blog about the report and the 10- 
year anniversary of Hurricane Katrina. 

A series of six new case studies produced by the Georgetown Climate Center and Georgetown faculty 
explore how sub-national jurisdictions (municipalities, states, and special administrative regions) in the 
United States and China are taking action to build resilience to natural hazards, extreme weather, and 
climate change.

Center on Poverty and Inequality 
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On Sept. 9, the center hosted an event with CBPP to highlight the newly-released book $2.00 a Day. 

The event featured the authors, remarks by Sen. Sherrod Brown and Cecilia Munoz (DPC), and a 
panel discussion of poverty experts. 

In May, we hosted a conference with the National Center on Youth Law, the ABA Legal Center for 
Foster Care and Education, and the Children’s Defense Fund on improving educational outcomes for 
foster youth. 

The Center also released “The Sexual Abuse to Prison Pipeline: The Girls’ Story,” on the role that sexual 
trauma plays in girls’ entering juvenile justice. The Washington Post editorial board wrote a piece based 
on the report, among other articles. 

The Center published an op-ed on the flaws with the Temporary Assistance for Needy Families 
programs, followed by comments in July on a discussion draft for reauthorizing the program. 

The Center was honored to co-host an event that launched the DC chapter of Black Girls Code 

Finally, the Center published a blog post at TalkPoverty on addressing economic inequality, 
and another on the importance of internet access for reducing poverty. 


Center on Privacy and Technology 

This summer, the Center on Privacy & Technology took a leading role in the national debate on the 
commercial use of facial recognition technology. Center staff wrote essays on the technology for the 
Washington Post and Slate , and gave in-depth interviews to CNN ’s Richard Quest, NPR ’s 
Tom Ashbrook and KCRW ‘s Warren Olney. 

The Center is growing! Professor Paul Ohm, who joined the faculty this fall, is also joining the Center 
as a faculty director. Professor Ohm is a renowned privacy law scholar (and computer programmer!) who is 
especially known for his scholarship exposing the weaknesses of " anonymization " technology 

The Center also hired Clare Garvie, a GULC ’15 grad, as our first law fellow. As a law student, Clare did 
cutting edge work for the Federal Legislation Clinic on the intersection of federal civil rights laws and Big 
Data.
